have whatever it is that makes design tick. And for 
this reason, what happens each year at Milan’s 
Salone del Mobile matters very much. 

The most recent Salone, the country's 12th furni- 
ture exhibition held annually in September at the 
immense Fiera di Milano, was big, with over 1,700 
displays. But the important statements are made by 
relatively few producers. Housed in two buildings, 
this group has earned international respect as a 
showcase for what’s happening in modern furniture 
design—a bellwether for the world market. 

Trends are quiet, following the giant steps taken 
a few years ago. Overall, there seemed to be a down- 
to-earth sense of reality—the ego trips of past sea- 
sons short-circuited; designers outgrowing their self- 
ishness; much less ‘sculpture’ furniture; more really 
usable design at more sensible prices. 

Prominent was the softer look—no more hard- 
edged, sharply defined lines. Instead, a comfortable 
feeling for rounded corners and curvilinear turns— 
still sleek and clean—but more appealing and much 
smoother to the eye and more comfortable. 

Sofas, chairs and modular upho!stery groups were 
less square and generally more comfortable. Since 
most Italian furniture designers are architects, these 
pieces are often used on an architectural concept to 
most effectively and efficiently use space. In some 
upholstery groups metal accented the full look. 

Flexibitity and multifunction stand out in many 
designs, and for this the Italians are well-respected. 
They understand today’s need for spatial economics, 
double and triple use. But (Continued on page 12)

H° tried to express his feeling for man 
and nature by becoming a minister, 
but his fervor alarmed his superiors. He 
fell in love with two women of his own 
class and they fled from him as from a dan- 
gerous lunatic. The famous incident in 
which he cut off part of his ear and gave it 
to a prostitute was only one more attempt 
to give something of himself to anyone 
who would accept it.

jou are considering sponsoring a child through the Christian Children’s Fund, 
i tain questions may occur to you. Perhaps you will find them answered here. 


Q. May two people share a sponsorship ? 

A. Yes, and please give both names and 
addresses of persons sharing the expense of 
a sponsorship. 

Q. May groups sponsor a child ? 

A. Yes, church classes, office workers, civic 
clubs, schools and other groups. We ask that 
one person serve as correspondent for a group. 
Q. Are all the children orphans ? 

A. No. Although many of our children are 
orphans, youngsters are helped primarily on 
the basis of need. Some have one living parent 
unable to care for the child properly. Others 
come to us because of abandonment, broken 
homes, parents unwilling to assume responsi- 
bility, serious illness of one or both parents, or 
parents just too poor to care for their children. 
Q. Where do the children live who are being 
sponsored ? 

A. The child you sponsor may live in an 
orphanage, home for abandoned babies, school 
for the blind, hospital, nursing home, day care 
nursery or vocational training center. Or the 
child may be in one of our Family Helper Proj- 
ects—a youngster with a widowed mother, im- 
poverished parents or from a broken home. 
Your support will help keep the child with the 
family by helping supply food, clothing, school 
books, family guidance and a variety of services 
directed by a trained caseworker. 

Q. How long do the children remain in the Home 
or Project ? 

A. This depends on the country but usually un- 
til they are 18. We do everything possible to see 
that they are equipped to make an adequate liv- 
ing before they go out on their own. 

Q. Is it possible for sponsors to legally adopt the 
child they sponsor ? 

A. Many people want to take these needy 
children into their homes, but the majority of 
them cannot be legally adopted. In all cases it is 
necessary for the U. S. Immigration and State 
Welfare authorities to approve legal adoptions. 
CCF does not handle legal adoptions. 

Q. May I visit my child ? 

A. Yes. Our Homes and Projects around the 
world are delighted to have sponsors visit them. 
Please inform the superintendent in advance of 
your scheduled arrival. 

Q. Can my child visit me ? 

A. This decision must be left entirely with the 
superintendent. If allowed, all traveling 
expenses and responsibilities are assumed by 
the sponsor. 

Q. Are my letters to the child censored ? 

A. Absolutely not. Your entire letter is given to 
the child along with a literal translation in the 
child’s language. 

Q. Which would you advise me to send ? Pack- 
ages or a money gift ? 

A. Money gifts save the cost of mailing a pack- 
age and insure that the items you wish for your 
child will be the proper size. Also, goods pur- 
chased overseas generally cost less than similar 
items in the U.S., and avoid excessive duty. 

Q. Should I always send a money gift through 
the Richmond Office ? 

A. Always! It would be extremely difficult for 
your child to casha check or exchange currency. 
The total amount of your gift will be sent to the 
Home, along with your instructions for its use. 
This is a service provided for our sponsors, 
without any deduction for handling. 

Q. Is CCF registered with any government 
agency ? 

A. Yes, CCF is registered with the U. S. State 
Department’s Advisory Committee on Volun- 
tary Foreign Aid, holding Registration No. 080. 
Q. Where do I send my checks ? 

A. All contributions, whether sponsorship 
payments or money gifts for your child, should 
be sent to our Richmond Office and made pay- 
able to Christian Children’s Fund. 
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Margaret was found in a back lane of Calcutta, lying 
in her doorway, unconscious from hunger. Inside, her 
mother had just died in childbirth. 

You can see from the expression on Margaret’s face 
that she doesn’t understand why her mother can’t get 
up, or why her father doesn’t come home, or why the 
dull throb in her stomach won’t go away. 

What you can’t see is that Margaret is dying of mal- 
nutrition. She has periods of fainting, her eyes are 
strangely glazed. Next will come a bloated stomach, 
falling hair, parched skin. And finally, death from 
malnutrition, a killer that claims 10,000 lives 
every day. 

Meanwhile, in America we eat 4.66 pounds of food 
a day per person, then throw away enough to feed a 
family of six in India. 

If you were to suddenly join the ranks of 14 billion 
people who are forever hungry, your next meal might 
be a bowl of rice, day after tomorrow a piece of fish the 
size of a silver dollar, later in the week more 
rice—maybe. 

Hard-pressed by the natural disasters and phenom- 
enal birth rate, the Indian government is valiantly 
trying to curb what Mahatma Gandhi called “The 
Eternal Compulsory Fast.” 

But Margaret’s story can have a happy ending, be- 
cause she has a CCF sponsor now. And for only $12 a 
month you can also sponsor a child like Margaret and 
help provide food, clothing, shelter—and love. 

You will receive the child’s picture, personal his- 
tory, and the opportunity to exchange letters, Christ- 
mas cards—and priceless friendship. 

Since 1938, American sponsors have found this to 
be an Intimate, person-to-person way of sharing their 
blessings with youngsters around the world.

Investing in the stock market is an adults-only 
occupation. Right? Our family doesn’t believe it now. With en- 
couragement from my wife and me, our three children, ages 
11 to 15, have bought and sold in the market with some very 
interesting nonmonetary results. And some monetary results,

too, of course. For example, | owe my 13-year-old son $17.50. 

We bought 100 shares of Apache Oil Company, based on our 
analysis of the chance to make a quick profit. Sure enough, the 
price moved from 15 to 16% in 30 days and the consensus 
was to sell. But 13-year-old David owned 10 of those shares 
and he wanted to wait a little longer. As the nominal financial 
head of the family, | decided to sell without his approval. At 
the same time | personally guaranteed the price. Two weeks 
later, when Apache was quoted at 1814, he sold—and | was 
out $17.50 because David had had more confidence in Apache 
than the rest of the family. 

“| told you to hang in there, Dad,”’ he said. 

“You're such a smart guy,’ | sneered. ‘‘What about Sterling 
Precision?”’ He had bought 10 shares at 1014 and another 10 
shares at 414. The current price is 64%, so he’s still a loser. 

“‘Look,’’ he answered stoically. ‘You win some and you lose 
some. Isn't that what you always say?" 

Outwardly beaten, | retreated to the study to mull over the 
vagaries of investing in the stock market. Inwardly, | was 
thrilled that David had grasped an important concept of the 
crazy gyrations of the marketplace. There just are no right 
answers, except a constant struggle to win more than you lose. 

What started as a game—a lark—has become an integral 

part of family life. Once the children showed an interest, we 
realized it was time for them to participate in the engaging 
contest between the ‘“‘bulls and bears.”’ 
Putting your resources, or part of them, into the 
stock market is serious business. At the same time, it presents 
a wonderful opportunity to channel youthful thinking into posi- 
tive directions. The true challenge is teaching the children to 
handle money and make decisions. As each of them seemed 
ready for the experience, we staked them to a small holding. 
From that point on, they were given free rein to add to, or 
subtract from, their individual investments. 

Steven, 15, had a healthy portion of our holdings in Ameri- 
can Motors, which resulted in severe losses. Understandably, 
he hesitated to reinvest. Recognizing that some companies are 
greater risks than others, he bought INA at 44, held it for 





almost a year and then sold at 52. Buoyed by success, he rap 
idly took some of the savings from his summer job as a dock 
boy and plunged with the rest of the family into Bunker Ramo 
at 10144. Within three months we all happily sold at 13. His 
attitude somewhat tempered, he is currently content to sit on 
the sidelines for a while. It’s his money—he ought to be al 
lowed to do what he wants—easily his best lesson 

Recently, David was confronted with an even more complex 
problem. He needed a new bike to replace the one he uses on 
his paper route. Dolefully, he examined his bank account and 
his stock position. Faced with the choice of laying out $60 for 
new transportation, he opted to buy a grocery cart for $5 and 
keep his money where it would work for him. 

Eleven-year-old Faith, on the other hand, is still grappling 

with the fractions in her single holding in Houdaille Industries 
At this point in time, her very first investment, fronted by her 
parents, is dawdling between 134% and 141/. She isn’t terrib'y 
excited. However, each day she keeps track of her stock and 
maintains a record of the price fluctuations. What she is 
learning in school in math is complemented by the daily ups 
and downs of her equity. 
Do the children have more respect for money? 
Not really. But they do have a better perspective about allocat- 
ing money. They have learned and are learning to earn, save, 
invest and spend. The stock market is still something of an 
enigma, but they are involved. 

At the dinner table one night David asked, 
money should | keep in the stock market?’ 

“That’s like asking how long a man’s legs ought to be,”’ 
snapped Steven. 

“| don’t understand,'’ added Faith.

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Poor man’s art come into tts own 


—and to the knowing eye, a rag-tag magazine may yield a real Whistler print 


By JOEL R. WEBER [( Prints 
used to be considered poor- 
man’s art. That’s no longer so. 
Old books and magazines are 
being snapped up by collectors 
and old prints are riding along 
on the crest of the antiques 
boom. But there’s one big dif- 
ference—you can still find val- 
uable old prints in attics and 
basements or acquire them at 
a reasonable cost from dealers. 

How about a Winslow Homer 
original? Out of your league? 
Wrong. Homer—one of Amer- 
ica’s most important artists— 
was a Staff illustrator for Harp- 
er’s Weekly in the early 1860s. 
Should you run across an old 
copy of Harper's, you could 
come home with as many as 
half a dozen Homer originals. 

James McNeil Whistler be- 
came famous for a picture he 
painted of his mother. He be- 
came rich selling prints. A lot 
of them are still buried in base- 
ments and attics. Even if Cur- 
rier & lves isn’t your thing, 
keep an eye out for their work. 
Currier & Ives originals start at 
$25. But be careful. There are 
many excellent fakes around. 
Artists hawe been experi- 
menting with the printing press 
since Gutenberg invented it in 
the 1500s. At one time, the 
print was like a photograph. It 
brought scenes and adventures 
to life. It was a way to bring 
the world’s great paintings into 
the home of the common man. 
Nearly all of the great masters 
were reproduced and many of 
them dabbled with producing 
their own prints. 

A true print is a work of art 
reproduced on paper from a 
copper, steel or stone engrav- 
ing on which the artist has 
worked by hand. To the print 
collector, the handwork is ev- 
erything. Many modern artists 
do make prints in limited edi- 
tions and go through the same

steps used 100 years ago or 
more, but most modern prints 
—art reproductions, electro- 
mechanically reproduced—don't 
qualify for this category. 
George Murray, chief clerk 
at J. N. Bartfield in New York, 
perhaps America’s most presti- 
gious dealer in valuable books, 
believes that this country’s high 
educational standards are pri- 
marily responsible for the grow- 
ing interest in old prints. “You 


don’t have to make the invest- 
ment that you would in an oil 
painting,’’ he adds, ‘‘and you 
don’t have to worry about some- 
one’s sticking a thumb through 
the canvas. They’re extremely 
easy to care for and they’re 
available in every subject im- 
aginable—military, birds and 
animals, old scenes of practical- 
ly anyplace in the world, maps, 
sports, you name it.’’ Bartfield’s 
clientelle includes the super- 
famous and the super-rich as 
well as the housewife from 
Yonkers looking for a special

anniversary present, plus some 
of America’s most important 
interior decorators, print deal- 
ers and collectors. They browse 
through more than half a mil- 
lion books, thousands with col- 
or plates. When you buy a print 
at Bartfield, you buy an entire 
book. (Color plate volumes start 
at $15—depending upon num- 
ber of prints and condition.) 
Bartfield will not break a book 
or folio. That’s up to you. 

Or you can turn to dealers 
like the Old Print Shop in New 
York City that have no con- 
science pangs about breaking 
up books. This firm specializes 
in Americana and nobody is 
really sure just how many prints 
it really does have. Estimates 
range at over one million. 
Wherever you’ shop. 
says Arlene Orcutt, a dealer in 
Stamford, Conn., ‘‘Money is 
probably the last criterion you 
should use in choosing prints to 
hang in your home. Taste and 
beauty are most important. A 
dime print can be as stunning 
as a $4,000 Audubon.” 

She suggests house sales 
and basement sales as the best 
source of old books and maga- 
zines. But don’t go out expect- 
ing to find something rare and 
valuable, she cautions, because 
it’s highly unlikely that you will. 

“You can normally find a 
great old print anywhere that 
has lots of old books for sale. 
If you run across something 
that is, indeed, old and just 
jam-packed with color plates, 
your best bet is to check the 
book out with a print dealer to 
find out if it’s valuable before 
you spend your money.”’ 

Mrs. Orcutt does not recom- 
mend buying prints from an- 
tique dealers who dabble in a 
wide variety of things. ‘“‘Know- 


ing and recognizing old prints 
is like specializing in china or 
glass. It takes a great deal of 
specialized knowledge to know 
if you have something valuable, 
and most antique dealers just 
don’t have that knowledge.”’ 

She suggests _ rare-book 
libraries, print dealers and lots 
of reading as the best way to 
learn. “There’s no quick and 
easy road. It requires time, pa- 
tience and a knowl-dge of pa- 
pers, inks and techniques.”’ 

First, look at the paper. If 
it seems heavy or porous, that’s 
a good beginning. Remember 
that old papers didn’t have 
coats of lacquer or varnish. If 
the paper has an over-all sheen, 
it’s probably not old. 

Often the paper will be wa- 
termarked. Just hold the print 
up to the light. If it’s water- 
marked, the mark will show up 
clearly. With early Currier & 
Ives prints, the paper was very 
heavy. But be careful, because 
many Currier & lves prints have 
been restruck and reproduced 
by modern means. 

Identifying a woodcut is easy 
once you’ve had some practice. 
Woodcuts and wood engravings 
are always black-and-white. If 
you run your hand across a 
woodcut, you'll find that it feels 
much coarser than a copper or 
steel engraving. 

Metal engravings—like aaua- 
tints and mezzotints—have a 
velvety feel when you run your 
hand across them. Like all old 
prints, copper and steel engrav- 
ings utilized wavy lines to pro- 
duce tones and shades of dif- 
ference. Dots are used in mod-

ern prints and the difference 
can be clearly seen with a mag- 
nifying glass (no old print hunt- 
er should be without one). If 
you see dots in your print, you 
can bet it’s modern. There is 
always an exception, though. 
This time it’s the stipple en- 
graving that uses both lines and 
dots to produce tones. But if you 
see only dots, it isn’t old. 
Determining whether or not 
a print is hand-colored is easy. 
Early printers used a substance 
called ‘‘gum arabic’’ to bring 
out highlights in the color. If 
you tilt the print up to the light 
and there’s a glint or flash in 
certain areas but not in others, 
you're seeing the gum arabic. 
That’s a sure indication that the 






print is probably a real antique. 

Through the years it has been 
fashionable from time to time 
to hand-color prints with water- 
colors. Many prints were hand- 


colored in their time, others — 
much later. Many dealers will |

TERMS

monly used terms. It won’t pro- 

vide instant expertise but can 
serve as a handy fast reference 
dn a print-hunting expedition. 

Aquatint—An etching pro- 
cess in which an effect of 
tone is secured by the use 
of a resin that has been 
ground on a copper plate. 

Burin—Also called Gra- 
wer, the sharpened bar 
used by the engraver. It was 
made in different sizes and 
different forms. 

Chrome Lithograph—a 
lithograph printed in color 
from a series of stones, one 
stone for each color. 

The Eteh—the acid solution 

washed over a stone during 

the making of a lithograph. 

The design was drawn on the 

Stone with a greasy crayon 

and then the etch was 

washed over to keep the 
grease from spreading. 


Etching—A print made from 
a copper plate on which the 
design has been bitten in 
with nitric acid. 

Folio—A collection of prints. 
There are three common siz- 
es: large (18 by 27 inches),

Line Engraving—A print 
produced from a metal plate, 
generally copper or steel, into 
which the design is cut with 
a graver.

Stipple Engraving—The 
design was worked into metal 
with small dots. The process 
was most often used with 
line engraving to give tone 
or form to objects. 

Woodeut—The art of raising 
designs on wooden blocks 
used to print from. Various 
knives and gouges are used 
and the design is cut with 
the grain of the wood. 

Wood Engraving—A de- 
sign made by the graver in a 
wooden block. Wood engrav- 
ings were cut across the 
grain. The blocks used were 
of boxwood and were the 
height of the type so the en- 
gravings could be printed 
with the printed page. 


HOW TO REMOVE 
FOXING 

Foxing, those little brown 
spots that often appear on old 
prints, can be removed easily at 
home with common, everyday 
materials. All you'll need will 
be a large tub, some household 
bleach, a piece of glass—larger

By SUSAN LEWIN © If one were to fantasize about the 
perfect house for the leisurely, languid Acapulco life,

surely this house would fulfill the dream. For this is ac 


vacation retreat without restrictions. Carefree in every 3 


way, it is a house designed for living under the hot 
tropical sun. Owned by a Texas executive, it resulted 
from a renovation carried out under direction of Phil 
George of Harper and George, New York City. Much of 
the house is open to the gentle Acapulco breezes, and 
there are commanding views of bay and city fron 
poolside and major entertaining areas. The house has 
appropriately been named La Cima (The Summit) 
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out of blandness 
emerged a spirited air 


“Before we renovated the house. it could have been 
located anywhere . . . the French Riviera, Capri, Ma- 
jorca, South Africa. It was simply a bland interpretation 
of an international style of resort architecture. The 
tragedy was that with ail of the country’s great artists, 
craftsmen and materials, the house was devoid of the 
folk spirit of Mexico. One of our major aims was to 
infuse it with Mexican character ’’ says Phil George 
(who is also design director for Braniff Airlines). 

Architectural changes included stripping the entire 
house to bare structure and replastering it in a rough- 
textured finish peculiar to Mexico. A slab tarpaper 
roof was replaced by Mexican tiles and terrazzo floor- 
ing gave way to granite. Supporting columns were built 
up and rounded, and vine-covered rocks were exposed 
and scrubbed. Mexican-styled brickwork was added 
to some ceiling areas, along with modern lighting 
fixtures. And finally, the landscaping was changed. 

Interiors of the house reflect a mélange of contem- 
porary and Mexican furnishings and an extensive col- 
lection of Mexican folk art. Easy-care fabrics in bril- 
liant colors cover the seating pieces of white fiber glass 
(left), and a sleek steel-and-giass coffee table supports 
a Oaxacan tree of life. Primitive folk objects include 
the Coyotopec couple standing in a rocky niche (left), 
a Hidalgo sugar-cane bird cage near the dining group 
(top center) and a Costa Rican wagon wheel on the wall 
of a seating niche (top right). Noteworthy, too, is the 
large group of Mexican wedding figures arranged on 
a shelf on the dining room wall. 

During daytime hours, living is oriented toward the 
sun... and the pool. After dark, however, the open 
house becomes a dramatic show place for entertaining 
(above). Dining late in the Mexican manner offers 
guests the spectacular bonus of a twinkling pano- 
rama of the lights of the city across the bay. The stone 
cross beside the pool was carved by Ladrun de Guevara. 
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colorful folk art 
is everywhere at hand 


The delicious blend of Mexican folk art and furnishings 
and contemporary designs and architecture makes this 
house a delight to live in. Inside its flower-strewn 
gates, one never forgets that this is a Mexican envi- 
ronment . . . and a tactile one at that. This is an 
environment where the art is not in cases behind 
glass but displayed openly, to be felt and touched. 
The fine collection includes (from left, bottom row): 
Peruvian musicians and an Oaxacan wedding scene, 
polychrome mermaids from Oaxaca and Ayacucho 
musicians playing on a small balcony. Niches to dis- 
play folk figures have also been carved in the wall in 
the courtyard that serves as a buffet/bar (above). 

A visual highlight in the study (above left) is the fire- 
place. Designer George invited a painter from the 
hills of Guerrero to the house to hand-paint the plas- 
ter chimney on the site. Most of the folk figures in 
this room are from Oaxaca except for the antique Span- 
ish Colonial bu!l. Pigskin Equipales chairs from Gua- 
dalajara fit well with the modern Eames lounge chair 
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Wherever you turn in this house, you constantly 
encounter folk art and crafts of Mexico—even in the 
bedrooms and bathrooms. Ledges above and beside the 
large-scaled platform beds hold objects purchased 
throughout the country. Niches carved in the walls of 
the super-scaled bathrooms create miniature display 
cases for a treasure trove of small objects. 

Because the house was designed for no other reason 
Sthan enjoying the Acapulco life—swimming, sunning 
<and relaxing—all the bedroom suites are large and 
5 comfortable. Jalousie windows and sliding glass doors 
2 give these rooms the same feeling of openness that 
sthe rest of the house has, although landscaping is 
a thick and close to allow complete privacy. And this im- 
© pression of being one with the greenery beyond is 
4 heightened, too, by many mirrors and potted plants.

In form and mood, the Villa La Verne 
captures the essence of St. Tropez 
as a sensory environment—airy, 
luminous, free-flowing, the Villa’s 
many levels relating naturally to the 
Céte. The bar (which is a some- 
times-guestroom) is the one room 
with a unique temperament (far 
left above), though Designer Fred 
Vestal’s motivation here, too—in 
pattern, in color, in texture—was 
the Mediterranean.

airobi is an East African San Francisco. Foreign residents and 
isitors alike lose their hearts to its pearl-gray skies, its lofty 
lear air and generous tropical vegetation, which flames the 
puntryside with flowering trees and endows every hcuseholder’s 
ackyard with such recherché edibles as papaya and mango. (For 
I its coolth, it is practically on the equator.) The city is a lively, 
psmopolitan crossroads, dominated by the dark, proud Kenyans, 
plored by turbaned and sari-ed Indians and a conglomerate mix of 
uropeans and Americans. And no small thrill of living in Nairobi 
; the Knowledge that not far away there are lions and elephants 
andering their native plains. We show on these three pages how 
v0 of Nairobi’s most enthusiastic residents live. They are Mr. 
nd Mrs. A. B. Krueger, Americans, and representative of that 
roliferating new international breed—people who follow their 
velihood to whatever part of the world it takes them. 

Their 20-year-old house, by any standard of pure architecture, 
ould have to be called Ersatz Cotswold Cottage, but it is a good 
mily harbor, roomy and comfortable. And the Kruegers have made 
} it a personalized demonstration of what it means these days to 
ve as an American citizen of the world, merging one’s souvenir 
squisitions with the lifestyle of the house. Prize possessions are 
refully selected pieces of teak and brass—Moresque, Egyptian, 
ersian, Ceylonese, Arabesque exotica that in less deft hands might 
scome way-out harem rooms. Here, they are appropriate, livable 
mpanions to chrome-and-glass tables and contemporary sofas. 








The lawn, once planted in coffee 
trees, now shaded in poincianas, is 
considered an Americanism 

in Kenya. Lighted at night, the 
house sugges's a fairy-tale 
dwelling.

as Europe. He would modes ly 
disclaim it, but he is, in fact, 
something of a specialist—a con- 
noisseur of the intricate and cun- 
ningly made crafts of North 
Africa, the Middle East and Cey- 
lon. He really knows that won- 
drous brasswork, the painstakingly 
joined and metal-studded furni- 
ture, the exquisite marquetry in 
shell, ivory and metal that is the 
peculiar hallmark of a design that has no genre name but has flourished 
in the East as lang as Scheherazade’s tales have been told. He’s trained 
his eye over the years to discern its subtleties, making, he admits, many 
an unwise purchase in the learning. But nsw he can name the origin and 
era of almost any piece he sees. The Kruegers own a selective treasury 
of the best and put it to daily, practical use, enjoying its artistry and the 
dark brawn grains of teak and deodar rubbed to a patina with coconut oil. 

Mary B. Krueger, erstwhile fashion illustrator, paints, illustrates 
children’s books, designs in suede and studies East African culture while 
she chatelaines this house in a three-acre park that was once a coffee 
plantation and attends to its two most important occupants—the ener- 
ge.ic towheaded team of Kai, four, and Mark, two. Imaginative, energetic, 
inquisitive, she is a complete negation of the expatriate ladies who used 
to insulate themselves from the foreign world in which they lived. She 
has concentrated on a collection of brasswork, has s udied intricacies of 
East Africa’s wood carving, has acquired excellent examples of !amus 
(door lintels from the Indian Ocean coastal areas) and is a knowledge- 
able fancier of printed kanga cloth, the typical coiton that Kenyan women 
traditionally drape into dresses and head turbans. She, with her design- 
er’s innovative eye, transforms the fabrics into bedspreads and cushions. 

She collects the exotic beads of the country, made of cowrie shells, 
ostrich eggs, seedpods and buffalo horns—and, hangs them in her studio 
(once the garage) along with native sheep bells and tobacco pouches. 
They’re imagination, she says. Something may come of it. Many an idea 
has been bred in Mrs. Krueger’s studio. It’s her sanctum, workshop, 
house of her easel, drawing board and “serious” paint boxes 2s well as 
those pots of household paint and handy brushes that she may seize on 
a moment’s impulse to change the color of a flower pot or touch up a 
chip in the woodwork. Here she designs suede belts and handbags, does 
such drawings as her animal illustrations for “Safari Coloring Book’, a 
Children’s book sold for the benefit of the Museum Association of Kenya. 

She delved into clay to design the tilework of her kitchen floor. She 
draws and paints her own needlepoint paiterns, taking her motifs from 
the flora and fauna ste finds inher garden. She has gone off on safari 
with sketch pad in hand to study the mo ion and misn of the animals 
that she later pzinted on the nursery walls to delight Kai and Mark, who 
regard these playful creatures of the wild as friends and companions. 
Wi-h foresighted inspiration, she designed Wark’s crib, which on same 
future day, with its bars rsmoved, will bevome 4 love seat. That’s hcw the 
Kruegers are—interested, involved, fascinated by the world they live in 
no matter what corner cf the gliohe ihey find themselves in.

“| had put my family’s antiques in storage in Cape Town and filled this 
house with Swedish modern,” Schach explains, ‘but artist friends who 
wish to preserve the character of the Middle East and enjoy elements 
of other cultures persuaded me to scrap the Swedish modern and use 
the antiques.” Now his house is a true blend of art and furnishings 
from all over the world, harmonized by the consistent accent of Mediter- 
ranean blues and greens—in the views as well as the decor. 

Over the leaf-patterned sofa in the living room (top center) is a 
painting called “The Greek Isles” in a new polyester-sculptured technique 
by South African Artist Alexis Preller. Surrounding this, an 18th-century 
hand-glazed circular Persian wall plaque and a 1/th-century wooden 
angel. The ease with which he has mixed objects of such varying back- 
ground appears again at top right, another view of one of the painted 
and gilted Ticinese angels with a nearby 15th-century Spanish armoire 
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and two rustic carvings from Sicilian carts. The plaque below that is a 
Persian ceramic. And, from a Persian harem, colored window panes. 

In contrast to the cloistered feeling of the main living room, the 
alcove (above) opens to a glorious view of the harbor and Andromeda 
Rock.

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Your doctor usés metric measures when he 
writes a prescription. The can of soup you pick 
upin the market lists both ounce and gram 
weight; the same is true of the can of lichee nuts 
from Taiwan and the tin of Genovese pesto sauce 
from Italy. The bottle of peanut oil imported 
from France gives the liquid measure in ounee, 
quart and liter. Meter and kilometer were made 
familiar to millions of Americans by astronauts 
who used the terms in broadcasts from space. 
Yet the United States remains the only major 
industrial nation that has not adopted metrifi- 
cation—despite the fact that it was advocated 
by Thomas Jefferson in 1790 and that Congress 
made the metric system legal but not compulsory 
in 1866. There are indications, however, the 
metric system will finally find its way into our 
daily living. Legislation passed by the Senate 
(Note: Standard U.S. measurements are provided at the end of each recipe.)

Combine the vinegar and sugar in a small saucepan. Place 
over a high heat until it caramelizes.

growing country of the world in precisely 154 B.C., accord- 
ing to the Roman naturalist Pliny, who perished in the lava 
flow at Pompeii two centuries later. 

Nineteen centuries have gone by since Pliny’s untimely 
end. Yet we still enjoy wines grown in the volcanic soil of 
Vesuvius—wines called Lacrima Christi cr Christ’s Tears 
—and Italy is still the leading wine-growing country of the 
world, leading in total production and leading in export. 

One theory of the origin of the name Christ’s Tears 
holds that Our Lord wept when he beheld such devils as 
the Neapolitans inhabiting this corner of heaven on earth. 
It’s a theory that reveals something about Italian humor 
as well as about the beauty and the reputation of Naples. 
And to know something about Italian humor is to know 
something about the nature of Italian wines, which are exu- 
berant, ubiquitous and plainly pleasurable. 

In Italy every meal is a feast and every feast must be 
celebrated with wine. As omnipresent as wine on the table 
are the vines throughout the land. Italy has long practiced 
a style of vine-growing called coltura promisqua, mixing 
rows of vines with other crops, giving the entire peninsula 
the appearance of one gigantic vineyard. The Greeks took 
one look and named the country Enotria or ‘‘Land of 
Wine.’’ Today, the haphazard mode of cultivation is grad- 
ually giving way to specialized intensive viticulture, but for 
the most part it still predominates. 

With such a vast production—historic and modern— 
Italy offers wines of every quality, from the northern giants 
that bear comparison with fine wines of other countries 
down to heavy blending wines of the torrid south. In be- 
tween come many well-made, interesting wines, increas- 
ingly quality-controlled and exported at reasonable prices. 
In the main, it’s these that Claim our attention. The new 
Italian laws of quality control, based on the successful 
French Appellation Contrélée, are called Denominazione 
di Origine Controllata or D.O.C. The continuing practice 
of coltura promisqua made it difficult to draw boundaries, 
but by the end of 1971 some 105 geographic names had 
been defined, with well over twice this number of D.O.C. 
wines—both a red and a white, or more than one type, in 
many areas. These are the wines of higher quality that 
enter the export market, and the D.O.C. is worth looking 
for on a label. Now to mention some specific wines. .. . 

We iook first to the south. Exactly two centuries ago, 
Sicily gave birth to a famous wine that now seems to 
teeter almost on the brink of oblivion. Will Marsala ever 
return to fashion? The Liverpool merchants who invented 
it, John and William Woodhouse, produced a strong, aro- 
matic, bittersweet, dark amber-colored drink with a faint 
suggestion of prunes in the taste. Lord Nelson put it on 
the map in 1800 when he bought 500 pipes (55,850 gal- 
lons) to strengthen the morale of his fleet. It was popular 
for a hundred years, made in various degrees of dryness 
for drinking before and after dinner. It also doubles in the 
kitchen, most successfully in the preparation of veal scal- 
oppine and the rich egg froth called zabaglione. Leading 
Marsala producers now include Woodhouse, Ingham (an- 
other Englishman who fortified the blend), Florio and Rallo.

Among Sicily’s natural table wines, Corvo di Salapa- 
ruta has the highest reputation. Both red and white are 
dry, soft and elegant—exceptional wines for a hot country. 
Less expensive brand-name wines from Sicily have begun 
making their mark, and we shall see more. They have 
fragrance, fruit, power and at times a degree of sweetness 
that attracts beginning wine drinkers. Two names to look 
for are Segesta and Tonino. The latter, new in America, 
has a triumvirate of red, rosé and medium-dry white— 
all full-bodied and easy to drink. The Diego Rallo & Figli 
Segesta, marketed in 24-ounce corked size and 33- and 
68-ounce bottles with recappable wire-hinged plastic stop- 
pers, is budding up a very strong following in this country 
and now has been made the house wine at several very well- 
known New York restaurants. 

Across on the mainland we find the semitropical coun- 
try of strong coarse wines, white for turning into vermouth 
and red for blending with weaker wines of the cool north. 
Our interest heightens in the Naples area. The best of 
Lacrima Christi is a delicate white, flowery, with a touch 
of sweetness. On the island of Ischia the house of d’Ambra 
makes good wines from ancient grapes by modern meth- 
ods, including a dry white Biancolella. The Ravello house 
of Gran Caruso produces red, white and a particularly ap- 
pealing rosé. In the hills that once nurtured Falernian, the 
big heavy wine the early Romans considered the noblest 
of them all, a winery named Mastroberardino markets 
several attractive wines, including an earthy white named 
Fiano that we enjoy as an apéritif with roasted hazelnuts. 
Just above the heel of Italy’s boot lie the estates and win- 
ery of Torre Quarto, built by the Duke de la Rochefoucauld 
in 1857. Torre Quarto, which can live up to 40 or 50 years, 
ages to a garnet red with orange highlights and needs at 
least eight years’ aging before you drink it. 

Frascati, the vin de pays of Rome, is familiar to every 
tourist. Only white Frascati has the D.O.C., though the 
trattorie flow with an equally drinkable light red. None of 
it is great; the winery of Valle Vermiglia makes a sound 
one, golden yellow, fragrant and dry. And you can find it 
here, too, under the Cella label begun by two Genoese 
brothers who made their fortune in the California gold 
rush and returned to Italy to set up a profitable wine ex- 
port firm. Good white Frascati is big-bodied enough to go 
with pasta, even with meat. 

The lighthearted wines of Marino, some of the newest 
to come to our shores, are also from the mid-part of Italy. 
They’re available red, white or rosé in 24- and 60-ounce 
bottles and gallon jugs, aptly described on the label as 
mellow country wines. 

Midway between Rome and Florence lies Orvieto, home 
of a famous white wine traditionally made semisweet or 
abboccato (palatable), but frequently brought through dry 
or secco. We have enjoyed the delicacy of fine Orvieto ab- 
boccato from the houses of Bigi, Rufino and Antinori. Me- 
lini's 1969 Orvieto secco recently won high marks at a 
New York tasting where five experts found it just right to 
accompany Japanese raw fish and fried shrimp. 

Between the towns of Assisi and Perugia is the Tor- 
giano house of Lungarotti, which makes many good 
wines, including a medium sher- 
ry-type and a delicious sweet Vin 
Santo. To the east, close by the 
Adriatic, lies Verdicchio, the re- 
gion of white wines put up in tall 
green urns and other fancy bot- 
tles. Delicate and dry in taste, 
Verdicchio has the power to 
match the great flavorsome fish 
soups of Rimini and the Adriatic 
coast. Its high alcohol is claimed 
to have earned it a place in his- 
tory by befuddling the thirsty 
soldiers of Hannibal after they 
brought their elephants across 





the Alps. Verdicchio is a fine accompaniment for everything 89 
that swims in the sea and goes equally well with all kinds of 
pasta bathed in butter and cheese. 

Now to the first of the giants of the north, the Chianti of 
Tuscany. Not all Chianti is great—not by about 26 million 
of the 27 million gallons produced annually. Much of it is 
just young, fresh and agreeable. Some isn’t even that, 
particularly the simpler wines that have got too old. But 
the best Chianti from the great houses is a superior red 
wine—houses such as Brolio, Ruffino, Antinori, Melini, 
Frescobaldi, Ancilli, Bertolli, Nozzole, Castello di Uzzano, 
Vignamagio, Montepaldi. Most important Chianti produc- 
ers set aside outstanding lots of wine for longer aging. | 
These sell as riservas, in regular Bordeaux wine bottles 
rather than wicker-covered flasks. They often take 10 years 
to reach their peak, and the price is correspondingly high 
but the quality is worth it. One small area just south of the 
Chianti country provides Italy’s costliest wine, Brunello di 
Montalcino. It is a wonderfully full, fragrant red needing 
| 15 to 20 years to mature (and living up to 50). So little

With a rotary or electric beat- 
er, beat the eggs thoroughly.

Heat a heavy six-inch skillet 
and brush with melted butter, a 
mere film. When hot, take off 
the heat. Then, holding the pan 
in your right hand, add ~ 2 
tablespoons (standard measure- 
ments) of the batter, pouring 
with your left hand. Quickly tilt 
the pan in all directions so bot- 
tom is completely covered with 
a very thin coating of the batter. 
Place back over heat for a min- 
ute or so. Loosen edges of pan- 
cake with a small spatula. When 
the bottom is a light golden 
brown, lift the edge of the pan- 
cake with your thumb and fore- 
finger and flip it over. Brown 
lightly for a minute. The sec- 
ond side is always ‘‘freckled,”’ 
not an even brown. As you finish 
each pancake, stack on a-warm 
platter and keep warm. 

To serve, spread each pan- 
cake with a teaspoon of jam 
and a tablespoon of whipped 
cream. Fold twice or roll up and 
sprinkle with sugar.

Although its roots lie far in the 
past, the great glory of French 
gastronomy is upheld in the 
United States by a small num- 
ber of dedicated chefs de cui- 
sine, among whom we number 
Roger Fessaguet of New York’s 
four-star La Caravelle, who is 
also a partner in Le Poulailler. 
A dedicated Escoffier man, cur- 
rently working on a cookbook, 
Fessaguet chose the two reci- 
pes given here because they 
symbolized the grace and ele- 
gance of French cooking. 


Canard Smitane 
(Duckling, Smitane Style) 


1 duckling, 2.5 to 3 kilograms 

Salt 

Freshly ground pepper 

100 grams butter 

1/, small yellow onion, peeled 
and minced 

1 di. wine vinegar 

1 dl. dry white wine 

1% liter heavy cream 


Pull any lumps of fat from the 
cavity and around the neck of 
the bird. Then salt and pepper 
inside and out. Truss. To help 
the duck to release surplus fat, 
prick the skin along the thighs, 


back and lower part of the 
breast. Place on the rack of a 
roasting pan, breast side up, 
and roast in a preheated 400° 
oven for one hour or until the 
legs feel soft and juices run 
clear yellow when the duck is 
pierced with a fork. 

Lift the duck from the pan, 
remove trussing strings and 
place on a heated serving plat- 
ter. Keep warm in a low oven. 

Pour off all fat from the roast- 
ing pan, add half the butter and 
the onion. Cook over a medium 
heat, stirring in all the brown 
encrustations clinging to the 
bottom of the pan until the 
onion has browned lightly. Add 
the vinegar and wine. Bring 
to a boil and reduce to about 
3. Then add the cream and 
reduce to about 34. Season to 
taste with salt and pepper and 
add the remaining butter cut 
into bits. Strain through a 
sieve into a warmed sauceboat. 
Serve with wild rice to two.

Take a Pyrex baking dish about 
25 centimeters wide and 6.5 
centimeters deep. Pyrex is prac- 
tical because you can see when 
the tart is done.

Cook until you 
have a ‘‘blond’’ caramel. Take 
off the heat and cool. When 
cool, pour into the baking dish. 

Peel, core and quarter the 
apples. Arrange on top of the 
caramel and place in a preheat- 
ed 450° oven for 45 minutes. 

Meanwhile, roll out the past- 
ry into a circle slightly smaller 
than the diameter of. the dish. 
Roll up on rolling pin, center 
over the pie dish and unroll. Re- 
turn to the oven and continue 
baking another 15 minutes or 
until the crust is golden. Cool 
for a few minutes. Then place 
a serving platter on top of the 
tart and, holding tightly, invert. 
Tarte Tatin is served lukewarm 
plain or with Sauce Anglaise.

KOREA 


Korean cooking has similarities 
to both Japanese and Chinese 
(rice, for example) and while 
the Japanese favor fish and 
the Chinese, pork, Koreans on 
the whole prefer beef and grill 
many of their dishes. At Seoul 
House, (9 West 32nd St., New 
York City), a new and excellent 
Korean restaurant, we learned 
from Mr. Yang, the owner, and 
his chef, Choi Yong Lin, that 
Korean cooking is discreetly 
spicy, mostly seasoned with 
garlic, onion, red pepper, soy 
sauce and sesame seeds. The 
Pui Go Ki given here is Korea’s 
national grilled beef dish.

SPAIN 


As is true of France and Italy, 
Spain is divided into culinary 
regions and perhaps the most 
typical of all regional dishes is 
Cocido, which is made one way 
in Madrid but quite another 
way in Andalusia, for exam- 
ple. Albert Heras, patron of 
New York’s distinguished Span- 
ish Pavilion, describes it as a 
“boiled meal which results in 
three courses.’’ From his own 
recipe collection he has chosen 
Chuletas de Cerdo a la Riojana, 
considerably less complicated, 
and a custard with a “‘burnt’”’ 
crust, typical of Catalonia. 


Chuletas de Cerdo a la Riojana 
(Pork Chops ‘‘Riojana’’) 


Flour 

Salt 

Freshly ground pepper 

8 pork chops, about 1.25 
centimeters thick 

1% liter Spanish olive oil 

2 yellow onions, peeled and 
minced fine 

50 grams proscuitto ham, cut

Season the flour with salt and 
pepper, then coat each chop 
lightly in the mixture, shaking 
off any excess.

As they are 
browned, place in a heavy oven- 
proof casserole with a cover. 

Using the same skillet, sauté 
the onions in the remaining oil 
for about 3 minutes, stirring oc- 
casionally. Then add the ham, 
pimientos, tomato sauce and 
wine. Stir to mix well. Bring to 
a boil, reduce heat to medium 
and cook for 3 minutes. Pour 
the sauce over the chops, cover 
and bake in a preheated 300° 
oven for 50 minutes. Taste the 
sauce for seasoning; it may 
need salt and pepper. 

Serve straight from the cas- 
serole with a garnish of pars- 
ley. Serves four.

Combine milk, lemon peel and 
cinnamon stick in a_ small 
saucepan.

Beat with a rotary or 
electric beater until well mixed.

LEBANON 


In Lebanon, Mrs. John Fistere, 
an American living in Beirut, 


writes us: ‘‘Many Arab meals 
begin with a ‘mezza’ (also 
messe) or table of appetizers— 
at a large buffet there may be 
as many as 50 dishes—followed 
by entrées, then desserts. The 
national dish of both Lebanon 
and Syria is Kibby (also spelled 
Kibbeh and Kibbi), of which 
there are countless variations. 
The most common is_ Kibby 
Nayé, which can be compared 
to Steak Tartare.”’ 


Kibbi bil Sanieh 
(Kibby on a Tray) 


Kibby: 

1 kilogram lean lamb, cut 
from the leg, ground 

3 yellow onions, peeled and 
grated 

1 tablespoon salt 

1 tablespoon freshly ground 
pepper 

300 grams burghul (cracked 
wheat) 

50 grams butter, melted 


Have the butcher put the meat 
through the meat grinder twice. 
Mix with the grated onions, salt 
and pepper. Soak the burghul 
in enough cold water to cover 
for about 10 minutes. Mean- 
while, run the meat mixture 
through the meat grinder again. 
Drain the burghul, then squeeze 
dry to extract any remaining wa- 
ter. Mix with the meat, then put 
through the meat grinder once 
more. Pour the melted butter 
into a 25.4 by 35.6 centimeter 
baking pan, tipping the pan so 
the entire bottom is coated. 
Take half the kibby (the lamb 
mixture) and spread over the 
bottom of the pan. Dampen 
your hand in water and smooth 
the surface. Set both pan and 
remaining kibby aside.

And with this mention of ver- 
mouth, we could add a note here 
on two apéritifs from Italy you 
might want to try: the very u- 
nique Cynar, an artichoke apér- 
itif, and Carpano’s bitter Punt e 
Mes, an apéritif of high quality, 
eminently suitable to offer at a 
dinner party where you will be 
featuring the wines of Italy. @

Is caviar the roe of sturgeon exclusively? 


No. Although we are inclined to think of caviar exclusively as 
the roe or eggs of sturgeon, it is, correctly, also the roe of other 
large fish such as salmon, lumpfish and whitefish. (The roe of 
lobster, incidentally, is called the coral.) New on the market 
are Romanoff Lumpfish Caviar, which comes from Iceland, and 
Whitefish Caviar, from our own Great Lakes, as well as Salmon 
Caviar, naturally as well as artificially colored, which comes 
from the West Coast. They are all pasteurized, which is a very 
real advantage since it means the caviar is packed with very 
little salt. Note: All caviar, regardless of its ‘source, must be 
salted in order to preserve it. 


How do you grind whole almonds? 


Three ways: in an electric blender, a food chopper (also known 
as a meat chopper) and a Mouli grater. One cup (skin on or off) 
will yield 144 cups in a blender, one cup plus three tablespoons 
‘ina food chopper or 134 cups in a Mouli. Blanched ground 
almonds in a six-ounce pack (two cups) are available in some 
areas. See the recipes for cookies in HB’s December issue.

Are cassis syrup and Creme de Cassis the same? 


No. Cassis syrup, a black-currant syrup made in Dijon, is used 
on desserts, such as fruits and ice cream and to flavor certain 
drinks, notably Kir, a popular Burgundian apéritif made of 
white wine and cassis. Creme de Cassis is a sweet liqueur fla- 
vored with black currants. You should know, however, there is a 
village in France called Cassis that is known for its full-flavored 
white wine, a favorite accompaniment to the local bouillabaisse. 


As the Jerusalem artichoke 
the same as the French artichoke? 


No—not even related. Apparently the Jerusalem artichoke's 
‘name is a corruption of the Italian Girasoli articocco, sunflower 
artichoke. Natives of North America, according to Sturtevant's 
Notes on Edible Plants, they are believed to have originated in 
the valley of the Mississippi from a species of sunflower. They 
are known to have been cultivated by the Huron Indians and to 
have been growing in Virginia as early as 1648. A root vegetable, 
they can be prepared just as you would potatoes but they are 
also eaten with salt or sliced and added to salads. There is a 
movement afoot to rename them sunchokes—a debatable step. 


What are clementines? 


‘A variety of mandarin, they are very small, tender-skinned, 
‘Sweet-tart oranges raised in the southeast of France. Remi- 
niscent, actually, of kumquats. Glazed clementine halves packed 
_in Cointreau are now available in the U.S. 


How full should the vegetable crisper be? 


‘According to the U.S. Department of Agriculture, the crisper 
performs” better if two-thirds full. If, by chance, it’s almost 
‘empty, they advise putting vegetables into plastic bags first, 
‘then putting the bags into the crisper. 


‘What is Euda cheese like? 


Relatively new, it is the first cheese made from skim milk that 
has texture, body and flavor and is, therefore, suitable for table 
juse. Semisoft, it looks and tastes like a very mild Cheddar. But 
lit differs from Cheddar in that it has more protein and less 
}butterfat (only 5% to 7% as against Cheddar’s 31%), which 
Should interest weight watchers. 










What sort of cheese is taleggio? 


Tasting somewhat like stracchino at fullest ripeness, it sells 
under the name of Tal Fino Taleggio. Soft and creamy under a 
Tough, rigid crust, it has a slightly sour ‘‘edge’’ to it that be- 
comes tarter as it grows older. Some people prefer it that way. 
It, too, is available in the U.S., after a three-year absence, 
edward Edelman of New York’s Ideal Cheese Shop tells us.

By PRINCE ALEXIS OBOLEN- 
SKY In the late 30s | was 
playing backgammon at a very 
exclusive club in Palm Beach— 
| don’t think anyone was allowed 
there unless you were a diplo- 
mat, a foreign nobleman or your 
name was something resem- 
bling Vanderbilt. My opponent 
in the third round was quite an 
elderly lady. It was 3 a.m. and 
she was very sleepy. 

After the third game, which 
she won, | heard a slight snoring 
sound—and, indeed, she was 
fast asleep. As gently and po- 
litely as | could, | nudged her 
shoulder. She woke up with a 
slight shudder, shaking her 
many-diamonded necklace (cre- 
ating a tinkling noise, remind- 
ing me of cow bells on Swiss 
herds coming down from the 
mountains), and we played on. 
That time is gone. What

But backgammon, one of the 
oldest games in the world, is 
still here and stronger than ever. 

If you received a backgam- 
mon set for Christmas (one of 
the most popular games sold 
this year), you, too, may soon 
find yourself becoming an ad- 
dict.

time-stretching deliberation of 
chess, no having to play out a 
du!l Bridge hand. No two games 
are ever exactly the same and 
a tie cannot happen.

| all to see and agree or disagree 


with. But since your skill can be 
destroyed or enhanced by a 


| single roll of the dice, there’s a 
| continuous feeling of hanging 


over a cliff—on an $11 set 
from Macy's or Abercrombie 


| & Fitch’s $1,200 marble board. 


Start the right way. 
Learn the rules and terminology 
very well (for example, ‘‘home 
board’’ is much preferred to 
“inner board’’ or “home ta- 
ble’’). Then play every chance 
you have and develop your own 
tactics. Backgammon is a fast- 
moving game and poor players, 
or slow players, are not very 
popular, no matter how much 
they love the game. 

How much is luck? How much 
is skill? No one can answer ac- 
curately. If luck is equal, skill 
will win. If skill is equal, luck 
will win. Over a few games, a 
mediocre player can beat an 
expert (another cause for the 
game's. popularity). If 100 
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games are played, the expert! 
player will have the edge.

‘‘Do you mean, after all those ghastly experiences you had when 
you rented your house, you're turning the place over—free—to 
people you'll never even meet?’ 

This was the general reaction of friends when we told them 
we planned to trade abodes with a family from Puerto Rico for 
the forthcoming Christmas holiday. The concept sounded de- 
lightful when wé mailed in our subscription form to the Vacation 
Exchange Club, including a fast 15 words about our Manhattan 
townhouse, the size of our family and our vacation preferences 
as to time and place. (Check all areas which interest you: Europe 

, Canada__, USA__, Mexico__, Anywhere.) Blithely we'd 
checked ‘‘Anywhere’’ and had sent in our check. Shortly there- 
after we received in the mail a 104-page directory plus two 50- 
page supplements, chock-full of some 2,000 names, addresses 
and descriptions of homes offered up for trade by club members. 
(The '72 directory, plus supplements, came to 300 pages, with 
over 5,000 listings. Approximately one-third of the listings each 
year fall into the overseas category.) 


We spent an exotic evening browsing among the overseas 
offerings. Should we write to Mr. Marciniszyn of Marienbad, 
Czechoslovakia, who wished to exchange his villa with golf, 
health baths? Or what about England: charming 16th-century 
Old World rose-clad cottage in Sussex? 

We followed the advice in the directory: ‘‘Study the listings 


carefully and write an exploratory letter to all the addresses that 
interest you.’ We composed two pages describing our home and 
environs and sent off 12 copies.

And renting? Consider Cape Eleuthera’s plan. There is a rental 
pool on the site, and at each of the sales locations around the 
world. For GAC Corp., developer of Cape Eleuthera, this means 
Miami, Nassau, London, Brussels and West Berlin. All details 
of interviewing prospective tenants, rental paperwork and rent 
collections are handled by GAC. You’re assured that everything 
is running smoothly and in the mail you receive your rent 
receipts, minus commission, of course. 

What this points up is another extremely favorable advantage 
of the new condominium vacation communities. Your initial in- 
vestment for land and dwelling often turns out to be an invest- 
ment on which you gain a profit. It’s not unusual for annual 
rental income to exceed payments for mortgage, interest, taxes 
(and incidentally, there are no taxes in Eleuthera) and mainte- 
nance fees. Naturally, you still retain the privilege of using the 
property when you wish.

a twinge of trepidation. That was two years ago. We have now 
made five exchanges (including three for long weekends) and 
we are all ardent afficionados of the home-exchange idea. 

The villa vacation in Puerto Rico was, in a word, memorable. 
Naturally, the twin appeals of any home exchange lie in the two 
basic concepts: no rent and privacy. Imagine living for three 
weeks in a magnificent hilltop home with private car, private 
sailboat, semiprivate tennis court down the hill and a pool so 
private my young daughters and | skinnydipped every morning 
before breakfast (in the Japanese-style pagoda overlooking the 
reflecting pool). All free! Indeed, that entire vacation cost us 
very little more than the four round-trip plane tickets we 
needed, which totaled about $410. 

There are also, we found, numerous built-in added attractions 
to home exchanging that become evident en route. 

For instance: We were able to take Tutu, our small black toy 
poodle. “‘Of course bring him,’’ Mrs. Freeman had written. 
“‘He’il be company for Cardiff, our Welsh corgi. If you don’t mind, 
we'll leave Cardiff here for you to look after.’’ (‘Home ex- 
changes,’’ Ostroff told us, ‘‘almost always eradicate the need for 
boarding out one’s pet for the vacation period.’’) 

Another attraction: We found that in both our overseas ex- 
changes we were not isolated tourists but were welcomed by 
neighbors—and local shopkeepers—who had heard of our 
coming from our exchangees. 

Still another Exchange Club plus came in itinerary planning. 
When one “‘hotels it,’’ one’s itinerary when traveling in Europe 
tends to look like those series of scattered spots that the 
player fills in with a pencil line to make a picture. And the 
picture all too often ends up one of exhaustica, for the itinerary 
spots somehow are much farther apart than they appeared on 
the map back in the travel agent’s office. And then there is that 
constant packing, unpacking, repacking. Plus the fact that 
hotels rareiy have sufficient space for children to play. 

House-trading, however, requires a different type of itinerary 
planning, one which we personally found eminently rewarding. 
Last summer we traded our brownstone with a young couple 
who had a two-bedroom, two-balcony apartment in the French 
university city of Montpellier. The environs included such well- 
known tourist spots as Nimes and Arles (with their Roman 
ruins), Avignon (with its Palace of Popes and its famous bridge 
on which Betsy, age seven, did dance), Carcasonne (with its 
unique 12th-century wailed city) and the spectacular Roman 
aquaduct, Pont du Gard. 

The environs also included, however, places equally fascinat- 
ing but barely known and rarely visited by American tourists. 
Not one of these places would we have seen or even known 
about had we done the traditional tourist thing—hop, skip, and 
jump, Nimes, Arles, Avignon, Carcasonne and away. Having an 
(exchange) home base both enables one and requires one to 
explore a section in depth, which, in our mind, totals up to a 
more satisfying tour—certainly for a family. Interested?

As for items that are diminutive, the supply is virtually in- 
exhaustible. Cast your thoughts on porcelain, pottery or glass. 
Decide on an intriguing pattern—pleat-and-panel in Sandwich 
glass of assorted bits of china with only wild roses in the dec- 
oration; Assemble demitasse cups from as many countries as 
you can find, or—something rather difficult to locate these days 
—collect hand-blown sherry glasses. 

A common choice of collectors, one that often begins in child- 
hood, is animal figurines. To those lovable but not always valu- 
able animals amassed at a tender age, one could add authentic 
carvings from Alaska or South America, or the beautiful and in- 
creasingly valuable Chinese painted-wood horses or jade dogs. 
Aside from gems and antique jewelry, choice 
miniatures are possibly the most costly and also are the most 
valuable bibelots to collect. A tiny portrait painted on enamel 
or a minuscule table and chair fashioned of silver represent high 
points in this rare antique craft. Other small and rather precious 
objects to consider: antique perfume bottles, vinaigrettes, snuff- 
boxes and patch boxes. 

Or think about fabrics and needlework, fancy and not so 

fancy. Samplers—always a favorite—can still be found in 
antique shops and at auction sales. They may range in quality 
from faded wisps to superb specimens in mint condition. Along 
with the revival of interest in needlepoint and crewel embroid- 
ery, there has blossomed a great demand for aged needlepoint 
chair and cushion covers, old curtains and draperies, table 
linens and laces in endless variety. 
And antique silvwer—who could overlook silver from 
American, English or European homes. The hunt for good silver 
is still less difficult than for other treasures, though increasing- 
ly costly. A piece of Georgian silver, made in England between 
1740 and 1830, will cost four to 10 times what it cost a few 
years ago, but | think it a safe prediction that values here will 
hold. As an antique dealer said to me rather tartly in England 
a few years ago when | deliberated over the purchase of six 
dinner forks, ‘‘But, madam, no one is making Georgian silver 
anymore, nor are they likely to.’’ | bought them, of course. 

The rules for collecting small antiques are identical to the 
common-sense steps you would take to buy antiques. Don’t set . 
a goal out of reach. Be prepared to make some errors of judg- 
ment. And no matter what a pessimistic dealer may tell 
you, there are still many finds to be made, 
treasures to collect. Above all, have 
fun.—SYLVIA SUNDERLIN

It happens! A home buyer turns up to take posses- 
sion of a recently purchased home only to discover that the 
seller has walked off with such items as light fixtures, carpeting 
and other objects the buyer thought were included in the sale. 

As the late William Bendix in the television program ‘‘Life of 
Riley’’ used to say, ‘‘What a revoltin’ development this is.”’ 

Such embarrassing predicaments can usually be remedied in 
court, but why not play it safe? A careful review by buyer and 
seller before the sale can save the buyer money and assure 
worry-free transfer of home ownership. 

If the seller has no intention of including the refrigerator, 
wall-to-wall carpeting and venetian blinds in the sale, he claims 
these items as personal property and not fixtures. This allows 
him to remove them from the home within a reasonable time. 
A fixture, however, brings an opposite result. It is considered 
as part and parcel of the home and transferable with the sale. 
The seller cannot remove them. They belong to the buyer. 

The intentions of both parties and the nature of the articles | 
are both important. Objects that are easily removed or detached | 
from the home and reusable with other realty are considered 
the seller’s personal property. Refrigerators and stoves often fit | 
into this category. But there are gray areas. Wall-to-wall carpet- — 
ing is cut to fit the house and cannot easily be removed. Yet, | 
such carpeting is not built into the house. Personal or fixture? — 
Take chandeliers. Lamps are usually considered personal furni- | 
ture but the unique physical attachment that the chandelier 
requires makes it a fixture. The same holds true for wall-beds. 
From these examples you begin to get the idea that physical | 
attachment is important to the law. It is. 
But no matter what the physical characteristics of — 
the property, legal action may easily be avoided if the buyer | 
and seller spell out their intentions either in the deed of sale 
or under separate contract. They both can agree to make an | 
item personal or a real fixture. Secret agreements or intentions, 
however, mean nothing. The courts will look for a written agree- | 
ment. Without an agreement, the court will establish ownership 
as it sees the facts, including the relationship of the parties, | 
whether the property in question is a fixture or a chattel. 

Before buying property, be sure to consult with your attorney 
so that he is aware of everything you are buying 
both inside and outside the house.

@ Mill Hollow Corp., 507 E. 87th St., New York City 10028— 
barnsiding, hand-hewn beams, complete barns delivered to 
homeowner's site, ‘‘before and after’ photographs available. 








As to techniques involved in converting barns, we know of 
some helpful books. While the first two do not deal specifically 
with barns, they do present methods of removing layers of years 
on old structures to get down to the bare bones. Excellent illus- 
trations show how to rearrange and repad the skeleton. They 
are: Old American Houses 1700-1850: How to Restore, Remodel 
and Reproduce Them by Henry L. and Ottalie K. Williams (Bo- 
nanza Books, Division of Crown Pub., New York City, $2.98) and 
The Restoration Manual by Orin M. Bullock, Jr., A.1.A., (Silver- 
mine Pub., Norwalk, Conn., $9.95). 

These next three books are samplings of useful building prin- 
ciples: The Higson Home-Builder’s Guide by James Higson 
(Nash Pub., Los Angeles, $10); Remodeling Old Houses—with- 
out destroying their character by George Stephen (Alfred A. 
Knopf, New York City; paperback, $3.95); Dream House En- 
cyclopedia by Hubbard Cobb (Peter H. Wyden Pub., New York 
City, $12.50). All are very helpful. 

For background and enjoyment we suggest two charming 
books by Eric Sloane, American Barns and Covered Bridges 
($5.95) and Age of Barns ($15.95)—both from Funk and Wag- 
nalls, New York City.

Noise, more than other pollutants, inspires !ove- 
| hate feelings. You can become unstrung by the urban cacophony 
| of jackhammers and sirens and air compressors—and hate 
them. Or, if you are of a curious new breed, you can become 
the willing accomplice of ear-shattering contraptions such as 
'the snowmobile, motorcycle or electric guitar—and love them. 
But it is the broad middle ground where we agonize about the 
noise dilemma and its effect on us. 

Suppose, for example, you have a youngster who is losing 
the struggle to learn new math because the teacher cannot 
compete with the noise of jets taking off and landing at a 
nearby airport. As a person who travels, you like jets. But as a 
parent? Just such a dilemma is impiicit in a recent study by 





UCLA specialists in ‘‘aerocoustics.'’’ Armed with sound-level 
meters, they went to seven elementary and high schools near 
Los Angeles International Airport and measured the noise 
levels predominant in that area. 

The results were nothing resembling the ideal learning 
environment. Compared with the 45 to 50 decibels range found 
in a quiet residential neighborhood, schoolyard noise readings 
went as high as 115 decibels, or the same level as an auto 
horn at a distance of three feet. In classrooms, the noise level 
hit a peak at one school of 96 decibels, or the same as a New 
York City subway station during rush hour. 

This report could scarcely be more scathing. It cites the in- 
terruption of classroom activities by jet noise every two minutes. 
“The teachers and staff at these schools are forced to either 
shout at the children or lose the teaching time as the jets fly 
over. Their voices are strained and in some instances they have 
resorted to the use of bullhorns.”’ 

The children appear to have fared even worse. A school nurse 
reported evidence of hearing damage and school officials noted 
a “significantly greater’’ number of fights at these schools. 
“There are examples,’’ claim the researchers, ‘‘of children 
having traumatic responses (fits) due to jet noise.’’ 
What’s the good of a wild animal? Or a bird? The 
answer might be answered with still another question: What’s 
the good of human beings? Not only is it true that no man is 
an island among fellow men but, ecologists say, if the human 
species is to make it, it had better make good use of other living 
creatures to Survive in the same environmental boat. ‘‘Wild 
birds and animals often serve as a highly sensitive ‘sensing 
device’ which indicates where and how environmental con- 
tamination is reaching dangerous levels,’’ says Professor Rolf 
Hartung of the University of Michigan School of Public Health. 
If the rhesus monkey had been extinct early in this century, 
Hartung believes, it is unlikely that we would have a polio vaccine 
today. Underscoring the fact that we cannot be sure of when a 
certain species may become very important in an ‘‘unanticipated 
way,’ this scientist believes wildlife is being damaged by three 
types of pollution: pesticides, oils and heavy metals. ‘‘Many 
of these contaminants are now reaching the (Continued)

Restorers are to oi! paintings what doctors are to people. 
Few of us understand that even in the relative safety of private 
homes and museums, paintings can suffer. From the moment a 
painting is finished it begins to deteriorate. First, the painting 
absorbs oxygen from the air, increasing its weight. Then, as it 
begins to dry, it loses weight and shrinks. In addition, over the 
passing years variations in light, heat, humidity and, in the 
last 50 years, the ubiquitous pollutants in the air act on canvas, 
paint, glue, varnish; cause chemical and physical changes. 

For example, age turns the ‘‘Mona Lisa’’ slightly green as 
her varnish darkens; a Raphael madonna begins to crack as she 
dries out. In a well-constructed painting tnese are not serious 
problems. A careful, skillful cleaning produces typically spec- 
tacular ‘“‘before and after’’ results. But some paintings age less 
gracefully than others. A qualified restorer can treat them. 

Historically, the restorer did just that—‘‘restored’’ paintings. 
That is, he attempted to bring them back to something approxi- 
mating their original condition. Today a new dimension has been 
added. He has become today’s conservator, a specialist who 
emphasizes preventive as well as corrective care. 

Working with an arsenal of highly sophisticated tools includ- 
ing X ray, infrared photography, binocular microscope and a 
variety of other instruments and techniques, the conservator 
can often detect problems before they become serious or even 
visible to the naked eye. Today’s conservator is something of a 
cultural custodian, as well, who avoids, as much as possible, 
adulterating the original statement of the painter. As top-notch 
conservator-restorer Bernard Rabin, of Newark, N.J., explains, 
“It’s better not to touch a painting. Each time you touch it, it 
dies a little. But, like an operation, sometimes it’s necessary.”’ 
Recognizing a good restorer is difficult for the lay- 
man. Skill will vary with the talent and experience of the indi- 
vidual practitioner. Certainly, though, the restorer’s general 
approach to his profession will provide some clues. If he 
examines your painting, takes its history (age, artist, origin, 
etc.), diagnoses the complaint and suggests possible methods 
of treatment, you're on the right track. Ask for a report on its 
condition, proposed treatment, estimated costs and estimated 
time to complete. If he balks, it’s wise to look elsewhere. 

Once you have decided to proceed, a good restorer will make 
a detailed record of the treatment, including photographs. The 
best work available today even takes the future into account: It 
will be permanent but reversible. Obviously, this kind of service 
doesn’t come cheap, but the costs are commensurate with the 
effort involved in protecting both the emotional and financial 
investment your painting represents. 

It would be nice to be able to say that you can find a rep- 
utable restorer just by checking the yellow pages of your phone 
book but, remarkably, this painstaking profession that combines 
the skills of diagnostician, detective, craftsman, chemist, physi- 
cist, art historian, painter and counselor is neither licensed nor 
regulated. There are no controls, no traditional courses of study 
and no accepted standards of practice. Almost anyone can hang 
out a shingle and begin to practice. Consequently, practitioners 
come in widely varied levels of sophistication and skill from the 
man at the corner frameshop who will clean your painting—and 
frequently ruin it—to the conservator who can do transfers— 
an enormously difficult and complicated process by which a

The smartest way to find a good restorer is to get 
leads from the experts. The best place to start looking is the 
biggest and finest nearby museum. Since few of America's ap- 
proximately 6,000 museums have their own staff conservator- 
restorer, they must use reputable local restorers to maintain 
their own collections. While making it perfectly clear that it 
does not constitute an endorsement or recommendation of any 
kind, the curators will frequently be willing to give you a few 
names as a courtesy.

Cleariy, however, the primary responsibility for the tender 
loving care needed to help valuable paintings survive lies with 
you, the owner. According to the experts, good, simple pre- 
cautionary care includes the following: 1. Hang paintings care- 
fully in a location where they are not likely to be accidentally 
damaged. 2. Don’t touch them—even the slightest fingermark 
can be damaging. 3. Don’t move them unnecessarily. 4. Main- 
tain stable temperatures where paintings hang. 5. Keep hu- 
midity at 40% to 50%. (The optimum humidity for people as 
well.) 6. Brush them very lightly about every six months with a 
wide soft sable brush to remove dust. (Never, never use a rag, 
which can snag and damage.) 7. Occasionally inspect the hooks 
and wires by which your paintings hang for signs of loosening. 
8. Every few months inspect paintings carefully for any change, 
however small. 9. Keep your painting away from direct sunlight. 
With intelligent care—and a little luck—you may never 
need anything more elaborate than a relin- 
ing or cleaning. —CLAIRE

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A house was built 


—and still the marriage survives

“So you're going to build a 
house!’’ exclaimed an acquaint- 
ance who'd recently built his 
own house. ‘‘Well, | hope,’’ he 
paused and formed each word 
very deliberately, ‘‘that you have 
a very good marriage!”’

touches. Finances are usually 
the masculine domain, he said. 

We were soon to find that 
building a house does indeed 
reveal the stuff of which mar- 
riage partners are made.

3) I'm Positive You Said 
8:30, Darling.” Alternate meth- 
ods of blaming the hostess in- 
clude: ‘‘We’ve been driving 
around for hours. You gave us 
the wrong address”’ and ‘‘Want- 
ed to call and say we'd be a 
trifle late but you’ve an unlisted 
number.'’ Should you be in the 
book, then the culprit is bound 
to claim that your line was con- 
stantly busy or your child forgot 
to relay the message or you 
have a bad answering service. 
These last ones, of course, 
are the devilish professionals at 
playing the game of Last-To-Ar- 
rive. Their excuses, _ finely 
wrought psychological daggers, 
are perfectly placed to turn a 
furious hostess into a sodden 
ball of apologies. Top spot on 
the 10 most unwanted list must 
go to the guest who swoops in 
when the last canapé has curled 
up to sleep among the parsley 
and asks in wide-eyed amaze- 
ment, ‘‘Why, are we late?”’ 

Over the years, | have asked 
various friends how they deal 
with these party wreckers.

This 
plan is a simple one—utility core 
in the center; living spaces 
on either side. It’s a comfortable 
plan to live in—as well as a 
highly efficient design to build. 
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By JOHN H. INGERSOLL U Californians are about 
as conservative on the subject of housing as peo- 
ple in Illinois or Georgia or Maine. That this 
house is contemporary, then, does not make it 
automatically salable to all Californians. 

Yet, when this California subdivision opened 
not too long ago, these contemporary houses sold 
so quickly that the builder was forced to sus- 
pend sales until his production caught.up. Why? 
Because buyers were swayed by more than the 
house value. They were impressed by the builder's 
care for preserving the natural surroundings and 
by the handsome way these homes are sited. The 
place is Del Mar, Calif. The houses are in a small, 
very well-planned community, in which clusters of 
dwellings are separated by common greens. The 
land has been disturbed during construction as lit- 
tle as possible. The terrain was rugged in the be- 
ginning. It still is. There were many eucalyptus and 
native shrubs at the start of the project. Nearly 
all are still there. Each house is sited to provide 
an unobstructed view of the Pacific Ocean, not 
more than half a mile down a slope from the sub- 
division boundary. Herbert B. Turner of Del Mar 
is the builder and the designer who conceived 
and carried out the plan and built the houses. 

The “‘shed’’ style of roof has been used to 
good advantage. In each cluster, the houses are 


actually quite close together, as you can see 
above. The house in the foreground is very near 
the home behind it. But allying the shed effect 
with clerestory windows makes the bedrooms 
private while bringing in more than enough day- 
light. No window faces directly into a neighbor’s 
window. Cedar shingles on the side walls tie 
houses, exterior decks and landscape together. 
Each house has over 2,100 square feet of living 
space and is around $56,000— including lot, 
courtyard, garage and a share of common land.

NEXT TO COLOR, accessories 
are the news here. Baskets of trees, 
ferns and plants; overscaled flower 
arrangements; Chinese porcelains; 
modern Plexiglas lamps and rattan 
taborets. Personal signatures are 
young and fresh, such as the un- 
expected cow on the table at right. 
The simplest of chintz curtains hang 
from wooden rings on poles. The re- 
sult is a room of no fuss, but very 
comfortable and very real, drawn 
together with simple colors re- 
peated.

SELF-EXPRESSION REQUIRES 
THAT YOU KNOW WHAT 
YOU'RE DOING... 

DISCIPLINE IS THE KEY 





By MARION GOUGH O The term “color scheme” has sort of 
floated out of use—possibly because it sounds so cut and 
dried, so restrictive and limiting, in a time when even 
the most conservative of us find things more interesting 
when we upset the applecart a little and tickle the eye 
with the fillip of the unexpected. This is the day of the 
do-your-own-personalized-thing doctrine, which House 
Beautiful heartily endorses. But if this philosophy has 
one pitfall, it is that it can easily be misinterpreted 
to mean “anything goes.” Sad to say, anything doesn’t go. 


aT. do your own thing so that you can live comfortably 
with your self-expression requires that you know what 
you're doing. There is still nothing simple about putting 
together a room that satisfies eye, psyche and practical 
living needs. Some sort of discipline is of the essence. 
And discipline is never more essential than when you’re 
dealing with the bewildering, fascinating business of 
color, because it is the coloration of a room that creates 
its major impact. It’s also the most complex component. 


CG olor is a physiological quantity—an effect on the eye. 
The color you see is light reflected from whatever you're 
looking at. Change the quality of the light and the color 
looks different. Rose-pink may become salmon, or purple 
turn to brown, or blue to green. With today’s sophisticated 
variety of artificial light—incandescent and fluorescent in 
many tints, systems for uplighting, downlighting, washing 
walls with light, dimmer systems that invite you to vary 
the intensity of light, spotlights, you name it—you can ma- 
nipulate color in a myriad ways. That’s why, when you buy 
fabric, wallcoverings, carpets, paint or any other colorful 
wherewithal for a room, it is smart to choose them under 
approximately the same kind of light they will be used in. 


if psychological effect of color—its mysterious power 
to influence emotion and translate what the eye sees into 
feeling—is something else again. Nobody can say why 
color is so personal an expression of individual choice, 
what triggers the predilection for the ‘favorite colors” 
each of us opts for, why one man’s puce is another man’s 
saffron. But, beyond any doubt, it is universally true that 
certain colors on one end of the spectrum—red. orange, 
yellow—seem to come closer to us, “advance,” pull in 
space around us, envelop us in a feeling of warmth; where- 
as colors on the other end of the rainbow arc—green, blue, 
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violet-seem to move away from us, to “recede,” to push 
out space and surround us with a sense of coolness. It 
is also true that dark colors suggest enclosure, while 
light-toned colors have the effect of opening up space, 
making rooms seem larger. Almost everybody knows about 
these phenomena of color because they have been recog- 
nized over the ages of human experience. Give them heed 
and you have some valuable tricks up your sleeve for mak- 
ing rooms seem larger, smaller, warmer or cooler without 
benefit of carpenter or building contractor. 


Es another color phenomenon that has to do with 
the effect of hue, tint and shade on the human psyche. it 
is a fact, time-proven, that successful rooms—rooms that 
“feel” right as well as look right—are the result of color 
put together in certain ways that the eye and spirit react 
to with the greatest pleasure. Tastes in color and combi- 
nations of color are continually changing, but the principles 
of using color effectively remain classic. That’s what we’re 
talking about here and attempting to analyze in these 16 
rooms that reflect the many-faceted color tastes of the 
1970s. Note that we are not nominating any specific colors 
as classic, for the simple reason that there is no such 
thing as a classic color. When we say “Color It Classic,” 
we’re saying choose any colors your heart desires but put 
them together according to tried-and-true principles that 
amount to classic color usage. Do this and your colorful 
possessions are more likely to shape up into livable, mem- 
orable rooms, because you will be following the guidelines 
that professional designers have long since adopted. 


lt rooms on these nine pages, which vary as much in 
the actual colors used as they do in function and mood, are 
examples of four classic color approaches—four classic 
schemes or disciplines. There’s the Monochromatic scheme 
in which one color predominates, used not necessarily in 
in one hue but in varying tints and shades, to keep the 
eye from being bored by sameness, usually given further 
eye-enlivenment by varying the textures of fabrics and 
surfaces. Rooms done in one pattern are virtually mono- 
chromatic. Possibly the most classic of the classics is the 
scheme that uses Two Colors and a Third Color Accent, the 
two major colors commanding the larger areas, the accent 
a sharply contrasting, sometimes strongly vivid color used 
sparingly, as in cushions, trims and accessories. Another 
classic is White and One Color, depending upon the color- 
phenomenon fact that white, besides being a great space- 
expander, is invariably a terrific foil for any other color, 
providing the crispest of contrast. The fourth classic success 
is the scheme that uses Dark and One Light Color, the dark, 
dense color frequently dominating walls and floors to give a 
large room a greater sense of enclosure, then relieved and 
sparkled by the lively contrast of furnishings and acces- 
sories in another light-toned color. 


‘le rooms we show may not look as if they hewed to a 
hard-core line of disciplined color use, but they do. See this 
for yourself as you study them. They’re presented in the 
hope that they’Il help you choose the classic option you'll 
follow when next you tangle with the tantalizing, wonder- 
ful problems of putting colors together in a room of yours. 





A TWO-COLOR CLASSIC accented 
by white—the living room in the 
Palm Beach home of Mr. and 
Mrs. William F. Buckley.

In this ‘‘country-manor” 
bedroom of a remodeled 19th- 
century townhouse in New York 
(left), Tom Morrow, the owner-de- 
signer, opted for blue, used it in 
variously scaled patterns from a 
good-size trellis check on the 
spread to the small ‘‘bandbox’’ 
wallpaper to the tiniest flecking of 
blue and white on tester shirring 
and backdrop. The bed nearly fills 
the small room, but nondistracting 
use of one major color tricks the 
eye with a sense of spaciousness. 
Accessories like botanical prints. 
and a bandana table-cover under- 
line the country-in-the-city mood. 


THREE-COLOR scheme in a Ber- 
muda vacation house (right) where 
Designer John Robert Moore ac- 
cented ocean blue and _ hibiscus 
pink with a sunny yellow love seat, 
cushioned in a potpourri of young 
and flowery pattern that brings all 
the colors together. The tray- 
ceilinged room, casually furnished 
in wicker and bamboo, keeps the 
look of outdoors on off days, when 
it is used as a family room. 

CALL IT A DOUBLE CLASSIC— 
this feminine bedroom in the home 
of Dr. and Mrs. Theodore Levitt 
(below right). Designer Hector Grant 
followed the White and One Color 
principle here, using white in furni- 
ture and pattern to perform its 
space-expanding, crisp contrast 
trick. But he also used the same 
blue-and-white pattern wherever 
he saw the need—on walls, bed- 
spread, armchairs and windows— 
so the effect on the eye is mono- 
chromatic. Fabric was laminated 
to window shade so that when 
the shade is drawn, it seems to be- 
come one with the patterned wall. 


TWO COLORS, WHITE accent 
—a warm salmon-pink and a cool 
chartreuse color a_ sophisticated 
bedroom (far right), maintaining a 
nice balance between hot and cold 
color. The accent white is minimal 
—in shutters, porcelain lamp base 
and the bandings on the chests. 
These were lacquered the identical 
shade of the matching fabric and 
wallcovering pattern, springboard 
for all the colors in the room.

The approach is 
still classic in its simplicity and in 
its high regard for function, but the 
austerity is gone. A new richness is 
tempering its basic intellectual di- 
rectness . . . some call it a rustic 
look, others call it romantic. Texture 
plays an important role in this new 
approach, expressed in an earthiness 
that lends a new warmth to pure 
Swedish shapes and forms. Bold 
graphics are making their mark, too— 
there is a new fascination with ex- 
plosive scale and brilliant colors and 
patterns. The Swedes are exploring 
new avenues of design expression as 
well. In addition to the traditional 
areas in which they have always ex- 
celled, look to them now for designs 
in paper, plastics and man-made fi- 
bers.

And although the Swedes 
will never view designing for the 
home as a fashion business based on 
constant change, there is a spillover 
from Sweden’s fresh new group of 
ready-to-wear designers. Nor is the 
international look of Swedish design 
limited to fabrics. It’s seen in fur- 
niture, too. The younger generation of 
Swedish designers definitely has not 
forsaken the tradition of beautifully 
handcrafted woods and _ lovingly 
worked leathers, but they’re also 
working in metals and plastics. And 
as modular seating systems a la the 
Italians are gaining tremendous pop- 
ularity, there is a tendency to use lots 
of foam.

designer in a role of importance. The 
factory studio—a small atelier in a 
large factory where the designer is 
free to experiment and pursue new 
ideas while giving attention to de- 
signs for mass production—is an idea 
close to the hearts of the Swedes. 
But it is not as important as it once 
was. The resurgence of the craft 
movement is gaining a strong follow- 
ing on the one hand, while there is 
a growing emergence of small design 
firms working for several factories.

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By ELVIN McDONALD (-) Of all plants noted 
for unusual beauty, tuberous and rex 
begonias are truly worth the trouble it 
takes—though it doesn't take too much 
trouble to grow either the flowered 
tuberous or the leafy rex. Most American 
tuberous begonias originate from Anto- 
nelli Brothers or Brown Bulb Ranch in 
California or H. Gilbert Harlow in New 
York, whose stock represents the superb 
Vetterle and Reinelt hybrids. The English 
hybrids from Blackmore and Langdon, 
propagated from cuttings by White 
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Flower Farm in Connecticut, command 
prices as high as $25 per tuber for such 
sophisticated varieties as Harlequin (3), 
Rose Princess (4), Symphony (7) and Sam 
Phillips (9). Inexpensive tubers sold at 
local garden centers are usually Belgian. 

Tubers about two inches in diameter 
are best. Plant any time from February 
to May, a half-inch deep in coarse leaf- 
mold, fir bark or a mixture of sand and 
peat moss or sand and vermiculite. Keep 
evenly moist while roots form. Provide 
bright light in a place where tempera- 


tures average around 70 degrees. When 
two leaves develop, transplant to in- 
dividual six-inch pots, using a mixture of 
one part each sand and garden loam 
and two parts each leafmold (or com- 
post) and peat moss. 

When flower buds show, begin feed- 
ing every two weeks with a liquid ferti- 
lizer, diluted according to manufac- 
turer's directions. Besides a _ porous, 
humus-rich, moist soil, tuberous be- 
gonias need warm (not hot) days, cool, 
moist nights and protection from hot, dry 
winds. Direct sun in the early morning 
or the late afternoon is fine, but other- 
wise, they are shade plants. In autumn, 
before frost, bring them inside. Gradu- 
ally withhold water until the tops die. 
Discard old leaves and stems. Wash soil 
from the tubers, dry and then store cool 
(but frost-free) until a new season. 

Rex begonias, unlike the tuberous, are 
cultivated primarily for foliage. The rich- 
ly hued leaves grow from a fuzzy, fleshy 
rhizome that creeps along the soil sur- 
face. They need warmth, a moist at- 
mosphere and a semisunny to semi- 
shady location, but as house plants, they 
have a surprising tolerance where con- ~ 
ditions may be far from ideal. Pot in a 
mixture of equal parts garden soil, sand, 
peat moss and leafmold. When growth 
is active in spring and summer, keep 
evenly moist. Some varieties, more than <~ 
others, tend to lose some leaves in late = 
fall, signaling the need of less water and 33 
no fertilizer until late winter or early “<z 
spring.

A despairing letter from Mrs. William C. Taylor 

Jr., of Nogales, Ariz., inspired us to make a thorough 
study of custards—hot, cold, pouring, baked, sweet and 
savory. What made this study so provocative was the fact 
that there is not always agreement among the experts, 
and we studied them all. In additon, we contacted the 
Poultry and Egg National Board since it is its business to 
know all about eggs, and without eggs. there is no 
custard. We conferred, too, with the American Dairy 
Association because without milk or cream, there is no 
custard. Finally, we went into the kitchen and made 
custards. The result is, in essence, what our friend, 

Mrs. Taylor, asked for—a treatise on custards. We give 
you here, then, the all-important basics of custard 
cookery with a collection of perfectly delicious recipes. 


ALL ABOUT CUSTARD 


Custard is a mixture of milk or milk 
and cream or cream alone with 
whole eggs or whole eggs plus yolks 
or yolks alone. It can be sweetened 
and flavored or it can be a savory 
dish (Quiche Lorraine, for example). 
Custards are either baked in the 
oven or cooked in a double boiler 
(sometimes over direct heat). The

extent. Homogenized milk takes 
somewhat longer to cook than non- 
homogenized. Raw milk, unless it 
is certified milk, should be boiled 
at home before it is used. 

Why A Water Bath? Baked 
custards are always cooked in a 
water bath (bain-marie, in French) 
and the important thing to remem- 
ber is that the water should be very 
hot from the tap, not boiling water. 
If boiling water is used, the custard 
starts to cook too fast and the net 
result is bad texture. 

Testing Baked Custards For 
Doneness: The test for baked 
custards that are to be served cold 
is somewhat different from those 
that are to be served hot. 

For cold baked custards, insert 
the blade of a paring knife one inch 
from the outside edge of the baking 
dish. If the blade comes out clean 
—that is, without any of the mix- 
ture clinging to it—the custard will 
be firm all the way through when 
cooled. For hot baked custards, in- 
sert the blade of the knife one inch 
from the center of the custard. 
Again, if the custard is perfectly 
baked, the knife will come out 
clean. Like all cooked foods, cus- 
tard continues to cook several min- 
utes after it comes from the oven. 
A hot custard will be firm by the 
time it is served. 

Unmolding Baked Custards: 
It is absolutely essential that baked 
custards be ‘“‘stone cold’ before 
you attempt to unmold them. Other- 
wise, you may have a disaster—the 
custard will break when unmolded. 
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If Baked Custard Is Cooked 
Too Long: \f, on testing a bakec 
custard at the center, you discover 
that it is thoroughly cooked, im: 
mediately lift from water bath to <2 
basin or sink of cold water to stop 
the cooking as quickly as possible. 
Then refrigerate. The common cause 
of baked custard failure is cooking 
too long and cooking at too high 
a temperature. 

Testing Soft Custards For 
Doneness: Soft custards should 
be cooked (stirred constantly) only 
until the custard thickens and will 
coat a metal spoon. 

If Soft Custard Curdles—as 
a result of overcooking—take the 
custard off the heat, pour into a 
cold bowl and beat hard with a wire 
whisk until it is smooth again. Seal 
the surface with Saran flat on the 
surface and refrigerate. 

Storing Soft Custards: Always 
seal the surface with Saran to keep 
a skin from forming and then refrig- 
erate until cold. 

Doubling Custard Recipes is 
not recommended. A baked custard 
would be so large that when turned 
out, it would inevitably fall apart. 
Further, the baking time would be 
different. With all types of custards, 
we suggest making the recipe as 
given and, if necessary, making two 
if the occasion demands. 
Buttering Custard Molds: 
Many cookbooks, and very particu- 
larly French ones, ‘‘call for’’ butter- 
ing the molds (other than Créme 
Renversée au Caramel) if the cus- 
tards are to be turned out. The 
custard certainly slides out more 
easily but we don’t feel that this is 
absolutely essential. 

Straining Custards: |n most 
cookbooks (and all French ones), 
custards are strained, before cook-. 
ing, for two reasons—to elimi-_ 
nate the egg white and to 
preclude the chance of a = 
wayward eggshell. We Uses 
strain only if using 
a vanilla bean.

Although 
his comments were 
on the laconic side, the 
vocabulary of tasting— 
among _ professionals—is 
fairly brief and remarkably 
exact. Frank Schoonmaker, 
who has been tasting wines 
for almost 40 years, says, "'l 
can read a 10-word descrip- 
tion of a wine by another taster 
and know what it is and what 
it tastes like. Can a music 
critic or art critic convey in- 
formation so accurately 
and so quickly?" 
Professional wine 
tasters may sample 
50 or a hundred different wines 
a day, and they usually are con- 
cerned with projecting the qualities 
of new wines that will not be bottled 
for another year or two and may not 
be enjoyable for several years after that. 
While few of us have the opportunity to 
taste as many different wines as does a pro- 
fessional taster, exposure to a variety of wines 
is only one factor contributing to his expertise.

brown, indicating a slowly maturing wine that has yet to reach its 
peak. A young white wine that is more brown than straw-yellow should 
be sipped with at least some suspicion that it has aged too quickly. 

Although you can judge the brilliance and clarity of a wine by 
holding it up to a light, to judge its hue you must tip your glass 
away from you—against a white background—and examine the 
outer edge of the wine. If you look down into a glass of wine, the 
amount of wine it contains will alter its hue. 

The bouquet of a wine is a more useful guide to its quality, 
particular characteristics and faults than most people realize, be- 
cause much of what we imagine to be taste is really smell. For 
example, a child holds his nose when he has to swallow medicine 
because he has learned that what he cannot smell, he will not 
taste. When you have a cold, you cannot taste food, even though 
it is your nose, not your palate, that is affected. Furthermore, for 
most of us the sense of smell is more accurate and more evoca- 
tive than the sense of taste. Whether it is the unpleasant prickly 
sensation that reveals an excess of sulfur (used to stabilize some 
white wines) or the vinegary smell that betrays a spoiled wine or 
the attractive and distinct perfume of a Beaujolais or German 
Moselle, the bouquet can tell you a great deal about the wine 
before you taste it. To smell a wine, gently swirl your half-filled 
glass—this permits some of the wine to evaporate against the 
sides of the glass, releasing its bouquet.

What you actually taste in a wine is, to a large extent, a com- 
bination of acidity, tannin and the presence or absence of sweet- 
ness. Acidity is a necessary element in a soundly made wine. Too 
much will make a wine unpleasantly tart; too little makes it dull and 
neutral. White wines especially need acidity to give them a live- 
liness and freshness of taste. Think of how a squeeze of lemon adds 
to the taste of apple pie or of oysters. 

Any young red wine that needs time to mature will exhibit the 
astringent, puckerish quality that reveals the presence of tannin. As 
a wine develops, the amount of tannin diminishes, and certain red 
wines that are well made to begin with will become softer and 
more appealing if given a year or two in bottle. Tannin combines 
with coloring matter to form sediment, which is why older red wines 
are both lighter in color and softer in taste. Such wines as Beau- 
jolais, Valpolicella and most California Zinfandel do not have 
much tannin and can be consumed soon after they are bottled, as 
can all light red wines. On the other hand, tannin is normally 
present in red Bordeaux, many Chiantis and Cabernet Sauvignons 
from California, Chile or Yugoslavia, and these wines generally ben- 
efit from bottle age. Just as there is a remarkable contrast be- 
tween a hard, immature peach or avocado and one that is ripe, 
so certain red wines will mature dramatically over the years. Unfor- 
tunately, there is no exact way—even for an expert—to determine 
just how long it will take for a given red wine to reach its peak.

Most table wines are dry—that is, all of the sugar originally 
present in the juice has been converted by fermentation into al- 
cohol. Nevertheless, some dry wines seem to taste drier than 
others because they contain more acidity or tannin. There are 
also a number of wines, including many popular rosés, that are 
more or less sweet. Although the exact amount of residual sugar 
in a wine can be measured scientifically, whether or not a par- 
ticular wine is too sweet is very much a subjective judgment. A 
person who likes three spoonfuls of sugar in his coffee may reject as 
too dry a wine that has also been rejected as too sweet by some- 
one who enjoys Campari on the rocks. 

When you take your first sip of a wine, roll it around in your 
mouth for a moment so that all of the taste buds on your tongue 
are exposed to the wine. A professional taster sometimes chews a 
wine to get it around his mouth, or he may whistle in, quickly 
drawing the air into his mouth to intensify the taste of the wine. 


If you concentrate, it is not difficult to isolate the elements in a 
wine or to be aware of two or three tastes simultaneously. For ex- 
ample, red vermouth is normally quite sweet, but it also contains 
quinine, so the first impression of sweetness is balanced by a cer- 
tain bitterness. To take an even more familiar example, lemonade 
is a simple combination of acidity and sweetness. Strong tea is a 
bitter solution dominated by tannin; if you add a slice of lemon 
you add acidity, and if you then add sugar to mask the first two 
elements, you have created a simple combination of sour, sweet 
and bitter. These three elements are also found in some wines, 
although in a more subtle and better balanced combination. 

When a wine is in your mouth, you also become aware of 
its body in terms of its weight on your palate. It may be light 
and delicate or full and rich—and its success in complementing 
various dishes has as much to do with this as with anything else. 

If you find, as | think you will, that by concentrating for just a 
few moments on every wine you drink, you begin to enjoy wine a 
lot more, then you may want to start keeping tasting notes. It is 
probable that most people who bother to make tasting notes— 
professionals aside—are those who normally drink fine wines and 
want to recollect nuances of taste among different vineyards and 
vintages. It seems to me even more useful for the consumer of 
everyday wines to note down his impressions, and above all to 
make sure he has written out the exact names of the wines he likes. 

The simplest way to keep track of the wines you drink at home 
is to get an itemized bill from the wine store and then to jot down 
whether or not you enjoyed each wine. A more flexible approach 
is to keep a notebook in which you mark down the date, the name 
of the wine and the vintage, the producer, winery or brand, the 
cost and your comments. You may also want to put down where, 
or with whom, you drank the bottle, which may help you to re- 
member your original impressions. If possible, make your notes with 
the bottle in front of you, as it is very easy to forget the relevant 
details on a label. In any case, the sooner you can note down 
your impressions, the more accurate they will be.

As for the notes themselves, they need not be elaborate. The 
trick is to use words precise enough to recall to mind the character- 
istics of a wine drunk months before. Try to define every wine in 
terms of its taste, rather than with such words as charming, frivo- 
lous, unassuming, pretentious and so on. For example, if you are 
tasting a light, dry white wine, you might characterize its bouquet 
as clean and fresh. A German Moselle might strike you as flowery 
and fragrant with a balancing acidity that could be described as 
piquant. The taste of a dry white wine might be delicate, with a 
crisp and refreshing acidity. A less appealing one might be thin, 
sharp, too tart or small, without much flavor of any kind. Another 
might be neutral—not bad, but without any distinctive features. 
__Ared wine such as Chéteauneuf-du-Pape might be described as 
powerful, sturdy and robust. If it's too powerful, it might be coarse. 
If a red wine is too young, it might be austere, or even astringent. 
If it has some bottle age, it would be round and balanced. But 
if it was kept too long in the barrel, it might strike you as woody, 
tasting more of wood than of wine. A red wine without much back- 
bone might be flabby or dull or short on the palate. 

It's much easier to characterize a wine if you can compare it 
to another wine at the same time. Try two half-bottles at dinner 
or two bottles with friends, and see if you can describe each wine 
so it is clearly distinct from the other. Above all, don't let wine- 
tasting become a chore. A few moment's thought to determine 
whether or not you like a wine—and why—is as much as you may be 
able to manage in a convivial setting. And don't hesitate to 
alternate precise tasting notes with occasional flights of fancy. 
| recently attended a tasting at which several poets were asked to 
describe the wines. One white was described as "mock Hock" and 
a slightly sparkling wine as ''Champagne's daughter." A wine 
without much character elicited the comment “no chin,’ and 
drinking a fine Bordeaux was compared to “entering a large room 
and discovering a series of even grander rooms beyond it.” 

There's no point in tasting wines carefully unless it's fun. But 
if you always take a few moments to concentrate on a wine and 
on what you think of it, you will be surprised at how much easier 
it becomes to define your impressions, how much simpler it is to 
remember what you drink and how much more you enjoy wine.

“Before our ski house was built, 
every house on Stratton Moun- 
tain was a pseudo-Swiss chalet 
—architects laughingly called 
them cuckoo clocks,”’ says Mrs.

The dual nature of the Ver- 
mont house Hardy Holzman and 
Pfeiffer designed for the Web- 
bers and their four children is 
clearly indicated by its exterior 
shape—two shed roofs inter- 
secting at right angles.

Whatisa flan? 


A French word meaning, literally, a custard. In Spain, a baked 
custard is called a flan. However, Dictionnaire de |l’'Academie 
des Gastronomes defines it as a ‘‘kind of tart.’’ Often, today, 
it’s a pastry shell with a sweet or savory filling. The ring in 
which the pastry is baked is also called a flan, which means 
metal disk. See custards, page 92. 


What exactly is honey? 


One of the oldest sweets known to man, the Old Testament 
describes the ideal land as one ‘‘flowing with milk and honey’’ 
and the Romans and Greeks referred to honey as food ‘‘fit for 
the gods.”’ A natural, unrefined sweet with traces of minerals, 
vitamins and enzymes, it is the nectar from blossoms gathered 
by the honeybees and ranges in color from crystal white to 
glowing amber. The flavor of honey depends on the flowers from 
which the bees gather the nectar. There are many flavors, so it 
is wise to read labels before buying. Honey is available liquid 
in jars or five-pound cans, creamed (sometimes called spun or 
whipped) in jars or cartons. Then there is honey butter, which 
is found in the dairy department, and, of course, honey in the 
comb, just as the bees produce it, available in square boxes at 
certain times of the year. Finally, chunk or cut honeycomb in 
jars of honey is available the year round. Honeycomb is pure 
beeswax, edible and digestible. 


Where do you store honey? 
In a dry place, not the refrigerator, because it absorbs moisture. 


What do you do when liquid honey 
becomes granular? 


Stand the jar in hot (not boiling) water until it is liquid again. 


What’s the ecsy way to measure liquid honey? 


Brush the spoon or cup with vegetable oil or wet with water. 
This keeps thé honey from sticking to the spoon or cup. 


Can honey replace sugar in recipes? 


The California Honey Advisory Board says, and we quote: ‘‘In 
many recipes you can replace 1 cup of sugar or syrup with 1 
cup of honey. If recipe calls for additional liquid, omit 1/4 cup. 
But recipes especially developed and tested for honey give the 
best results.’’ A new book, Cooking with Honey (Crown, $4.95), 
by Hazel Berto, covers a vast number of recipes that cal! for 
honey, including meats, vegetables, breads and, of course, 
pastries, cakes and desserts. 


What is suet? 


The solid fat that accumulates around the loin and kidneys of 
beef animals. It can be rendered, which simply means melted, 
or chopped and used in puddings, such as plum pudding or 
steamed fruit suet pudding or to make suet crust. Rendered suet 
is used for frying or deep-fat frying certain foods. 


Why do some chickens have dark bones? 


The National Broiler Council tells us that broilers are marketed 
at such a young age (814 weeks) that the bones contain more 
blood than those of older birds. So, when these young chickens 
are stored in the freezer, the blood coagulates and darkens 
the bones and the meat surrounding them. This in no way 
cts the flavor or wholesomeness of the meat. 


How long can you store fresh chicken? 


You can safely count on keeping fresh chicken for two days, 
wrapped loosely in the market wrapping. Remove the giblets and 
Wrap separately. If it is necessary to keep the chicken longer, 
“ewrap in moisture- and vapor-resistant material and freeze.

2A Pattern-masters Zajac and Callahan won’t 


talk about any one color. They do advise that to use 
several different colored patterns properly in the same 
room, you start with the rule of thumb that says 

A. One must limit the number of patterns 


B. One must examine each pattern and then look at 
all the patterns together until they cancel out 
any obvious single predominant design 
€. One must use pattern as an artist does his brush, 
with visual awareness of color, scale and 
number of patterns in relation to each other 
D. One must start with an overabundance of uphol- 
stery, wall and floor coverings, examine them 
all together and then eliminate the jarring ones 















ANSWERS 


Because most color problems can have more than one solution, 
our decorators gave alternates they might use for a client's 
particular color preferences. See if you guessed the first choice. 


I. C is the truest way to make 
a room seem wider and this an- 
swer is worth five points. If you 
thought FitzGibbons would use 
answer ID. give yourself three 
points for what he calls a ‘‘sec- 


ond-best’’ choice and score one 
point for A, ‘‘not too good, but 
always safe.”’ 


2. D is the five-point most no- 
ticeable effect, although a 
matching ceiling might also vis- 
ually expand the total space, and 
answer A scores three points. 
Whether the room would be vis- 
ually exciting would depend on 
what else is in it, so Grant will 
allow one point for answer B. 


3. Barbara Brown gives five 
points for hiding the radiators 
with answer A and three points 
for second-best €. If you want 
to flaunt them with answer BD. 
she'll allow one point—but 
thinks timidity is the worst. 


4. Clifford Stanton likes the 
monochromatic look of answer 
BB (five points). The contrasty 
effect of € is worth three points 
and Pa one-point last alternate. 


3. Weave a five-point mono- 
chromatic scheme with Bras- 
well’s answer €, though trim 
and upholstery could also help 
relate the areas and he gives 
three points if you choose an- 
swer B and one point for BD. 


G. Take five points for Hamp- 
ton’s first choice, English apri- 
cot, answer A, and three points 
for Ming yellow. He’d give one 
point for I}, which would work 
with the right accessories, but 
thinks beige would never show 
the mahogany to full advantage. 


47. Take five points if the true 
yellow of A appeals to you as 


much as it does to Norman 
Foster. He'll give three points 
for the natural mix of DB and 
one point for HB—which he 
might use if all the color values 
worked together. 


#. Score five points for B and 
three points for A, which Rose- 
mary Robinson thinks is not as 
soft as the peach and apricot 
scheme. She'll give one point 
for € for the emphatic look. 


9. The yellow and white of an- 
swer C is just the right note of 
vibrancy here, says Metzger, 
who rates it at five points. The 
re.ating green or white of an- 
swer IB would be a pleasant 
three-point answer and ID a one- 
pointer if the wallpaper is cho- 
sen with an expert’s eye for 
coordinating color and pattern. 


10. White accents are always 
fresh, says Fischer. Take five 
points for I} and three points for 
his second-choice €, Bright cor- 
al would work if not overdone, 
so B is worth one point, but he 
feels more of the green would 
not update the room. 


IE. Jay Spectre feels strongly 
that a neutral scheme, answer 
C, is the five-point choice. Score 
three points for I} and one for 
A. Either of these might work, 
depending on other colors in 
the room, but the deep, deep 
colors would overpower the art.

To be invited to 
teach there, as | was recently, is a 
treasured privilege, for there is, no better 
way to get an insight into what the future 
leaders of Europe are thinking. 

One evening when | was drinking beer 
with about a dozen students, | asked 
them why they were willing to spend a 
month, at considerable trouble and ex- 
pense, in the study of American culture. 


Adrienne, a French writer answered: 

‘Not because | like America especial- 
ly,’’ she said. ‘‘l am a Socialist, and | 
find many aspects of your capitalist so- 
ciety quite repellent. But | can’t afford 
not to know about it, because the United 
States has so clearly become the leader 
of Western culture—in painting, fiction, 
sculpture, music, architecture and all 
the rest. What you Americans do today, 
for better or worse, we Europeans will be 
doing 10 years from now.” 

To my surprise, everyone in the group 
agreed with her—although an Italian 
argued that American cars are inferior. 

Similar views seem to be cropping up 
with increasing frequency from other 
European sources. ! or example, George 
Steiner, the Cambridge critic, recently 
noted that ‘‘much of current writing in 
England is . . . frankly imitative of the 
American model.’’ He added that ever 
since Ezra Pound ‘‘the masters of poetry 
have been Americans’’ and that in the 
novel ‘‘it is Updike, Roth, Malamud, Bel- 
1ow who matter.’’ It would be easy to list 
comparable acknowledgements of Ameri- 
can pre-eminence in a dozen other fields, 
from ballet to pop music. 


Yet such judgments make me a little 
uneasy. It is true that many superficial 
indicators suggest that our cultural life 
is bulging with vitality. A generation ago 
museums were ideal places for lovers to 
tryst in solitude; today they are as 
thronged as a busy air terminal.

It doesn’t necessarily mean a pattern, per se, 
but a sculpted design to give dimension. That’s also true with 
certain types of woods now. People love the feel of leath- 
ers applied to tables.

omerset, Michigan « Covina, California 
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cover basic maintenance costs, haven’t kept people away; in 
1972 nearly 100,000 people trooped through it. Although not 
intended for us, one in 20 of its visitors is American never- 
theless. Housed in Claverton Manor, its displays fill 22 rooms 
and all the hallways in the main residence, then overflow into 
some of the outbuildings and actually out into the gardens. 

Many of the manor house’s formal gardens have been re- 

planted with American shrubs and flowers, including some that 
yielded dyes for Colonial homespuns. The walled garden, a 
replica of George Washington's at Mount Vernon, right down 
to the octagonal garden house, was presented by the Colonial 
Dames of America. Beds planted by a Southampton, Long 
Island, garden club supply the museum's little shop that sells 
dried American herbs. Another shop, an American 19th-century 
small-town general store, sells more conventional modern sou- 
venirs alongside bygones that certainly aren't for sale. 
Most of the exhibits are arranged in complete 
period rooms, some with wood paneling and broad, hand-hewn 
floorboards taken from early American homes. A few of the 
rooms were sent over complete and others are partial recon- 
structions, such as Conkey’s Tavern in what was originally 
Claverton Manor’s own basement kitchen. The lintel over the 
open brick fireplace, carved ‘‘June ye 21st 1778,"’ and a few 
of the bricks did actually come from the Massachusetts tavern 
where the plotters of Shay’s Rebellion of 1786 conspired. 
Most of the bricks, however, were specially handmade in an 
English brickyard. The tavern’s hostess wears 18th-century 
American ginghams and serves squares of American-style gin- 
gerbread she bakes in the old-fashioned oven. 

Some of the museum’s rooms, such as the New Engiand 
whaler captain’s cabin, are complete veconstructions. The 
New Mexican morada, although furnished with authentic items, 
isn’t a replica of any particular private chapel. The Santa Fe 
museum curator who designed both it and the New Mexican 
sitting room for Claverton later went to England to inspect them. 
“‘He was very pleased,’’ Mrs. Molly Nicholls, the museum’s 
chief guide recalls. ‘‘He said we’d got the feel of them more 
nearly than he'd expected us to.’’ Equally authentic in feeling 
are the British-made waxwork tableaux in Claverton’s cellars, 
depicting Forty-Niners around their campfire and a cowboy on 
the prairie. 

To assist the guides, every room has its own loose-leaf book 
listing all items on display, telling everything known about them 
and, important, where they came from. ‘‘Often donors of things 
in the museum come back to see them,’ Mrs. Nicholls says. 
The musewm’s most popular single attraction—even more 
popular than the carriage house full of cigar-store Indians, 
hand-carved duck decoys, old weather vanes and wrought-iron 
work, hypnotically staring backwoods oil portraits and other 
superb examples of old American folk art—is the quilt room. 
Half of Claverton’s collection of several hundred 19th-century 
American quilts is always on show, mounted in frames hinged 
together like pages of giant books. ‘‘They’re so compelling in 
themselves,’’ points out Mrs. Nicholls, ‘‘that few peop'e notice 
that the quilt room also has a floor that’s been stencilled in a 
way never seen in English period houses.” British art students 
spent months creating this typically Colonial American archi- 
tectural embellishment, working from photographs. 

Much of Claverton’s furniture derives from British designs, 
yet seen in a British setting often looks foreign. Some of the 
pieces have simply been made of woods not used by British 
cabinetmakers; others were assembled differently—such as the 
Colonial American ‘‘Windsor’’ chairs. Some of the American 
Georgian pedestal tables look wrong because either their feet 
jut out too far or not far enough. The radii of the legs of British 
tripod tables are always the same as their circular tops. 

Some of the Claverton furniture, of course, is very definitely 
not British—such as the Pennsylvania Dutch (pedantically 
labeled “‘Pennsylvania German’’) examples. And the museum's 
half-dozen specimens of Shaker furniture, although made by 
immigrants from Britain, are uniquely American. Recently a 
furniture expert went from Vienna to Bath just to contemplate 
them. After a week of staring he departed. ‘‘He told us that 
ours was the only Shaker furniture (Continued on page 28)

he’d ever seen,”’ recalls Mrs. Nicholls, ‘“‘and that was all he 
needed to see.”’ 

Claverton’s finest and undoubtedly most valuable single item 
of furniture is a Chippendale mahogany highboy, a gift of Henry 
Francis du Pont. As superb as any London cabinetwork of its 
time, it is distinctively American because it is surmounted by 
tall, thin, flame-shaped finials, a detail never seen on English 
tallboys of the period. 

What do British visitors make of it? ‘‘Well,’’ admits Mrs. 
Nicholls, ‘‘the British image of-America comes almost entirely 
from the cinema and the telly, and so people come here ex- 
pecting to see clumsy, rustic furniture and domestic objects, 
log cabins, that sort of thing. Even our own furniture experts, 
who realiy should know better, are amazed at the sophistication 
of our Early American furniture. We play down the cowboy and 
frontier aspects of America because we think too much is made 
of them over here.”’ 

Like other British museums, Claverton puts no price tags 
on its displays. ‘‘Theft is less a problem here than in other 
English country house museums,’’ says the secretary, Con- 
stance Holland. ‘‘Recently several small pieces of Early Ameri- 
can silver disappeared, and several days later some youths 
wearing nylon stocking masks startled our ticket taker by 
handing them back to him. They a'so handed in some buggy 
whips they’d pinched from our general store—and that we 
hadn’t yet missed. 

“Conscience? Perhaps. More likely they found that these 
American items are so rare here that no British 
dealer would dare touch them.”

ing this year is in F, hybrids—varieties with super 
stamina, superior performance. All this is derived 
from the practical application of sophisticated genet- 
ics. Essentially, what the plant breeders do is mate 
carefully selected plants that have been developed 
especially for parenthood. If you were to visit a 
breeder’s field or greenhouse, either or both of the 
parents might appear to be a complete washout— 
for instance, a zinnia with only an ugly cone of female 
florets and none of the peacock male ray florets. But 

the resulting seeds—or the plants grown from 
Ss. them by a nurseryman—produce a spectacular 
show, or crop, as the case may be. F, hybrid 
seeds are expensive, but worth it. The movement now 
includes at! popular annual flowers (Sunkiss rose- 
moss and Danica everblooming begonia are two of 
the newest), as well as hardy perennials and vege- 
tables. One example may be found in F, hybrids of 
Chinese cabbage, which yield an edible crop far su- 
perior to all other kinds of cabbage. Chinese cabbage 
is summer-sown, fall-harvested. Slawed or cooked, 
the result is a tender, succulent, nutty-flavored epi- 
curean delight. The only All-America Selection win- 
ning vegetable for 1973 is also an F, hybrid, 
Aristocrat zucchini. It produces squash from early in 
the season until late, yet its compact growth makes 
cultivation possible even in a small garden. Seeds of 
F, hybrids are listed in the catalogs of all progressive 
mail-order seedsmen.

Pick up started annual plants 
in the spring at your local gar- 
den center on a day that is con- 
venient for setting them out. All 
you have to do to keep annuals 
blooming is cut spent blooms. 

One way to use annuals well 
is to mass a Single kind, a bed of 
Zenith zinnias, for example. Or 
mass in a monochromatic color 
scheme. You might put in a bed 
of Pink Cascade petunias, com- 
bined with Cherry Sundae giant 
hybrid zinnia, Pink Heather 
sweet-alyssum and other pink- 
flowered varieties of annuals: 
baby’s-breath, larkspur, snap- 
dragon, China-aster or cosmos. 

Another pleasing way with an- 
nual flowers is to develop a 
scheme providing one strong 
main color (such as yellow mari- 
golds, Gloriosa daisies and zin- 
nias) with a secondary comple- 
mentary color (blue-to-lavender 
ageratum and larkspur) and a 
dash of a third strong color for 
accent (scarlet flowering sage). 

In a shrubbery border, there 
are always places to make pock- 
ets of annuals—most kinds 
grow in the sun. In shade, you 
can use torenia, browallia, im- 
patiens and semperflorens be- 
gonias. Just prepare the soil 
eight inches deep. If it is hard 
to dig, add a bale of sphagnum 
peat moss to every 200 square 
feet. Plant, water and mulch. 
The result is all-season flowers. 

If you can spare a patch of 
ground even 10 feet by 10 feet, 
put in a little-upkeep cutting 
garden—row on row of annuals 
from seed packets or from young 
plants sold at nurseries. Maybe 
some corms of miniature gladi- 
olus, too. Mulch deeply early in 
the season. You'll then need lit- 
tle or no weeding or watering. 
Sounds too good to be true but 


by the terrace, by the pool, at 
the entry. All you have to do for 
container-grown plants is keep 
the soil moist and feed every 
other week. There is no stooping 
to weed and only an occasional 
minute to trim off spent blooms. 

Groupings of container plants 
are more easily cared for and 
make a greater show than single 
pots or tubs scattered around. 
Also, try repetition of the same 
plant in the same size pot. This 
modular look is especially ap- 
propriate with contemporary 
architecture; for example, nine 
10-inch clay pots of dwarf 
French marigolds, all of the 
same color, spaced out evenly 
in rows, three by three. 

Hardy perennials offer an- 
other relatively carefree way to 
have lots of flowers. Sketch the 
size garden you want on a sheet 
of paper—graph paper is fine, 
or draw your own, using Yq inch 
to equal one foot. Study catalog 
descriptions and indicate your 
choices on the plan. Usuaily, a 
minimum of three each should 
be put in a clump. You can plan 
a border mostly for spring flow- 
ers with a few in summer and 
fall or for flowers from spring to 
frost or a border in partial to 
full shade—featuring hostas, 
daylilies, ferns and nearly wild 
flowers such as epimedium, vio- 
lets and primroses. You can 
have flowers from spring until 
frost simply by working out your 
garden in only half a dozen 
kinds—tulips, daffodils, peon- 
ies, hybrid everblooming roses, 
daylilies and chrysanthemums. 
For longest bloom season from 
peonies, daylilies and chrysan- 
themums, select varieties of 
each that naturally bloom early, 
midseason or late within that 
plant’s flowering time. Asters 
are a'so excellent for fall. &

Organic gardening 


—the natural way to raise a crop 


r 


Those who've been at it a long 
time call it organic gardening. 
Those younger in years or ex- 
perience call it green survival. 
Call it what you will, but when 
such earthy words as well-rot- 


ted manure, compost pile and. 


mulch are being bandied about 
at cocktail parties and, indeed, 
around very elegant dinner ta- 
bles, it's time to take notice. 
Which is just exactly what a lot 
of people are doing nowadays. 


In native forests and prairies 
there is a permanent state of 
soil fertility. All that is produced 
by the soil eventually dies, de- 
cays and goes back into the 
soil as humus. Man and agri- 
Culture disrupt this cycle. The 
organic gardener perceives a 
balance in nature and tries to 
maintain it in his gardening. 

Diseased and _ pest-ridden 
plants are often the first symp- 
tom of low soil fertility. Most

Certain prudent gardeners 
have probably utilized organic 
methods since the very begin- 
ning of agriculture but in mod- 
ern times an awareness of the 
practice dates from early in 
this century, when Sir Albert 
Howard, an English agricultur- 
al advisor to the Indian state 
of Indore, first developed a 
method of farming which 
did not include synthetic chem- 
icals but relied entirely upon 
available natural materials. 

Good soil is not inert but is 
full of microorganisms which 
act upon residues of plant and 
animal tissue to form humus. 
Besides providing nutrients, 
humus improves the structure 
of soil, making it spongy, eas- 
ily permeable by air and wa- 
ter; makes it resistant to erosion. 





organic gardeners use com-. 
post to maintain fertility. To; 
start a compost program, one 
needs some sort of bin. This 
may be made of almost any 
inexpensive material such as 
waste lumber or concrete blocks. 

A good method of compost- 
ing is to put down a five- or 
six-inch layer of green matter, 
such as garden wastes, grass’ 
clippings, weeds, then a two-inch 
layer of manure and a layer of 
rich earth, with added ground 
limestone and phosphate rock. 
Provide ventilation by placing 
pipes or thick stakes through 
the pile as it is being built and 
pull them out later. Keep the 
pile moist but not soggy. 

The compost can be made} 
by this method in three months. | 
The pile is turned at about six!

is a heavy or a light feeder. 
However, there is no danger of 
putting on too heavy a layer of 
compost. If it is well prepared 
it will not burn plants, as im- 
mediately soluble chemical fer- 
tilizers may. Compost nutrients 
are released slowly as needed. 
There are the alternatives 
to the pile or bin method of 
composting. Soil fertility and 
conditioning can be obtained by 
growing a cover crop and turn- 
ing it under as green manure. 
A nitrogen-fixing legume such 
as clover or vetch is a good 
choice for green manuring. 
Sheet composting is probab- 
ly the easiest way to make and 
use compost. In this method the 
materials are spread directly on 
the planting area and turned 
under with a rotary tiller. 
Mulehing is used by many 
organic gardeners. A layer of 
mulch material is placed around 
growing plants to moderate soil 
temperature, to decay and add 
fertility, to keep the soil loose 
and eliminate need for cultiva- 
tion, to conserve moisture and 
to protect ripening fruit. Some 
useful mulch materials are: 
grass clippings, leaves, stones, 
hulls and shells, sawdust and 
wood chips, shredded _ corn- 


stalks, straw, alfalfa and more. 

Organic gardeners are gen- 
erally opposed to the use of 
chlorinated hydrocarbons such 
as DDT for the control of pests. 
These hard chemicals do not 
deteriorate or disappear but 
travel up the natural food chain 
from insect to man. They are 
of a broad-spectrum type, kill- 
ing off from 100 to 1,000 spe- 
cies of insects, some of which 
are beneficial, including natur- 
al predators and parasites of 
insects the gardener wants to 
eliminate. Also, harmful insects 
are able to develop. strains 
resistant to hard chemicals. 

Preventive measures can of- 
ten head off trouble. Select 
seeds and plants of highly re- 
sistant varieties. Destroy dis- 
eased plants by burning or plac- 
ing them deep in the hot center 
of a compost pile. Avoid mono- 
culture. Rotation of crops often 
discourages disease. 

In this plan consider compan- 
ion planting, the growing of dif- 
ferent species in close proxim- 
ity for the benefit of one of 
them. Chives planted among 
roses tend to keep aphids away. 
Some growers have found that 
marigolds planted with beans 
prevent Mexican bean beetle 


trouble-free. 


infestation. At the end of this 
article are lists of plants which 
help each other. 

If pests have already 
invaded, one still need not use 
hard chemicals. Make use of a 
pest’s natural enemies. Lady- 
bugs can be purchased by the 
gallon for control of aphids, 
mites and scale insects. The 
trichogramma, a parasitic wasp, 
eats the eggs of many moths 
and butterflies which are leaf- 
eaters in their larval stage. 

Birds may be encouraged to 
help with pest control by feed- 
ing them during seasons when 
insects are not plentiful, by pro- 
viding them with water and 
nesting materials. Toads are 
also allies of the gardener. 
They like a shallow pan filled 
with water and a toad house 
made by breaking a small hole 
in a clay flowerpot and turning 
it upside down in a cool, shad- 
ed, moist place. 

Some gardeners have suc- 
cessfully used insect disease to 
control pests. For instance, Ba- 
cillus Thuringiensis is effective 
against some 60 or more insect 
pests. It is highly selective and 
will not harm beneficial insects;

Dry powders or dusts desic- 
cate and thus kill pests. Some 
effective dusts are: lime, talc, 
silica and diatomaceous earth. 
Ground -green_ shallot onions 
mixed with water in equal parts 
are effective against aphids.

It is 
especially good if your lawn 
area is fairly small, but there is 
a tendency to mow the cord 
along with the lawn. 

There are, of course, battery- 
powered lawn mowers. These 
have been appearing on the 





market from one manufacturer 
or another almost every year 
since the early 1960s. To our 
knowledge there has not yet 
been a battery-powered mower 
that has gained widespread 
use, but it is an area in which 
vast amounts of time and re- 
search dollars are being spent. 


Ain underground sprink- 
ler system is the effi- 
cient way to apply lawn 
and garden moisture.

There are mowers in all config- 
urations—rotary, reel, rider and 
garden tractor—in the battery- 
powered category this season. 
If you have a small stand of 
grass and want that tailored, 
putting-green look, consider the 
powered reel mowers. The reel 
mower can be set to cut down 
to 14 inch or less. Most quality 
reels have five or six blades. 
They cut on the scissors princi- 





ple and shear evenly and clean- 
ly. Testing has shown that a reel 
mower is best for steep slopes 
or terraced lawns, but not ef- 
fective on rough terrain. 

The reel is considered safer 
than the rotary because it does 
not have a flat blade turning at 


‘high velocity. However, the blade 


is difficult to sharpen and, when 
damaged, hard to repair.

For anyone who really enjoys 
gardening, it is almost impos- 
sible to have too many hand 
tools. The only difficulty is in 
keeping them stored so that 
whenever you want a particular 
tool, it is exactly where you ex- 
pect it to be. One way to or- 
ganize garden hand tools is to 
hang them on a pegboard wall.

Just how far you go in ac- 
quiring tools is strictly a matter 
of personal convenience. But 
there is no doubt that much 
work can be taken out of gar- 
dening by having the special- 
ized tools and gadgets suited to 
your needs as a gardener. What- 
ever you buy should be of the 
best quality. Cheap materials 
and workmanship cost money in 
the long run and will always be 
a source of annoyance. Here are 
some of the most useful types 
of tools, their purposes and 
other pertinent facts you 
should know about them:

Clean-up tools: Leaf rake: 
The bamboo variety breaks 
more easily than steel but is 
lighter, doesn't bend, sweeps 
better, definitely looks better. 

Cultivating tools: Level- 
head rake: Head is directly con- 
nected to handle, not by steel 
bows, is therefore stronger. The 
usual wide rake is good for 
general use; a narrow one for 
cleaning up closely planted 
beds. Garden hoe: Get a heavy 
one that swings right, has a 
good feel.

A pole 
pruning saw is needed for high 
overhead work. Tree-top prun- 
er: A shearing tool, the knife is 
operated by a rope. A 12-foot 
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length is about right. Pruning 
shears: The pattern pruner with 
two sharp blades is preferable 
to the snap-cut variety because 
it makes a cleaner cut, doesn’t 
bruise the wood.  Lopping 
shears: For pruning hard-to-get- 
at branches too large for ordi- 
nary pruning shears, too small 
for sawing. Hedge shears: the 
larger and heavier the better. 
Asparagus knife: a long shank 
with v-pronged blade, used also 
for digging weeds.

There are three methods 
of establishing lawn grass: 
seeding, sodding and vegetative 
planting. The method you use 
will depend on the type grass 
you choose and the rapidity of 
cover desired. Seeding is cheap- 
est and doesn’t require much 
work; sodding gives an instant 
effect but is comparatively ex- 
pensive; vegetative planting re- 
quires work but is the only way 
to start some excellent, low- 
maintenance grasses, such as 
zoysia and centipede. 

The best time to sow cool- 
season grass seed is the fall. 
Early spring is best for warm- 
season types. Cool-season grass- 
es may also be started in early 
spring. Sod can be laid and 
sprigs or plugs planted at any 
time, providing that the soil 
can be kept constantly moist. 









Cool-season grasses should 
be cut at 14% to 14% inches 
during the spring to thicken the 
turf so it can combat crabgrass. 
As warm weather sets in, raise 
the height-of-cut to a range of 
144 to 244 inches and main- 
tain it at this level for the rest 
of the growing season. Cut 
warm-season grasses normally 
at heights of 34 to one inch. 















Water often during the hot 
summer months. When moisture 
is needed, water deeply to en- 
courage deep rooting of the 
grass. Frequent shallow water- 
ing draws roots to the surface 
and weakens the plant. 

Besides this maintenance out- 
line for routine upkeep, most 
lawns show one or more bare 
spots that need patching at the 
beginning of a new season. Dig 
bare spots to about six inches 
deep. Then spread fertilizer uni- 
formly over the area. If it gets 
foot traffic, work in peat moss. 
Then plant seed, plugs or lay 
sod. With seed, sprinkle them 
evenly—about 35 to 40 seeds 
per square inch. Tamp firmly 
into soil. Don't cover; leave them 
exposed to sunlight to insure 
maximum germination. Keep the 
soil moist by watering daily until 
the first blades appear. @

per, giving thought to space and 
light needed for various crops. 
Beans, peas, corn, okra, rad- 
ishes, beets and carrots are 
typical row crops; leaf lettuce 
and spinach are sometimes 
grown in beds; cucumbers, 
squash, pumpkin and melons 
are grown in hills; hybrid to- 
matoes are staked upright. Be 
careful to keep one crop from 
shading another and to keep 
vines from overrunning another 
crop’s space. Climbers such as 
pote beans can utilize a fence. 

If your space in the sun is 
very limited, you can plant a 
salad garden in as little as 50 
square feet. There can be sur- 
prising beauty and productiv- 
ity in such a garden. For exam- 
ple, the color, shape and _for- 
mation of different loose-leaf 
and head lettuces, along with 
green onions, curly parsley, rad- 
ishes, spinach, purple-leaved 
Dark Opal basil and maybe a 
few plants of brilliant red rhu- 
barb chard. Beauty is also a 
crop, so plan this garden care- 
fully on paper to juxtapose 
contrasting foliage colors and 
textures. Plant in curved rows 
instead of straight lines, or scat- 
ter beds of any single vegetable 
randomly throughout the plot. 


Tomatoes are by and large 
the most popular vegetable crop. 
Staking and pruning increase 
yield and improve quality. Some 
varieties that do well staked, 
and produce quality fruit include 
Big Boy, Rutgers, Moreton Hy- 
brid and Supersonic. Six-foot 
2 by 2’s make adequate stakes; 
soft cloth or special fasteners 
from your garden center may 
be used for ties. Set the stakes 
before planting to avoid root in- 
jury. Also, tomato plants can 
be trained into decorative espal- 
ier designs against fences. 

As tomato plants grow, pinch 
out most of the suckers that 
appear along main stems in the 
crotches made by leaves against 
the stem. (Bloom stems grow 
on the main stem between 
leaves.) Sometimes two leaves 
of a sucker are left to make 
food, which the plant carries 
up the stem to the fruit. 

Not all tomato flower buds 
grow into ripe fruit. Poor early 
pollination and cool tempera- 
tures, with natural brittleness in 
blossom stems, may cause 
blooms to fall off. This prob- 
lem can be solved by spraying 
with chemical blossom-set 
(dilute naphthoxyacetic acid) 
to fully opened blooms.

If your vegetable garden is 
restricted to a high-rise terrace 
Or an apartment window sill, 
there are some vegetables you 
can grow, provided the space 
receives several hours full sun 
and there is encugh room to 
use pots at least eight inches 
in diameter. To be successful, 
you will have to water often 
enough so that soil in the pots 
is never severely dry, and feed 
with a liquid fertilizer once ev- 
ery two weeks. Cherry tomatoes 
do especially well in containers, 
but now there are larger size 
hybrid tomatoes available, bred 
especially for container culture. 
Depending on space, you can 
also grow leaf lettuce, beet 
greens, spinach, green onions, 
cucumbers in pots, tubs, etc. 
Apart from vegetables, 
if you have the ground, con- 
sider fruits and nuts. Fruit trees 
thrive in almost any good soil, 
but they do have specific pref- 
erences. Apricots like deep, 
rich soil; sweet cherries and 
American plum prefer somewhat 
lighter soils. Ample moisture is 
a must. Mulching also is a good 
practice, but the mulch some- 
times attracts gnawing animals. 
Install wire mesh around the 
tree trunks if necessary. @

By JOHN MORRIS DIXON O American architects have finally 
given up the notion of redoing the world completely. They are 
all (we!l, almost all) disenchanted with the early 20th-century 
dream of discarding the whole textured, decorated fabric of our 
cities and towns to replace it with a sleek, antiseptic new prod- 
uct. Architects and their cousins, the Planners, are now giving 
respectful attention to what we’ve got—what we can learn from 
it and how we can re-use it to meet today’s needs. 

Of course, we have the technology to destroy everything and 
build anew. But architects are aware, as never before, of the 
folly of building from scratch when something already there 
can be altered to serve as well. There is the skyrocketing cost 
of construction to consider, not to mention the exhaustion of 
resources and land. Our pent-up needs, will dictate an unprece- 
dented amount of building in the next few years, but society will 
have to set its priorities wisely. And architects and planners 
will be its advisors. 

Economies and conservation aside, architects are 
no longer sure that everyone wants a shiny new environment. 
The threat of ‘‘future shock’’ urges us to maintain familiar links 
to the past. The errors of earlier ‘‘slum clearance’’ have made

With the mistakes of the 1960's before them, many archi- 
tects and planners have decided to take a more active role in 
determining what gets built and where—not just the form it 
will take. One way to do this is to come down off the pedestal 
of ‘‘pure’’ prefessionalism into the arena of enterprise—to form 
development corporations or work with established builders for 
a share in the property. 

Some bright young architects are dramatically raising the 
standards of public building from inside government agencies, 
a position that used to be considered the professional equiva- 
lent of Siberia. Others are serving as advisors to community 
groups who could not afford to pay for architecture or planning 
services; they are working out of ‘‘community design centers,”’ 
parallel to free medical clinics or legal aid societies. 

Acting through the American Institute of Architects, the pro- 
fession has become very active recently in the cause of better 
environment. In a major effort to bring some order into urban 
growth, the AIA last year submitted to Federal and state 
officials a set of sweeping recommendations for a- National 
Growth Policy, proposing public land banks, tax revisions and 
other devices to control development for the good of all. This 
year, AIA will follow that up with a report on ‘‘constraints to 
building’’—the financing obstacles, outdated building codes 
and antiquated labor practices, that keep us from getting the 
physical environment we could otherwise afford. 

And preservation need not be limited to buildings 
of obvious period charm. The ingenuity of architects—and the 


daring of clients—has transformed old factories into clusters, 


of chic shops and restaurants (as at San Francisco's Ghirar- 
delli Square and Cannery), old department stores into schools 
(as at Dallas’ El Centro College), even an o.d industrial labora- 
tory into apartment studios for low-income artists (at New 
York’s Westbeth housing). 

When American architects design structures, they are more 
likely than ever to be influenced by what is around them. New 
attention to the roadside vernacular of 20th-century America, 
as well as the more romantic creations of the 19th century, is 
evident in the work of many younger (or younger-thinking) 
architects. At the urging of a Philadelphia husband-and-wife 
team, Robert Venturi and Denise Scott Brown, architects have 
begun to look seriously at the highway strip and the typical 
suburban house tract, not as models, to be copied, but as evi- 
dence of what people really want and need in their automobile- 
age lives. The lessons to be learned are summed up in a new 
book by Venturi, Scott Brown and Steven Izenour entitled A 
Significance for A & P Parking Lots or Learning from Las Vegas. 

What students of the Venturis, and other like-minded archi- 
tects, are doing is, to assimilate some of the brashness—and 
some of the hardware—of popular architecture into their own 
designs. This popular (or Pop) influence shows up in new work 
(and remodeling work) in the frank use of plastics looking like 
plastics, of vivid paint and enamel, of bald aluminum where it 
was not permissible before. Bold painted graphics, inspired by 
billboards, cover whole facades with abstract or lettered mes- 
sages, and components of the industrial world—exposed ducts, 
pipe railings—have joined the architect’s stock of parts. 

Some of these current enthusiasms may turn out to be just 
fads but they are clearly part of a long-range trend toward 
“complexity and contradiction’ in architecture, to use the 
handy phrase that Venturi introduced in the mid-1960s. At 
that time, he and some of his contemporaries—Charles Moore 
and Joseph Esherick in California, Walter Netsch in Chicago, 
and John Johansen in New York—were challenging the simpli- 
city and order of Mainstream Modern design with buildings 
full of intricacy, ambiguity and even humor (just when the same 
qualities were being rediscovered in late 19th-century works). 
By no means do all leading American archi- 
tects favor complexity and ambiguity. In fact, those with the 
most exalted reputations (Louis Kahn of Philadelphia, |.M. Pei 
of New York, Kevin Roche of New Haven) adhere to a rather 
grave, serenely orderly vision of Modern design. Some respected 
younger architects (Richard Meier of New York, for instance) 
have revived the forms of 1930s Modern. (Continued)

—American architects are going to give us more ively, 
colorful, nonmonumental buildings to hold . 
our interest every time we experi- 
ence them. 










By ANNE OGDEN J It’s curious. For the past 200 years in 
America, our efforts have gone to perfecting a machine-made, 
computerized, industrialized world. But apparently not a perfect 
world. For many of us have gone back to handcrafts—a link in 
our minds with the simpler, less complicated life. In fact, you 
might say America has gone daft over crafts. 

We're needlepointing, macramé-ing, crocheting, découpaging, 

painting tiles, making candles, embroidering, quilting, hooking 
rugs, weaving, potting, sculpting, printing fabrics, stenciling; 
we're making new shapes and forms from found materials, re- 
cycled glass, metal, paper, wood and p astics. We're producing 
our very own, self-made, usually self-satisfying environment. 
And we're even making our own wine to toast our successes 
(see our article on page 144). 
Doing it, or most of it, yourself has advantages. The 
result of our efforts are useful objects and a clear head. Projects 
relax body and mind, absorbing nervous energy and giving us 
pride in achievement. And those who share a common craft 
share a common bond: New friends are made, old friendships 
strengthened. Our aims are much loftier than saving a dime. In 
fact, often enough the home crafter spends more to weave a 
wall hanging or shape a pot than would have been spent buying 
them. Industry reports have it that over $1 billion was spent 
last year on craft supplies, a sizable sum even in this age of 
astronomical figures. 

A decade or so ago, the serious crafter had to search for 
materials and implements; then dream up designs. Today the 
problem is oversupply, for there is an overwhelming array of 
kits, designs, subjects, colors and how-to books found in hobby 
shops, department stores and small specialty shops across the 
country. Out of this maze—and the demands of our own imagi- 
nations—we settle on a project. What it is may depend on a 
particular lifestyle: how much space or free time we have or 
where we live. Crafts fall into three categories: those that can 
be worked upon easily in the midst of great external opposition 
—children, noise, commuting—those that require a bit more 
concentration and space and those that turn the house, or at 
least part of it, upside down. 

One craft lends itself splendidly to ‘‘anywhere, any time”: 
needlework—and its stitchery cousins, quick-point, bargello, 
embroidery, crewel, crocheting, knitting, quilting and certain 
kinds of sewing. All these require minimal preparation, equip- 
ment and cleanup. And because of this, it appears they will out- 
last the stigma of fad. One friend insists that she can needle- 
point while playing bridge, talking, smoking, drinking and listen- 
ing to stereo. And her needlework comes out unscathed. 

The next group of projects will take some time and space. 

They must be worked on in one place, though children can join 
or watch. This includes candlemaking, découpage, weaving, pot- 
ting, sculpting, fabric printing and constructing decorative ob- 
jects (such as mobiles, glasses, ashtrays, sculpture) out of 
found materials.

By WILLIAM C. MULLIGAN JO Is it music or is it noise? A trend 
or a fad in American music? Crashing, rumbling, screeching 
sounds heard today aren’t necessarily the beginning of another 
highrise, but sometimes a music composer’s creation borne of 
arduous hours in a studio crammed with complicated electronic 
equipment. By far the largest of the laboratories is the Colum- 
bia-Princeton, located on Manhattan’s Upper West Side in a 
building about as distinguished on the exterior as a secondhand 
furniture warehouse. al 

But within those walls pioneers in the field of electronic 
music—Vladimir Ussachevsky, Mario Davidovsky and Milton 
Babbitt among them—record, mix and splice synthesizer-pro- 
duced sounds to realize their dreams of what contemporary 
music should be. These dreams do not include ‘‘Switched-On- 
Bach’’ and other electronically produced recordings that use 
the synthesizer to imitate traditional instruments. Rather, they 
deal in the ‘‘new esthetic’”’ of using sound for its own sake, much 
in the same way an abstract painter uses color and form. 
France introduced the world to musique concrete, 
a close relative of electronic music that makes use of recorded 
mechanical sound (ash cans, drums, sounds of nature, inno- 
vative instruments), rather than electronically produced sound. 
However, electronic music, per se, is essentially an American 
offspring born and nurtured at the Columbia-Princeton Elec- 
tronic Music Center. For that matter, much of what is important 
and innovative in contemporary music of the Western World in 
general has its origins here. What can we expect of American 
music in the years ahead? Have we exhausted the traditional 
means of musical expression, and is electronic music indeed 
the sound of the future? 

Carlisle Floyd, whose contemporary opera, Susannah, is al- 
ready part of American opera repertory, composes in the now- 
established atonal and dissonant 20th-century style. Like many 
of his peers writing serious music in America today, he senses 
an increasing concern for sound for its own sake, but feels that 
the synthesizer is merely one more instrument among the many 
that a contemporary composer can write for—it is not the ‘‘new 
wave”’ in serious music. 

As our tastes become more sophisticated, the gap between 
composer and public narrows. Don’t feel left out, though, if 
John Cage or Karlheinz Stockhausen are not music to your ears. 
If you dig the Beatles or, say, Blood, Sweat and Tears, you're 
probably closer to an appreciation of what’s happening in con- | 
temporary serious music than those people who won't listen 
to anything post-J.S. Bach. The gulf between the most adven- 
turous in popular music and the most (Continued)

avant garde in serious music is getting smaller. They both draw 
on electronic sounds, East Indian music, jazz and 12-tone 
writing, and if you listen to and enjoy one kind, you're very 
likely to accept the other. 

There is far greater variety and eclecticism in American music 

today than ever before. We live in a world of cults that come and 
go with ever-increasing rapidity, and this is manifested strongly 
in the world of music. Even though Americans are much less 
hostile than Europeans toward the more adventurous in music, 
few of us are honestly open-minded about all kinds of music. We 
gravitate toward what we like and away from the unfamiliar. 
How does this affect the health of the live concert scene in 
America? The trend toward cultism has a greater effect on 
serious concerts than on popular concerts. The serious music 
devotee is much less willing to spend a lot of money to hear 
a live orchestra or recitalist when he can hear it all on recordings 
in the comfort of his home. On the other hand, live rock and 
pop concerts are much more a group experience with excite- 
ment being generated by audience and performers alike. Efforts 
to generate this kind of excitement and interest in serious con- 
certs are becoming more and more evident. Obviously, the largest 
potential audiences lie among the young, and it is toward them 
that such efforts are being directed. The ‘‘Our Bach Concerts’’ 
in Tully Hall at Lincoln Center are given at midnight with an 
admission charge of two dollars. Such first-rate artists as Judith 
Raskin have performed at these concerts for wildly mixed 
audiences—young, old, in-between—wearing everything from 
jeans to jewels. So great is the response that hundreds have 
been turned away even from esoteric oboe recitals. 
In opera the question still is, ‘‘Should it be in English 
or not?’ Tchaikovsky’s Pique Dame has been done before in 
English at the Metropolitan Opera, but is now being dene in 
Russian. Is this valid, or a snobbish pretension? In London, 
many of the standard repertory operas are done in English, and 
for these performances three-quarters of the audiences are 
under 25 and wait in line for hours. ‘‘Look-Ins at the Met,” a 
guided tour conducted by Danny Kaye, is an innovation of the 
late Goeran Gentele. Many of his ideas for attracting larger 
audiences, such as a relaxation of the rules of attire, have 
worked at the Royal Opera in Stockholm and will likely be 
as effective at the Met. Gene Boucher, a baritone at the Met, 
sees opera attendance growing while the concert and recital 
fields are dying. Recitalists are leaving the field, replaced by 
package deals that offer a number of performers on a varied 
program for the same price as one eminent artist. This, unfor- 
tunately, deprives a vast audience across the country from 
hearing the best in artistic achievement. 

Should the arts be subsidized or not? In other countries the 
arts are treated like public services. They receive national sup- 
port and are well attended because of reasonable ticket prices. 
Howard Hanson, director of the Eastman School of Music from 
1924 to 1964, and a very conservative man, reversed his think- 
ing in 1962 and said that the arts must be government-sub- 
sidized if they are to survive. Actually, more money than ever 
for the arts is filtering down from the Federal Government, but 
musical performances are astronomically expensive, nonprofit- 
able and need still greater public subsidy. 

At the same time, many of our school music programs may 
die for lack of funds. A recent confrontation in Chicago, though, 
made it clear what can be done if the public’s interest is 
aroused. Realizing the importance of music in their children’s 
general education, parents staged a giant protest, recruiting the 
assistance of such personalities as Benny Goodman. The result 
was that music remained in the Chicago schools. 

Rock and roll has had a healthy influence on all music. 
Broadway composer John Morris explains that from the very 
outset rock has had a purifying effect on music. Before it came, 
everything in the pop field was overdone. Rock started with one 
voice and one guitar and simple harmonic progressions. It 
cleared the air and allowed us to re-examine our musical state 
of affairs. From there we've been able to evolve a new kind of 
music that is an amalgamation of country and Western, blues, 
progressive jazz, atonal and oriental music. 

For trends and directions in all kinds of American music, 
we must look to the long-hairs. And | don’t mean those who 
deify Bach, Beethoven and Brahms. | mean those (Continued)

young people who gave us rock and who have special antennae 
for the latest cults and fads. Of late, there’s been a noticeable 
decline in the number of rock and roll bands and combos being 
formed in high schools. There’s also an intangible air of ex- 
pectancy surrounding young people today. It’s as if something 
big is on the way and they’re all waiting patiently. The nostalgia 
bit that brought back the primitive rock and roll of the 50s is 
only a way of biding time until the next big thing comes along. 
Right now, the composer-performer is an important trend. We 
nave performers like Neil Diamond, Carly Simon, James Taylor 
and many others who compose their own music. The protest 
song is still with us, but the subject matter has changed; 
women’s lib has a new voice in | Am Woman. Country and 
Western is as strong as ever and is as close a representation of 
rural Americana in music as we're likely to get today. Perhaps 
the something new in pop music will be a combination of all of 
these or something entirely different. Electronic music is turn- 
ing kids on all over the country. Thousands of colleges and high 
schools now have synthesizers, and even grammar school kids 
are enjoying creating their own works of art. 

Pierre Boulez, the new conductor of the New York Philhar- 
monic, has said that we should ‘‘burn down the opera houses.” 
He means, of course, that we should smash stifling traditions 
in serious music and make it alive and relevant. Georg Solti 
has made the Chicago Symphony Orchestra perhaps the best 
in the country—not only in quality but a!so in its ability to fill 
concert halls to overflowing. He did this not with the authoritar- 
ian approach that is more or less traditional in this country, 
but with a more European concern for group effort and cooper- 
ation. Shockingly avant garde composers like John Cage serve 
to knock the pomposity out of the art of serious music and 
stimulate us to think about music in more imaginative ways. 
These are positive signs in American music today. They 
suggest that better music of all kinds will 
be accessible to more people than 
ever before. 




















By DAVID LINK © Americans are experiencing the third con- 
secutive year of the biggest residential building binge in 
history. When 1973 ends, we will in three years have spent 
more than $200 billion to produce more than 8,000,000 new 
dwellings. That's enough to provide a new home for one in 
every eight households in the country. 

Out of this biggest of all housing booms comes some good 

news and some bad news. 
The bad news first. Still hanging in there is more evi- 
dence than we want of poor, unthinking design and inept plan- 
ning. As one observer of the housing scene put it, ‘‘Some of 
the best-selling housing styles range without shame from 
Ranchburger Renaissance through Latter-Day Reformatory and 
Early VA Hospital. Most of this housing was built by people who 
knew better and bought by people who wanted better.”’ 

The good news is that, thanks to growing consumer sophis- 
tication and pressure for a better environment, there is less and 
less room for the shoddy builder and the inept planner. 

The result is that more and more of the real professionals, 
are taking over. And they are building not just shelter but 
residential environments aimed at satisfying modern living 
tastes and lifestyles. 

Among the leaders of this trend toward total environmental 
planning is Barry A. Berkus, a California-based designer. Oper- 
ating through a company cal’ed Environmental Systems Inter- 
national Inc., Berkus has become one of the merchant home 
building’s most influential forces. More than 15,000 Berkus- 
designed houses are now built annually by client builders from 
coast to coast. And thousands of others emulate his style. 

Berkus designs involve visual excitement. He uses materials 
and colors that blend with the environment. His land-planning 
emphasizes marriage of buildings and site. (Continued)

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But Berkus adds another very important ingredient. And that is 
an awareness of cost and the consumer’s ability to pay. Price- 
tags on the bulk of his houses average from $25,000 to $45,- 
000. *‘A good environmental statement also must make a good 
economic statement,” is how Berkus puts it. 

But there is no monopoly on good housing design and en- 
vironmental planning. Emil Hanslin excited buyers in New 
England and attracted nationwide attention with the design and 
planning of his New Seabury community. And he’s doing it 
again in a new town in New England called Eastman. 

And builder after builder is proving that density can be 
beautiful. The Ring Brothers put nearly 1,000 apartments on a 
23-acre choice ocean-front site in Marina del Rey in the Los 
Angeles area. Tenants swarmed to the units, all of which offered 
a view of the water or a parklike setting. 

Down in Houston, Tex., builder Vernon Young rented up his 

Oaks of Woodlake apartments faster than he cou'd build them 
in a market that had rental vacancies as high as 15%. Why 
did he succeed? He saved trees, built in recreational facilities, 
provided exciting interiors. His tenants are living in ecologically 
elegant surroundings. Not only that: Young screamed ‘‘foul’’ 
when another builder used a bulldozer to scalp the land adjacent 
to his. And that builder was forced to replant the area before 
he could build on it. 
And it isn’t only new towns and big developments that 
are being given the new environmental treatment. In the Chi- 
cago area, builders Bruce Blietz and Joseph E. Valenti teamed 
to produce a gem of an environment on just 20 acres. By 
clustering houses among rocks and rills, saving trees, adding 
small lakes, the Blietz-Valenti team not only scored a sales 
success, with $90,000-plus housing, but also made a hit with 
the swank suburban community. 

Builder George McKeon spotlighted a whole new opportunity 
for home-buying households when he put four individual family 
units together into a single building that looked like a high- 
priced house. People stood in line to buy the units for prices 
below $20,000. This style was soon named ‘‘fourplex.”’ 

The fourplex fever has spread nationwide. It’s,a much-wanted 
in-between alternative for people who seek the advantages of 
home ownership but not the chore of maintaining a single 
house on a Single lot. 

Within this home-building boom, the concept of giant national 
housing companies with brand names has come into full bloom. 
Kaufman & Broad, U.S. Home, Larwin, Levitt, McKeon, Kassuba 
are but a few of the giants operating nationwide. They have 
annual home-building volumes of $100 million to more than 
$300 million, and many of them are publicly held companies. 
For the consumer, the brand name approach to building 
is bringing buyer and renter confidence that the builder is not 
going to build and run away, but will be readily available to 
stand behind the quality of his product. 

In short, the good news coming out of today’s housing boom 
overshadows the bad news. Consumerism, environmental con- 
trols, regional planning, the advent of well-capitalized public 
builders, are all working to make the builder more pro- 
fessional and to put more livability into 
our national housing inventory.

their gut reactions indicate. In separate interviews with HB, 
each revealed varying amounts of patience with the ‘‘evolu- 
tionary’’ process of good design.

ica. “The American consumer,” he says, ‘‘is unsophisticated | 
and unresponsive to contemporary design. The manufacturer | 
is so geared for mass production and booming sales that he 
responds to the consumer's insensitivity by producing commer- 

cial objects. Talented American designers are not receiving 
either responsiveness or financial backing from American man- 
ufacturers.’’ The reason for the American insensitivity? ‘‘In 
Europe, design is treated as an art form, and Europeans eval- | 
uate furniture the way we woud look at museums and art 
galleries. They've traditionally considered any form of design— | 
even housewares—as art.” 

Levine is obviously willing to use the term ‘‘American de- 
sign’’ (‘poor except for the new sculptural lighting’), ‘‘Italian 
design’ (‘excellent’) and ‘‘Scandinavian design’ (‘‘diminish- 
ing freshness.’’) 

Paul Smith defends his optimism ‘‘because things are mov- 
ing and the consumer is increasingly sensitive. There is more 
awarensss from the young people now because of increased 
travel and exposure through mass communication.”’ There is, in 
agreement with Levine, a segment that hasn’t changed and, in 
addition to this lag in awareness, a group of young people who 
are anti-object and anti-materialistic. ‘‘But if one looks care- 
fully back at the 10-year period, there has been a tremendous 
amount of new and original forms coming out in the home 
furnishings field.”’ 

Unlike Levine, Smith will not define design freshness in terms 
of geography. “| can't separate the U. S. as a piece of land, 
because we are, after all, a world society. The U. S. is made up 
of so many kinds of people and living environments that we 
can't apply generalities within the U. S. to a smaller country 
like Denmark or Italy with its more homogeneous background. 
There may be a little more cultural awareness in Europe,’’ he 
admits, ‘‘but in France the department stores are filled with 
just as much junk. The difference is in the abundance of pro- 
duction that exists in the U. S.” 

Smith and Levine agree on the appalling number of 
insensitively designed objects (15 kinds of can openers), but 
Smith is more hopeful of a faster evolutionary change. 

Design, is defined in terms of function by Levine. ‘‘First, 

there is function in terms of that which is durable and easy to 

care for and, secondly, there is function in terms of use.’’ He 
zee likes modular seating, where you can pile one piece on top of 
2 another, move the modules in the center of the room to make 
an island and then switch. ‘‘We are communicating better and 
our seating should reflect this.

Levine and Smith commented separately on pictures they 
were shown of specific objects: 

Agreement! No praise from either for a plastic ‘‘bagel 
cradle"’ (that will be, says the manufacturer, ‘‘the talk of the 
table.’”) Is there, HB asks, a need in our society for a bagel 
cradle? “That's the crazy thing,”’ says Smith. ‘‘We're obsessed 
with something for everything. | like to have a place to put 
my toothbrush, but this is a frivolous thing. However, | don’t 
fight it.” From Levine, a shrug and a smile. 

Agreement! No praise for a flower pot of clear Plexiglas 
with a chrome rim. Levine: ‘‘It’s a gimmick to take materials 
that belong on a modern shape and apply them to the shape 
of a traditional terra-cotta pot.’ From Smith, a nod—and in 
addition: “‘It’s an outgrowth of the ecological movement, but 
I'm not sure I’m interested in looking at the dirt.” 
Agreement! On the attitude of not covering up, we look at 
six high-gloss, curvy plastic hangers in red. ‘‘Great design,”’ 
says Levine, and also adds ‘“‘Italian in concept.’’ Smith de- 
scribes another dimension. ‘‘It’s a matter of specialization. The 
wooden hanger works very well, but now | have an open closet 
and these hangers are objects that are functional and es- 
thetically pleasing.'’ Methodical man! ‘‘It’s organizational. 
It looks better to see this kind of design."’ 

Except for a small segment of the population, the majority of 
consumers falls for the gimmick. ‘‘Plastics were—and are— 
misunderstood—and misused—in the U.S.”’ says Levine. ‘‘Plas- 
tics are not a substitute material for something better, but a 
viable material that should not be associated with cheap design 
and artificial woodgrain. One of the greatest concepts in home 
furnishing design in the last 10 years has been the development 
of molded plastic furniture.”’ 

The consumer needs re-educating to appreciate modern— 
particularly plastic—design. ‘‘American industry is going to 
have to invest in design research at the same level they invest 
in technological research,”’ says Smith. ‘‘They will spend a 
great deal on producing a poorly functioning object simply be- 
Cause the salesman says, often correctly, that it will sell. In- 
dustry is afraid to invest in a designer. It’s not a matter of 
buying a design, but of training the designer within the tech- 
nology. You cannot create a designer in a vacuum. Design 
Schools have an obligation to close the tremendous gap be- 
tween their departments and industry. We need a high priority 
of functioning power reflected in design. We need to open all 
the channe’s of communication between the designer, consumer 
and manufacturer and break the impasse. The 
challenge is where to begin.”’

—where will all the new books go? 


By BRUCE DAVID COLEN Li My 
favorite room is our study. 
Hardly a unique preference. For 
me it is, though, since that 
otherwise peaceful room is the 
site of a conundrum that has 
me literally climbing the walls 
in frustration. How to arrange 
the bookshelves so that | can 
find the volume | want? 

As my wife must have fresh 
flowers about her for daily 
sustenance, | require the em- 
bodiment of loved and/or re- 
spected authors. Our needs are 
not a luxury. In Fer home-grown 
bouquets she finds spiritual 
solace, as well as inspiration for 
her work as a designer. Being a 
writer, | require those three 
walis of books for hope and 
help. During the day it is a re- 
ference library, at night a grab 
bag for bedtime reading or an 
arbitor of the games guests 
play. (What does George S. 
Kaufman's middle initial stand 
for? Why did Henry Thoreau 
spend a night in jail? What were 
the precise dates of Picasso's 
Blue Period?) 

Well, at least that is how | 

would like to use the library. 
But it never works out that way. 
By the time | have located the 
book | need, I’ve forgotten why | 
wanted it. Grahted, there would 
be no delay in placing my hand 
on the right spine if the volumes 
were arranged by author from A 
to Z, but only the Library of Con- 
gress has enough shelf space 
for this logical solution. 
Take the Shaws, George 
and Irwin. My set of G.B.S. is 
easily four inches taller than 
Lucy Crown. And what about 
the Mitford sisters? Nancy’s 
The Sun King towers above 
Jessica's book, The Trial of 
Dr. Spock. This Don Quixote- 
Sancho Panza difference in pos- 
ture means that the skyline of 
each bookshelf resembles a bar 
graph of the Dow Jones Indus- 
trial Average on the day Hanoi 
and Kissinger gave their sepa- 
rate versions of the Vietnam 
peace settlement. 

But everything has its ups 
and downs and it is not just 
esthetics that rules out the 
alphabetical system of placing 
books; rather, it is the econom- 
ics of space. For on every tier 
where a volume stands head 
and shoulders over its brothers 
it means the shelf above must 
be jacked up several inches. Do 
this five or six times and by the 
time you reach the ceiling two 
shelves have disappeared. (As 
for those homeowners trapped 
with built-in bookcases, there is 


no solution unless you buy your 
reading matter according to size 
and just completely forget about 
author and subject.) 

At first | tried filling the can- 
yons formed by short books with 
more placed on their sides. The 
study soon looked like an every- 
which-way secondhand _ book- 
store, although that was not the 
reason the plan had to be aban- 
doned. | soon developed a 
chronic stiff neck and our osteo- 
path suggested it was from 
reading titles that were 90° off 
center. Then, for awhile, | 
thought the shelves could be 
degapped by placing art objects 
between the highs and the lows 
and camouflaging the white wall 
behind with small pictures. Over 
my wife’s protests, several other 
rooms in the house were sacked 
to get the stuffings. The end 
result was quite attractive but 
short-lived. | had forgotten 
about my biweekly bibliophile 
binge in Beverly Hills. For each 
charge slip at Hunter’s book- 
store, some piece of bric-a-brac 
went back where it belonged or 
my wife regained a_ pitcher, 
which had been serving me as a 
bookend, for her flowers. 

There may be a remedy for 
the wasted space and cockeyed 
rows Of books but | have 
stopped hunting for it. Some- 
how, | have the feeling that the 
cure would be harder to take 
than the illness.

ps —it begins with knowing your car | 


By LESLIE C. RUSKA © With all 
the concern for new safety de- 
vices, too many of us forget that 
one of the greatest safety aids 
of all—the car owner’s manual 
—comes in the glove compart- 
ment of every new car. 

The best way to get acquaint- 
ed with a new car and to learn 
the wealth of information the 
manual contains is to sit behind 
the wheel with the manual in 
your hand. Carefully read the 
first several pages. They will in- 
troduce you to the identity and 
locations of the instruments, 
switches and controls. Operate 
each switch and control in turn. 
Learn to locate and operate each 
one by feel so you'll never be 
startled by a squirt from the 
windshield washers when you 
thought that you were turning 
on the car’s headlights. 

One section of your owner's 
manual will be devoted to im- 
portant safety checks. The safe- 
ty of you and your passengers is 
largely dependent on having the 
items in this section—some of 
them listed as inspections you 
can perform for yourse!f, others 
requiring the skills of a trained 
mechanic—checked at the time 
or mileage interval specified. In 
addition to these major operat- 
ing checks, you also should be- 
come familiar with these other 
guidelines in the manual: 

1. Regularly check the level of 
the windshield-washer solution. 
In cold weather, use the recom- 
mended fluid and fill the jar 
only 34 full to allow for expan- 
sion if the fluid shou'd freeze. 
2. Before starting your car in 
cod weather, clean snow and 
ice from the windshield, rear 
and side windows and outside 
rearview mirror and from the 
cowl air-inlet grilles. (Proper air 
passage through the grille is 
essential to effective heater and 
defroster operation.) Also be 
sure that wiper blades are not 
frozen to the windshield. If the 
wipers are turned on while the 
blades are stuck to the glass, 
the protective overload relay will 
break the electric circuit that 
keeps the motor from burning 
up. Free the wiper blades from 
the glass. When the circuit 
breaker cools, the wipers will 
again function normally. 

3. Never smoke or create 
sparks near the car’s battery. 
Hydrogen gas is liberated from 
a battery that has been charged. 
This gas is highly explosive 
when mixed with air, and a 
single spark could possibly set 
off a bad explosion. 

4. Correct tire pressure is vital 




































to both safe vehicle control and 
expected tire life. Check and ad- » 
just tire pressure while the tires | 
are cold—before the car has | 
been driven more than two | 
miles. Observe the listed pre- | 
cautions about increased tire | 
pressure if the car is to be driv- | 
en at high speed, but never | 
bleed air from the tires after a 
hard run because the tire pres- — 
sure is too high. Tire pressure 
can increase six pounds or more + 
after a high-speed run. Letting 
out air results in an overly soft 
condition after tire temperature | 
returns to normal. 

%. Follow maximum weight and 
speed limitations specified in. 
the owner's manual if you are | 
going to be pulling a trailer, | 
which also calls for adjusted air 
pressure in your tires. 

G. Check the manual and the | 
label on the inside of your trunk | 
lid for complete jacking instruc- | 
tions. When you must use your | 
bumper jack for emergency tire- | 
changing, stand clear of the” 
vehicle and keep the engine | 
turned off. Also be sure the car | 
is raised sufficiently to permit | 
the installation of the whee! and | 
the new, fully inflated tire. Fur- | 
ther jacking with the deflated | 
tire removed could result in the! 
vehicle's falling off the jack. | 
7. The regular use of supple- | 
mental oil additives is not nec- | 
essary and will increase operat- | 
ing costs. Use the recommended 
motor oil and replace the oil and | 
oil filter as instructed and there | 
will generally be no need for you | 
to use oil additives. 

8. Use the recommended qual- 
ity and quantity of antifreeze. ( 
There is no need to use supple- | 
mental inhibitors or additives to | 
increase the cooling system's) 
capabilities. Learn, too, to check | 
the fluid level in the see-through | 
coolant reservoir to help guard | 
yourself against an unexpected 
loss of antifreeze. 
9. Make sure everyone in your) 
family knows how to correctly 
fasten safety belts. The lap safe- | 
ty belt should be worn as low as| 
possible on the hips and ad- 
justed to a snug fit. In the event | 
of an accident, the force will be) 
exerted across the strong hip | 
bone and not across the soft} 
abdominal area, which is sus-| 
ceptib'e to serious injury. A> 
shoulder belt must not be worn) 
under the arm; nor should it be 
used without a lap belt—the 
force of an accident could cause) 
the occupant to slide off the’ 
seat and suffer a severe neck in- 
jury if only the shoulder belt is” 
used. Proper shoulder belt ad-| 


justment is just enough slack to 
permit a fist to be inserted be- 
tween the chest and the belt. 
Never use the same safety belt 
for more than one person at the 
same time. When not in use, 
safety belts should be properly 
stowed with all s!ack removed to 
prevent the buckles from strik- 
ing passengers in the event of a 
sudden stop or accident. 

10. Keep the warning lights on 
the instrument panel in good 
working order. These indicator 
lights report malfunctions in the 
charging system, engine oil sys- 
tem, engine cooling system and 
brake system. They should light 
up when the ignition switch is 
turned on and then go out as 
the engine is started. If any of 
these lights come on while the 
car is in operation, it is a sign 
of trouble in the system that the 
lights are indicating. 

There are two other opera- 
tional checks we feel warrant 
more than just a passing men- 
tion. Your car owner’s manual 
makes an important statement 
to the effect that if your power 
steering system fails, you still 
have positive control of the 
steering system, although with 
substantially greater effort. In 
other words, should your engine 
stall while the car is in motion 
or should the power steering 
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be't fail, you will be steering the 
car with physical effort only 

It is suggested that you con- 
dition your reflexes to what 
might be a rather alarming ex- 
perience by performing the fol- 
lowing simple exercise: Pick out 
a clear area such as an empty 
lot. Select some pavement 
markings that indicate where 
you intend to turn. S!owly ap- 
proach the mark at about 10 
miles an hour, place the trans- 
mission in neutral and turn off 
the ignition switch. Do not lock 
the steering mechanism. Now 
proceed to make the turn at the 
chosen point. The amount of ad- 
ditional effort needed to keep 
your car on course within the 
selected limits of the turn will 
be an experience you will not 
quickly forget. 

You also should check out— 
for yourself—the efficiency of 
your brakes. Modern brakes are 
designed to be self-adjusting, to 
adjust automatically for the 
clearance that develops between 
the brake linings and the drum 
or disc due to wear of the lining. 
Disc brakes, used on the front 
wheels of some cars, automati- 
cally adjust themselves with 
each brake application. Drum 
brakes, used on the rear wheels 
of most cars and also on the 
front wheels of some other cars, 
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will adjust themselves when the 
brakes are applied while the car 
is moving backward. 

But drum brakes adjust them- 
selves only when the vehicle is 
backed up fast enough to actu- 
ate the adjusting mechanism— 
the braking action used with the 
usual slow backing along a curb 
or out of a parking stall is not 
enough. If your brake pedal is 
gradually going further down 
when you apply pressure, it is 
an indication that the self-ad- 
justing mechanism is not func- 
tioning. Try this: Select an open 
area of about 75 to 100 feet. 
With clear room behind, accel- 
erate the car backward at about 
10 miles an hour and apply 
brakes firmly. Then go forward 
at about the same speed and 
again firmly apply the brakes. 
Repeat this procedure several 
times. You should feel the brake 
pedal coming up after just a 
few brake applications—if the 
pedal fails to respond after sev- 
eral tries, have a brake special- 
ist check your brake system. 

Another helpful booklet to be 
found in the glove compartment 
of new cars is the one explain- 
ing the names and functions of 
the various emissions control 
systems. Being aware of the 
functions of these different sys- 
tems and devices should help

you understand your share of 
the responsibility for keeping 
the systems functioning proper- 
ly. It means having your car 
serviced at the recommended 
intervals—but it also means 
cleaner air for everyone. 
Essentially the emission con- 
trol system on new cars can be 
Classified into three groups: 
crankcase emission control, ex- 
haust emission control and fuel 
evaporation emission control. 
Objectionable emissions from 
the engine crankcase are caused 
by compression and combustion 
gases that pass the piston rings 
and enter the crankcase (or oil 
pan area). Formerly, these gases 
were vented into the atmo- 
sphere, where they contributed 
to air pollution. In the new sys- 
tems, these gases are conduct- 
ed through a closed system into 
the intake manifold and then in- 
ducted into the engine cylinders 
and burned. The rate of this air 
passage is controlled by a 
spring-tensioned valve called a 
PCV valve, which is subject to 
contamination and b’ockage by 
the oil vapors and sludge for- 
mation in the crankcase ventila- 
tion system. If your crankcase 
emission control system is to 
function properly, you must 
have this inexpensive valve re-

Exhaust emission contro! sys- 
tems are called by various trade 
names, but they can be divided 
into two groups. One group uses 
2n air injection pump that con- 
tinuously pumps_ fresh air 
through a system of plumbing 
into the exhaust manifolds so 
that exhaust gases are reignited 
and objectionable elements con- 
sumed in the exhaust manifold 
instead of being emitted into 
the atmosphere. The other ex- 
haust emission group, which 
does not use the air injection 
principe, is called the engine 
modification type because the 
engine itself has been rede- 
signed to limit formation of 
hydrocarbon and carbon monox- 
ide emissions from the tail pipe. 
With both types, exnaust gas 
recirculating systems are used 
to control the emission of oxide 
of nitrogen, another offensive 
element in the exhaust gas. 

Evaporating gasoline is still 
another form of objectionab‘e 
automotive air po lution. Most 
fuel evaporation comes from the 
fuel tank, although the carbu- 
retor is also a source of evapora- 
tion emissions. The fuel evap- 
oration system is designed to 
trap the vapors rising from the 
fuel tank and carburetor and 
conduct the fumes to a “‘stor- 
age area’’ (a charcoal granule- 
filled cannister) until the engine 
is started again, when the va- 
pors purged into the engine 
cylinders are consumed. 

If these systems are to do 
their jobs, however, you must 
keep them in good operating 
condition. By having your en- 
gine tuned by a specialist at the 
intervals specified, you are help- 
ing all of us to have a cleaner 

tmosphere and you are further 

benefitting yourself—for your 
car then will start more easily, 
be more dependable and oper- 
ate more economically. 

No car can do tne job by 
itse!f, however. And to be a safe 
driver, you must be a safe driv- 
er, which includes following 
these simple precautions: 

m@ Use your mirrors. Adjust them 
to the proper positions when 
you first enter the car and then 
keep yourself constantly posted 
on the position of the other cars 
around you.

crushed. (You can buy apple 
juice to use, but it must be un- 
treated, containing none of the 
preservatives found in commer- 
cial apple cider.) Then he puts 
the pure apple juice in casks 
and five-gallon containers, add- 
ing a little water (if you prefer 
a higher alcoholic content, you 
also can add a little sugar at 
this stage) and closing each 
container with a fermentation 
lock. Note, he adds no yeast. 
For the next six to eight 
weeks, the containers sit in his 
basement, which is kept at ap- 
proximately 65° temperature. 
Then comes the tricky stage. 
Just before the end of fermenta- 
tion—and this, of course, re- 
quires some experience and 
knowledge to know when this 
point is reached—and while the 
juice is still bubbling, he trans- 
fers the contents to Champagne 
bottles, adds a litt'e sugar and 
corks them. If he has caught the 
process at the right moment, in 
six to eight months he has a 
sparkling cider that would be 
reminiscent of an apple Cham- 
pagne, if there were such a 
thing. If he has bottled the cider 


too early, the bottle-fermenta- 
tion will build up too much pres- 
sure and the bottles explode; 
if he has waited too long, he’ll 
have a flat cider to drink. (The 
Art of Making Beer by Stanley 
F. Anderson with Raymond Hull, 
published by Hawthorn Books, 
has interesting recipes for both 
apple and pear cider.) 

Before you run out and buy 
grapes and bottles, though, you 
must take several basic steps. 
The only place to start with your 
home winemaking is with the 
legalities. Federal regulations 
allow the head of a household 
to make up to 200 gallons of 
wine a year, only for consump- 
tion within his home. Even if 
you are going to use a pre- 
packaged kit, you must file 
form 1541, Registration for 
Production of Wine for Family 
Use, with the Bureau of Alco- 
hol, Tobacco & Firearms. 

The form is quite simple 
and there is no charge involved 
—but it must be filed (in dupli- 
cate). To obtain the form write 
to your Regional Director, Bu- 
reau of Alcohol, Tobacco &

We think your second step 
should be to read one of the 
many books now available on 
making wine at home. This will, 
of course, be a necessity if you 
are making wine for the first 
time and plan to invest in the 
grapes and equipment to do it 
all yourself. But even if you 
plan to use a kit, where all you 
really have to do is follow steps 
A, B and C, reading about wine- 
making first is the surest way to 
understand what you are doing 
and why each step is taken. It 
also can alert you to the possi- 
ble problem if something be- 
gins to go wrong with your wine. 

Most suppliers of winemaking 
equipment also offer a choice 
of such books. Of those we have 
seen, we especially recommend: 
Wine-Making at Home by Bruce 
Palmer (Workman Publishing 
Co.). Although his humor is 
sometimes a little forced, Palm- 


er gives a clear and easy-to- 
follow guide, including a dis- 
cussion of the different kinds of 
grapes and his favorite sources 
for equipment. The Art of Mak- 
ing Wine by Stanley F. Ander- 
son with Raymond Hull (Haw- 
thorn Books). In many Wine- 
Art Kits, this comprehen- 
sive, readable guide with al- 
most 50 different recipes from 
banana wine to Zinfandel, plus 
a particularly helpful section on 
how you can tell if your wine 
has gone bad. Creative Wine- 
making by André de Chambeau 
(WWWWW /Information Services 
Inc.). This small, very readable 
volume is notable primarily for 
its lucid explanation of equip- 
ment. Packed in several Sears 
kits, it also includes a section 
on working with the canned 
grape concentrates. Making 
Fine Wines & Liqueurs at Home 
by Leigh P. Beadle (Farrar, 
Straus and Giroux). Buy this 
slender volume only if you in- 
tend to use the canned concen- 
trates. Author Beadle gives di- 
rections for using these prod- 
ucts in making Port, Sherry, 
sparkling wine and fruit wine, 
as well as table wine and li- 
queurs. Progressive Winemaking 
by Peter Duncan and Bryan Ac- 
ton. A British book available

Now about those kits. Most 
of the kits you will see will 
carry the Wine-Art, Vino, Sem- 
plex or Wine Hobby USA iabels, 
all also available by mail, or be 
from the Brother Vino line car- 
ried at Penney’s and Ward’s 
stores and at numerous other 
retail sources or from Sears’ 
own line. Within comparable 
price ranges, all are relatively 
similar—compact, easy to use, 
adequately equipped. But in 
testing half a dozen different 
kits, we ran into some problems 
on nearly every one. 

Mostly, our problems were 
the result of the printed in- 
structions being so oversimpli- 
fied. For example: Several kits 
had discrepancies in the in- 
structions on the printed guide 
and on the label on the canned 
grape concentrate. Some did 
not tell the tester which instruc- 
tions should take precedence. 
One kit did advise the tester to 
disregard the instructions on

How did Chinese fortune cookies originate? 
We are indebted to the San Joaquin Valley Information Service 
for this fascinating story. The idea for fortune cookies was 
apparently stimulated by the fact that in ancient China births 
were announced on cards tucked into cakes, which were then 
delivered to friends and relatives. But fortune cookies as we 
know them originated with David Jung (pronounced Tsung) who 
had a small bakery business in Los Angeles. After World War | 
(1918-1919), Jung used to see people standing in the streets 
lonely and hungry and he wanted to give them a little something 
to eat and a message of encouragement. So he started experi- 
menting with wrapping small messages in a dessert-type egg 
roll, a small round rather sweet flaky pastry which is rolled up 
jelly-roll style. He experimented with many different batters and 
different rolling techniques until he hit on the batter and method 
used today. Initially, a Presbyterian minister wrote Bible mes- 
sages for the cookies but around 1922 or '23 Jung began to 
change the messages to the ‘‘fortune’’ type and at that time he 
started the Hong Kong Noodle Company (950 South San Pedro 
St., Los Angeles), now major producer of fortune cookies in the 
U.S., owned and operated today by Jung’s son, Cheng. For the 
last 22 years, the ‘‘fortunes’’ have all been written by Marie 
Raine, who has written such epigrams as ‘‘If love does not first 
cross your path, walk a little further,’’ or ‘‘Orderliness is the 
quality you most need.”’ 


What makes some greens turn 
brown when cooked? 


Overcooking. The green chlorophyll pigment turns into an olive 
brown. In addition, the texture becomes soft and mushy and 
the flavor strong. It is well to remember that when cooking 
green vegetables, the pot should be uncovered. 


What does Rossini mean in cookery? 


One of the best-known beef dishes in French cookery, tournedos 
Rossini were named after Gioacchino Antonio Rossini, the 
Italian composer, whose operas such as The Barber of Seville 
and William Tell have been the backbone of countless opera 
seasons. The tournedos, browned in butter, are arranged on 
baked slices of bread and topped with foie gras. They are then 
served with a rich truffle sauce. 


What is all-purpose cream? 

A light whipping cream with 30% fat but because of the lower 
fat content (heavy or whipping cream has a milk fat content 
of at least 36%), it can be whipped but it takes longer and 
does not become as thick as regular whipping cream. 


What’s the difference between light, 
coffee and table cream? 
None at all. It’s cream with a milk fat content of about 18%. 


What is half-and-half? 


A mixture of milk and cream that contains between 10% and 
12% milk fat. 


What is cream in aerosol cans? 


A cream packed under pressure in an aerosol container that 
causes the product to whip when pressed. In addition to cream, 
it may also contain sugar, flavoring and a stabilizer. 


What is pitta? 

A Middle Eastern bread that, according to a new and excellent 
book, A Book of Middle Eastern Food by Claudia Roden (Knopf), 
is “round, flat and only slightly leavened, with a hollow like an 
empty pocket running right through it.” The Arab name is 
Khubz (Eish Shami). Pita (with one Stee aS the Yugoslavian 
name for a type of dough that is somewhat like a strudel in 
that it is stretched thin and is then used to encompass meat, 
cheese, fruits, etc. Pitka is the Bulgarian name for flat bread, 
a yeast dough, which when baked is served with drinks before 
a meal or as an accompaniment to other dishes at a meal. @

A cavelike den alcove (left), adja- 
cent to the living area, was once 
just another bedroom. Now-—al- 
though it displays the same casual,

The vaulted interior volumes of the Watson 
house faithfully reflect the domed contours of 
its exterior. Fashioned somewhat like a basket, 
the house was framed with a network of steel 
reinforcing bars of varying thicknesses that 
outline its general shape and give structural 
rigidity to its system of roof shells. A thick 
coating of concrete and insulation was sprayed 
on the outside surfaces to form a weatherproof 
“skin” and mold the shells into a flowing, in- 
tegrated complex of the whole. 

The inner surfaces of the structure were 
lightly sprayed to coat the steel webbing, but 
not enough to hide its richly patterned orna- 
mentation—which can be clearly seen in the 
spacious, stepped-down living room (above and 
at right). The roughhewn native stone fire- 
place and the encrustations of the ceiling can- 
opies contrast harmoniously with the polished 
presence of black marble terrazzo floors and 
the low, white-plastered soffits that sweep 
through the interior spaces overhead. These 
smooth, curving planes unify the vertical ele- 
ments of the architecture—and serve as handy 
decks for displays of interior plantings and 
such sundries as a red Japanese parasol. 

The contrast of rough-and-smooth building 
materials is echoed by contrasting textures in 
the furnishings. Steel-and-glass coffee tables by 
Warren Platner and a pair of hard-edged Was- 
sily chairs by Marcel Breuer enhance a pillowed 
crescent sofa and a shaggy circular rug of 
Irish wool. The low-keyed background hues of 
natural concrete, stone, plaster and terrazzo 
permit the free use of vibrant colors in acces- 
sories, fabrics and art objects.

An arabesque of intersecting architectural forms 
swirls serenely through the sequestered master 
bedroom (upper far left). As in the other prin- 
cipal living areas of the house, the rugged 
natural terrain merges visually with the in- 
teriors through large sheets of plate glass. 

In the master bathroom (near left) a sliding 
glass door opens onto a high-walled bath-and- 
shower enclosure that is roofed only by the sky. 
The shower spurts forth from the rock wall like 
a tropical waterfall, and a rich profusion of 
shrubs and flowering plants gives the small 
space the feel of a miniature rain forest. 

As a contrast to the openness of the struc- 
ture, Ella Watson wanted the circular kitchen 
(far left) to be a skylit, windowless laboratory 
where she could concentrate on her culinary 
inventions without distraction. She compro- 
mised for a slight peek of the distant view 
through a wall-chink over the sink. The flowing 


curves of the floor plan (above) make a pleasing 
design in themselves, but they are also logically 
conceived elements of the Watsons’ living re- 
quirements and they establish the three-dimen- 
sional form of the structure that rises out of 
these needs. Even such extraneous amenities 
as a pottery studio and a greenhouse are 
neatly accommodated within the periphery of 
the roof system. (The broken lines on the plan 
drawing indicate the scalloped outline of the 
roof eaves and the interior decks.) 

As in the sea shells that it resembles, the 
outward appearance of the house is determined 
by its function as a shelter. The building and 
its reason-for-being are inseparable, and Wat- 
son, who studied with Frank Lloyd Wright, has 
applied this principle of organic architecture 
here in the design of his own home. 

Because the house is so intimately related 
to its site, every nuance of nature becomes 
an integral part of the family’s daily life. To 
them, living here is a never-ceasing source 
of pleasure—and Watson himself finds it espe- 
cially exciting during a storm. “The beating of 
the rain against the roof shell is reminiscent 
of the sound heard in my grandmother’s attic 
when | used to play there as a child,” he says. 
“It gives you such a marvelous sense of shelter.” 
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Editor SUSAN LEWIN [ “‘There’s no 
ugly day up here. No matter what the 
weather, it’s always magnificent.”’ 
Architect Phil George’s weekend 
house in Amenia, N.Y., sits on top 
of a hill overlooking a valley 1,200 
feet below. Unobtrusively nestled 
into 200 acres of birch forest and 
meadow, the basic structure is barn: 
The timbers and beams that form the 
skeleton of the house come from five 
razed barns, purchased bit by bit for 
a total of $200. And George retained 
the barn quality outside by using 
cedar shingles and other materials 
indigenous to the area, no-fuss land- 
scaping and a simple shape (two 
views above). ‘‘| wanted it to fit in 
with the landscape, and it does.” 

Inside, except for paintings, sculp- 
ture and a minimum of furniture,

The vast space is revealed in 
a bird’s-eye view of the living room 
from the loft balcony (left). Glass 
doors open to a deck and small hori- 
zontal windows are placed at the 
sleeping loft level ‘‘so that when | 
stand up in my bedroom, | can see 
the whole horizon.’’

The surprises of this house come into 
full flower on the upper floors. Recall the 
exterior (above)? Now see what has be- 
come of the former attic on the third 
level. It's been transformed into a master 
bedroom suite (right), considered by 
many to be the most beautiful part of the 
house. A flowing all-white space that 
curves around to form dressing area, 
sitting room-study and, of course, bed- 
room and bath, it includes such luxuries 
as a fireplace and a refrigerator. ‘'It 
makes us feel as if we are living in the 
clouds,’ says Mrs. Ruben, a feeling 
heightened by a blue velvet bedspread, 
touches of yellow and a treetop view. 

Downstairs on the second floor, the 
four children have their own rooms— 
and each was encouraged to participate 
in planning the space. "Because we are 
involved with graphics, we found a 
graphic solution for each child's room," 
says Architect Walker, who gave nine- 
year-old Lisa the ultimate in flexible 
window treatments—a sliding panel sys- 
tem that can form a multitude of differ- 
ent designs (below).

People are the most important in- 
gredient in the Ruben house. Summer 
or winter, the Rubens are bound to be 
planning or giving a dinner party, lunch- 
eon, cocktail party, tea, swim party 
or, more recently, an evening of mod- 
ern dance. ''We thoroughly enjoy en- 
tertaining; it is a way of life with us," 
says Mrs. Ruben, who carefully planned 
her kitchen (left) for cooking for every- 
thing from large formal parties to im- 
promptu gatherings. "| am extemely 
interested in cooking and spent over 
a year working on this kitchen. For me, 
a kitchen must be super-organized; 
everything must have its place, | hate 
clutter." A dramatic setting of dark 
wood and hand-painted tiles, it was 
divided into four areas: food prepara- 
tion, cooking, clean-up and storage. 
Light fixtures are thoughtfully spaced 
and there is plenty of extra counter- 
space—plus such modern kitchen help- 
ers as a microwave oven and a food 
warmer. And for last-minute parties, 
sausages hang from a steel rack that 
is attached to the central island. 

Much of the Rubens' summer life is 
spent outdoors, in a shady hammock 
or at the pool (below right). ''But we 
didn't want one of those large Holly- 
wood-type pools with turquoise water,’ 
says Ken Walker. ''So we tried to make 
the pool seem at one with the land- 
scape by painting it black to reflect 
the surrounding greenery and by using 
natural stone fences instead of metal 
gates and allowing the grass to grow 
up close to the pool." For a family so 
oriented to the outdoors, winter can 
be a difficult time. ‘Fortunately, our 
garden room lets us have the tropics 
all winter long," says Mrs. Ruben of 
the peaceful green-and-white latticed 
room at top right. And though the 
house is quite large (see plan at left), 
planning its new look was very much 
"a fun experience,’ she adds. "Ken 
Walker gently steered and educated 
us, yet gave us room for our own ideas."

Editors JACK MACURDY, SUE NIRENBERG © He is the en- 
gaging host on a children’s TV show—and the collection of 
treasures and trivia he lives with combines all the charm of 
childlike make-believe with the sophisticated look of a Cecil 
Beaton stage set. Gene London’s 1836 three-story brown- 
stone in Manhattan houses a magically madcap—and the- 
atrical—product. The collection, a word he thinks too lofty 
for what he unashamedly calls ‘clutter’ and “distractions,” 
is pure stagecraft—reworked pieces from flea markets, junk 
shops and demolished houses. In the beamed 20-foot-high 
living room seen here, the imposing chandelier, for instance, 
is London’s concoction of lumberyard turnings and metal 
tubing. (Total cost: $35.) The sofa pillows, once 1940s fur 
coats, found in a flea market, were cut and sewed “‘by a 
little woman | know” for $2 each. ““My head can see 
a glamorous product, although it’s not a work of art.” 
Glamorous and appealing is the chandelier over his dining 
table (inset top right), a canapé holder removed from its 
stand, electrified and hung with crystal instead of olives.

Although London's kitchen/dining area (above) is fully 
equipped with such delightful anomalies as a glittering 
chandelier, plastic daffodils, a small formal dining table 
and a microwave oven, his enthusiasms do not include 
cooking. “I have friends who are fabulous cooks. I'll wash 
the dishes in tribute to their performance.” His dislike of 
cooking, he thinks, is a matter of discipline. ‘‘There are 
cooks who play and marvelous dinners turn out, but they 
have to put in years of apprenticeship and acquire formulas 
to do it. | have no discipline. My formula is play.” 

Playfulness, sans discipline, invades his bedroom (right). 
While the living room and kitchen shout with glitter and 
fur, the bedroom purrs with moody lighting and dark 
shutters. The elaborate frame over the original marble 
fireplace is from a demolished church, obtained at a sec- 
ondhand store. ‘‘I fitted an inexpensive mirror inside the 
frame; then | glued frame and mirror to a piece of ply- 
wood. The best thing modern times has brought us is glue!’’ 
More trivia and treasure: A $15 tapestry anda $9,000 brass- 
and-steel desk, a junkshop wood chest and, in a niche over 
the bed (inset, above right), an ornately carved piece of 
wood that is part of a demolished carrousel. In London’s 
bathroom (insets, below right), a Madonna and Child in 
stone relief watch over the shaving ordinaries. Incense 
burners hang from the ceiling and a small antique brass 
easel serves as—why not?—a toothbrush holder. Ah, but 
the creature comforts are not ignored in this magic world. 
On built-in shelves, a hot plate and coffee percolator pique 
London’s early morning lanquor, and a telephone “tells me 
more than anything else that I’m a star.” 

Much of his “clutter” is from the Bargain Box, a thrift 
shop in New York City. He explains his need of acaui- 
sition, “It’s an addiction. I’m very Victorian. The Vic- 
torians filled their houses with (Continued on page 162) 
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By SUSAN LEWIN [j Your first sensation is that time has 
stopped and you’ve wandered into the locale of a sci- 
ence fiction film. A moment ago you were driving 
through a typical 19th-century American town filled with 
clapboard buildings and friendly antique shops. Then 
out into the rolling green country again. New York City 
is 61 miles away, yet it couldn’t be more remote. The road 
turns, and suddenly in the distance sits a glistening 
white .. . spaceship? No, it must be a secret space cen- 
ter or perhaps a temple for an exotic religious sect. 

This is how most people react when they first view the 
new house of Tony and Anne Kassel Woolner in North 
Salem, N.Y. And the Woolners, both architectural de- 
signers, are delighted. ‘‘It’s fantastic that people respond 
so strongly to the house . . . it really opens up all kinds 
of possibilities for them about what a house can be. Even 
if they don’t want a house like ours, when they see it, 
they have to stop and think about it.” 

The soaring, open living-dining space the Woolners 
have created (riaht and below) gives a joyous and liber- 
ating feeling inside as well as out, letting nature itself 
serve as the backdrop. Three years in the designing and 
building stage, the all-white painted wood-and-Plexiglas 
house, says Anne, “helps people to see architecture 
the way we do—as a creative free art form, tempered, , 
of course, by enormous discipline.” Yet, the Woolnerss 
readily admit that they were lucky to be able to build? 
their house. “For an architect, this is the freest project of = 
all—a rare opportunity to push one’s ideas to the limit.” =

Living in an all-white, 70-foot-long Plexiglas cylinder 
has been a fascinating experience for the Woolners. 
‘From the day we moved in, we had the joy of discover- 
ing life inside something we had created. Because the 
building is so open, we began to understand the sun and 
its movements. The ever-changing shadows and play of 
light never cease to amaze and delight us.” In the morn- 
ing the sun gently filters through the trees into their bed- 
room (next page), and each night at dinner they watch it 
set over the nearby lake. At night they especially enjoy 
seeing the house lit by moonlight (left) and then walk- 
ing outside to see it glow in the dark (above). ‘The subtle 
variations of raindrops intrigue us and when it snows, 
we feel enclosed under a warm blanket of snow.” 

Because of the intense awareness of nature the house 
allows them, the Woolners feel that living in it is a 
spiritual experience. “In short, we have created a living 
experience greater than we had anticipated. We 
have created a building that almost has a soul.” 

To heighten these feelings even further, white was 
chosen as the color, or noncolor, of the house and there 
is thoughtful interior use of leafy greenery. The Wool- 
ners are enchanted by the way white acts as a camou- 
flage for other colors. “Because white accepts and 
reflects other colors, we have a pinkish blue house at sun- 
set, a golden orange one at dawn and a moody gray one 
on sunless days,” they say. And throughout, they’ve used 
“neutral” furniture, like the modular seating system in 
the living room and the Bauhaus classic designs in the 
dining area and the studio balcony (below), to prevent 
any break in the feeling of continuity in the living space. 












A REFUSAL TO 
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The Woolners refused to compromise on any aspect of 
the design of the house and so it was built exactly as 
they planned (see drawings and plans). To them, ‘’Archi- 
tects should be idealistic when building for themselves. 
An architect’s own house should be a laboratory for ex- 
perimentation.”” Because they held stubbornly to some 
of the unconventional ideas they had, the house contains 
many details they were told were “impossible’’—though 
they had to change engineers and contractors several 
times until they found Contractor August Nelson, who 
shared their determination to build the house as 
planned. Ideally, of course, they thought the house 
should be built of plastic. In reality, it was built of 
standard wood frame construction on the bed- 

room or private side and laminated wood 
arches, purlins and decking with plastic 
panels on the open side. The house is 
built of a system of seven-foot mod-

Looking back at what we have sat on, slept 
in, eaten off and stashed possessions in, let’s 
answer the last question first. While we may 
have cribbed a cabriole leg here or a spindle- 
back there, we were never out-and-out copycats. 
Soon enough, Yankee ingenuity and an aptitude 
for getting to the no-nonsense functional core 
of things became evident. Successively Jacobean, 
William and Mary, Dutch and Queen Anne mod- 
els were shorn of excesses that might not fill a 
Colonial need or could not be made of the ma- 
terials available. Streamlining started early, and 
if there wasn’t a walnut tree at hand, Queen 
Anne became maple. The American look evolved 
as a cleaned-up or modified version of the im- 
ported idea. These first joiners and carpenters 
/ were no bumbling bumpkins, but expert crafts- 
_ men—and it’s astonishing how quickly utilitarian 

objects became sophisticated as the settlers 

prospered and cabinetry became a trade in it- 
self. The chest grew legs, acquired doors, be- 
came a cupboard and by 1680 Connecticut chests 
had developed drawers, were decoratively 
painted (Guilford) or embellished with carved 
sunflowers and split spindles painted black to 

look like ebony (Hadley and Hartford). By mid- 

18th century the chest had left the kitchen (and

Chippendale’s urn finials, for in- 
stance, gave way to flames, symbol of liberty. 
Somewhere along the line, Benjamin Franklin 
attached two arched slats to a straight chair 
and invented another American “‘first’’—the rock- 
ing chair, later called the Boston rocker. Also 
meanwhile, the German settlers in Pennsylvania 
were painting their inherited Swabian tulips, 
birds and jumping horsemen on dowry chests, 
brides’ boxes and dough trays, bringing a folk 
art of their own to the American furniture heri-

tage. And in the Spanish, not-yet-American West, 
the Mission fathers were tutoring the Indians in 
furniture-making, a non-Indian craft to which 
they brought carving and skin-stretching skills. 

Came the Revolution, and when the dust had 
settled, it was Goodbye, Mr. Chippendale. Dur- 
ing hostilities George Hepplewhite and his 
straight-legged, shield-backed chairs and deli- 
cate serpentine satinwood sideboards had seized 
the vogue in England and the new republicans 
latched on. The designs of Thomas Sheraton, in- 
fluenced by the classic-minded Adam Brothers 
(Grecian urns, garlands, straight, columnar 
lines), were similarly imported, particularly ad- 
mired by a people who were basing their young 
democracy on ancient Greece. During this Fed- 
eral Period (1790-1820), Duncan Phyfe, a Scots- 
man, opened shop in New York, creating his lyre- 
backed chairs, cornucopia-foot sofas and ped- 
estal tables, which took their cue both from 
Sheraton and French Empire furniture. During 
these patriotic years the American bald eagle, 
symbol of the republic, began to show up as a 
motif on pediments, mirror frames, table bases. 

Meanwhile, in 1786, Mother Ann Lee had 
settled in New Lebanon, N.Y., with her band of 
Believers in Christ’s Second Appearance—the 
Shakers. Probably the last thing on her mind 
was furniture-making. Yet the Shakers, out of 
their ascetic needs and spiritual convictions, cre- 
ated the only truly indigenous American furni- 
ture design and, in a sense, our first ““modern” 
furniture. in their belief that “true Gospel sim- 
plicity naturally leads to plainness in all things,” 
they designed their strictly unornamented furni- 
ture only for cleanliness and function—often 
double-duty—and its grace was merely a by-prod- 
uct of craftsmanship. (Continued on page 152)

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By LINDA B. DOWNS © On the afternoon preceding the 
Heublein rare wine auction last spring, bottles of many 
of the wines were opened and sampled. (No, sorry, there 
was no testing of the bottle of 1929 Mouton-Rothschild 
that would bring $9,200 the next day.) Late in the day, 
we tasted, in succession, a 1906 Chateau Margaux, an 
1873 New Jersey currant wine, a 1928 Chateau Caion- 
Segur. The Margaux was so-so, the Calon-Segur so awful 
that one taster commented it had become a wine fit to go 
‘“‘only with spoiled cheese.’’ The currant wine, bearing a 
handwritten label and the original cork inserted by some 
unknown winemaker, was smooth, mellow, delicious. 
If you are even remotely interested in making your own 
wine, this story can be taken as sure proof of what the 
home winemaker can produce—but this fruit wine was, of 
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course, a rarity, an oddity. Your 
Chateau Smith wine, at least on 
your first try, is not likely to be 
so pleasing or to be a wine that will 
last a hundred years. It is doubtful 
that yours will ever compete with a 
Chateau Haut Brion, a Schloss Voll- 
rads or a good California Cabernet 
Sauvignon. For starters, you prob- 
ably will be relying on someone 
else’s written directions, using 
grapes that reach you some time 
after being picked (if you do obtain 
the proper grapes), working in small! 
quantities and going very much by 
guess and by gosh. This method 
cannot hope to equal the results of wineries where the 
grapes go directly from vineyard to grape press to fer- 
mentation containers, each step supervised by men who 
use a combination of know-how passed down for centuries 
and the latest and best equipment and processes de- 
veloped specifically for making wine. 

Still, if you are careful and if you are patient, you can 
come out with a very acceptable table wine that will have 
the joy beyond mere taste of being something you made 
yourself. And little-old-winemaker jokes aside, playing the 
little old winemaker can be a creative challenge and fun. 

in its simplest definition, wine is the fermented juice 
of the vinifera grape. To make your own wine from scratch, 
you will need grapes (wine grapes, not table grapes, or 
you’re already starting out tilting at windmills) and a grape 
press such as the one seen at left. This is a three-pound- 
capacity plastic-and-steel press sold by Sears for about 
$20 that should be more than adequate for most be- 
ginners, although all-oak larger models are available from 
many sources. You will need fermentation containers, a 
fermentation lock (a device that lets the carbon dioxide 
gas escape from the secondary fermentation container 
without letting air in), a hydrometer for testing the sugar 
content, an acid testing set and siphon equipment, wine 
yeast and certain chemical additives, a few miscellaneous 
items such as a large funnel and a bottle brush, and bottles 
and corks. With the upsurge in interest in home winemaking 
the past couple of years. all of these items (and more) are 
readily available in stores throughout the country or by 
mail. Our collection of bottles at upper left, for example, 
includes a 214-gallon biue-tinted demijohn from Sears, 
clear bottles from the ‘‘La Petite Winery” kit made by Wine 
Hobby USA, a traditional green wine bottle sold by Wine-Art 
of America and Champagne bottles from the Brother 
Vintner sparkling wine kit, plus an assortment of their 
corks and plastic stoppers. And the equipment and sup- 
plies list is even more simplified if you turn to one of the 
kits that use a canned grape juice concentrate. 

Or perhaps you’d rather tackle a fruit wine. Goose- 
berries, blackberries, blueberries—almost any berry fruit 
can be used, as well as bananas, oranges, dandelions, 
apples, pears, etc. Some require a crusher made espe- 
cially for fruits and different chemicals, but the process 
essentially remains one of fermenting juice. a

Fettuccine ‘‘alla’’ San Francisco 


1 pound fettuccine* 

2 tablespoons salt 

1 tablespoon olive oil 

1/4, cup (1 stick) sweet butter, 
at room temperature, 
cut into small pieces 

1 cup freshly and finely grated 
Parmesan cheese 
(about five ounces) 

1, cup heavy cream, heated 

1 cup freshly cooked peas 
or 1 package (10-ounce size) 
petits pois** 

14 pound proscuitto, 
finely shredded 

Freshly ground black pepper 


To make this dish successfully, 
it is essential to have everything 
ready, because once the fet- 
tucine is cooked and drained, 
you combine it with all remain- 
ing ingredients and serve in- 
stantly—piping hot. 

Bring 7 quarts of water to a 
rolling boil. Add the salt and 
olive oil, then the fettucine, 
pushing it down so that it is 
completely submerged. Cook 
until the fettuccine is al dente 
or firm to the tooth. This can 
be determined only by tasting. 
It will take about eight to nine 
minutes. If you like a softer 
pasta, it will need longer cook- 
ing. Stir occasionally to sepa- 
rate the strands as they cook. 

When the fetfuccine is almost 
done, add the butter to a big 
hot (note, hot) serving dish. 
Quickly drain the fettuccine 
through a big colander. Pour 
into the serving dish and toss 
with the butter. Add the cheese, 
cream, peas and proscuitto and 
continue tossing. Serve imme- 
diately and quickly on hot plates 
(big soup plates are ideal). 
Let each person season his own 
fettuccine with pepper. Makes 
about six good servings. 

*Fettuccine, one of the best 
known of the Italian noodles, 
meaning ‘‘small ribbons,’ is 
generally available in Italian 
_ groceries.

Apricot Tart 


Pastry: 

2 cups sifted all-purpose flour

Bake in preheat- 
ed 375° oven for 15 minutes. 


Filling: 

22 to 3 pounds fresh apricots 
1 cup sugar 

14 cup water 

Whipped cream 


Combine the sugar and water 
and stir over low heat until it 
just comes to a boil. Take off 
the heat. Drop the apricots into 
boiling water for a few seconds, 
then peel, halve and remove the 
pits. Slice the fruit or not, as 
you wish. Drop at once into the 
hot syrup. Place over moderate 
heat and bring to a boil. Reduce 
heat to simmer and poach until 
the apricots are tender but 
still shapely. Drain and return 
the syrup to the fire and cook 
down until it is very thick. Take 
care that it doesn’t burn. 

Arrange the fruit, dome side 
up, close together in the pastry 
shell. Spoon the thick syrup 
over the fruit. Place the tart on 
a baking sheet in a preheated 
375° oven and bake for 20 
minutes. Cool. Do not refriger- 
ate. Serve with soft—not stiff— 
whipped cream. 


Fillets of Redfish

6 fillets of redfish or

pepper. Arrange the fillets on 
top, then salt and pepper and 
add enough dry white wine to 
cover. Bring to a boil on top of 
the stove. Cover with buttered 
wax paper, butter side down. 
Place in a preheated 400° oven 
for about eight minutes or until 
the fish flakes easily with a fork. 
Lift the fillets with a broad spat- 
ula to,a heated serving platter 
and keep warm. Strain the juices 
from the pan into a bowl and 
set aside until needed. 

To cook the shrimp: Wash the 
shrimp under cold running wa- 
ter. Place in a large, heavy skil- 
let with all the water that clings 
to them. Cover tightly, place 
over a high heat and cook only 
until the shrimp turn pink. Cool 
under cold water and peel off 
the shells. The shrimp should 
be cooked ahead of time. Once 
cooked and cooled, set aside 
about eight or 10 to garnish 
the platter, then chop the re- 
mainder coarsely. 

To make the sauce: Melt the 
butter in a heavy saucepan. 
Stir in the flour until smooth 
and cook over moderate heat 
until the roux froths. Add 1 cup 
of the strained broth, whipping 
with a whisk until smooth.

Praline Sauce: 

2 cups (one-pint bottle) 
dark corn syrup 

2 cups (two three-ounce cans)

1B cup boiling water 


Combine all the ingredients in 
a heavy saucepan, place over 
medium heat and bring to a 
boil. As soon as the sauce 
reaches the boiling point, take 
off the heat and cool.

Take a double fold of waxed or 
parchment paper and make a 
collar around a two-quart souf- 
flé mold, two to three inches 
above the rim. Tie securely 
with string. Set aside. 

Pour the milk into a me- 
dium-sized saucepan and then 
sprinkle with the gelatin. Add 


14 cup of the sugar, the salt 
and egg yolks. Stir with a wire 
whisk until well mixed. Place 
over a low heat and stir con- 
stantly until the gelatin has 
dissolved. Take off the heat 
and beat with the whisk for 
about one minute. Add 2 cups 
oi the cooled Praline Sauce 
and refrigerate, stirring occa- 
sionally, until the mixture 
mounds slightly when dropped 
from a spoon. 

Beat the egg whites with an 
electric beater or in the electric 
mixer until they begin to hold 
a shape. Gradually add the re- 
maining sugar, beating con- 
stantly until the meringue 
holds firm, shiny peaks. Using 
a rubber spatula, thoroughly 
fold the meringue into the nut 
mixture. Whip the cream in a 
very large bowl until it just 
holds a shape. Pour the nut 
mixture over the cream and 
fold together thoroughly. Pour 
into the prepared mold and re- 
frigerate until firm. 

To serve, remove the collar, 
sprinkle finely chopped pecans 
over the surface of the soufflé 
and salt in the sifter. Stir in- 
cream rosettes. Serves 16. 

Note: The extra cup of Pra- 
line Sauce can be served with 
the souffle or it can be re- 
served to serve on ice cream.

6 tablespoons (34 stick) butter

Melt the butter in a heavy 
saucepan.

Fresh Coconut Cake* 


cup (2 sticks) butter 

cups sugar 

whole eggs

(reserve whites for icing) 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

Pinch of freshly grated nutmeg 
3 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
2 teaspoons baking powder 

lf teaspoon salt 

1 cup milk (all the coconut 
mitk plus plain milk)

Line the bottoms of two nine- 
inch square pans with parch- 
ment or waxed paper and set 
these aside. 

Cut the butter into pieces, 
place in the bowl of the electric 
mixer and beat at medium 
speed until softened. Gradually 
add the sugar, beating con- 
stantly at high speed until the 
mixture makes ribbons. Add 
the whole eggs and the yolks, 
one at a time, beating hard and 
constantly. Then stir in the va- 
nilla and the nutmeg. 

Meanwhile, place the sifted 
flour with the baking powder 
and salt in the sifter. Stir in- 
to the egg mixture alternating 
with milk, ending with flour. 
Pour into the prepared pans, 
dividing the mixture evenly. 
Bake in a preheated 375° oven 
for 35 minutes or until a tooth- 
pick inserted in the center 
comes out dry. Turn out of 
the pans onto cake racks, pull 
off the paper and cool. 


White Icing: 

2 cups granulated sugar 

1% cup hot water 

2 reserved egg whites (see 
above) 

Pinch of salt 

Pinch of cream of tartar 

4 teaspoon vanilla 

Grated coconut** 


Combine the sugar and hot 
water in a saucepan over mod- 
erate heat, stirring until the 
sugar has dissolved. Bring to 
a boil and cook until the mix- 
ture “‘spins a thread’’ or 
until it reaches 230° on a candy 
thermometer. 

Meanwhile, you combine the 
egg whites, salt and cream 
of tartar in a bowl and beat 
with a rotary or electric beater 
until the eggs begin to hold a 
shape. Gradually add the sug- 
ar syrup, beating constantly 
until icing is thick, shiny and 
holds a firm shape. Stir in the 
vanilla. Using a metal spatula, 
spread icing between the lay- 
ers and sprinkle with fresh 
coconut. Then ice sides and 
top and coat generously with 
the grated coconut.

**To open a fresh coconut: 
Place in a preheated 350° oven 
briefly or in the freezer (it must 


be at zero temperature) for one 
hour.

Crack open 
with a mallet or hammer. Re- 
move the shell from the pieces 
and peel off the skin. Grate 
the coconut meat rather fine. 


Fried Lobster 


As Miss Washburn, a_ thrifty 
New Englander, points out, 
this helps to make a_ smali 
amount of lobster go a long 
way—a real advantage these 
days, with prices as they are. 


2 cups cooked lobster* 

4. tablespoons (1/4 stick) butter 

1 teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce 

Pinch of dry mustard 

Generous sprinkling of paprika 

Salt 

1 teaspoon cider vinegar 

Buttered toast or patty shelis 


Slice the body meat and meat 
from the large claws. Set aside 
the tomalley and coral (if any). 
Heat the butter in a large skillet 


over low heat. Using a wire 
whip, stir in the Worcester- 
shire, mustard and _ paprika 


and salt to taste. Whip until 
smooth. Add the lobster meat 
and turn it over in the butter 
sauce only long enough to heat 
through. Do not cook it. When 
piping hot, sprinkle with the 
vinegar. Do not be tempted to 
use lemon juice. Finally stir in 
the tornalley and coral. 

Serve on hot buttered toast 
or in hot patty shells with a 
casserole of cooked, mixed 
vegetables (carrots, peas, cel- 
ery, green beans, etc.) in a rich 
cream sauce, finished with 
breadcrumbs. This dish will 
serve four to five. 

*This will equal meat from a 
114-pound lobster. 


Steamed Blueberry Pudding 
with Eggnog Sauce 


5 tablespoons butter, 
softened somewhat 

2/3 cup sugar 

2 eggs, well-beaten 

214 cups a'l-purpose flour 

1 tablespoon baking powder 

1 teaspoon salt 

1/7, cup milk 

3 cups fresh blueberries or 
114 packages (10-ounce 
size) frozen dry-pack 
blueberries, thawed 


Butter well a 114-quart mold, 
then coat with sugar. If it has 
a cover, butter and sugar the 
inside of the cover, too. Other- 
wise, butter and sugar a piece 
of double-duty foil large enough 
to cover top of mold securely. 
Cream the butter with an 
electric beater until soft and 
light. Beat in the sugar and 
stir in eggs, one at a time; beat 


hard. (Continued on page 150) — 
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Something truly wonderful happéns 
when you enter the world of 


GOOD HOUSEKEEPING 
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Combine the flour, baking 
powder and salt in a flour sift- 
er. Sift into the egg mixture, 
about a third at a time, alter- 
nating with the milk and end- 
ing with flour. Stir in the blue- 
berries. Pour into the prepared 
mold. Add cover or foil. If foil, 
fold tightly around top. 

Place the mold on a rack in 
a large kettle. Add enough wa- 
ter to reach to half the depth 
of the mold. Bring water to a 
boil, reduce heat to low, and 
steam for three hours. When 
cooked, the pudding will just 
begin to shrink from sides of 
mold. It is important to keep 
the water at the same level 
throughout the steaming pe- 
riod, so keep an eye out and 
add more boiling water when 
needed. To serve, turn out on 
a serving platter. 

Note: The pudding can be 
made several days ahead and 
kept refrigerated. To heat, wrap 
the pudding in aluminum foil 
and bake 45 minutes in a pre- 
heated 325° oven. 


Eggnog Sauce: 

4 egg yolks 

1 cup sifted confectioners’ 
sugar 

Vy cup rum 

1 cup heavy cream, whipped 


Combine yolks and sugar in a 
bowl and beat with an electric 
mixer until thick and creamy. 
Then stir in the rum. Finally, 
fold in the whipped cream. 
Pour into a serving bowl and 
refrigerate. Makes 214 cups. 


Schnitz and Knepp 


Schnitz means pieces, so ap- 
ple schnitz means pieces of 
apple; knepp means dumpling. 


2 cups dried sweet apples 

114 pounds smoked sausage 
such as bratwurst, 
separated 

2 tablespoons brown sugar 


Cover the dried apples with 
water and soak _ overnight. 
About an hour before dinner, 
combine the apples with the 
water in which they soaked 
and the sausage in a large 
heavy casserole with a lid. Add 
enough water to cover com- 
pletely and stir in the brown 
sugar. Bring to a boil, cover, 
reduce heat somewhat and boil 
for about one hour. At this 
point, the liquid should have 
reduced greatly and you have, 
in a sense, a sauce of apple 
slices. Meanwhile, make the 
dumplings: 

2 cups flour 

314 teaspoons baking powder 
14, teaspoon salt 

1 egg, well-beaten 

2 tablespoons butter, melted 

YZ to Y% cup milk 


Sift dry ingredients together 
into a large bowl. Stir in the 


egg and melted butter. Then 
add enough milk to make a 
batter stiff enough to drop 
from a spoon. About 10 min- 
utes before the sausage and 
apples have finished cooking, 
drop the batter by teaspoonsful 
(keep on the small side) into 
the boiling sausage and ap- 
ples. Cover the casserole tight- 
ly and cook for 10 to 12 min- 
utes. Do not uncover until 
serving time. 

Serve the Schnitz and Knepp 
right from the casserole into 
large heated soup plates and 
serve to eight. 


Wet Bottom Shoo-fly Pie 


1 unbaked nine-inch pie shell 

1 cup all-purpose flour 

2/; cup brown sugar, firmly 
packed 

1 tablespoon vegetable 
shortening 

1 cup dark corn syrup 
oi unsulphured molasses* 

34 cup boiling water 

1 egg, beaten 

1 teaspoon baking soda 


Combine flour, brown sugar 
and shortening and work to- 
gether with your hands until 
well-mixed and you have what 
is, essentially, a crumb mix- 
ture. Set aside % cup. Stir in 
all remaining ingredients. Pour 
into the unbaked pie shell. 
Sprinkle top with the reserved 
crumbs and bake in a pre- 
heated 375° oven for 10 min- 
utes. Reduce heat to 350° and 
bake another 30 minutes, un- 
til crust and crumbs are golden. 

*Mrs. Binkley prefers dark 
corn syrup although most rec- 
ipes we've seen call for unsul- 
phured molasses. 

There are almost as many 
recipes for Shoo-fly Pie as 
there are Pennsylvania Dutch 
cooks. Regardless of the rec- 
ipe, a Shoo-fly Pie is either wet 
(as in this recipe) or dry, which 
is preferred by ‘‘dunkers.’”’ In 
the majority of cases molasses 
is called for, giving rise, we 
suspect, to the way the pie got 
its name: Flies, being partial to 
molasses, had to be shooed 
away while the cook made.the 
pie—thus, Shoo-fly Pie. 


John Cope’s 
Baked Corn with Oysters 


1 cup dried corn 
2 teaspoons sugar 
If, pint (1 cup) oysters 
with their juice 
Milk 
14 cup (1 stick) butter 
1 tablespoon all-purpose flour 
14 cup fine dry breadcrumbs 
Salt 
Freshly ground pepper 


Place the corn in a saucepan 
with 3 cups of boiling water 
and allow to soak for at least 
one hour. Stir in the sugar. 


Bring to a boil, reduce heat and 
simmer half an hour. 

Drain the oysters and mea- 
sure the juice. Add enough 
milk to make 1 cup of liquid. 
Melt 2 tablespoons of the but- 
ter in a small saucepan. Stir 
in the flour until smooth. Then 
cook, stirring constantly, until 
it bubbles—three to four min- 
utes. Add the oyster-milk mix- 
ture, whipping constantly with 


a wire whisk until smooth. 
Cook over moderate heat, 
whipping steadily, until mix- 


ture comes to a boil. Set aside 
for the moment. Melt the re- 
maining butter and mix with 
the breadcrumbs. 

Arrange about one third of 
the breadcrumbs in the bottom 
of the prepared dish. Add half 
the oysters, sprinkle with salt 
and pepper, then half the 
sauce. Add a second layer of 
crumbs, then oysters, then the 
remaining sauce. Again sprin- 
kle with salt and pepper. Fin- 
ish the dish with the remaining 
breadcrumbs. Place in a 400° 
oven until bubbling. About 20 
minutes. Serve to four or five 
for lunch or serve with cold 
chicken, turkey or roast beef.

Allow 15 to 20 
minutes per pound for a large 
ham, 20 to 25 minutes for a 
small one and 25 to 30 min- 
utes per pound for a half-ham. 
Half an hour before the ham 
has finished baking, take from 
the oven and score the fat in 
diamonds. Stick each diamond 
with a whole clove, return to 
the oven and baste regularly 
with orange glaze. Make half 
the orange glaze (see below). 


Orange-Glazed Sweet Potatoes 


6 medium sweet potatoes 

Butter 

Orange glaze: 

1 cup orange juice 

2 teaspoons grated orange 
rind 

1 tablespoon cornstarch 

3 tablespoons butter, melted 

14 cup brown sugar, firmly 
packed 

YZ cup granulated sugar 

Pinch of salt 


Wash the potatoes. Have ready 
a saucepan with enough boil- 
ing salted water to reach to a 
depth of one inch. Add the po- 
tatoes, cover and cook for 30 
minutes or until tender when 
pierced with.a paring knife. 
Drain, peel and place in a shal- 
low buttered baking dish. Then 
set it aside until used. 
Combine all remaining in- 
gredients in a heavy saucepan. 
Cook over moderate heat, stir- 
ring constantly, until the mix- 
ture has thickened.

Dymple’s Delight 
Persimmon Pudding 


1 can (1-pound, 10-ounce 
size) persimmon pulp with 
sugar* or 4 very ripe fresh 
persimmons plus 2 cups 
of sugar 

2 eggs 

1 teaspoon baking soda 

114 cups buttermilk 

114 cups all-purpose flour 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

14 cup heavy cream 

1 tablespown honey 

4 tablespoons (1/4 stick) butter, 
melted 

Heavy cream, whipped 


lf canned persimmon pulp with 
sugar is not available, very 
ripe fresh persimmons can be 
substituted. 

To prepare fresh  persim- 
mons: Remove the ‘‘caps,”’ 
then cut the fruit into chunks 
and push through a food mill. 
Pour the purée into a large 
bowl and mix well with the 2 
cups of sugar. 

Whichever persimmon you 
are using, add the eggs and 
beat vigorously with a rotary 
or electric beater. Stir the soda 
into the buttermilk. Set aside 
for the moment. Sift the flour, 
baking powder and cinnamon 
together. Stir into the persim- 
mon mixture, about a third at 
a time, alternating with the 
buttermilk. Finally, stir in the 
cream and honey. 

Pour the melted butter into 
a 9 by 13 by 2-inch baking pan, 
add the persimmon mixture and 
place in a preheated 350° 
oven. Bake for one hour. Cool 
to room temperature. 

To serve, cut the pudding 
into squares and garnish with 
a dollop of whipped cream. 
Serves about eight. 

*The Greens are the onily 
packers of persimmon pulp, 
and a can contains one pound 
and 10 ounces. Since it is pro- 
cessed with sugar, you do not 
add sugar as you do with the 


puréed fresh fruit. The persim- _ 


mon pulp may be ordered direct 
from the Greens, priced at $2.75 
a can, all prices postage paid.

Add the onion, green pepper 
and garlic to the skillet. Stir 
over low heat to loosen all the 
browned encrustations. Add 
the stewed tomatoes and stir 
in the curry and thyme. Bring 
to a boil and pour over the 


chicken pieces. Cover and 
place in a preheated 325° 
oven. Cook for 30 minutes, 


then stir in the dried currants. 
Cook another 15 minutes or 
until the chicken is tender and 
juices run clear when the leg is 
pierced with a fork (a total of 
about 45 minutes). 

To serve, arrange the chick- 
en pieces on a heated serving 
platter. Spoon a little of the 
sauce over the chicken and 
garnish with the slivered al- 
monds. Serve remaining sauce 
in heated sauceboat. Serve to 
six with steamed rice. 


Roswell Pecan Pie 


1 nine-inch unbaked pie shell

In a large kettle that is double 
the volume of the mussels, 
combine mussels, parsley, salt 
and garlic. Add the boiling wa- 
ter (there should be just enough 
to cover the bottom of the 
kettle). Place over high heat, 
cover and steam until the mus- 
sels open. Discard any that do 
not open. Lift the mussels to 
a colander. Drain off the liquid 
into a good-sized bowl through 
a fine sieve lined with two or 
three layers of dampened 
cheesecloth. Leave a small res- 
idue in the bottom to avoid any 
sand that may have eluded you. 
Set the liquid aside. If the 
mussels are cooked early in the 
day or the day before, combine 
with the liquid and refrigerate. 

Meanwhile, make the sauce: 
14% cup (1 stick) butter 
5 tablespoons all-purpose 

flour 
4 cups liquid (the reserved 

liquid plus heavy cream) 
24 cup Madeira wine 
Salt to taste 


Melt the butter in a heavy 
saucepan (not aluminum) and 
stir in the flour until smooth. 
Cook over low heat, stirring 
constantly, until mixture froths. 
Add the liquid and beat vigor- 
ously with a wire whisk until 
smooth. Beat in the Madeira 
and salt. Cook over moderate 
heat, whipping steadily, until 
the mixture thickens lightly. 
Add the mussels and bring to 
a boil.

Lambert Hitchcock, designer 
of the Hitchcock or ‘‘fancy 
chair’’—straight-backed, ma- 
chine-turned spindles, _ gilt- 


stenciled fruits on a_ painted 
back splat (an American origi- 
nal if a bastard bit of design) 
—made the first American 
knock-down furniture. In 1818, 
he was shipping parts from 
Massachusetts to be reassem- 
bled in the Southern states. 
Out of the French Empire, 
Directoire and English Direc- 
toire styles, America evolved 
her own American Empire. This 
was the classic look Frenchi- 
fied, predominantly mahogany, 
with splayed legs capped in 
brass feet and gold-bronze or- 
molu ornamentation (although 
in the new country ‘“‘ormolu’’ 
was likely to be gilded cast 
iron). The look had overtones 
of Duncan Phyfe’s more deli- 
cate Greek-inspired lines but 
was heavier, clumsier, often 
covered in horsehair. Phyfe 
considered much of it ‘‘butch- 
er’’ design. All merged into 
what is known as the Greek 
Revival, fanned during the 
1820s by the Greek War for 
Independence, and this pseu- 
do-classic American ‘‘style”’ 
lasted until the Civil War. 

For almost two centuries 
American furniture had been 
handmade; then, in the 19th 
century, enter machines that 
could jigsaw, turn spindles, 
cut out frets and do all man- 
ner of mechanical carpentry— 
and, incidentally, change the 
design direction of furniture. 
By 1840 the sculptor Horatio 
Greenough, an early form-fol- 
lows-function man, was _ in- 
veighing against the machine’s 
unfortunate influence on hon- 
esty of design and handcrafts- 
manship. In the ensuing Victo- 
rian period through the turn of 
the century, American furniture 
became a pile-up of design 


and the mixture is very hot but 
not boiling. Pour in the corn- 
starch and beat with a wire 
whisk until sauce’ thickens 
lightly. Add the wine and con- 
tinue to stir over low heat for 
about five minutes. 

Meanwhile, sauté the steaks. 
Heat the butter until it is ‘‘just 
short of browning.’”’ Then sear 
the steaks (you will probably 
have to do one at a time) on 
both sides. Then sauté over 
medium heat for three minutes 
on each side. As you finish 
sautéeing each steak, place 
flat in a large roasting pan. 
When all the steaks are cooked, 


forms with fancy, machine-cut 
ornamentation borrowed from 
everywhere, including ancient 
Egypt, English Gothic and 
French Rococo. The coil spring 
was invented and upholstery 
took off, billowing into pine- 
apple ottomans, dos-a-dos, all 
kinds of novelty seating, reach- 
ing its cushiest in the divans 
and ottomans of the Turkish 
corner. One significant devel- 
opment of the 50s was Ger- 
man-immigrant John Henry 
Belter’s ladies’ and_ gentle- 
men’s chairs, curvaceous, well- 
made rosewood’ confections 
embellished with grapes and 
flowers. They were molded of a 
lamination of wood veneer—a 
forerunner of today’s plywood. 

The lavish, the  befringed, 
the overornamented were status 
symbols set by the wealthy, 
who were far too busy with the 
country’s industrial develop- 
ment to have acquired very 
valid esthetic standards. This 
pioneering country’s art con- 
sciousness has been a _ late 
bloomer. But even in that peri- 
od, voices were raised. In Eng- 
land, in midcentury, Charles 
Eastlake and John Ruskin were 
for getting back to the sim- 
plicity of Gothic. There followed, 
in the 60s and 70s, the Gothi- 
cally dreary Eastlake style, 
dark, straight-lined, massive. 
With the turn of the century’s 
griffon-headed and lion-footed, 
pseudo-Renaissance “golden 
oak’’ and a vogue for French- 
look gilded sofas came Gustave 
Stickly’s inexpensive ‘‘Mis- 
sion’’ furniture, four-square, 
unembellished oak, taking its 
cue from the straight lines of 
California’s Spanish furniture 
—a dull trim-down, but an ef- 
fort at clean-up. Similarly, art 
nouveau was Substituting swirl- 
ing torms for curlicues. Archi- 
tects Greene and Greene in 
California were building window 
and wall cabinets into 
their houses, and Frank Lloyd 
Wright was designing chairs 
based on severe rectilinear 
forms. All were signs of pro-

design, foreshadowings of the 
20th century's ‘‘Modern Move- 
ment.’’ House Beautiful itself, 
first published in 1896, was 
dedicated to the battle against 
the excessive and nonfunctional. 
A 1925 exposition in Paris 
showcased ‘‘modern’’ design, 
including the flapperish con- 
trasting wood veneers, dia- 
mond-shape inlays and attenu- 
ated black and silver triangles of 
art deco. Superficially, the 
look, if not the craftsmanship, 
was widely adapted in the 
“modernistic’’ cabinets of the 
latest wonder, the radio, and 
the public-place decor of the 
late 20s American scene. 

If there was a common de- 
nominator in this broad-scale 
variety of American choice, it 
was a consistent lightening of 
line and a sloughing off of too 
much ornament. The modern- 
ists were beginning to make 
their point. All modernists were 
not in perfect harmony, but 
the acknowledged avant-garde 
was the Bauhaus, a German 
design school founded in 1919 
by Walter Gropius, its purpose 
to marry pure artistic form 
with the capabilities of indus- 
try and commercial manufac- 
turing. Function determined 
form; added ornament was 
considered excessive, Yo) 
anathema, the material—as 
wood grain or the glinting flu- 
idity of steel—its own adorn- 
ment. Working with metals, 
glass and the raw bones of 
material, the Bauhaus evolved 
what's called the International 
Style—innovative, direct forms 
considered obnoxious, sterile, 
cold-blooded by many (includ- 
ing Frank Lloyd Wright), even 
put down as fascist, but it has 
unquestionably made a world- 
wide impact on industrial de- 
sign, architecture and_ furni- 
ture. Marcel Breuer’s 1927 
steel-tube and canvas chair 
and Mies van der Rohe’s 1929 
chromed steel-and-leather Bar- 
celona chair are classics in 


1973, status symbols of many 
who consider themselves ‘‘with 
it’ 50 years later. With the 
rise of Hitler, who deemed an 
intellectual approach to design 
a threat, many Bauhaus ad- 
herents came to the United 
States in the 30s and even- 
tually put their own imprint 
directly on American design. 
American brides of the 30s 
were generally cleaving to safe- 
and-sound, if watered-down, 
18th-century English reproduc- 
tions or were ‘‘going modern,’’ 
which meant investing in a 
genre of uncluttered furniture, 
wrapped in veneers of light- 
color wood with minimal hard- 
ware and chairs with molded 
plywood arms, this last a take- 
off from the 1932 Finnish chair 
by Alvar Aalto. 


After World War II, American . 


furniture took an imaginative 
spurt forward. Designers, edu- 
cated in their art (even if all 
were not of the same _ philo- 
sophical persuasion) were 
aware of new living needs (lim- 
ited space, servantless society, 
easy upkeep) and_ equally 
aware of an advancing tech- 
nology—plastics, synthetic fi- 
bers, adhesives, manufacturing 
processes. Without turning 
thumbs completely down on 
tradition, they put it all to- 
gether in furniture distinguished 
by a look that was distinctly 
American—clean, economical 
but warmer in feeling than 
most overseas modern. Mean- 
while, in the 50s, imported 
Danish furniture made a large 
ripple, only to be diluted by 
copyists. From 1945 through 
the 60s, some of the most 
effective designers were Ed- 
ward Wormley, T.S. Robsjohn- 
Gibbings and Paul McCobb,

Washington slept many places, 
not all of them as architectur- 
ally fine as his own Mount 
Vernon.

Bulloch 
Hall, 1840, in nearby Roswell 
is a restored Greek Revival 
house with period furniture 
(end of Bulloch Avenue). You 
can slip back into the Gay 
Nineties in this modern city. 
Go to Underground Atlanta for 
four blocks of elegant rococo 
buildings. Great fun at night. 
The Governor’s Mansion, built in 
quasi-Mount Vernon style, is a 
museum of American Empire 
furnishings open to the public 
weekday mornings. 

The 1828 city plan with 
tree-lined streets 99 to 164 
feet wide is still part of Co- 
lumbus. There’s a new interest 
in preservation; restored man- 
sions are being lived in again. 
The Museum of Arts and Crafts, 
restaurants, the Chamber of 
Commerce call old houses home. 

Westville, Ga., is a town of 
the mid-19th century com- 
posed of period buildings trans- 
planted from the surrounding 
rural areas. 

Savannah, America’s first 
planned city, has architectural 
style. Classical Revival or Re- 
gency followed Georgian Coio- 
nial. Architect William Jay and 
Builder Isaiah Davenport erect- 
ed elegant mansions on palm- 
lined squares. The gems by 
Jay: Owens-Thomas House, 
1816-19, Regency-style house 
with vintage-1820 walled gar- 
den (124 Abercorn St.). The 
birthplace of Juliette Gordon 
Low (founder of the Girl 
Scouts) is a restored 1819-21 
English Regency structure (10 
E. Oglethorpe Ave.). The house 
Davenport built for himself, 
1815-20, is one of the great 
Georgian houses, furnished with 
period antiques (324 E. State 
St.). In 1733, nostalgic colonists 
modeled the Trustees Garden 
after London's Chelsea Gardens. 
The peach tree they planted 
started Georgia’s peach industry. 

Charleston is the belle of the 


South (Carolina). Beguiling 
gas lamps, gardens, lacy iron 
gateways, classic Southern 


mansions ooze charm. Nathan- 
iel Russell’s House, 1809, is 
the city’s finest Adam (or Fed- 
eral) style with a fine oval 


drawing room, free-flying stair- 
case (51 Meeting St.). The 
Joseph Manigault House, 
1803, is a delicate Federal 
furnished with exquisite Charles- 
ton antiques (350 Meeting St.). 
The Heyward-Washington 
House, 1770, owned by Dec- 
laration of Independence-sign- 
er Thomas Heyward and turned 
over to George Washington 
during his 1791 visit, is a 
classic example of its period, 
contains fine pieces of locally 
made furniture (87 Church St.). 
St. Michael’s Church, 1761, 
is an imposing example of the 
Colonial period. It took 100 
slaves 10 years (starting in 
1741) to get Henry Middle- 
ton’s garden going. Middleton 
Place is 15 miles northwest 
of Charleston on S.C. 61). 
Boone Hall Plantation and 
Gardens (eight miles north of 
Charleston off U.S. 17 on Long 
Point Road in Mt. Pleasant) is 
a 738-acre estate with nine 
original slave houses and a gin- 
house (c. 1750) and a 1681 
mansion seen in Gone With the 
Wind. South Carolina abounds 
with many other splendid struc- 
tures from earlier days. Many 
think spring is the very best 
time to see the gardens at 
their peak, though up-country 
manor houses around Spar- 
tanburg, Greenville and Pen- 
dleton are especially beautiful 
when fall colors the mountains. 
Old Salem at Winston-Sa- 
lem, N.C., is a restored Mo- 
ravian Congregational town,. 
1766-1830. The Museum of 
Early Southern Decorative Arts 
has 15 period rooms from 
Maryland, Virginia, the Caro- 
linas, Georgia, Kentucky and 
Tennessee (926 S. Main St.). 
Virginia’s state capitol,

The Dulles Airport Terminal 
Building in Fairfax is by Ameri- 
can architect Eero Saarinen. 

With all the red tape that 
binds Washington, D.C., it’s a 
wonder the city was ever built. 
It is, though, a lovely city 
made of monuments and his- 
torical buildings worth looking 
at fact-to-face. Five architects, 
including Benjamin Henry La- 
trobe and Charles Bullfinch, 
struggled with the Capitol, 
1793-1865. The _ post-Colonial 
White House, 1792, was re- 
built in 1818 by James Hoban. 

In Annapolis, Md., the coun- 
try’s first peacetime capital, 
much of life centers around the 
U.S. Naval Academy, which has 
occupied the site of the Army’s 
old Fort Severn since 1845. 
Some of the colonialisms in 
these twisting streets: the Ham- 
mond-Harwood House, 1774, a 
Georgian designed by William 
Buckland; Chase-Lloyd House, 
1771. Baltimore was an early 
metropolis where politics was a 
preoccupation. It abounds with 
sites connected with figures 
from our history and with the 
never-ending row houses of its 
early city status. 

In Nashville, Tenn., is Amer- 
ica’s tribute to the architectural 
heritage of Greece, the replica 
of the Parthenon, buiit in plas- 


ter in 1897 and later restored 
in concrete. 

THE NORTH 

Peter Stuyvesant took pen in 
hand and planned New Castle, 
Del. The results remain: mid- 
18th-century buildings, gardens 
and homes with beautiful peri- 
od furnishings. 

History is concentrated in 
Independence Square in Phila- 
delphia, where buildings and Co- 
lonial mansions are preserved 
and furnished. Outstanding ex- 
amples outside the Square in- 


clude Cliveden, 1763, an ele- 
gant Colonial. John MacPher- 
son’s Mount Pleasant, 1771-2, 


is a well-restored yellow stucco. 
Just a few years later, the city 
was a hangout for Greek Re- 
vivalists. Benjamin Henry La- 
trobe built the Greek Revival- 
style Bank of Pennsylvania, 
1799, and the William Cran- 
don House, a Gothic Revival. 
William Strickland designed a 
romantic Grecian Second Bank 
of the U.S., 1824, and the 
Merchant’s Exchange, 1834, 
with a rounded Corinthian por- 
tico two stories high, crowned 


by a tower. T.U. Walter’s Gi- 
rard College, 1833, is also in 
the Greek Revival tradition.

Boston is home of our na- 
tional roots and early archi- 
tectural masterpieces such as 
Independence Hall, 1732-52, 
a Georgian design; the Harri- 
son Gray Otis House, a three- 
story square brick mansion by 
Bulfinch, who also built the 
State House, 1798, and en- 
larged and remodeled Faneuil 
Hall. Trinity Church, 1877, by 
H.H. Richardson. Boston Public 
Library, 1883-7, by McKim, 
Mead & White. The original: 
Bibliotheque St. Genevieve in 
Paris. Boston's most charming 
residential section is Beacon 
Hill. The Old Museum, 1876-8, 
is Victorian Gothic; the Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts has a collec- 
tion of fine furniture. 

Across the Charles River in 
Cambridge, Peter Harrison de- 
signed the Colonial Georgian 
Christ's Church, 1761. More 
recently, Walter Gropius of the 
Architects Collaborative put up 
the Graduate Center of Har- 
vard, 1959. The Carpenter 
Visual Arts Center, 1960, is by 
Le Corbusier. Sert, Jackson & 
Gourley erected Housing for 
Married Students, 1964. The 
buildings continue Le Corbu- 
sier’s ideas, adding an irregu- 
lar skyline of the tower build- 
ings. At the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, Alvar 
Aalto designed the Senior Stu- 
dents Dormitory, 1948. Eero 
Saarinen designed the chapel 
and the auditorium. 

There’s a treasury of H.H. 
Richardson designs at North 
Easton, Mass. The group in- 
cludes the granite Oaks Ames 
Memorial Library, 1877-9; Oli- 
ver Ames Jr. Memorial Town 
Hall, 1870-81; the stone Gate 
Lodge of Ames House, 1880-1. 

Charles Bulfinch's best is 
the Old Meeting House, 1816, 
in Lancaster, Mass., brick with 
arched portico, lonic columns. 
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A national shrine since 1941, this stately Greek Revival 
house in Staunton, Va. is the birthplace of Woodrow 

Wilson, 28th President of the United States. The grounds 
include an authentic Victorian garden, a restoration 

by the Garden Club of Virginia. The house was built in 1846. 


An early example of an 
American house with center 
chimney and small leaded win- 
dows: the Parson Capen House, 
1683, in Topsfield. 

Beautiful Chestnut St., with 
arched elm trees, in Salem, 
dates from 1796 and the three- 
story mansions that line it 
from the early 1800s. The Jon- 


athon Hodges House is by 
Samuel McIntire. 
The Old Ironworks House, 


1643, with its gabled roof is 
only a part of the Saugus Iron- 
works Museum group of 17th- 
century pieces, in Saugus. 

Old Sturbridge Village is a 
community collected from the 
early 1800s. The Wells broth- 
ers brought together 19th- 
century tools, clocks, furniture 
and period houses and barns 
in which to store them. Voila, 
instant village, in Sturbridge. 

Deerfield, Mass., is a_his- 
toric village of handsomely fur- 
nished Colonia! homes. 

Near Pittsfield, the Hancock 
Shaker Village, gives a picture 
of how these industrious people 
lived and created their frugal, 
functional furnishings. 

THE MIDWEST 

Chicago grew up with good 
designs. The “new urban” 
architecture, alias the  sky- 
scraper, got its start there. 
The Carson Pirie Scott store, 
1889-1904, by Louis Sullivan, 
is a monument to the steel 
frame. Sullivan softened strict 


lines with art-nouveau decora- 
tion on the facade. Sullivan 
with partner Adler did the Audi- 
torium of Roosevelt University, 
1889. A Frank Lloyd Wright 
“Prairie House,’’ the Robie 
House, 1908-9, is perhaps the 
classic of modern design. 
Planes of brick and glass par- 
allel earth. Mies van der Rohe 
made the materials, glass, 
brick, steel in the framework 
of the Institute of Technology, 
1956, part of the décor. He 
put up his steel-and-glass apart- 
ment house, 860 Lakeshore 
Drive, in 1951. Sixteen canti- 
levered semicircular balconies 
ring the twin towers of Marina 
City, by Bertrand Goldberg 
Associates, 1964. ‘‘Big John,” 
Skidmore, Owings & Merrill’s 
100-story John Hancock Cen- 
ter, 1965-69, dominates the 
skyline. Visitors can catch its 
view from the 94th floor. In 


Plano, IIl., Mies van der Rohe 
glassed in the Farnsworth 
House, 1950—with no divi- 


sion between living space or 
the outdoors besides’ glass 
walls and attitude. 

The interior of the adminis- 
tration building for S. C. John- 
son & Son, 1936-9, in Racine, 
Wis., is one of Frank Lloyd 
Wright’s best. Solid  rein- 
forced columns taper out on 
top to turn into the roof. The 
laboratory tower added to the 
original building in 1949 has 
walls of shimmering glass tubes. 


Wright set his own summer 
home/study center, Taliesin, 
in Spring Green, Wis. 

In the environs of Detroit, 
Mich., two triumphs: in Dear- 
born, the Henry Ford Museum 
collection of Americana and 
Greenfield Village, for which 
Ford had nearly 100 early 
houses brought from all parts 
of the country; in Warren, the 
General Motors Technical Cen- 
ter, Eero Saarinen’s composi- 
tion of 25 buildings, gardens 
and pools built 1951-57. 

The State Capitol in St. Paul, 
Minn., boasts the world’s larg- 
est unsupported marble dome; 
the American Swedish Institute 
acknowledges Swedish-Ameri- 
can art and culture in a 30-room 
mansion at 2600 Park Ave. 
THE SOUTHWEST 
One of the few theaters 
wrought by Wright is the Kalita 
Humphrys Theater of the Dal- 
las Theater Center in Texas. In 
Fort Worth, Louis |. Kahn cre- 
ated classically proportioned 
Kimbell Art Museum, which 
opened in 1972. 

Houston spans generations. 
The Old Market Square and 
Long Row of four restored 
homes, 1840-68, in the Sam 
Houston Historical Park are 
for traditionalists and the As- 
trodome for moderns. In our 
own time zone: the Galeria, a 
composite of chic shops all 
conveniently under one roof. 

Philip Johnson designed the 
Art Museum of South Texas, 
1972, in Corpus Christi. The 
white concrete structure sits on 
the edge of blue bay waters. 

Oklahoma is rife with arti- 
facts of its days as the Indian 
Territory. Of particular note, 
the Indian arts collected at 
Tulsa’s Philbrook Art Center 
(2727 S. Rockford Rd.) and 
Thomas Gilcrease Institute of 
American History and Art (West 
Newton Street and North 25 
West Avenue). A work of a later 
time, the 225-foot tower and 
bas-relief figures of the Boston 
Avenue Methodist Church, 1929. 
THE WEST 
The country’s first apart- 
ments, the adobe brick at Taos 
Pueblo, N. Mex., aren't sky- 
scrapers, but the two buildings 
rise up four and five stories 
and have for many years. 

Santa Fe’s plaza is picture- 
postcard material. The narrow 
streets have shops circling cen- 
tral patios. The 400-foot Pal- 
ace of the Governors, 1610, is 
pure Pueblo. 

The question is not only 
how the Pueblo Indians scaled 
400 feet up the side of a sheer 
cliff to the top of a dry mesa 
to homestead Acoma, but also: 
Why? Why not? Once up, they 
built 100-foot-long, 40-foot- 
high stone dwellings with sele-

Much later, in 1629, San Es- 
teban Rey, the largest adobe 
mission, was built. 

Outstanding building at the 
U.S. Air Force Academy (1956-

& Merrill, is the chapel. It’s 
a series of tepee-shaped mod- 
ular aluminum frames. 

Our most organic architec- 
ture: cliff dwellings in canyon 
walls the Pueblo Indians called 
home until the 1200s. At Mesa 
Verde National Park in Colorado. 

Wyoming has more big game 
than it has people, and the natu- 
ral wonders of Yellowstone and 
Grand Teton National Parks 
dominate. One sign of man’s 
influence, the Old West pre- 
served in the frontier Buffalo 
Bill Village in Cody. 

In Utah, Salt Lake City’s 
Beehive House, 1854, a two- 
story rectangular Greek Reviv- 
al, was furnished with Victo- 
rian pieces. Mormon Brigham 
Young, his 19 wives and 56 
children lived there. 

Walls of Frank Lloyd 
Wright’s winter home, Taliesin 
West, 1938-9, in Paradise Val-

things for vanity and artistry. | 
like having my home complete. | 
like the idea of coming in and 
seeing all the distractions 
around me. The passionate col- 
lector compares his ‘‘distrac- 
tions’’ to the once-fashionable 
charm bracelets with their little 
trinkets and baubles that com- 
memorated sentimental occa- 
sions. ‘‘There was an honesty 
to the charm bracelet and an 
admission that we are all by 
nature collectors.’’ Another of 
London's comparisons: the 
1970s style of wearing several 
“‘unmixable’’ necklaces at the 
same time. 

If one is really a collector, 
no matter what that collection 
is, it is always somewhere in 
one’s mind—not suffocatingly 
or nervously on one’s mind, he 
feels. ‘‘If you have 13 chains, 
you are aware of what you 
might like for the fourteenth 
chain.’’ As people are chemi- 
cally attracted to each other, 
London thinks, there is a 
chemistry between people and 
things that results in the right 
mixture and scale. 

And, he adds, a collector’s 
work is never done: ‘‘If | need 


ley, Ariz., were formed of na- 
tive boulders and _ concrete. 
Redwood trusses support 
translucent canvas roof flaps 
and windows. 

In Phoenix a spiral connects 
the levels of a circular house 
designed in 1952 by Wright for 
his son, David. 

New expressionist Paulo So- 
leri builds floating concrete 
structures at his home _ in 
Scottsdale. He also digs caves. 

Saint Xavier del Bac, 1738- 
97, in Tucson is one of the 
most beautiful missions. From 
1769 to 1823, Franciscan fa- 
thers in California founded 21 
missions between San Diego 
and Sonoma. Some still stand. 
San Gabriel Archangel (1771) 
in San Gabriel, San Buena- 
ventura (1782) in Ventura and 
the Old Mission (1786) in re- 
gal Santa Barbara, the queen 
of missions, are fine examples. 

Simon Rodia spent off-hours 
for 33 years building eight 
cement-coated steel spires in 
Watts, Calif. He coated the 
cement with a mosaic of crock- 
ery, tile and bottle bits. 

Rudolph Schindler built his 
residence in 1922 on Kings 
Road in West Hollywood with 
sliding glass doors that open 
onto outdoor patios—an_ in- 
novation at that time. 

Richard Neutra built the 
Philip M. Lovell House (1929) 
a bottle stopper to complete 
something |’m_ reworking, a 
little vibe in my head says 
‘Bottle Stopper!’ | may not find 
it immediately in New York, 
but maybe I'll find it several 
months from now in a Paris 
flea market. | love flea mar- 
kets, and | admit my acquisi- 
tiveness is an addiction.”’ 

One of London’s favorite 
“markets” is not ‘‘flea’’ but 
‘thrift’. The Bargain Box, 1579 
Third Ave. in New York, di- 
vides the proceeds from sales 
and donations among 10 char- 
ities: ‘I’ve bought so many 
things there,’’ says London, 
“lamps, antiques, clocks, cos- 
tumes and props for the show. 
Not only do | so often find just 
what | like but at the same time 
| contribute to a fine charity.” 

And though he admits to a 
great love of trivia, ‘‘When | 
got insurance for the house, | 
had a gallery send down an 
appraiser. He applied unbe- 
lievable figures to some glued- 
together things. He thought 
nonsense junk was valuable.”’ 

London’s television show, 
“The New Gene London Show,” 
is taped in Philadelphia 
(where it has been for 14 
years). He has lived in his 
Manhattan brownstone about 10 
years, commuting to Philadel- 
phia three days a week. ‘'I like 


out of glass, steel and con- 
crete on top of a hill in Los 
Angeles. Around Los Angeles 
came the fantastic Brown Der- 
by Restaurant, . 1926, and 
Graumann's Chinese Theater, 
1927. The Los Angeles Music 
Center Complex is a mecca for 
the arts. 

Brothers Charles Sumner 
Greene and Henry Mather 
Greene built the David B. Gam- 
ble House (1908) with out- 
standing detailing in cabinets, 
lighting, paneling. It’s in West- 
moreland Plaza in Pasadena. 

At William Randolph 
Hearst’s San Simeon, La Casa 
Grande is only one of a maze 
of castles and mansions inter- 
twined in formal Italian gar- 
dens. Inside, decorative arts 
valued at $50 million. 

At Monterey, there’s a touch 
of New England, a bit of West- 
ern ranch-style and a lot of 
Spanish red-roofed white stuc- 
cos along a ‘“‘Path of History.” 

Berkeley is the site of Ber- 
nard R. Maybeck’s First Church 
of Christ Scientist, 1910, with 
Gothic-like columns topped 
by trellises. 

Sophisticated San Francisco 
is as East as the West gets. 
Physically, the city, bound to 
its rolier-coaster topography, 
comes up charming instead of 
ridiculous. It is best taken as 
a whole, but here are interest- 


being a celebrity in Philadel- 
phia, but not being bothered 
when | am back in New York.”’ 
The show, London says, “‘is 
very much like me. | might tell 
stories about mythology to chil- 
dren on the show or we'll go 
places or we'll have a bull ses- 
sion and talk about problems. 
Sometimes we'll make things.” 
He loves youngsters and thinks 
there is a Gene London child 
inside the Gene London man. 
“There’s an innocence about 
youth that | think I’ve retained. 
A naiveté that protects me in 
this skeptical veneer age.” 
But unlike a child, he knows 
who he is and what he is all 
about and can bask—without 
smugness—in the enjoyment 
and calm of self-acceptance. 
And isn't this what maturity is? 
His acquisitiveness is a Lon- 
don family quirk. ‘‘Even my 
mother collects antiques—not 
things | particularly admire. 
My three brothers and | grew 
up in a house so filled with 
antiques, we couldn’t have pil- 
low fights and were always 
cautioned not to break any- 
thing. We thought we would all 
have clean, uncluttered houses 
when we grew up.” But rebel- 
lion does not always conquer. 
‘We all like clutter. In our homes 
nothing matches.” 
The Gene London version of 


ing parts: A vintage Victorian 
mansion, furnished, is home 
for the California Historical 
Society (2090 Jackson St.). 
Smaller-scaled Victorian houses 
climb Telegraph Hill. There’s 
nothing small at all about 
Bernard R. Maybeck’s Palace 
of Fine Arts, 1915, with a 
dominating rotunda in the midst 
of elliptical columns.  Skid- 
more, Owings & Merrill made 
the Hancock Building (1959), 
resemble a palazzo. West of 
Fisherman's Wharf, facing the 
bay, Ghirardelli Square by Ber- 
nardi and Emmons, 1965, and 
the Cannery by Joseph Esherick 
and Associates, 1968, combine 
artsy-crafts shops, decorator 
headquarters and restaurants. 

For island vacationers: on

Mortgages: easier to get? 





Up until a few years ago, a woman’s 
name on a mortgage application-was an 
invitation for denial. Most banks and 
other mortgage lenders welcomed a wo- 
man seeking a home mortgage loan with 
the same lack of enthusiasm ordinarily 
reserved for an embezzler. 

That’s no longer so true, for women 
now are getting a better break in the 
U.S. mortgage market. Many, for exam- 
ple, have been granted mortgage loans 
to buy condominium and cooperative 
apartments with virtually no questions 
asked. A career woman 35 to 40 years 
old or older generally has the least 
trouble obtaining a mortgage. A younger 
woman is less likely to get one because 
she might marry and quit work. 

Some mortgage lenders continue to 
arbitrarily discount a working wife's sal-

ary for mortgage purposes if she is of 
childbearing age. The cutoff age, 35 to 
45 years old, varies from lender to 
lender. A wife’s salary is a plus factor 
only if she is older. This age factor is 
being lowered in some cases, eliminated 
in others; over-all, the attitudes toward 
women now are more liberal. 

A recent survey of 421 savings and 
loan associations showed that some 
three-quarters of them have thawed their 
mortgage policies toward women. Among 
other things, that majority reported that 
they now consider a working wife’s sal- 
ary when a couple applies for a mort- 
gage. (The more than 5,000 savings and 
loan associations in the country are by 
far the largest single source of all house 
mortgages—about 60 %—given to home 
buyers. Next ranking sources of con- 
Sumer home loans are commercial 
banks, life insurance companies and 
savings banks.) 

Some young working wives will indeed 
quit work and bear chi'dren and this 
loss of income could make it difficult for — 
a couple to meet their mortgage pay- ' 
ments. Lawyer Eve Cary of the New York | 
Civil Liberties Union readily acknowl- § 
edges this possibility. Thus, in such a 
case the husbanu’s salary should be the 
measure of a couple's ability to repay 
a mortgage. This brings up an important 
distinction. When a lender refuses to 
consider the salaries of all working wives 
of childbearing age instead of consider- | 
ing each couple on its individual merits, 
Ms. Cary says, (Continued on page 14)

Because of protest, picketing and refusal by women to accept 
harsher standards for themselves than for men in obtaining 
credit, some progress (though not enough) has been made to- 
ward granting equal credit rights. Pressure has forced some 


department stores, loan associations, banks and brokerage 
houses to amend discriminatory policies. Aware of the serious- 
ness of the problem, many states have established agencies to 
investigate credit problems based upon sex or marital status. 
Legislation to rectify the condition was drafted by Congress- 
woman Bella Abzug (D.-N.Y.) with her ‘‘Equal Credit Opportu- 
nity Act.”’ Her proposal, should it become law, would prohibit 
discrimination by credit unions, savings and loan associations 
and federally insured banks on the basis of sex or marital status. 

Positive steps have been taken by a few department store 
chains to suspend credit form requirements that a working 
woman’s husband must be a co-signer. Franklin Simon in New 
York has been especially progressive and lists ‘‘Ms.”’ on its apoli- 
cations. The major credit card companies—Diner's Club, Amer- 
ican Express, Master Charge, BankAmericard and Carte Blanche 
—claim they do not discriminate and require only ‘‘verifiab!e 
income’’ and a good credit rating. 

What are the still existing conditions that have brought about 
these few gains? Consider the facts: 38 million American women 
are in the labor force; of these, six milion are the head of a 
household. But, ironically, sharing in or maintaining financial 
responsibility for a family does not automatically bring about 
“economic ireedom’’ for a woman. With increasing frequency, 
cases have been reported of divorced, widowed, married and 
single women who've been unable to secure bank loans or credit 
cards in their own names without an (Continued on page 14)

Before the Women’s Liberation Movement, sex 
discrimination in business had a lot in common 
with the weather; everyone talked about it, but 
no one ever did anything about it. 

Then, in March of 1972, thanks to small but 
intractable groups of feminists, the female work 
force gained a new and powerful friend: the U.S. 
Congress. Spurred by the libbers’ laments, the 
government issued stern edicts to the nation’s 
employers. Business was told to clean its own 
house. The fair sex would have to be given a fair 
shake or know the reason why. 

“What we did was raise a ruckus and increase 
the pressure on government,”’ recalls a National 
Organization for Women (NOW) vice president 
in Washington, D.C. ‘‘The companies are still 
dragging their feet. But they're frightened. They 
don’t want to be hit with lawsuits. They’re being 
forced to change their hiring and promotion 
policies and to open the door to women.”’ 

Indeed they are. Some employers, in fact, are 
practically beating the bushes for women man- 
agers, engineers and accountants. Spurring them 
on are the 1972 court rulings under which, for 
example, offending employers may now be taken 
into court by the Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission. Equally motivating is the federal 
fiat requiring some 250,000 firms with govern- 
ment contracts to file affirmative-action programs

“Then you have what is the classic definition of discrimination.” 
Whether a woman by herself or a working wife and husband 
apply for a mortgage, the basic consideration, women’s rights 
advocates say, should be the universal three Cs of consumer 
credit used for evaluating all credit: Capacity to repay, Capital 
worth and Credit experience. “‘Only it's more so with house 
mortgages,’’ says Roger Hawkins of the American Banking 
Association, for men as well as women. That's clearly because 
of the large sum involved and the long repayment period. 
If, by the way, you (man, woman or married couple) are 
refused a mortgage loan or any other kind of credit, the reason 
for the refusal must be disclosed to you on demand, according 
to the Fair Credit Reporting Act of 1971 (which also gives you 
the privilege of inspecting your private credit record on file 
with any credit bureau). You must request such disclosure in — 
writing from the mortgage lender within 30 days. | 

This should become less necessary for women as traditional 
barriers are broken down. In the mortgage market the tide is 
flowing in favor of women because of their increased acceptance 
in the work force, the Pill, smal.er families and, ‘‘probably 
most important of all,’’ the increased popularity of condomini- 
um and planned unit development housing, says Richard G. 
Gilbert, president of the United States Savings and Loan League. 
This is because of the sharply reduced need for owner main- 
tenance, particularly exterior, of such housing as regular main- 
tenance for all owners is provided. In the past, Gilbert says, 
many lenders were reluctant to make a single-family home loan 
to a woman because they doubted a woman's ability to main- 
tain such property. (But that, too, depends upon the individual.) 

Sidney Kaye, executive vice president of the Advance Mort- 
gage Corp., a large national mortgage banker, says that not 
long ago his firm had to remove women’s mortgages from many 
of the large mortgage packages it regularly sold to banks, life 
insurance companies and other such clients. (Kaye’s firm sells 
some $200 million worth of FHA-VA home mortgages each year 
to 100 large clients.) That’s no longer true, Kaye told us for this 
article. He says, “‘Sex is no longer of concern to our investors, ° | 
and women’s mortgages no longer have to be rerouted away 
from certain large mortgage buyers. All credit-worthy mortgages 
are now accepted by all investors without exception.”’ 

In the home mortgage field it may take more time for all 
women to be treated as full-fledged, first-class citizens and 
credit risks. But things are now looking up for the woman who 
wants a house or condominium of her own.—ART WATKINS

“authorizing’’ male signature. Discriminatory practices that 
deny women credit often have no basis other than marital status: 
® Although her income exceeds $18,000, a woman with two 
children was denied a charge account at a major department 
store because she was divorced. Bank references, a personal 
stock portfolio and her position as the owner of a New York City 
art gallery were all discounted. 

= A woman with an income of over $20,000 applied for a credit 
card in her name with an airline. The company responded by 
requesting her husband's signature before the issuance of the 
card. She refused the request and her card was never sent. 

® And a grim report: A California widow, unable to obtain credit 
of her own after her husband’s death, solved the problem by 
continuing to use her dead husband's credit cards. 

Credit grantors explain that applicants are evaluated upon 
their ability to pay, yet the married, divorced, separated woman 
or widow has discovered, in fact, that companies overlook their | 
economic potential and see them as poor credit risks. The rea- 
son: If credit has been issued in her husband’s name, a woman 
has no chance to establish a credit rating of her own. A financial 
Catch 22 exists. In order to get credit, a woman must show 
proof that she is credit-worthy, yet she is powerless to establish 
a credit rating since lenders recognize her as a dependent of 
her husband, not as an autonomous individual with earning 
power or financial responsibi:ity. Discrimination escalates par-

mhesJnited States Postal Service has 
arted a series of second class postage rate 
icreases that over a five-year period will 
acrease the postage bills of magazines by 
n average of 127%. Anticipated increased 
ostal Service labor costs and continued 
bation could make the final increase 
auch higher. Some magazines could have 
acreases of over two hundred percent, and 
zany may cease publishing. The inflation- 
ry effect of these abrupt and enormous rate 
acreases on readers, publications, and ad- 
ertisers alike, are obvious.

child-bearing age bracket. Credit institutions have rationalized 
that because a woman could become pregnant and quit work, 
her salary could not be counted on to pay debts. Testifying at 
the hearings of the National Commission on Consumer Finance, 
Congresswoman Martha Griffiths (D.-Mich.) said that creditors 
who believe that women of child-bearing age are unreliable 
perpetuate a myth. ‘‘Most women,” she stated, ‘‘have control 
over whether they'll become pregnant and all women have con- 
trol over whether they'll quit their jobs. | know of no evidence 
showing that married couples tend to default on loans when the 
wife bears children.’’ Congresswoman Griffiths’ statement is 
further affirmed by the Pennsylvania Commission on the Status 
of Women, now investigating discriminatory policies in credit: 
“There is no statistical evidence to indicate that [pregnancy] 
causes women to be a greater credit risk than that which is: 
possible through accident or illness which can interrupt credit | 
payments regardless of sex.” 
The single woman, too, is offended by credit practices’ 
when she marries. A Miss Barbara Jones who marries and be- 
comes Mrs. Barbara Smith would most likely receive a new 
credit card in her husband’s name—Mrs. Robert Smith.

into a $17,000 per annum writing job at Newsweek magazine. 
And Milwaukee lawyer Jeri Sharma, 28, also credits the move- 
ment with twisting the arm of her formerly girl-shy employer. 
Says the high-paid attorney, ‘‘Three years ago, | was hired as a 
token. | had a lot of trouble getting anyone to take me seriously. 
Now they realize how capable women are and the last two law- 
yers they hired have been women.”’ 

Perhaps the best reflectors of women’s easier access to 
high-caliber jobs are the employment agencies. At the University 
of Wisconsin, Dean of Counseling Janet Borders says: ‘‘More and 
more companies are looking for women today and in all fields. 
It’s almost gotten to the point where blacks were a few years 
ago. If we have two people with the same qualifications and one 
of them is a woman, then she is going to get the job offer.”’ 

In this age of some enlightenment, women chemists, biolo- 
gists and physicists still generally remain camouflaged behind 
“‘assistant”’ or ‘‘associate”’ titles. But a caucus of sisters in the 
sciences recently lit a bunsen burner under the prestigious 
American Association for the Advancement of the Sciences in 
Washington, D.C. In response, the association created a new 
office called “‘Opportunities in Science.’’ Dr. Janet Brown, 
formerly a professor of political science and now the enthusias- 
tic head of the new office, says, “‘Women in science simply 
haven't been visible. They get into the universities, but they 
don’t tend to advance. When the subject is tenure, department 
chairs or research project directors, women run into discrimina- 
tion. We're just now collecting statistics and developing goals 
and priorities to reverse the trend.”’ 

Medicine appears to be equally static. Feminists heatedly de- 
bate the contention of such schools as Johns Hopkins that 
“there are no quotas for women here.”’ Only the future will tell 
whether the percentage of women doctors—only 7.7% in the 
U.S. versus 24% in Great Britain—will climb. 

There is progress. Fifteen hundred college-educated women in 

lower management jobs with A.T.&T. sued for being overlooked 
when men in the same position were being advanced. In January, 
1972, the bell tolled for them. They won. 
Clearly, Women’s Liberation is no miracle worker. 
It can’t wish away male chauvinism overnight, whether in the 
bedroom or the boardroom. But it can continue to gnaw away at 
the conscience and consciousness of business, unions and the 
professions. It can continue to point up that women profes- 
sionals average under $8,000 a year while men earn over 
$11,000 for the same or similar efforts. 

Even if they don’t subscribe to all the rhetoric of “‘lib,”’ 
women ought to be grateful for the gains produced by the move- 
ment. Though the job market is far from equal for all, 
corporate barriers have cracked; not all the 
king’s men can plaster them back 
again.—BARBARA LEWIS

Compared with everyone else in this fractious world, how 
are we Americans doing environmentally? One man who should 
know is William D. Ruckelshaus, who serves with distinction as 
administrator of the Environmental Protection Agency. So we 
asked him. ‘‘I would say we're right at the top,”’ he said. ‘‘The 
awareness of environmenta! problems is incredibly high in this 
country. Of course, understanding always lags behind aware- 
ness. But understanding is growing, and it will result in the ex- 
ercise of world leadership in the best sense by Americans.’ 

Like any worthy cause, the environmental movement can 
best be joined at home.

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the good fight locally, remember that few iaymen are equipped 
to fight alone. So, step one, join a group. But which group? 
Not an easy question, since the environmental organizations 
that have sprouted just since the first Earth Day, four years 
ago, number in the thousands. The National Foundation for 
Environmental Control publishes a Directory of Environmental 
information Sources in which no less than 3,700 listings ap- 
pear. For serious organization seekers, this basic reference 
source might be well worth its asking price of $25. (The 
pub,isher: Cahners Books, 89 Franklin St., Boston 02110.) 
Look for it at your local library. Most should have it. 

Some of the most effective national organizations, not sur- 
prisingly, have acquired their prestige by encouraging, aiding 
and abetting their local affiliates. Two ‘‘leagues’’—the League 
of Women Voters and the League of Conservation Voters—are 
outstanding examples. If you join either (or both) in your 
community, you will have an exceptional opportunity to observe 
participatory democracy in action—as a participant. 

Other national, environmentally attuned organizations that 
believe in giving their local chapters a free rein include the 
National Audubon Society, the National Wildlife Federation, the 
National Trust for Historic Preservation, the American Associa- 
tion of University Women and, of course, the major American 
youth groups—Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, Camp Fire Girls, etc. 

Since Earth Day, so much environmental information (and 
misinformation) has been published and televised that the 
poor layman suffers from communications overkill. What to 
believe and what not to? Is it true, for example, that aluminum 
consumes appreciably more energy in iis manufacture than 
other metals? (It does, but that’s not the whole story; alumi- 
num’s greater value as a recyclable resource is a big factor.) 
Or that achieving better water treatment facilities will be 
prohibitively expensive? (Most communities can upgrade their 
water quality for as little as a penny or so a day per citizen.) 

That's the trouble: Few environmental questions can be 
answered with an absolutely unqualified “‘yes’’ or ‘‘no.’’ What 
the layman needs most is not a bushel of unrelated facts but 
rather a well-grounded perspective—and fortunately there is a 
wealth of organizations in the business of supplying high-quality 
literature and films free that, taken all together, can make 
you a respectable environmentalist.

—a gift of antiquity for kitchens of today 


By JOANNE DEAN © Bottles of 
golden, fragrant oil stand in 
our kitchen bearing the exotic 
names of sesame, walnut and 
apricot. Visitors cast specula- 
tive glances at them but never 
seem to realize that their con- 
tents might be why our salads 
taste better and _ different. 
They’re missing something by 
not asking us. The variety of 
pressed oils could take them to 
the far corners of the earth in 
spirit, improve their cooking, 
perhaps make them heaithier. 

When | was a girl, my moth- 

er and her friends used hydro- 
genated shortening exclusively. 
Yet many of these seemingly 
new cooking oils are older than 
the beginning of the Christian 
era—and because many are 
highly polyunsaturated, they’re 
back in fashion. 
Most likely you use olive 
oil in Italian dishes. This famil- 
iar oil was the major oil of an- 
tiquity and probably the first 
pressed oil. And since it was 
widely used in the Mediter- 
ranean cultures, backbone of 
Western Christian civilization, it 
might be thought of as having 
nourished man’s first steps to- 
ward civilization. 

Cooks who have studied Ori- 
ental cooking are probably 
familiar, too, with sesame oil, 
which also has surprising an- 
tiquity. Sesame was an impor- 
tant Egyptian crop and sesame 
oil was used for cooking, light- 
ing and cleansing. 

Sesame seeds were first intro- 
duced into China about the fifth 
century A.D. and pressed sesa- 
me oil came to be a basic part 
of Chinese cooking. 

Since we live in California, it 
was natural for us to learn of 
sesame oil. On our first vaca- 
tion together, my husband and 
| visited San Francisco. Picking 


the most interesting looking 
restaurant in Chinatown, we 
went in. The waiter took us 


down a crooked hall to a small 
curtained room, gave us menus, 
closed off the room and left. 
In this mysteriously curtained 
room we thought quaint and 
clandestine, we first tried beef 
in oyster sauce. It was marvel- 
ous. After we left the restaurant, 
we stopped in a shop for Orien- 
tal cookware. The owner didn’t 
speak much English but he un- 
derstood our sign language in- 
dicating that we wanted to buy 
the cookbook in the window. 
That began our long romance 
with Chinese cooking, and even- 
tually | found out that sesame 
oil was necessary in preparing 


many favorite Chinese dishes. 

When we finally discovered 
sesame oil in a shop, a bottle 
of walnut oil stood next to it. | 
had wanted to try this for a long 
time, too. But it is well that | 


-had not yet read the authority 


who says that the nutty flavor 
is enjoyed only by those who 
are used to it. We have never 
entertained a person who didn’t 
like it. The authoritative La- 
rousse Gastronomique tells us 
that walnut oil dates back to 
earliest times and was_ being 
used by the Greeks four cen- 
turies before Christ, although | 
first became aware of this oil in 
French cookery. 

Sometime before the discov- 
ery of the New World, the opium 
poppy was introduced to China 
from India and the seeds first 
used in cooking in China. Who 
originally thought to press the 
seeds for oil is unknown, but 
today the French make impor- 
tant use oj poppyseed oil (from 
the seeds of black, white and 
purple poppies) and consider its 
relative lack of taste a desirable 
quality. It is not available com- 
mercially in California, but per- 
haps someone will market it 
soon—since it is high in poly- 
unsaturates and would retain 
this characteristic when blend- 
ed with stronger-flavored oils. 
Man, being the most in- 
genious member of the animal 
kingdom, he has learned, too, 
to extract oil from many fruit 
and vegetable materials. The 
variety iS amazing: cherry-, 
peach- and prune-pit oil, palm 
kernel oil, orange oil, tomato 
seed oil, coconut oil. But do not 
be deceived—not all of these 
have been tested as polyunsat- 
urates, and some that have 
been have proved undesirable. 

Coconut oil, for instance, is 
used in some commercial pas- 
tries. My mother-in-law, who is 
on a low-cholesterol diet, is for- 
bidden to eat these. Like coco- 
nut oil, palm oil—used in cook- 
ing by Africans—is solid at 
room temperature and its chief 
use here is in making soap. 

There is a huge wealth of other 
oils to choose from. Soybeans 
are a great contribution of the 
Chinese—certainly more valu- 
able to the average man than 
gunpowder. And though they 
came into the American culture 
relatively late, their importance 
to us will continue to grow as 
meat becomes scarcer. Peanuts 
are among the many important 
foods the New World contribut- 
ed to the Old. Today the peanut 
is also widely used in Chinese

cooking. The heliotropic sunflow- 
er, native from Minnesota and 
Texas to California, seems to 
promise us much in nutrition. It 
has gained worldwide accept- 
ance as a cooking oil and is 
highly esteemed in Russia for a 
bread made from sunflower 
seeds. Three other great Amer- 
ican contributions are corn oil, 
safflower oil and cottonseed oil. 
Apricot oil is the most exotic 
oil we use. Originating in an in- 
dependent state in a remote 
mountainous part of West Pak- 
istan settled by descendants of 
Alexander the Great’s army, it 
is still used to dress salads at 
every meal in that area. 

Apricot kernel oil is expen- 
sive here—my last bottle cost 
$1.25 for eight ounces—and it 
may be hard to find outside 
of health food stores. But it is 
worth the search. It takes a sal- 
ad far out of the ordinary, and 
may be used to dress vegeta- 
bles in place of margarine. 

It might be difficult to find 
my interesting variety of oils na- 
tionwide. A number of gourmet 
food catalogs carry walnut oil 
imported from France. Sesame 
oil should be available at any 
store specializing in Chinese or 
Japanese groceries, and health 
food stores should also have 
some of them. Many of the oils 


favorite store. 


mentioned here are also pressed 
by the Hain Pure Food Co., lo- 
cated in Los Angeles. 

Some people refrigerate the 
seed and fruit oils, but we have 
never had any spoilage without 
it. Cold clouds the oils and olive 
oil, in particular, can thicken. 

When you begin to try these 
oils, buy cold-pressed oils for 
salads: walnut, olive, sesame, 
peanut and corn. Use them 
alone or try combining the more 
flavorful walnut, olive and apri- 
cot oils with the milder sun- 
flower, sesame, safflower, pea- 
nut and corn oils. Experiment 
using one-third stronger oil to 
two-thirds mild oil. The cheaper 
hot pressed oils may be used 
for frying and sautéeing—saf- 
flower, cottonseed and soybean. 
To really enjoy a salad, use 
these flavored oil dressings in 
different ways. Add apricot or 
walnut oil dressing to a green 
salad with fresh, coarsely 
chopped oranges or pears in it. 
Or use romaine lettuce, bacon 
bits and crumbled blue cheese 
with a walnut oil dressing. Wa- 
tercress combines well with 
chopped orange and a walnut 
oil dressing. Also, try these:

2 tablespoons wine vinegar 
14% teaspoon salt

Prepare all ingredients before 
starting to cook the dish: Clean 
the green beans, string if nec- 
essary and cut into crosswise 
halves. Trim the beef of all fat 
and slice across the grain into 
thin, thin slices. Mix the soy 
sauce, sherry and cornstarch 
together and set aside. Then, 
grate the ginger. 

Heat a Dutch oven or Chi- 
nese wok. When the pan is hot, 
add the sesame oil and then 
quickly add the ginger and gar- 
lic. Add the meat and turn often 
and rapidly. When the meat has 
changed color and is slightly 
browned, add the green beans 
and mix well—still working 
quickly and over a hot fire. 
Next, add the boullion, cover 
the pan and turn down the heat. 
Cook six minutes or until the 
beans are just done. Gradually 
add the cornstarch mixture, 
spreading it over the beef mix- 
ture while stirring rapidly. Serve 
as soon as the mixture has 
thickened smoothly. Serve to

By JAMES DE LONG U Standing beside a verdant fairway of 
a Palm Springs golf course, this colonnaded desert dwelling 
was intended as a winter retreat—but has served its Mid- 
western owners so well that they now spend six months 
a year here. Designed by Hank Webber and associate Don 
Staska, the elegantly understated structure is a lean back- 
drop for a dazzling collection of pop and op art and the 
finely orchestrated interiors of Decorator Richard Himmel. 

Dominated by a black granite fireplace, the high-ceilinged 
living area (right) typifies Himmel’s easy way with a room— 
from the classic formality of the white kidskin sofas to the 
kicky assemblage of plastic cubes fashioned into a many- 
splendored coffee table. The quietly assertive game group 
(above), with needlepoint upholstery based on Alexander 
Calder designs, awaits a rousing round of backgammon. 
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a dazzle of white 
underscores its splendor 


From the moment of entry through the tall, aluminum-clad 
doors into fhe spacious entrance gallery (below), the mood 
of the entire house is established—an omnipresence of white 
spiked by glittering intermixtures of contemporary paint- 
ings, sculptures and furnishings, garnished with interior 
plantings. The kaleidoscopic V’Soske rugs, which appear to 
float on a white stream of terrazzo flooring, are woven re- 
productions of Vasarely positive/negative posters. 

The near end of the gallery opens into the vast living/ 
dining area by a luxurious, granite-topped bar (left). The 
bar floor is depressed to lower the counter to table height 
so guests can lounge in commodious lucite chairs rather 
than perch on stools.

At the owners’ request, each room was 
designed to display a different species or 
use of wood paneling. They wanted the in- 
teriors to be ‘‘casually comfortable’’ but 
have an air of elegance—and this feeling 
is especially evident in the bedrooms 
shown on these pages. The master bed- 
room (below) is arranged around a 10- 
foot-high oak poster bed built on the job 
by a master carpenter. Its detailing was 
reproduced from an English armoire that 
stands in the master bath. The bed dra- 
peries and the Roman shades at the win- 
dows are of the same fabric. The deep 
down comforter is from Austria. 

The blue-and-white bedroom (left) is a 
model of the crisp, clean luxury found in 
traditional European homes.

Yet an important element of taken-for- 
granted human comfort that inheres in 
the design is the abundance of soft, 
natural light.

By MARION GOUGH © Last April, a month when the 
iris is young and tender and growing close to the 
river banks, House Beautiful went to Japan to 
explore the fascination of ikebana, Japan's an- 
cient art of flower arranging. It means "bring- 
ing flowers to life," and its way with blossoms, 
trees, lichen, grasses and seed pods is now so in- 
trinsically part of the country's culture that it 
is considered an essential part of education. 

There are 3,000 schools of ikebana in Japan, 
teaching a variety of styles, but all are disci- 
plined by one invariable rule: In an arrangement, 
plants should seem to "grow" naturally as they 
would in life, within a triangle of heights that 
symbolizes the universal trinity of heaven, man 
and earth. To study ikebana is to learn the per- 
sonality of growing things, the nature of their 
growth patterns and seasonal changes. The eye 
is trained to recognize harmonies of line, mass 
and space; the hands are taught the deft manipu- 
lation of materials. The three largest schools— 
ikenobo, Ohara and Sogetsu—are extremely 
large, with branches in the Western world. To 
these we went, and to the small, choice studio of 
Tohko Adachi, the lovely woman flower artist, to 
watch prestigious headmasters at work, to listen 
to their philosophies, to bring back inklings of 
ikebana's deeper meanings, as well as some ex- 
amples of the beauty the masters have created.

MASTER Of THE ‘profuse’ 
scHool of ikebana 


Ikebana changes to mirror its times. The nageire style (meaning 
“throw in'') was reputedly born on a battlefield when the Emperor 
Hideyoshi's tea master improvised an arrangement by throwing 
marsh flowers into a horse bucket. A freer version of the classic 
rikka style resulted and is now a classic itself. Houn Ohara, third 
descendant headmaster of the great Ohara School (one million 
students in Japan and abroad) is the grandson of Unshin Ohara, 
who founded the school 100 years ago when Japan opened up to 
the outside world. The West's flamboyant flowers came in, and to 
use this new material, Unshin, a master trained in the Ikenobo 
School, created the moribana style, which means ‘profusion of 
flowers fixed in a horizontal container’ (but remember that pro- 
fusion in Japan is not as profuse as it is in the West). He also 
designed the kenzan, or metal pin holder, a labor-saving break- 
away from the classic forked-twig holder, which requires cutting. 

The present head is similarly a free spirit and, although he works 
within the metaphysical concept of ikebana, is not at all outraged 
that Westerners approach it as a practical way to learn how to 
manipulate plant materials. See him here executing a difficult, 
holderless nageire of aged pine, chrysanthemums and lilies. On the 
page: a summertime vase arrangement of peonies and maple 
branches (/eft); three moribana (from top): springtime camellias, 
flag, ferns and broom; springtime water-lilies and sedge; wintry 
pine and ground berries in a snowy ceramic. In ikebana, containers 
as well as the plants should reflect the mood of the season.

MASTER Of SOGETSU 


The Sogetsu School of ikebana, housed in one of Tokyo's most 
impressive modern buildings, encourages its upwards of a million 
students to consider ikebana as a free, sculptural art form. Its 
founder and headmaster, Sofu Teshigahara, is an internationally 
collected sculptor in cast iron, given to large, dynamic forms such 
as have never been in the classic Japanese tradition. He believes 
that there is scope within the time-honored techniques and tradi- 
tions of ikebana for new and different materials. His arrangements 
may incorporate objects like metal sculpture and brass-sheathed 
logs. He may use unprescribed containers—weather-pitted stone, 
driftwood, glass candy dishes. He is an exponent of movement as 
opposed to the static. Yet this must all happen within the discipline 
of classic do's and don'ts. For example, the triangular form is there, 
faces of leaves always turn up, material "'grows'' as in nature, the 
heights and angles of stems and branches follow established pro- 
portions, which ages have proven agreeable to eye and emotion. 

A mastery of the rules must come before free expression is 
meaningful, and study, he says, is endless. He started at seven and 
is now so virtuoso that he can demonstrate an arrangement work- 
ing from behind it. See him here, studying his tri-part iris-and- 
azalea arrangement (below). In the great Sogetsu hall (above 
right), his monumental nageire of azalea, spirea, pine, willow and 
young maple, a modern offering before the gold Buddha. His large- 
scale arrangements are frequently seen in Japan's public places— 
hotels, banks, showrooms—an offering to delight the passerby. 
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the old philosophy 
IN YOUNG ANd sensitive HANds 


Tohko Adachi is young, graceful as the iris blades she bends so 
coaxingly in her slim hands, and something of a surprise as a flower 
master. Yet there she is, heading her “post graduate" school of 
ikebana, a gently errant successor to her flower-master father who 
himself fled the formalism of the classic Ikenobo School. She is 
admired widely in Japan for her beauty and chic, as well as for 
her philosophy, but seems shyly unaware of her star-quality 
charisma, absorbed as she is in the wonders of plant life. 

Of her 280 students, all have completed the courses of other 
‘schools and most are committed to becoming professional artists. 
There are no dilettantes because Tohko feels that too many are 
dabbling in ikebana and losing its meaning, which is to communi- 
cate with nature. You may make the most marvelous arrange- 
ment, she says, but if you eat peanuts or chew gum while you're 
doing it, you've missed the point, missed the intimate conversation 
between the person and the plant that is the essence of ikebana 
and its reason for being. In this respect, she is a dedicated classicist 
—as for the rest, hardly an adamant one. She is all for freedom 
within the old traditions. Her arrangements, always expressive of 
her emotion of the moment, always unstereotyped, are often witty, 
smile-provoking and may spring out of such unorthodox containers 
as blocks of ice or bamboo lampshades or the straw boots the 
Japanese farmers wear in the snow. 

Her teaching py seminar is custom-shattering, encouraging give 
and take between teacher and pupil, which she feels nurtures the 
learning process. She is not above a bit of technical fakery—hiding 
the water holder, for instance. Typical of her work is the soaring 
single flower that darts off, as if escaping its container. She 
chooses—always with slow, studied care—the wayward branch of 
blossoms that angles out from the tree or the crooked bough that 
seems blown by the wind. We question. Does this symbolize her 
own free temperament? No answer but a smile. But we suspect 
we're right. Free as she is, she deplores avant-garde arrangements 
that may compose cement, plastics or metals, often using no flow- 
ers at all. 

You see her at left working with spring lilies and pear blossom, 
in a counter-clockwise surround of her arrangements: camellias in 
a lacquer bucket; clematis on ice; hibiscus escaping from a bam- 
boo lampshade; pussywillows cascading from alyssum; one more 
extrovert hibiscus. Clockwise at right: young pine, pussy willow and 
camellias (she's an authority on them); a pear bough with hy- 
drangea in a basket; calla-lilies and sedge; quince and a single 
gentian; iris ''growing'’ out of a wooden food bucket. (For infor- 
mation on ikebana schools in the United States, see page 53.) 
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Despite the many newspaper reports to the 
contrary. we still have plenty of fish (fresh and 
frozen). True. its more expensive and we 
may find ourselves having to choose

flounder, or pollock (known in New England 
as Boston bluefish) instead of haddock. 
Except for Greenland turbot, ina 

sense a newcomer to the piscatory family. 

the familiar “faces” are all present. 

As has always been true, the East and West coasts 
and our major cities are blessed with fresh fish 
markets. However, with the advent of flash 
freezing, frozen fish came into their own. Asa 
consequence, the frozen fish we buy today is 
excellent and, when cooked properly. 
delicious. We underscore cooked properly. the 
erux of the matter. Herewith then, facts 

about fish cookery—tfresh and 

frozen—with some very good recipes.

The facts are here. 


BASIC COOKING METHODS 


It is important to know and to remember that fish, unlike 
meat, is not cooked to tenderize it. It is already tender and is 
cooked solely to develop flavor. Overcooking (a gastronomic 
crime) robs fish of its delicious, natural juices, making it dry 
and tasteless. As James Beard writes in his classic James 
Beard’s Fish Cookery, ‘‘Fish is responsive to flavoring during 
cooking. Good butter, olive oil, sweet cream, sour cream 
and wine enhance fish and give it added goodness.” 

The basic methods for cooking fish are baking, broiling, 
pan frying (sautéeing), deep frying, braising and poaching. 
Whatever the method of cooking, it is essential to control the 
time and temperature. Broadly speaking, most cookbooks 
recommend cooking fish so many minutes per pound. In 
agreement wth the Canadian Department of Fisheries, we 
recommend cooking it 10 minutes for every inch of thickness, 
measured at the thickest point. (Don't guess. Stand a ruler 
straignt up beside the fish at the thickest point). If fish is 
cooled from the frozen state (we prefer thawing it), the cook- 
ing time should be doubled. making it about 20 minutes per 
inch. When fish fillets are baked in a blanket of sauces, the 





AQUAFARMING-NOW BIG BUSINESS 


One of the more fascinating aspects of the fish business 
is aquafarming. The National Fisheries Institute tells us 
that catfish are being raised in freshwater farms in the 
Southwest and trout, both rainbow and brook, in ‘‘race- 


ways” out in Idaho and Utah. The process has more re- 
cently been applied on Long Island to oyster-growing— 
with great success. Scientists also have had some luck 
raising salmon, the National Marine Fisheries reports, 
and are currently doing experimental work on both lob- 
sters and shrimp. The future looks encouraging. 
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cooking time should be slightly longer—allow an additional 
five minutes for each inch of thickness. | 

Because fish contains very little connective tissue, it does — 
not need long slow cooking. Fish cooked quickly in the oven 
at very hight temperatures (450° to 500°) are especially suc- 
culent and delicious. But you must watch it. With poached 
fish, timing should start after the fish has been placed in the 
boiling poaching liquid. The liquid is then brought to a boil 
for the ‘second time, the cooking utensil covered, the heat ° 
lowered and the fish simmered for the time indicated in the _ 
recipe. It should be removed from the liquid immediately io 
forestall further cooking. 

With the exception of deep fat-frying, we recommend 10 | 
minutes cooking time per inch for all fish cookery. But re- 
gardless of the cooking method, we suggest you should al- 
ways make the ‘‘flake test’’ to test for doneness. 


HOW TO DETERMINE WHEN FISH

Raw fish have a watery, translucent look, not unlike that of . 
egg white. Since heat affects both fish juices and egg white 
much the same way, both lose their watery look during cook- 
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fresh and frozen, 








ing and become milky white. Just as overcooking toughens » 
egg whites, it also toughens fish. 

When fish have taken on this opaque, whitish, ‘‘egg whitey 
look in the center of the thickest part, they are completely 2 
cooked. The color change is unmistakable. At this point, the ~ 
flesh will easily separate into flakes when probed with the | 
tines of a fork, and if there are any bones, the flesh willy 
come away from them readily. 

Since most cooked fish is extremely tender and will break | 
easily, the cook should learn to handle fish as little and as‘ 
gently as possible after cooking. Wide metal spatulas are in-. 
valuable when it comes to lifting fish from the cooking | 
utensil to the serving dish. } 


HOW MUCH FISH TO BUY 1 


The amount of fish to buy depends on the size of the serv-. 
ings and the amount of bone in the fish. Also on what’s being 
served before, with and after the fish and, too, on whether. 
there is a rich sauce. 
With all that fixed in your mind, here’s a table to use as | 
a guide only:

BUYING FRESH FISH 


Many varieties of fresh fish, like many other foods, are more. 
abundant during certain seasons of the year. Your local fis 
man, whose business is knowing all about fish, will tell you 
what’s in season and what fish are the best buys. Many times 
the lesser-known species (whiting, for example, an East Coas’ 
fish) are often as good to eat and more economical than bet 








ter-known fish. A knowledgeable fish man such as Joseph 
Enea of New York’s Pisacane Market can prepare your fish 
as you wish—whole, dressed, steaks, fillets or chunks. 
What to look for in fresh fish, whole or dressed: Flesh: Flesh 
that is firm and elastic to the touch and not separating easily 
from the bones indicates the fish is fresh. Odor: Fresh fish 
has a mild characteristic odor but no strong or fishy odor. 
Eyes: Bright, clear and full. As fisti becomes stale, the eyes 
become cloudy, often turn pink and tend to become sunken. 
Gills: Red and free from slime. As fish age, the color fades to 
light pink, then gray, finally to a brownish or greenish color. 
Skin: Shiny, bright with tight-clinging scales. 

What to look for in fresh fillets, steaks and chunks: Flesh: 
Fresh-cut in appearance, firm in texture without any traces 
of browning around the edges. Odor: Fresh and mild. Wrap- 
pings: If wrapped, the wrapping should be of moisture-proof, 
vapor-proof material with little or no air space between the 
fish and the wrappings. 


BUYING FROZEN FISH 





You will notice there is a line on the inner side of the mar- 
ket’s freezer cabinet above which food should not be stacked. 
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SOME COLD FACTS ABOUT 
FROZEN FILLETS 


Frozen fillets, which can be almost any fish (cod, haddock, 
halibut, flounder, ocean perch, Greenland turbot, pollock or 
whiting), are available in solid blocks, individually quick- 
frozen and individually wrapped fillets. We recommend thaw- 
ing completely before cooking and we further recommend 
cooking them soon after thawing. If you have bought solid 
blocks, they can be cooked whole, once thawed, or cut into 
serving portions. It depends on your recipe. 





HOW TO THAW FROZEN FISH 


We have observed on some packages of frozen fish the fol- 
lowing: ‘‘Cook when partially thawed for the best flavor.’’ We 
think this is perfectly ridiculous. Others say: ‘“‘Thaw com- 
pletely.’’ Still others give the cook no information whatsoever. 

It is our considered judgment that, in general, the fish 
should be thawed completely. Then, there is no question 
whatsover about the length of time to cook it. In a pinch, 
however, frozen fillets can be cooked from the frozen state,

Avoid any packages that are stacked above the load-limit line. 

Buy only packages that are hard-frozen. 

Avoid damaged packages, since breaks in the wrappings 
can affect the contents. 

Avoid packages coated inside or outside with frost or ice. 
When fillets can be seen through cello-wrap, avoid any that 
show white patches indicating freezer burn. 


ABOUT FISH PORTIONS AND STICKS 
I 
Generally made of cod, haddock or pollock, fish portions and 
sticks are available frozen, raw or partially cooked. The fish 
portions, alone, can be bought breaded, either browned or 
unbrowned. Both portions and sticks are cut by machine 
from large, solidly frozen blocks of fish fillets and they vary 
in size and shape to meet different market requirements all 
over the country. 

When buying portions or sticks, check to make sure the 
container is intact; avoid packages stacked above the ‘‘frost 
line’ of the freezer cabinet; check for ‘‘drip’’ or ice on the 
outside of the package, a sign that the contents might have 
thawed and been refrozen. In buying cello-wrap packages, 
check for discoloration or other signs of freezer burn. 

To cook, follow directions on.the package for both time 
and temperature. 


STORING FRESH OR FROZEN FISH

To thaw: Place the fish in its original wrapper in the re- 
frigerator. Allow 24 hours for thawing a one-pound package. 
If in an emergency you wish to thaw it more quickly, place 
the individual packages in a deep bowl under cold running 
water. Allow at least one hour for a one-pound package. 
Never thaw fish at room temperature or in warm water. Never 
refreeze thawed fish. 


ABOUT GREENLAND TURBOT 


This is a second cousin, shall we say, to halibut and it is 
not to be confused with turbot (pronounced tour-bow), 
which is imported fresh from France. A member of the 
hippoglossoides (meaning halibutlike) family, it 

tastes like a cross between flounder and halibut. 
Imported from Greenland, it is available only 
frozen and filleted. We suggest that, like hali- 
but, it needs a good rich sauce with it. See 
our recipe for Poached Halibut with Clam 
Sauce on page 129 and the sugges- 
tions we give for sauces on page 130.

By WILLIAM CLIFFORD U The myth- 
ical, magical moment when man 
discovered distillation is lost in 
mists of antiquity. Probably lost 
in the misty bogs and fens of Ire- 
land, so far as distilling grain into 
whiskey is concerned. 














He it is Irish that was unques- 

tionably the original whiskey. 
Uisge (which became the English 
word whiskey) Beatha in Gaelic 
means Water of Life, the same as 
Aqua Vit2e and Eau de Vie. When 
the English arrived in Ireland in 
1197, the lively water was there 
waiting for them. Whether the 
household art had been brought 
by Phoenician traders centuries 
before, or more recently conferred 
by God direct on the Emerald Isle, 
has never been proved. 

It was good whiskey in either 
case—whiskey now spelled with 
an ‘‘e’’ in Ireland as tt is in Amer- 
ica, and as it was also in Scotland 
and England, well into the 20th 
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century. Why the “‘e”’ disappeared 
from Scotch is unknown—Cale- 
donian economy perhaps. 

Northern climates too inhospi- 
tably cold for grapes but good for 
grain drive their inhabitants to 
drink beer in place of wine. 
Stronger drink is distilled from 
grain and other crops whose 
starch components 
convert into sugar 
and then ferment 
into alcohol. 

Forcenturies, 
Irish distillation 
was a cottage in- 
dustry, neither reg- 
ulated nor taxed. Within living 
memory, revenue officers were 
still seizing hundreds of illegal 
stills every year, and it may logi- 
cally be supposed that country 
poteen continues to flow as se- 
renely as the River Liffey. But fine 
Irish it’s not, any more than 
moonshine is bonded Bourbon. 

Until roughly a century ago, 
Irish completely dominated the 
market, worldwide. An order for 
whiskey in London could mean 
nothing else. Queen Elizabeth | 
cellared it by the barrel. So did 
Charles Dickens, whose Dublin 
merchant is still in business 
though gentlemen drank brandy 
or hock-and-soda). 


\ s late as 1875, a leading Lon- 
{/% don merchant sold 83,000 
cases of Irish to only 38,000 of 


pure Irish brew: 






Scotch. On this side of the ocean, 
400 different brands of Irish were 
registered for sale just before 
World War |. By then, however, 
gentlefolk had begun to think of 
Scotch as something more than a 
barbarous malt from the High- 
lands. For Scotch itself had 
changed. It had come down from 
the Highland crags and rills to be 
tamed by Lowland blending. It had 


given up half its soul, or a bit 


more, to gain the whole world. 
(And the profits were enormous.) 


| ike the early Scots them- 
selves, the whiskey originally 
migrated from Ireland. Then, and 
for many centuries to follow, it 
was all malt whiskey made in pot 
stills. This means that 100% of 
the barley (the available grain) 
was malted or germinated—an 
operation sometimes known coyly 
as ‘‘fooling the barley,’ bringing 
on artificial springtime by tem- 
perature and moisture control. It

Fillets of Sole, 
Normandy Style 


8 fillets of sole (about 
3 pounds),* fresh or 
frozen (thawed) 

2 cups fresh seedless 
white grapes 

14 cup applejack 

4 tablespoons (1/ stick) 
butter, softened 

17, cup shallots or 
scallions, minced 

Salt 

Freshly ground white pepper 

1 cup apple cider 

2 stalks parsley 

1 tablespoon all-purpose flour 

lf cup heavy cream 


Combine the grapes and 
applejack in a plastic bag and 
let macerate several hours. 

Take a roasting pan just 
large enough to accommodate 
the fillets when they are folded 
in two. Using half of the but- 
ter, coat the bottom of the pan 
well. Then sprinkle with the 
shallots, salt and pepper. Fold 
the fillets in two and place on 
top, sprinkling them with salt 
and pepper. Pour the cider 
over all and add the parsley. 
Cover with a piece of aluminum 
foil. Bring to a boil on top of 
the stove, then place in a pre- 
heated 425° oven for about 
eight minutes. 

Meanwhile, work the flour 
into the remaining butter. 
When the fillets are cooked, 
lift from the pan with a broad 
spatula and place on a heated 
serving platter. Keep warm. 
Add the butter-flour mixture to 
the liquid in the pan and beat 
vigorously with a wire whisk 
until smooth. Bring to a boil 
and cook for about five min- 
utes. Add the cream and bring 
to a boil again. Then add the 
grapes and applejack. Bring to 
a boil once more. Taste the 
sauce for seasoning. It may 
need more salt and pepper. 
With a bulb baster or paper 
towels, remove any liquid that 
may have accumulated in- the 
platter with the fish. Then coat 
the fillets with the sauce. 

Serve with freshly boiled or 
steamed potatoes and buttered 
spinach to about six. 


Shrimp-stuffed Pompano 


1 pound raw shrimp, 
thawed if frozen 

2 114-pound fresh pompanos, 
dressed, backbone removed, 
head and tail intact 

6 tablespoons dry sherry 

114 cups heavy cream 

Salt 

Freshly ground white pepper 

1 egg, well-beaten 


14% cup (1 stick) butter, 
softened 

14 cup parsley sprigs, minced 

If teaspoon dried thyme 

5 shallots or scallions, 
minced fine 

1 tablespoon cornstarch 


Wash the shrimp under cold 
running water and then lift to 
a large heavy skillet with all 
the water that clings to them. 
Cover and place over a high 
heat until the shrimp turn pink 
—about five minutes. Cool im- 
mediately under cold running 
water to stop the cooking. 
Then peel and chop coarsely. 

Combine 3 tablespoons of 
the sherry with 14 cup of the 
cream. Put about a third of the 
cream mixture and about a third 
of the shrimp at one time in 
the container of an_ electric 
blender. Purée. When all the 
shrimp have been puréed, sea- 
son well with salt and pepper 
and stir in the beaten egg. 

Wipe the inside of each fish 
with a clean, damp cloth. Di- 
vide the stuffing in half and 
stuff each fish. Then sew them 
up with heavy white thread. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper. 

With half the butter, butter 
a baking pan just large enough 
to accommodate the fish com- 
fortably. Sprinkle with the 
parsley, thyme and_ shallots. 
Arrange the fish on top and 
coat with remaining butter. 

Bake in a preheated 400° 
oven. To determine the bak- 
ing time, measure the thick- 
ness of the fish (use a ruler) and 
allow 10 minutes per inch. (If, 
for example, the fish measures 
11% inches, bake for 15 min- 
utes). Five minutes before the 
fish have finished cooking, 
pour the remaining cream over 
them. Once the fish are baked, 
lift from the pan to a heated 
serving platter and pull out the 
thread. Keep warm. 

Mix the remaining 3 table- 
spoons of sherry with the corn- 
starch until smooth. Whip into 
the cream in the baking pan 
and bring to a boil over high 
heat. Roil, whipping constant- 
ly, until the cream has slightly 
thickened. Season with salt 
and pepper. Strain into a heat- 
ed sauceboat. Serve te six with 
boiled, parsleyed potatoes.

Butter the bottom of a 
10 by-14-inch pan well and ar- 
range the steaks on top. Set 
aside for the moment. 
Combine the wine, shallots, 
thyme and salt and pepper to 
taste in a saucepan and bring 
to a boil. Pour over the steaks. 
Then place the pan over direct 
heat and bring to a boil again. 
Immediately place in a _ pre- 
heated 425° oven and bake for 
10 minutes. Remove from the 
oven and then strain the broth 
into the saucepan. Take a 
piece of foil large enough to 
cover the steaks completely. 

Place on top 
of the steaks, buttered side 
down, and then return them to 
the oven with the heat turned 
off. Bring the broth up to a boil 
over high heat and continue to

Cut the stems off the wa- 
tercress and discard them.

Poached Fish 
with Lemon Sauce 


4. tablespoons butter, softened 

Salt 

Freshly ground pepper 

2 pounds frozen flounder, 
cod or haddock 

Salt 

2 cups dry white wine 

2 carrots, coarsely chopped 

1 hay leaf 

Few sprigs parsley 

6 or 8 peppercorns 


Butter a fireproof baking pan 
well with half the butter, then 
sprinkle with salt and pepper. 
Place the two pieces of frozen 
fish on top and dot with the 
remaining butter. Set aside. 
Combine the wine with 2 cups 
of water, the carrot, bay leaf, 
parsley and peppercorns in a 
saucepan. Bring to a boil. Re- 
duce heat and simmer for 15 to 
20 minutes. Pour through a 
strainer over the fish. Bring to a 
boil on top of the stove. Cover 
with a sheet of foil, then place 
in a preheated 450° oven and 
bake for 25 to 30 minutes or 
until the fish flakes easily when 
probed with a fork. With a wide 
spatula, lift the fish to a heated 
serving platter and keep warm. 
Strain the juices from the pan 
into a measuring cup. 
To make the sauce: Melt 114 
tablespoons of butter in a 
saucepan. Stir in 114% table- 
spoons of flour. Cook over low 
heat, stirring constantly, for 
three to four minutes. Stir in 


4 cup light cream, 1 cup of 
the pan juices and salt and 
freshly ground pepper to taste. 

Beat the juice of 144 lemon 
with 1 egg yolk. Add to the 
sauce, beating briskly with a 
wire whip. Bring up to a boil 
but do not cook further. Taste 
for seasoning. It may need 
lemon juice, salt and pepper. 

To serve, use a bulb baster 
and suck up any juices in the 
fish platter. Discard. Coat the

minced parsley. Serves six.

Then com- 
bine with 1 cup chili sauce. 
lf not sharp enough, add a bit 
more mustard sauce. 


SAUCES FOR FISH 

A golden Hollandaise is, of 
course, marvelous with fish, 
and the dish becomes a deli- 
cate Mousseline when’ com- 
bined with equal parts of Hol- 
landaise and whipped cream. 
Lemon Butter is certainly one 
of the simplest. Just heat the 
amount of butter needed and 
add fresh lemon juice to taste. 
You can take a Velouté (a 
Béchame! that’s made with fish 
stock) and add cooked shrimp 
or crabmeat or minced clams. 
You can also beat tomato 
paste into the Velouté with a 
little cream and a couple of 
egg yolks to turn it into a 
Sauce Aurore. Mornay is noth- 
ing more than a Sauce Velouté 
with the addition of srated 
Gruyére cheese, a little cream 
and cayenne. The old American 
classic, usually served with 
freshly cooked salmon _ is 
white sauce (Sauce Béchamel) 
with hard-cooked eggs. 


VEGETABLES 

TO SERVE WITH FISH 
Exclusive of shellfish, which, 
interestingly, do not ‘‘marry”’ 
well with potatoes, all ‘‘swim- 
mins’ fish, as our Jacques 
Pepin describes them, are de- 
licious with boiled or steamed 


potatoes. Everything about a 
perfectly cooked potato—its 
texture, its bland  flavor— 
seems just right with fish. 


Garnish potatoes with parsley 
to add a bit of color. 

But there are other vege- 
tables—limited, it is true— 
that can be served succ2ss- 
fully with fish. We think quick- 
ly of cooked cucumbers, and 
with a Fish Mousse, we like 
our Swedish Cucumber Salad. 
Spinach, too, chopped fine and 
cooked in butter, seasoned 
with salt, pepper and freshly 
grated nutmeg, is excellent 
with fish. Also Spinach Ses- 
ame. Young peas, perhaps in 
a creamy sauce, can be sefved 
happily with halibut, for exam- 
ple, adding at the same time 
a nice bit of color to the dinner 
plate. Baked Tomatoes Pro- 
vencale are particularly deli- 
cious with poached fish. And 
James Beard suggests  but- 
tered noodles with any white 
fish served with a sauce, such 
as a Béchamel. 

We like mushrooms’ with 
fish and a glance at sources 
such as Hering’s Dictionary of 
Classical and Modern Cookery 
shows how frequently sliced or 
whole mushroom caps are add- 
ed to the accompanying sauce 


or used to garnish fish plat- 
ter. We give you a few recipes: 


Baked Tomatoes Provencale 


Butter 
6 large, ripe tomatoes 
Salt 
Freshly ground pepper 
17, cup fine, dry bread crumbs 
4 garlic cloves, peeled 
and minced 
6 to 8 sprigs parsley, minced 
6 tablespoons olive oil (about) 


Butter a baking dish that will 
just hold the tomatoes. Slice 
the tops off the tomatoes and 
place in the dish, side by side. 
Season with sa't, pepper. 

Mix the bread crumbs, gar- 
lic and parsley together, then 
mix with enough olive oil to 
moisten nicely. Coat the tops 
of the tomatoes with this mix- 
ture. Bake in a preheated 350° 
oven for 15 minutes or until 
the tomatoes are tender and 
the garnish has browned. 


Baked Cucumbers 


8 cucumbers 

3 tablespoons wine vinegar 

2 teaspoons salt 

Big pinch sugar 

6 tabtespoons (34 stick) 
butter, melted 

l/% teaspoon dried basil or 
4 to 5 leaves fresh, minced 

4 to 5 green onions, minced, 
tops and all 

Big pinch of freshly grated 
white pepper 

Handful parsley sprigs, minced 


Peel the cucumbers, then cut 
in half lengthwise. Scoop out 


the seeds. Slice each half, 
lengthwise, into three even 
strips, then cut across into 


two-inch pieces. Combine the 
cucumber pieces with the vine- 
gar, salt and sugar in a plastic 
bag. Place in a pan in case 
the bag leaks. Marinate at 
least 30 minutes or, better, 
several hours, turning the bag 
whenever you think of it. Drain 
and pat dry with paper towels. 

Pour the butter into a shal- 
low baking dish. Add the cu- 
cumbers, basil, onions and 
pepper. Toss until well-coated. 

Place in a preheated 375° 
oven for 35 to 40 minutes or 
until the cucumbers are ten- 
der, but still somewhat crisp 
when pierced with the point of 
a sharp knife. Actually, the 
best test is the taste test. 

This dish can be prepared in 
advance to this point and re- 
heated later. If so, do not cov- 
er. Take care not to overcook 
when reheating. Sprinkle with 
the minced parsley just before 
serving. Serve with poached or 
sautéed fish to six. 


Concombres Persillés 
(Parsleyed Cucumbers) 


6 cucumbers 
6 tablespoons (34 stick) butter 





Salt 
Freshly ground white pepper 
8 to 10 parsley sprigs, minced 


Peel the cucumbers, then cut 
each one into four pieces, then 
cut each piece into four. Turn 
the individual pieces by trim- 
ming them into neat ovals, the 
size of a large garlic clove. 
Drop into boiling, salted wa- 
ter and cook until just tender 
when pierced with the point of 
a sharp knife—10 to 12 min- 
utes. Refresh in cold water, 
drain, set aside. Cover with a 
towel wrung out in cold water. 
Melt the butter in a heavy 
skillet. When it foams, add half 
the cucumbers and salt and 
pepper and sauté quickly for 
about five minutes. Drain on 
paper towels. Arrange in a 
heated vegetable dish and keep 
warm. Sauté the remainder. 
Combine the two and mix in the 
minced parsley. Serves six. 


Swedish Cucumber Salad 


2 large, firm cucumbers 

2 teaspoons salt 

6 tablespoons suzar 

2/; cup white or cider vinegar 


Wipe the cucumbers with a 
fresh, damp cloth. Then score 
the skin by pulling the tines of 
a sharp fork down the full 
length, all around. Slice very, 
very thin. Place in a bowl and 
sprinkle with salt and sugar. 
Add the vinegar. Then, with a 
wooden’ spatula, press’ the 
slices until the salad becomes 
quite juicy. Refrigerate. Serves 
five or possibly six. 


Spinach Sesame 


3 packages (10-ounce size) 
frozen chopped spinach, 
thawed 

6 tablespoons sesame seed 

1/4 cup (1 stick) butter, melted 

Salt 

Freshly ground pepper 


Place the sesame seeds in a 
small, heavy skillet, then in a 
preheated 350° oven. Stir and/ 
or shake the pan occasionally 
until the sesame seeds turn a 
rich brown color. 

Squeeze the thawed spinach 
to get rid of all the liquid and 
then combine with the seeds 
and butter in a saucepan. Toss 
with two forks to mix well. Sea- 
son with salt and pepper and 
toss again. Place over low heat 
or in a moderate (300°) oven 
until piping hot. Serves six. @

pink paint from Tru-Test; an 
interior sliding glass door from 
Rolscreen; sound control by 
Owens-Corning Fiberglas Corp. 

What about your bathroom? 
Do you think it’s up to date? 
Our own experience, after see- 
ing hundreds of new homes 
around the nation, tells us de- 
signers and builders are still 
relying on time-worn arrange- 
ments and stale ideas. A little 
decorative gloss here, a new 
gadget there. But most new 
baths are not really new. 


What bath will evolve, we 
asked ourselves, when all the 
most recent advances are 


blended into a single design? 
That's where the concept for 
this innovative bath began. 
When the question was directed 
at suppliers, we were surprised 
at the response. Many answered 
with an enthusiasm that indi- 
cated they had never been 
asked the question before. As 
for the results, draw from them 
any one of the multitude of 
ideas, or lift the design alto- 
gether for your own. 
From the first, the bath 
was designed to serve a master 
bedroom. It is a private sanctu- 
ary for husband and wife, with 
no access for children or guests 
other than through the bedroom 
(which can, of course, be kept as 
private aS one wishes). 

Among the more unusual ele- 
ments is the sliding glass door 


between bedroom and bath. It’s 
there for two reasons. First, the 
bath presents a pleasant view 
from the bedroom. It is a 
scene of bright colors and beau- 
tiful plants, inside and outside. 
It is a peek at the morning sky 
and daylight filtering into the 
bedroom. Second, we have grad- 
uated from the strict boundaries 
of the Victorian age. Marital 
modesty is as out of date as 
the pedestal washstand. 

On the other hand, our mod- 
ern living calls for some mod- 
esty. Thus, a divider stands be- 
tween the largest portion of the 
bath and the toilet/bidet area. 
But it’s not an ordinary divider. 
With the help of Rohm & Haas, 
a floor-to-ceiling terrarium was 
devised and filled with both 
hanging and standing plants. 
Clear Plexiglas was selected to 
put the plants into full view and 
give the greenery sunlight 
through the large window along- 
side the tub. Plastic panels 14 
inch thick (instead of 1/16 inch) 
were chosen for rigidity. A 
plastic solvent fastened all 
joints except those for the nar- 
row panel nearest the closet. 
That was attached with screws 
to Plexiglas blocks. When the 
plants need tending, changing 
or other care, this panel un- 
screws and lifts out easily. 

Storage in most baths is 
minimal, as if the designer ex- 
pects you to walk dripping wet 


down the hall to rescue a fresh 
towe. from the lfnen closet. To 
avoid that dilemma, more stor- 
age space than may be neces- 
sary was built into this bath. 
Beginning with the closet, which 
almost deserves the definition, 
walk-in, storage is plentiful and 
on-the-spot-convenient. In ad- 
dition, space beneath the count- 
ers makes organized room for 
the paraphernalia of washing 
and grooming. The space Is di- 
vided into shallow drawers with 
organized storage: brackets for 
toothbrushes, long scoops for 
tubes of toothpaste, srnall trays 
for hair pins and clips; deep 
drawers for electric hair dryers, 
lotions and the like; shelving 
for extra washcloths, spare 
soap, tissue boxes. 

The feneced-in, private out- 
door garden behind a huge ex- 
panse of insulating glass, whiie 
not a new idea, is one that 
definitely belongs in the 1973 
ground-level master bath. Not 
only is it a bountiful source of 
daylight, nourishing the plants 
and brightening the bath, but 
there is a certain magic at- 
tached to dimming the lights, 
lying back in a hot tub and 
watching the stars. 

Around the tub and base of 
the terrarium is a new three by 
six-inch tile called Caribbean 
by American Olean Tile Co., in 
a pattern devised by House 
Beautiful Decorating Editor Les-

for unnecessary aging. How- 
ever, the malts age at different 
rates, some reaching maturity 
at seven or eight years, others 
needing 10 or 12 and very few 
benefiting from more. The fin- 
est single malt we've ever tast- 
ed was a 21-year-old Glen 
Grant—so we believe. But per- 
haps our opinion was swayed 
by knowing the impressive age. 
The logical way is to taste blind, 
drink what you like and let the 
blender make the best whiskey 
he can without conforming to 
the Procrustean bed of com- 
mon age for all components. 
But just as a generation ago, 
American preference began 
moving toward lighter-tasting 
Scotch, so now many of us are 
turning to blends with more 
flavor and quite a few even be- 
ginning to collect single malts. 
These pure whiskies from the 
pot stills of the Highlands have 
as much character—and subtle 
differences—as fine old brand- 
ies. And they should be en- 
joyed in much the same way. 
Not that you're forbidden to 
taste a malt before lunch or 
dinner, but it deserves to be 
taken with only a little plain wa- 
ter, no ice, and savored, not 
gulped. The same prescription 
holds for after dinner, unless 
you prefer it in a brandy glass, 
neat. The malt distillers some- 
times denigrate grain as ‘‘si- 
lent’? whiskey, unlike their loud, 
assertive liquid that goes down 
singing hymns. But not mixed 
or even Cut. It’s a ‘‘self’’ whis- 
key to drink in single strictness. 
Most leading whiskey blend- 
ers Own one or more malt dis- 
tilleries, and it’s tempting to try 
to match the malts to the

blends—tempting but not gen- 
erally fruitful because the com- 
panies sell the malts widely to 
each other. For example, John- 
nie Walker obviously includes 
its own rich-tasting Cardhu in 
its phenomenally successful 
blend, but only as one of some 
40 malts. Long John owns the 
very —_ special Laphroaig—a 
heavy malt so peat-smokey that 
it has been called ‘‘liquid kip- 
pered herrings’’—but shares it 
with many other blenders, at a 
good price. Long John also 
owns Tormore, a lighter, more 
delicate malt now sold unblend- 
ed, as are the others named. 
Teachers bottles some of its 
Glendronach as a single malt 
but keeps all of its Ardmore to 


use in its own blend. Grants 
sells a lot of Glenfiddich, the 
most widely distributed single 
malt, and less of its more deli- 
cate, almost flowery Balvenie. 
Bell doses well with Dufftown 
and Blair Athol. J & B has 
Knockando. From the blenders 
of the premium Old Parr comes 
the full, firm Glendullan. 

But the malts of the connois- 
seurs are mostly the independ- 
ents. These distilleries, which

have made superb whiskies to 
sell to the blenders and to dis- 
cerning Scots for decades, are 
only now coming on the world 
market. We've already men- 
tioned 21-year-old Glen Grant. 
The house that bottles this, in 
Elgin, Scotland, offers no less 
than 14 different Glen Grants, 
at 80 and 114 proof, aged from 
five up to 30 years (avoid the 
infantile five-year-old, which is 
sold primarily in Italy) and ma- 
tured in either American white 
oak or old sherry casks. Now 
joined together with Glen Grant 
in The Glenlivet Distillers are 
Smith's Glenlivet and  Long- 
morn. Smith’s is The Glenlivet, 
the only malt entitled to this 
simple name, though others can 
add the word ‘‘Glenlivet’’ to 
their own proper names. All 
three of these would appear on 
virtually anyone’s list of the 
dozen greatest malts. At times 
we have thought each of them 
supreme. A taste of rare 1899 
Longmorn—65 years in cask, 
where all but six gallons had 
evaporated—proved to us that 
these superb whiskies can be- 
come too concentrated and 
woody. But otherwise, they've 
exemplified perfection. 

Other personal favorites in- 
clude the superbly balanced 
Macallan, the flowery Glenmor- 
angie and the subtly power- 
ful Highland Park, together with 
several of the blenders’ malts 
named above. Others that you 
might want to try, readily avail- 
able in some U.S. areas, are 
the three known as Glenfarclas, 
Talisker and Strathconon. 

All are whiskies for people 
who want to taste, not merely 
to drink for effect. One paper 
recently observed that ‘‘the vast 
majority of people are not so- 
phisticated enough in_ their 
drinking habits to take malt.”’ 
It's a fair comment, but ‘‘the 
vast majority” are not involved 
—though enough people have 
begun to find the blends too 


bland that they are making a 
bull market for what little malt 
there is to go around. Consider- 
ing the many necessary years of 
age, it’s doubtful that supply 
will soon catch up to demand. 

And across the Irish Sea 
where it all began, another sort 
of renaissance has got under- 
way. First the distillers consoli- 
dated into a united big four: 
Jameson, Power, Paddy, Tulla- 
more Dew. Then they set to 
work developing some new 
clean-tasting whiskies for the 
American market.. Into the bog 
went all the blarney about 
shamrocks and leprechauns. If 
your mother came from Ireland 
or you happened to like a tot of 
the liquefied old sod in your af- 
ter-dinner coffee, that was per- 
fectly all right. But the goal 
was the knowledgeable American 
whiskey drinker of any origin. 

Briefly and happily, they made 
it. The ‘‘American’’ Jameson 
still has enough body and dis- 
tinctive taste so that you know 
it’s Irish, but there’s a new 
clean lightness, almost an airy 
quality. It’s a very good blend. 
The heavier old Jameson was 
sometimes called the ‘“‘burp”’ 
whiskey, for the way its pung- 
ency came back after swallow- 
ing. Lovers of the fullest body 
and heavy woody flavor can still 
buy Jameson’s JJ12 (meaning 
12 years old), which is 100%

pot still, whereas the others 
are lightened with a measure of 
the product of Coffey’s handy 
invention. Each to his own 
taste; drinking the straight stuff 
has been described as ‘‘getting 
outside a ball of malt.”’ 

Pure Irish pot distillate dif- 
fers from Scotch malt in sever- 
al ways. Only a part of the bar- 
ley is malted. Only a part is 
dried over peat. And it is all 
distilled three times. And, of 


course, the raw materials and 
climate vary. So Irish tastes like 
Irish and Scotch tastes like 
Scotch, and both have God's 
gift to invigorate the humblest 
of creatures. To wit, the tale of 
an Irish fisherman with no luck 
approached by a countryman. 

“Give me your bait,’’ he said, 
and taking the fisherman’s 
worm, he dipped it in a hottle 
of whiskey he had in his pack. 

No sooner was the worm 
back in the stream than rod and 
reel came to life, violently. 

‘Aha!’ said the native, “‘it 
seems a great salmon’s taken 
your worm already.” 

“No,” replied the fisherman, 
reeling in. “‘l believe my worm’s 
got the fish by the throat.”’ 

Dublin’s favorite whiskey has 
long been Power’s, which also 
has developed a new blend for 
America. Personally, we_ still

like the well-made aromatic 
Paddy’s, full of flavor, but dry 
at the finish. Likewise Tulla- 
more Dew, distinguished by its 
handsome crock, a good smooth 
spirit with a light peppery af- 
tertaste. The 12-year-old Tulla- 
more Dew has the most aroma 
and flavor, while Tullamore in a 
plain glass bottle is lighter. As 
we go to press, the United 
Irish Distillers have brought in 
the popular Old Bushmill’s from 
Northern Ireland, making aclean 
sweep of the land—all whiskies 
now together in one family. 

With these excellent products 
it seems Clear that irish whiskey 
is on the march toward recover- 
ing some of the ground it lost 
through so many troublesome 
years of political turmoil at 
home, American Prohibition, 
the Depression and the restric- 
tions of World War II. The qual- 
ity is there, only waiting to be 
proved, as one Dublin friend 
says, by tasting ‘‘a few jars.”’

NOBODY EVER TELLS 
YOU THESE THINGS

Is moving the leg a good test for doneness 
in a chicken or turkey? 


No. For years it was thought that if the leg moved Easily in the 
joint, the bird was cooked. The Ralston Purina Co. tells us that 
“sometimes the legs ‘freeze,’ so to speak, in the pocket, and 
will never move no matter how long they are cooked.’’ Accurate 
tests for doneness are these: Squeeze the thickest part of the 
drumstick. It should feel soft. Or, and this is the surest method, 
stick a fork into the thickest part of the thigh. Juices should run 
yellow, which indicates the chicken or turkey is cooked to per- 
fection. If the juices are pink, cook a little longer. 


What is boudin? 


The French for black pudding. Pronounced boo-DANH, The 
French Oxford Dictionary defines it as black pudding but Web- 
ster’s as ‘‘a kind of entrée prepared with delicate forcemeat.”’ 
Dictionnaire de l’Academie des Gastronomes says it is the 
intestine (of an animal) filled with the blood and pork fat, 
onions and seasonings. In the Art de Charcuterie (Knopf), a 
superb book, the author says, ‘Black puddings are the easiest 
things to recognize in the charcuterie. They may hang in a long 
string of black sausage shapes, contrasting with the creamy 
whiteness of boudins blancs (white sausage) and the mottled 
brownish-pink of the usual saucissons.’’ Whatever, the shape 
or the way they are displayed, there are few things as delicious 
(and in France, as inexpensive) as these marvelous sausages 
whether fried or grilled, and served with a purée of apples or 
potatoes or used to stuff a roasting chicken. 


Is a closed “veil” always a sign of 
freshness in mushrooms? 


Yes. But on the other hand, an open veil does not necessarily 
mean a mushroom is not fresh. As a matter of fact, many people 
prefer open-veiled mushrooms and in England the open-veiled 
is preferred. The veil, technically the membrane underneath the 
cap, is usually (but not always) firmly attached all around when 
the mushroom is newly picked but begins to pull away from the 
stem in time and long before the mushroom loses its freshness. 
The signs you should !ook for and avoid are wilted mushrooms, 
slick or dry mushrooms and wrinkled mushrooms. 


How did porterhouse steak get its name? 


In the old days, actually back in the 18th century, steaks were 
cut from the sirloin, the round and the rib and called steaks 
because they were broiled on wooden stakes before an open fire. 
The short .oin, which is where we get our choicest steak today, 
was always roasted on a spit, without being split. The do'ble 
short loin cut was known as a baron of beef. The story goes that 
Martin Morrison, proprietor of an ale and porter house at 327 
Pearl Street in New York, ran out of steaks one day. Not wanting 
to disappoint his patrons, he took a short loin roast and cut 
through the meat and bone to create a steak. It proved so 
popular that the leading butcher of the Fly Market, Thomas 
Gibbons, was commissioned to furnish these “‘new’’ steaks and 
he dubbed the cut ‘‘porterhouse.”’ 


What is ground turkey? 


Packed by a number of the leading meat packers, the ground 
turkey currently available consists of ground dark meat of 
turkey with a natural proportion of skin and fat. The skin 
serves as a binder to help hold the mixture together. There 
is no fat added. The packers sell it frozen to the butchers who, 
in turn, thaw it and repackage it in consumer-size containers. 
It should not be refrozen by the consumer. Turkey Information 
Service informs us that it is an excellent substitute where 
ground veal is called for and has been used very successfully 
in many dishes calling for ground beef. Ground turkey patties 
can be broiled, pan-fried, oven-baked or grilled over charcoal.

AWAY TO ZERO 


A $9,000 painting by one of America’s 
most prominent and respected contem- 
porary artists was among the wedding 
gifts of a New Jersey couple. Three years 
later, they discovered that the painting 
was shriveling and flaking badly. In des- 
peration they called a leading conserva- 
tor. The deterioration was massive and 
required much work. To preserve the in- 
tegrity of the original, he suggested they 
call the artist for help. The artist’s only 
comment, when he heard the story, was 
‘How beautiful! Your painting is living 
before your very eyes.’’ To the conser- 
vator and the owners, it seemed more as 


if the painting was dying before their 
very eyes. 

According to conservators, an alarm- 
ing number of contemporary paintings 
are doing just that: blistering, cracking, 
peeling, fading, sagging, flowing and, 
quite literally, falling apart. This prob- 
lem, abnormal aging, is caused by what 
conservators and insurers refer to by the 
delightfully expressive term, ‘“‘inherent 
vice.’’ A painting is said to have inherent 
vice when it contains a flaw in its struc- 
ture that causes rapid deterioration. The 
flaw may be a result of faulty materials 
or poor craftsmanship. In other words, 


because of incompatible materials and 
untested techniques, a painting can ac- 
tually self-destruct. 

Many artists today are creating what 
Caroline Keck—who with her husband, 
Sheldon, forms one of the most re- 
spected and influential teams of conser- 
vator-restorers in the world—has called 
‘“‘an ephemeral art in the literal sense of 
the term.’’ Mixed media and collages, in 
particular, are severely afflicted with in- 
herent vice. Yet artists, dealers, collec- 
tors, curators and critics rarely—and 
reluctantly—discuss it. The only voices 
consistently raised are those of a small 
band of conservator-restorers. The hard 
fact is that conservators today spend 
only half their time on really old paint- 
ings. Increasingly, they concentrate their 
work on contemporary art. 

This poor durability is partly due to 
the erosion of the craft tradition. Prior 
to the 18th century, painting was a craft 
learned by long apprenticeship: Titian 
started at nine years of age, Durer at 15, 
Da Vinci at 14. With the establishment 
of art academies, the emphasis shifted 
from craft to ‘“‘creativity."’ Today, the 
emphasis is on novelty, spontaneity and 
being different. Although, or perhaps be- 
cause, artists’ materials come in greater 
variety than ever, the increasingly ran- 
dom, improvisational and untested meth- 
ods used by many artists have resulted 
in poorly constructed paintings that all 
too often are in need of patching up in

FOR BETTER 
HOUSES 


Systems building is the new approach to architecture. Indeed, 
it may be the only way to preserve good design in housing. So 
says Ezra Ehrenkrantz, the architect who brought systems 
building to this country from England and who is known as its 
foremost proponent here. 

What is systems building? It’s a new concept in design and 
construction that stresses the development of interchangeable 
components. In sharp contrast to prefabrication or other mod- 
ular housing that produces complete factory-made units, its 
design possibilities ar« itless. A conventional home builder 
is confined by the two-by-fours, bricks and precast panels he 
uses in construction—whic! 7 result in outstanding design, 
but rarely does in the hands of conventional builders. The de- 
sign potentia! of factory-made ts is often reduced to their 
placement on site. But the systems approach imposes no 
such artificial rictions. It does, in fact, make the best of 
two worlds—using individual! design enhanced by factory-made 
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artist is lost as (Continued on page 14) 


components. Can we point up any current examples of this? Yes. 

The first true systems building in this country was a group 
of 13 California schools built in the mid-1960s. Under School 
Construction Systems Development, or SCSD, 11 different 
architects were hired by individual school districts to design 
the 13 schools; the building elements of each school were 
determined by SCSD and are identical. The result: 13 schools 
that look entirely different, each individually designed for its 
site, and 13 schools that offer total flexibility through good 
design both inside and out. 

Manufacturers were encouraged to create brand new prod- 
ucts for SCSD, products which could be put together efficiently 
in a variety of ways; to add to the existing vocabulary. ‘‘Cre- 
ativity is enhanced by the widening of the design vocabulary,”’ 
Ehrenkrantz notes, ‘‘by the manufacture of new components 
designed to meet an existing need.’’ Products developed for 
SCSD—lighting systems, air conditioning, etc.—obviously did 
meet a need; they have since been used in over 2,000 other 
schools built around the nation. 

The systems approach also benefits housing. ‘‘There must 
be more emphasis on meeting basic human requirements,” 
the architect says. ‘‘What do people really need in a house? 
How do they want to live? Good design should always express 
individual living patterns.’ 

Conventional housing does not have the design flexibility to 
meet these needs within existing cost constraints; systems 
building does. Look at University Residence Building Systems 
(or URBS—Ehrenkrantz loves initials) (Continued on page 14)

the inevitable physical changes occur. Worse still, they consider 
the artists themselves culturally irresponsible. 

Whatever the merits of this cultural dispute, collectors do 

expect their paintings to last. It is highly doubtful that very 
many of them would plunk down hundreds or thousands of 
dollars for a painting if they knew that in a few years it wou:d 
disintegrate. Chicago’s Louis Pomerantz, a leading conservator- 
restorer, maintains the buying public is entitled to know if 
paintings are perishable and suggests, not entirely tongue in 
cheek, that they be labeled, ‘‘Temporary.’’ In fact, he once 
stated flatly: ‘If today’s artists continue to use faulty materials 
and unsound techniques, it is doubtful that any of their works 
will physically survive one hundred years.” Recently, he revised 
that figure—sharply downward. 
Although most experts agree the trend of the art 
market is up, a simple basic fact of collecting is that every 
esthetic and physical depreciation is accompanied by financial 
loss—the amount somewhat tempered by scarcity, the taste 
and knowledge of the buyer, his need to own a particular paint- 
ing and the willingness of his insurers to negotiate depreciation. 
But insurance coverage specifically excludes damage from in- 
herent vice along with that from moths, vermin and restoration. 
Although inherent vice doesn’t present quite so critical a prob- 
blem to museums and large collectors—their goals are broader 
and maintenance costs include conservation and restoration— 
they have met the challenge in their own way. For some years 
now, they have frequently called in their conservators for con- 
sultation before purchase. Since this may not be feasible for 
the modest private collector, the best way he can protect himself 
is to make sure he buys only from reputable dealers who will 
sometimes take back sick paintings, especially if the damage 
shows up within a short time. Legal remedies are available but 
they can be costly, time-consuming and even unsuccessful. 

In the end, the modest collector will have to adjust his buying 
habits to the realities of the art market and his own needs. 
First, he must honestly decide what he expects from his paint- 
ings. If he sees them as an important form of investment, as 
well as decoration and source of pleasure, he will need to 
expend the necessary time, effort and money it takes to become 
as knowledgeable as possible. Investing in art is no easier than 
any other kind of investing and the stock market slogan “‘inves- 
tigate then invest’’ applies equally well. The buyer who can’t 
or won't take the time this involves would do well to concentrate 
on buying only for decoration and pleasure and to ignore the 
possibilities of financial appreciation. If he can make this mental 
adjustment, he frees himself to buy as he chooses limited only 
by his taste and his pocketbook. If his art budget does not allow 
for conservation contingencies, he may very well have to resign 
himself to enjoying his paintings for as long as they last and 
then, indeed, ‘‘throw them away”’ just as he would a worn out 
toaster or tea kettle. This approach, of course, doesn’t resolve 
the cultural or ethical issues raised by conservators but it may 
be the most sensible way for the small private collector to cope 
with the problems of the art market today 

And while he enjoys his paintings, who is to say he can’t 
secretly hope for a bit of investment serendipity?

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While systems building is still in its infancy in this country, 
conventional housing construction remains in the horse and 
buggy era. The ticky-tacky boxes marching across the country- 
side, in the words of the folk song, are vivid evidence that con- 
ventional builders are much too busy cutting corners to keep 
costs down to give any thought to design. Systems building of- 
fers the only real hope. 

“‘Chaos is detrimental to good design,’’ Ehrenkrantz insists. 
“As an artist must rely on his palette—and you can see his 
confusion if every tube of cobalt blue is a different color—so an 
architect must rely on available components. As systems com- 
ponents are manufactured in greater number and va- 
riety, we will begin to see results in houses 
and cities that are well-designed.”’

plant diseases start. A positive spray valve lets you put on only 
the amount needed and avoids wasteful drenching overspray. 
Invest in a unit that has a stainless steel! tank. It costs more but 
is easy to clean, doesn’t rust and resists corrosives. 

lf yours is a small patio garden, a compact hand sprayer 
will do the job efficiently. Select one with a nozzle that adjusts 
both for direction and type of spray pattern. Be sure the unit 
has a positive pump action so that it can effectively atomize the 
spray material for thorough coverage of your plants. 

On a larger property where trees and tall shrubs require 
spraying, a slide-action sprayer is suggested. This kind of unit 
produces a high-pressure spray that reaches the foliage and 
branches up to 20 feet or more.

Louise Nevelson by Arnold B. Glimcher (Praeger, $29.50). Louise 
Nevelson’s sculptures have received an enormous amount of 
critical and popular acclaim. Her wall-like structures, made up 
of a series of niches and objects, are perhaps some of the best- 
known, contributing to her reputation as one of the great sculp- 
tresses of our time. Nevelson, the person and the artist, is the 
subject of Glimcher’s book, a biographical look at her that re- 
veals her inspiration as an artist and the events and influences 
in her life. It is the story of one person's style, vision and self- 
affirmation. Through a smoothly written text interspersed with 
photographs of Nevelson and her work, we see a life that is 
intriguing both in itself and in its creations. 

American Art of the 20th Century by Sam Hunter (Abrams, 
$17.50) is a long-awaited survey of American art and sculpture 
since 1900 written by a critic and educator of many years’ in- 
volvement in the field, tracing ‘‘the momentum with which Amer- 
ican art departed from 19th-century Realism, incorporated 
European Impressionism, assimilated Cubist experiments, 
paused to study social realism during the Depression, then 
plunged into Abstract Impressionism.’' The volume abounds in 
full-color and black-and-white illustrations, excellent for the 
student, as well as all those interested in the art around us. 
The Illustrated Guide to American Glass by Emma Papert (Haw- 
thorn, $12.95). The opening sentence of this informative book 
asks ‘‘Who collects American glass?’’. Miss Papert is quick to 
point out that everyone does, as today’s glass is tomorrow's 
heirloom antique. Beginning with the origins of glass, the book 
explores the history of American glassmaking into the 20th 
century. Historical factors that influenced the industry are taken 
into consideration, along with techniques and esthetic apprecia- 
tion. The many illustrations in black and white include some 
unique pieces, such as a Tiffany peacock vase. The final chapter 
deals with the search for, care and display of glass. Much infor- 
mation in this volume will be of value to the collector of average 
income, as well as those with bounteous funds. 

Decorating for Fun by Car:eton Varney (Bobbs-Merrill, $25) is a 
good collection of the author’s thoughts on all aspects of 
decorating. Unfortunately, they are scattered at random, giving 
little support to the reader who has a specific decorating prob- 
lem or needs help in organizing the decorating of her home from 
scratch. Nevertheless, the many illustrations in both color and 
black and white and the quantity of information make this vol- 
ume a pleasure for those who have both time and patience. 
Natural Dyes: Piants and Processes by Jack Kramer (Scribner’s, 
$9.95 is for the true stickler for the organic—in not only foods 
but dyes. Hand-weavers and stitchers dedicated to the real thing 
are now dyeing their own yarns with herbs, roots and berries as 
our ancestors used to do, this time with a little help from this 
book. It tells what to look for, where to find it, how to cook up a 
dye bath in the color of your choice. (Continued on page 30)

Isn’t our 
fashionable use of the word ‘‘alienation’’ grossly inaccurate 
except when applied to a handicap like deafness? How will we 
communicate? Would pity. distort objectivity? 

Her door was slightly ajar. Suzanne introduced herself.

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teacher thought | was a spoiled child who refused to pay atten- 
tion. She would punish me, as they did then, by making me 
stand in the corner. | had a keen interest in many things, but 
it was harder to learn the skills that depend on hearing. 

‘Although | learned to speak French, | had no idea of sounds. 
When | was six, the teacher realized that | was deaf and sent 
for my parents. They found it hard to accept. They insisted | 
was only a difficult, active, daydreaming child.

| had to read aloud to exercise my vocal chords and as | gradu- 
ally learned the alphabet, | started to read by myself. 

“‘! enrolled in an arts course at the Fine Arts Center in Colo- 
rado Springs after winning two scholarships and three gold 
keys. When | came to New York, | studied graphics and gradu- 
ated from the Parsons School of Design. When | went to look 
for a position, | said to myself—as do most graduates—this is 
so different from school. | realized | couldn't work in advertising 
so | went from studio to studio and studied textiles by myself.”’ 

It was during this lonely period that she started analysis. 

If it were 
not for Mrs. Nielsen, | don’t think | could have survived. Now 
| love people and animals and I’m a real gourmet cook. | even 
play tennis.

Of time, trend, zoning and museums: a to-now unpublicized 
Frank Lloyd Wright house, designed in the master’s ‘“‘prairie 
period,’’ 1912-1915, for Francis W. Little in Wayzata, Minn., 
has been purchased by New York’s Metropolitan Museum of Art 
aS a measure of preserving some of this country’s most influ- 
ential architectural greatness. Relinquished by the inheritors 
because of local zoning regulations, the vast, work-of-art house 
was scheduled for demolition this spring. Saved by the Met’s 
unquestionably ‘‘authentic’’ purchase, the house is in pristine 
condition and is being disassembled, many of its parts up for 
grabs among other farsighted museums. But on May 2 through 
Labor Day, the Metropolitan puts on an exhibition of its Wright- 
designed furniture, leaded glass and architectural details, the 
house plans and, perhaps most significantly, the written give- 
and-take between the architect and the clients, which reveals 
what Wright considered essential to the creation of personal liv- 
ing space and shelter. It’s recommended perusal, of course, for 
all students of Wrightian philosophy and for anyone concerned 
with turning four walls and a roof into a home. In 1976, to cele- 
brate America’s Bicentennial, the Metropolitan will reinstall the 
high-windowed music room belonging to the Francis W. Little 
house, all 35 by 55 square feet of it, in the museum’s expanded 
American Wing, now being built.

This calm pre- 
vails despite the fact that the photograph was taken not more 
§ than 300 yards from a busy county road, well-traveled during 
the morning and evening rush hours, and not more than 20 
miles from downtown Chicago. Careful planning brought this 
about at Wood Creek Courts at Lincolnshire, an undertaking 
1 of Bietz-Valenti Developers Inc. of Evanston. 
| A small web of curving roads ties together this 20-acre com- 
! munity of 74 homes, coursing through untouched strands of 
native oak, maple, sycamore and spruce and across five un- 
connected man-made ponds. Tne picture above was taken from 
one of the heavy wooden beam bridges arching over the water. 
The houses are all grouped around courtyards—seven court- 
yards with seven to 11 houses each. Similar in design to the 
one inset above, the houses reflect no design breakthrough, but 
they are comfortab’e and space allotments within are intelli- 
gently handled. Construction is considerably better than average. 
More about the ecology. The absence of traffic noise is part 
of the plan. Everything mentioned—trees, water, bushes, houses 
and roads—is set off from the county highway by a high berm, 
a mounding of earth between the main road and the first small 
cluster of houses. All berms were immediately replanted with 
growth carefully removed from the area before mounding began.

For the Blietz-Valenti ac- 
complishment at Wood Creek 
Courts, the community was 
one of 17 that was cited for ex- 
cellence in the third Environ- 
mental Honor Awards competi- 
tion sponsored by Environment 
Monthly. (The editor, William 
Houseman, is a contributor to 
our INSIGHT columns.) 

What kind of a price tag 
goes on Superior environmen- 


| tal planning? According to the 


developers, it cost just about 
$500,000 before one single 
house was built. More than 
40% of the site was left un- 
touched, a cost-increasing de- 
cision. (It is far easier for 


| builders to level a sit> than to 


| build 


in and around existing 


| trees.) More than 1,800 ma- 


ture trees and shrubs were 
transplanted from house and 
road sites, and additional thou- 
sands of plants were purchased 
and planted as a part of the 
total landscaping plan. 

During the initial stages of 
development straight through 


| the completion of the houses, 
| Bruce S. Blietz and Joseph E. 


Valenti, energetic princinals of 


| the firm, were on the scene to 





make certain the crews heeded 
instructions for preserving the 
area. When Blietz and Valenti 
weren't there in person, signs 
posted by the builders on the 
property left no doubt about 
their intentions. The signs, still 
there, read, ‘‘You are working 
in a natural woodland. The 
primary emphasis in this new 
community is the preservation 
of the natural existing environ- 
ment—that is, trees, bushes 
and wildflowers; and to en- 
hance it by additional land- 
scaping and development of 
lakes. No one can replace what 
nature has created, and to pre- 
serve the natural beauty of this 


area, we need your cooperation.” 

To protect the beauty of the 
community, each homeowner 
receives a legal covenant pre- 
venting anyone from arbitrarily 
altering the original land plan. 
In practice, this means that 
the woodiands and landscaping 
will remain, that the exterior 
features of all homes will be 
preserved, tuat no one wiil put 
up a hedge, fence or building 
addition that destroys the total 
harmony of the community and 
that the acreage will be prop- 
erly maintained. 

Regarding maintenance, the 
task for each owner is essen- 
tially limited to tending one’s 
own flowers. The more mun- 
dane chores—like leaf raking, 
snow shoveling, grass cutting, 
house painting and the upkeep 
of the common areas—are 
taken over by men hired by the 
service association manager. 

Although purchasers buy 
their houses as they would any 
single-family houses, they also 
become members of the ser- 
vice association, for which they 
pay a monthly fee. This is an 
advantageous combination of 
condominium ownership with 
the tax and equity benefits of 
full ownership. In addition, 
since many families at Wood 
Creek travel for portions of the 
year, the developers incorpo- 
rated a Westinghouse electron- 
ic surveillance system. The 
system checks continuously 
for proper operation of the 
heating plant and for fire, bur- 
glary or unusual emergencies, 
and it automatically calls for 
the proper assistance, whether 
the owner is at home or away. 

Credit for the land planning 
goes jointly to the Blietz-Va- 
jenti team and William Nelson 
& Associates of Milwaukee. 
Landscape architect was the 
Theodore Brickman Co. of 
Long Grove, IIl., and Consoer 
Townsend & Associates were 
consulting engineers. Architect 
Robert P. Coffin of Barrington, 
lll., designed the houses, and 
Dr. George Ware, a naturalist 
and dendrologist from the 
Morton Arboretum, was the 
project planning consultant.

—aboard a modern Viking cruise ship 


By MARION GOUGH C The 
world as full as it is of nuts, it’s 
hardly surprising that | should 
have long harbored a desire to 
spend a snow-bound winter in a 
fjord-bound village in Norway. 
Still unfulfilled, this yearning 
was brought on by a childhood 
viewing of a film in which star- 
crossed lovers, Conrad Nagel 
and braid-crowned Greta Nissen, 
suffered through a tough, heart- 
rending winter of tears and folk 
dancing in a remote fjord vil- 
lage. Then spring broke through, 
circumstances uncrossed their 
stars, and we left them to live 
happily ever after, winter or 
summer, to the strains of Grieg’s 
Piano Concerto. Lovely. 

Of such stuff is a traveler’s 

incentive born. | cannot get my 
fill of fjords, those deep, cold, 
mountain-walled inlets that 
slash from the sea into Norway's 
western coast and produce a 
breed of people, kin to the Vi- 
kings but brothers to the eagles, 
who perch their lonely farm- 
steads at fearful heights along 
the steep, forested banks. 
If that rugged fantasy of 
winter in one of these fjord farm- 
house eyries still eludes me (my 
Norwegian friends tell me I’m 
lucky; it’s dark and cold and the 
farm children are into hard 
rock), it seems strange that my 
first real fjord experience should 
have come last year in the height 
of summer when the forests are 
in full leaf, the granite rocks are 
tufted with wild flowers and the 
sun is determined never to go 
down. And in the process | re- 
discovered the cruise. 

Last July | flew to Bergen— 
via SAS, naturally—to join a 
short but gala quasi-shakedown 
of the brand new and news-mak- 
ing Royal Viking Star, a ship 
dedicated to cruises, long and 
short (from five days to 100) 
and surely designed for people 
who still have a hankering for 
the briny breeze, the cry of the 
seagull and that sense of leav- 
ing it all behind that really oc- 
curs only when you step onto a 
gangplank. It is also for those 
with a pretty penny in their 
purses, rate per day figuring out 
minimally at about $75. 
She—Women’s Lib ought 
(0 be proud to call her Ms— 
nas born of Norwegian sea- 
zoing know-how (as owned by 
‘hree major Norwegian shipping 
companies), built and decorated 
oy Finns, all in collaboration 
vith American cruise experts, 
‘or the frankly stated purpose 
vas to please American cruisers. 
she is manned by Scandinavi- 
ans and serviced by an interna- 



















tional coterie of stewardesses, 
stewards, waiters et al. from 
more than 20 countries. In the 
now de rigeur cruising manner, 
she is fully equipped with social 
directors, entertainment,  or- 
chestra and a night club (the 
only bit of gaud in the otherwise 
low-key, unobtrusively ‘‘good 
taste’’ contemporary décor), as 
well as the to-be-expected swim- 
ming pool-sauna-massage 
rooms-hairdresser-barber shop- 
gift shop-chapel addenda. 
Innovatively, there's origi- 
nal Scandinavian art everywhere, 
staterooms included, a pleasant 
art gallery hung with purchas- 
ab!e works of contemporary 
Scandinavians, a coin-operated 
laundry room and a dining room 
large enough to serve all pas- 
sengers at once, thus doing 
away with the first- and second- 
sitting hassle. Of its 289 state- 
rooms, 207 are lookalike bed- 
sitting rooms with bath (mostly 
showers, alas), interior design- 
ers Claus Olav and Eva Linquist 
opting, as they did everywhere 
on the ship, for comfortable col- 
ors and furnishings that would 
wear well on the eye and spirit 
over a long voyage. 

The ship also has its own 
song, which may or may not be 
a virtue. It played away light- 
heartedly as we sailed out of 
Bergen, flags and confetti fly- 
ing, heading for Lerwick, in the 
Shetland Islands across. the 
bouncy North Sea—a chance to 
give the stabilizers a workout 
because the Shetlands are not 
on any of the ship’s scheduled 
cruises. (Usual approach to the 
pony-and-sweater islands, which 
lie off Scotland, is a BEA flight 
from Inverness to Orkney or Ler- 
wick, a matter of 45 minutes.) 
For a new Viking ship to put 
in here had a symbolic connota- 
tion because this was Viking 
land a thousand years ago and 
ties with Norway are strong. The 
gray stone town of Lerwick is 
Scottish in look, flavor and ac- 
cent, but streets are named for 
St. Olaf and St. Eric and the big 
day of the year thereabouts is 
Up Hally Aa, last Tuesday in 
January, during which towns- 
men dressed as Vikings celebrate 
by burning a Viking ship. 

The moors where the ponies 
romp are bonanza for archeolo- 
gists and the little Shetland 
County Museum has relics from 
the Stone Age on to prove it. 
Also encased are exquisite ex- 
amples of the islands’ past 
wool-knitting skill—gauze-sheer 
wedding veils and christening 
veils. Today, the skill turns out 
more robust items (Continued)

The aver- 
age sum spent fell somewhere between $3,000 and $8,000. 
That would cover the cost of a spanking new kitchen: cabi- 
nets (lack of sufficient storage space is often one of the 
primary reasons given for undertaking a kitchen remodeling), 
floors, counters and appliances. Prices can accelerate, of 
course, if your plans call for extensive custom cabinetry where 
stock components cannot be used. Or if the kitchen is en- 
larged or walls torn out and replaced or there are drastic 
alterations of plumbing and electrical work, the range of 
prices will move up. This extra construction would push the 
spread into the neighborhood of $5,000 to $10,000, on the 
average. Though the cost of a whole new kitchen may seem 
stiff, there is a rainbow on the horizon. 

Realtors point out that of all improvements, the renewed 
kitchen adds more real value to the house than any other 
change you could make. As a result, there is a very good 


chance for regaining your investment when the house is sold.

You've taken the step and 
added central air conditioning 
to your house. Or you're about 
to. Either way, you will soon be 
thankful for your choice. 

Indoor comfort is the ob- 
vious benefit, but you'll gain in 
several other ways, too. For ex- 
ample, your house is going to 
be cleaner, which means a re- 
duction in maintenance and 
cleaning bills. Your indoor en- 
vironment will be healthier. 
Family members, especially the 
younger ones, will be more in- 
clined to eat balanced meals, 
instead of gulping great quan- 
tities of cold drinks and turning 
a cold shoulder to hot meals. 
You may even discover a reduc- 
tion in the number of spats and 
arguments in your household. 
Yet, air conditioning 
isn't Nirvana. If fact, there may 
be more changes than you'd 
expected, some annoying at 
first, or at least mysterious. Ad- 
justing to them requires some- 
what the same approach as ad- 
justing to any change in life. 

Let’s assume at the start 
that the job was (or will be) 


done efficiently and correctly 
and that your home has been 
constructed and insulated to 
eliminate as much heat gain as 
it was possible to do. 

Now you find yourself exist- 
ing in a strange and unfamiliar 
environment—and with mixed 
emotions about the whole thing. 

The first major chang? that 
strikes you is the suddenly 
closed windows and the con- 
stant cooler air around you. This 
can be a dramatic change. 
Some people have difficulty ad- 
justing to it. The usual sounds 
of outdoor summer activities 
are shut out and a feeling of 
isolation occurs. It seems too 
cool in contrast to the outdoor 
summer heat. Even your choice 
of wardrobe is affected. 

Still another element may 
prove, too, to be temporarily 
disturbing—the ‘‘sound’’ from 
the air-conditioning system it- 
self. There is a muffled sound 
or reverberation from the con- 
densing unit as it cycles on and 
off, plus a faint whisper from 
the fan and motor or the air 
traveling up through the duct 


and diffusers. Both sounds will 
seem amplified because all of 
the other familiar outdoor 
sounds have been minimized. 
But once accustomed to it, you 
will scarcely notice it. The sub- 
stitution of your air-condition- 
ing system’s ‘‘noise”’ for the 
old outdoor ones of traffic and 
commotion will be a blessing. 

If you’re in doubt, just turn 
the system off on a hot, humid 
day and throw the doors and 
windows open. You'll soon see. 
Yow ll also find there is air- 
conditioning noise outdoors. 
Most residential central cooling 
systems are of the “‘split’’ va- 
riety, with evaporative coils on 
or near the furnace in a base- 
ment or crawl space and the 
condensor-compressor outside 
the house, but nearby outside. 

The outside unit produces 
sound, but the sound level can 
be controlled. The Air-Condition- 
ing and Refrigeration Institute’s 
Sound Certification Program en- 
ables installing contractors to 
predict the sound level of an 
outdoor unit before installation, 
and ARI points out ways the 
sound level can be controlled by 
your contractor:

—<is it as sound as it should be? 


At what point does your house 
need a new roof? ‘When it 
leaks,’’ most homeowners would 
answer. There’s a hole in that 
theory. By the time a leak is 
discovered, water probably has 
already damaged the house. Re- 
pairs to water-soaked ceilings, 
wa.ls, floors, framing or furni- 
ture sometimes run as high or 
higher than the cost of a new 
roof, and you don’t want that. 
Then, obviously, an ailing roof 
ought to be replaced before it 
leaks. And there are several rel- 
atively straightforward ways to 
spot a roof in need of replacing. 
When judging a roof, the ex- 
perts generally consider three 
categories: soundness, quality 
and beauty. If your roof rates 
high in all three, you can be 
sure you have a good one. 
Soundness is largely deter- 
mined by roof age. Simply 
stated, if the roof is approach- 
ing or has passed its average 
life span, the need for reroofing 
is a near certainty. On the other 
hand, if your roof is a young- 
ster, there should be many good, 
solid years left in it. Barring ac- 
cidents or acts of God, you 
probably need not worry about 
special maintenance, repairs or 
reroofing for a long time. 
The longevity of a roof de- 
pends in large measure on the 
roofing materials used. The gen- 
eral rule for roofing materials is 
that the heavier the weight, the 
longer the life expectancy. They 
must also be properly applied. 
“Most roofs and reroofing ap- 
plications are asphalt shingles,”’ 
says Max Wald of Wald Roofing 
Co., Ossining, N. Y. ‘Standard 
strip shingles, which average 
235 pounds per square (100 
square feet of app ied roof area), 
are designed to provide about 
15 years of good service. Pre- 
mium-quality asphalt shingles, 
which may weigh 300 or more 
pounds per square, are designed 
to last up to 25 years.”’ 
Shingles with a fiber glass 
base mat are generally lighter 
than organic-base asphalt shin- 
gles of similar design. But 
whether asphalt, fiber glass or 
wood, the rule holds true: the 
heavier, thicker versions can be 
expected to last longer. Wood 
shingles have been known to 
wear we'l for 20 to 40 years; 
thick-buttwood shakes often en- 
dure the life of a house. 
Begin by determining how old 
the roof is. Original roofs, nat- 
urally, will be as old as the 
house. But if the house had 
been reroofed before you bought 
it, you can establish its age 


through the records of the con- 
tractor who did the job. 

There are also visible signs of 
roof age or poor application that 
often can be seen from the 
ground. John Heyn, president of 
National Homes Inspection Ser- 
vice Inc. of Washington, D.C., 
which, for a fee will inspect a 
home before you buy it, says his 
inspectors use field glasses to 
study the roof from ground 
level. You could do the same. 
According to Heyn, telltale 
signs of an old or poorly in- 
stalled roof include: blistered, 
buckled, broken or cracked 
shingles, an uneven roof sur- 
face, shingles that look flat and 
dull because the granules have 
worn off and faded color. He 
suggests checking the base of 
downspouts for worn-off gran- 
ules that may have collected 
there after several rains. 

Roofers prefer to go up on 
the roof to check it thoroughly. 
They're used to heights and 
know how to walk on roofs with- 
out damaging them. They also 
believe it is possibile to see trou- 
ble signs from the ground. Says 
Michael Beldon of Beldon Roof- 
ing and Remodeling, San An- 
tonio, ‘‘Common sense tells you 
that warped or curling shingles 
mean trouble, but definitive 
judgment of a roof can be com- 
plicated for most people.’ 

He feels, for instance, that 
leaks do not always signify an 
old or unsound roof. The prob- 
lem could be the result of bad 
flashing or faulty decks, not the 
roofing material. The most obvi-’ 
ous sign and end result of leaks 
is a water stain on a ceiling. 
Beldon considers leak causes so 
hard to determine that his com- 
pany uses trained ‘‘leak chas- 
ers’’ to track them down. 

Heyn and Wald agree that you 
have to know where to look for 
leaks. Heyn’s inspectors carry 
flashlights to help search attic 
rafters and corners for evidence 
of elusive leaks. 

What if a roof does leak? 
Repairs are feasible if a few 
shingles have been blown off or 
damaged or if valleys or flashing 
are the culprits. If the deck is 
rotted or badly installed, repairs 
could be very costly. If shingles 
are buckled, it can mean the 
roof is worn out or attic ventila- 
tion is insufficient. The ventila- 
tion problem can be remedied 
without too much trouble. If the 
roof is buckled all over because ~ 
it is thoroughly worn, you need 

a new roof, whether or not the 
old one is leaking. Roofers have

missed even on close inspection. 
When the cracks open up, the 
result is often an extremely bad 
leak—since valeys collect so 
much water—and one that’s 
hard to locate. To avoid the 
problem, Wald recommends that 
aluminum valleys be laid in no 
more than eight-foot lengths. 
Evidence shows that lengths of 
less than eight feet are not sub- 
ject to metal strain. 

In any event, periodic main- 
terance is required to guard 
against obstruction or corrosion 
of valleys and to make sure they 
stay properly sealed down. 
Metal flashings are in- 
stalled at intersections where 
the roof meets a vertical sur- 
face—such as chimneys, stove 
vents and an adjoining vertical 
wall. The metal barrier helps 
keep water from seeping into 
the house at these critical 
points. Quite often, a ‘‘leaky 
roof’’ turns out to be nothing 
more than faulty flashings, 
which can be repaired without 
resorting to reroofing. 

While it may be difficult for 
homeowners to know if flash- 
ings and valleys are properly in- 
stalled, it is usually possible to 
judge their condition visually. 

Free-flowing gutters and 
downspouts to carry water down 
from the roof and away from 
the house are important. Heyn 
notes that many wet basements 
can be traced to downspouts 
that don’t direct water away 
from the house's foundation. 

Roofing also should offer ex- 
tra protective benefits, such as 
wind- and fire-resistance. Be!- 
don considers wind-resistance 
of primary importance to roof 
life and beauty. ‘‘It looks awful 
to have blown-up shingles,’’ he 
says. ‘‘But, more important, a 
shingle that flops up and down 
in the wind is going to wear out 
quicker.’’ To avoid the problem, 
he recommends using self-seal- 
ing asphalt shingles or a heavier 
type of roofing, such as wood 
shakes, slate or clay tile. As for 
the asphalt self-sealers, they 


arrive on the job with a factory- 


applied adhesive that effectively 
bonds each row to the one be- 
neath. In Underwriters’ Labora- 
tories tests, these shingles with- 
stood 60 m.p.h. winds without 
lifting, and they bear the UL la- 
bel to that effect. 

The importance of fire-resis- 
tance, he says, is ‘‘obvious.”’ 
The National Fire Protection As- 
sociation agrees. It recommends 
use of fire-resistant materials 
such as asphalt shingles with a 
Class C or better UL fire-resis- 
tance rating, concrete tile, clay 
tile, slate, asbestos-cement, 
metal or specially treated wood 
shingles with a class C rating. 

If the roof over your head is 
a good one, it should add im- 
measurably to the satisfaction 
of home ownership. At least, it 
won't add to homeowning woes. 
Knowing what a roof can-——and 
should—provide in terms of 
beauty and protection will help 
you get both more easily. 

If you have a roofing problem 
or if one develops, go to an ex- 
pert. Roofing and roof-repairing 
are jobs for professionals. To be 
sure the roofer you choose is 
reputable, take the time to 
check around. Real estate brok- | 
ers are one source of informa- | 
tion; the Better Business Bu- 
reau can tell you firms that 
you should stay away from. 

Roofers themselves, however, 
think the best testimonial is 
word-of-mouth. Ask your neigh- 
bors for names of roofers who 
have done good, trustworthy 
jobs for them. 

One more point. When you 
shop for bids from roofing con- 
tractors, be sure to get exact 
specifications for the job. Are 
they all bidding to do the same 
job? If contractors bid on price 
alone, they must cut either the 
quality of the materials or the 
application.

By JOHN H. INGERSOLL U Can a sadly neglected, aging 
Southern bungalow ever find happiness in the soaring 
70s? Could it possibly survive to the enigmatic 80s? 
Yes. And yes. Witness this rebirth of a middle-aged 
frame dwelling (above left) as a sterling contemporary 
home (above center), remedeled by Atlanta Architect 
Stanley L. Daniels for his own home. 

Although the alteration is unquestionably dramatic, 
getting from “before” to “after’’ was more a result of 
imagination than of the unlimited dispensation of 
money. In fact, there is only one major structural 
change: The roof over the living and dining area is now 
peaked. For the exterior, this change, plus a new open 
relationship between the restyled porch and the living 
area produced a virtual caterpillar-to-butterfly trans- 
formation. And by installing glass in the living area 
side of the gable end, Daniels also brought a whole 
new feeling to the interior of his one-floor house. 

Within the confines of the origina! architecture, the 
living room, forever shaded by the porch, seemed dingy 
and cramped. Daniels expanded its real space by re- 
moving a partition between the living room and a tiny 
bedroom (see plans, page 95). Furnishings are kept 
fo a noncrowding minimum of strong contemporary 
pieces to enhance the visual impact of the new roofline 
= and the light it brings in. Porch is now glass-enclosed.

Variation stimulates interest as surely as repetition 
dulls it. True in life. True in architecture. There is, for ex- 
ample, a small lift to the spirit each time one strolls 
from beneath the conventional-height ceiling in the 
Daniels dining room (below) to the rising, space-open- 
ing ceiling in the living area (left). Compared to the 
original house—a collection of nearly identical rooms 
opening off a central hall, like tomatoes on a stem—the 
interiors now are a constant source of inner pleasure, 
in part, too, because the house is so much easier to live 
in. It works for owner/architect Daniels, where before 
the owner had to adapt to the house. 

Yet, these architectural changes wouldn’t have been 
effective without an equally dramatic alteration of the 
interior design, also directed essentially by Architect 
Daniels. He conceived the graphics on the end wall (far 
left). then did the painting himself. Together with 
Architect John Busby, another partner in the firm Jova 
Daniels Busby, he designed the tapestry hanging over 
the custom-built music cabinet. And the coffee table is a 
Daniels desian. Throughout, there is a very comfortable 
sense of scale in the spaces, everything is in proportion.

That sense of surprise 
brought on by varia- 
tions in the design con- 
tinues down a narrow 
hall that opens to 
Daniels’ large personal 
suite—bedroom (left 
and above) and com- 
panion dressing area 
with spacious louver- 
doored closets and a 
work center/desk in an 
alcove off the hall, 
showing at the right in 
the photograph above. 
And from an admitted- 
ly small but marvelously bright and functional kitchen 
(far left) that leads to the generously proportioned din- 
ing area. From small to large, narrow to wide—the 
spacing is a good lesson in how to make a diminutive 
house seem larger and more exciting than its limited 
dimensions would lead you to believe. The bath, 
too, (far left below) has been streamlined, going from 
drab to smart with a patterned shade covering an ex- 
isting window, a tub and shower combination on the 
wall opposite the streamlined counter and neatly 
framed mirror. Throughout, the chopped-up space of 
the house was smoothed out and made more livable 
(see plans at left). And because each area is so exactly 
suited to Daniels’ needs, he could—with no loss of com- 
fort—turn the rear third into a rental apartment. 
Daniels appiied this same careful planning outside as 
well, and a small front yard was put to sensible use as 
a garden and a brick terrace (below). Shielded from the 
street by a white brick wall, it is sufficiently private for 
a quiet Sunday brunch or as extra party space in warm 
weather. When Daniels bought the house several years 
ago, the neighborhood was far from seedy but was de- 
clining in value. The refreshing changes he made, plus 
those of a handful of similar pioneers, have sparked a 
reversa! in the area. Values began climbing again and 
evidence of a renewed community spirit has appeared. 














A928 APARWIENT 
OPENS UP TO A NEW AND 
SUN-BRIGHT TODAY 





Little more than a year ago, this super-modern 
apartment was a dark and dingy remnant of 
1928. Its park views could hardly be seen 
through tiny double-hung sash windows. A 
maze of interior walls that did nothing further 
blocked the sight of sunlight shimmering on 
the Hudson River—and the park and river 
views were a priority for the new owners, Mr. 
and Mrs. Harold Lewin. So the Lewins put the 
renovation into the hands of Architect Michael 





Wolfe—and watched him swiftly transform the 
main living areas into a single sweep of flow- 
ing space. Ceilings were lowered (to hide 
air-conditioning ducts and lighting), the floors 
unified with rich brown American Olean tile 
and the large pivot picture windows (by 
Kilroy) let the view speak for itself. As for 
all the electronic equipment needed by Lewin, 
a pianist and professor at Manhattan School 
of Music, Architect Wolfe felt it should be 


integrated into the architecture of the liv- 
ing room. He designed a compartmented 
aluminum wall (far left and top right) that 
incorporates everything from the telephone 
to the tape deck. The green modular foam 
seating was designed by Architect Alan 
Buchsbaum. The wall hanging in the foyer 
(lower left) is an Indian puppet. The litho- 
graphs in the dining room are by Joe Til- 
son, those in the living area by Sven Lukin. 
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THE CATALYST IN BOIH BEDROOMS 


Though different moods are established, super- 
graphics were used to help redefine both the 
children’s room and Lewins’ own bedroom. 
For Adam, 212, and Jeanne, 10, Alan Buchsbaum 
created an exciting environment (left) that he 
calls “an exercise in graphics.” A yellow-and- 
white scale marked in both feet and meters, as 
educational as it is decorative, sets the theme, 
but everything contributes to the interplay of 


With a very different effect, graphic bands of 
burnt sienna wrap the master bedroom (above 
and left) in a feeling of quiet and serenity— 
and visually change the room’s proportions. 
“When you paint a room a color and leave the 
ceiling white, the height of the room is empha- 
sized because the eye is drawn to the point of 
color change,” Buchsbaum explains. Here he 
has created a horizontal impression by shading 
colors and textures from a deep burnt sienna 


color and shape: round columns of red Italian 
stacking storage units; shiny yellow plastic 
table and chairs; ribbons of yellow edging the 
bed (with large shallow white toy boxes he- 
neath it); multihued circular rugs designed by 
Buchsbaum in washable Allied Chemical nylon; 
a Marimekko window shade of large and small 
circles and a big off-center stripe. Overhead, 
a whole fantasy world of fish and animal kites. 











Armstrong carpet through lighter tones of 
matte-finish sienna to high-gloss white enamel 
at about the four-foot mark.

Built in the luxurious pre-Depression era when 
Space was not the precious commodity it is 
now, the original apartment (see “before” plan, 
above) was geared to a more formal lifestyle 
than that of the Lewins. There were such extras 
as a room and bath for a maid and a butler’s 
pantry and space freely given to a large formal 
dining room, a giant (9 by 15-foot) foyer and 
many superfluous hallways between rooms. 

Because the building had recently been con- 
verted from a rental to a cooperative, the

Lewins felt no hesitation in making the major 
changes necessary. The renovation began with 
demolishing all unnecessary walls and carting 
away the rubble (no easy matter in New York 
City). First on the renewal agenda was to update 
the kitchen. Because Mrs. Lewin has a busy 
career, she did not want to isolate herself from 
the rest of the family in a tiny kitchen while 
preparing meals. So it was decided that the 
kitchen—no longer the domain of a resident 
cook, but now a place where the entire family

congregates for more than three meals a day— 
would have to be greatly expanded in size. 

Architect Wolfe started by incorporating the 
maid’s room and bath and the butler’s pantry 
into a large family room/kitchen (far left). The 
hath became a storage niche that also houses 
the washer-dryer and air-conditioning unit. The 
refrigerator was given a special niche (in space 
taken from the old hallway) beside a large stor- 
age closet gained by cutting the size of the 
foyer (see “after” plans). The rest of the new 
Sears appliances were integrated with Sears 
stock wooden cabinets—lacquered white for a 
more architectural look—into an L-shaped work 
area. To conceal the plumbing lines and gas 
lines that extend through the kitchen to the 
apartment above, Wolfe used two shallow alu- 
minum casings (a design reference to his alumi- 
num electronic wall and the aluminum switch- 
plates he designed for the apartment), but left 
the remaining space above the counter open for 
free flow of conversation and easy serving. 

By confining the food preparation center to 
the onetime maid’s room and hallway, he gained 
enough room in the original kitchen for a table 
and chairs and a comfortable bench and storage 
cabinets against the back of the electronic wall. 
Large pivot windows open the whole kitchen to 
a view of the park, making one almost forget 
that this is in Manhattan. Bright red plastic 
chairs designed by Joe Colombo for Kartell play 
up this cheerful mood, as does the big red 
apple, also Italian, by Enzo Mari for Danese. 
The lithograph on the window wall (far left be- 
low) is by Adolph Gottlieb and the mask in the 
serving niche is African. 

To suit their needs, the Lewins then turned 
the old dining room into their living room, the 
old living room into the children’s room. Space 
once lost to a hallway was reincarnated as a 
Supersized closet in the Lewins’ dressing area 
and as a dining area opening off the foyer— 
reduced in size but enormously expanded in 
visual drama with new curving walls. 

The extra bedroom was converted into a cozy 
Study (left) that hints of the building’s real age 
in the old windows and architectural trim. Now 
the room is warm and inviting, colored with the 
beiges of reed and wicker, a Poul Cadovious oak 
wall system and a leather-covered sofa, join- 
ing old and new in aroom to work in or relax in.

Editor NANCY CRAIG © The summer home trans- 
formed: Remodeled and redecorated, Robert E. 
Lang’s resort cottage in Mantoloking, N. J., is now a 
spacious bayside dwelling. And Lang, a DuPont ex- 
ecutive who entertains frequently, wanted a home 
that would be gracious and welcoming. 

Before, a self-contained simplicity defined the 
cottage. Second-story balcony railings on the front 
(top left) and enclosing an outdoor seating area at 
the back (center left) were low and linear; the doors 
and windows leading out to the balconies were 
narrow and heavily framed. The porch side, too, was 
closed-in and dark. So Architect Raymond P. Dink- 
lage expanded and rescaled this exterior. Railings 
were heightened (top center) and floor-to-ceiling 
Andersen ‘‘Perma-Shield” gliding patio doors were 
installed for the second-floor balcony on the bay 
side of the house (above). Then, to enhance the sense 
of casual living, a deck was built from the porch 
level—ceilings and side panels made of cotton 
awnings through Cotton Incorporated. On the sec- 
ond floor, balcony-sitters are shielded from the sum- 
mer sun by another of the white cotton awnings. 

Decorator Hugh C. Fettis chose citrus colors and 
earth-tone quarry tiles in the foyer to introduce the 
chromatic scheme for the house (bottom left). Fresh 
greens and yellows in multi-patterns are counter- 
point to unusual collector’s pieces in the adjoining 
living room (righ?). The flow of color and pattern 
continues into the dining room, distinguished by 
walls aglow in Zepel-treated paisley fabric and a 
table made of old hatch covers (far right, below). 
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offering sun and shade and a marvelous view, a too-casual porch 


is transformed into an eloquent milieu for entertaining 





Overlooking Barnegat Bay, the sun porch—a bril- 
liantly sunny, overscaled room—is the focal point 
of the Lang house. With its easy informality and ex- 
pansive vista beyond, the porch has become the 
favorite of guests and host. 

Structurally, it’s nearly twice as long as it is wide: 
Windowed walls on three sides of the room flood 
the porch with sunlight and impart a feeling of the 
classic seaside dwelling. Though the sun porch 
originally was bright and suited for casual living 
(inset, above center), the aura was lived-in, simple, 
decoratively unimportant. Touches of greenery, ac- 
centing the area around the door, somewhat en- 
livened the porch with color but the deep-toned 
furnishings and straw mat rug were strongly rem- 
iniscent of another decade. 

The room demanded a re-emphasis of design, a 
vibrant coloring and panache to reflect more the 
personality and lifestyle of the owner. First, the old 


windows, which were the height of chair tops, were 
removed. They were replaced with much taller and 
more dramatically effective ‘“Perma-Shield” case- 
ment windows by the Andersen Corp. Immediately, 
the porch appeared larger, wider and more atmos- 
pheric. The windows and doors on the right walls 
flow to the deck, which extends the room outward 
to the bay. Radiant bands of daffodil yellow inten- 
sify the windows and frame the seascape view. 

To redecorate, the color theme of the house— 
yellow, green and earth-brown—is used here in so-_ 
phisticated combination with white. The apple green 


carpet, which also covers the living room and® 


dining room floors, continues uninhibitedly into the 
porch area. Facing outward, the large brown plaid 
sofa is set against a yellow vinyl wall hung with 
distinctive old prints (above). On either side of the 
couch great white armchairs are covered in vinyl, 
duplicating the feel and look of glove leather.

Before remodeling, the kitchen area of the Lang 
house was made up of three small, squarish rooms 
separated by narrow doorways. Each room func- 
tioned with a distinctly different purpose—as main 
kitchen, pantry and laundry/catch-all room. The 
projecting walls between the main kitchen and the 
pantry held a large built-in cabinet (above), while 
a windowed wall looked in from the pantry to the 
laundry room (below). Dated utilities, exposed radi- 
ators and unwisely used space needed creative re- 
thinking to vitalize this important area. 

The concept behind redesigning was to adapt 
the main kitchen and pantry into one spacious area | 
while incorporating the adjoining third room into 
the plan as a breakfast room. First, the walls between 
each room were removed, resulting in a 12-foot by 
16-foot working area. An is.and was built to extend 
the kitchen’s design from the walls to the central | 
floor space (right). The island’s wood block counter- | 
top provides an attractive natural surface for culi- | 
nary preparation; large-capacity drawers on all | 
sides supply storage for utensils. 

To open the room up—beyond color and reap- | 
pointed space—larger windows were put in (above | 
left). The bay window in the breakfast room, facing 
the street, is lined with hanging plants in lieu of 
curtains. (below left). New equipment—all by Gen- 
eral Electric—was installed. For the oven, a wall 
was constructed with enough depth for perfect fit, 
then bricked. At the far end of the kitchen, a custom 
built closet holds a vertically stacked washer/dryer } 
combination—out of sight and sound for anyone | 
working there (far right above).

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By JOHN H. INGERSOLL © ‘‘We take a dip in our new 
pool at least once a day,’’ says Minneapolis Architect 
Curtis Green. ‘‘There’s nething especially satisfying 
about taking a turn around the pool in a relatively warm 
room while snow is piled deep out of doors.”’ Incorporated 
into a casually partylike setting with fireplace, bubble 
chairs and wood-paneled walls, the pool (right) occupies 
the lower floor of a three-level addition to the front of the 
house Green planned and built in 1952. ‘‘Our swimming 
is most enjoyable in the winter,’ Green adds. “But it’s fun 
in summer, too, when we open all the doors.’’ 

The glass-fronted space on the second level of the 
left side of the house as seen above is a small garden 
room at the end of the living room. This portion of the 
house existed before. Nearly everything visible to the 
right of that is new and includes—besides the pool—a 
new entry, an extension to the kitchen and, on the third 
level, a family/sitting room and deck (see next page). 

Before altering the house, Marje and Curt Green seri- 
ously thought about moving. But they liked the neighbor- 
hood of curving streets and shady lawns—and its loca- 
tion only eight minutes from downtown Minneapolis. And 
the deciding factor was price. ‘‘To reproduce the house 
we have now would have cost thousands more if built 
from the ground up,’’ Green says. So they decided to stay 
and remodel. And with a keen eye for symmetry, Green 
improved the appearance of an already handsome house 
and gained the pool and extra living space they wanted. 
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Since his profession is architecture and cost estimates 
are a part of his daily life, Curt Green’s comparison of the 
cost of building new or remodeling was probably as ac- 
curate as any could be. Even so, the decision wasn't easy. 
The Greens had their eyes on some property outside the 
city bordering on one of Minnesota’s many fine lakes. 
The area was rich and quiet, a beautiful setting, but mov- 
ing there would have multiplied by four the traveling time 
to and from his office, a minus that drew away from the 
lure of the lake. And because the Greens live in one of the 
many oases of greenery that dot the city of Minneapolis. 
‘“‘We’re surrounded where we are now by lovely old trees,”’ 
he adds. Moreover, the new indoor pool tops the lake for 
the pleasures of swimming by approximately 10 months, 
yet there are many nearby opportunities for Minnesota's 
winter ice-boating and skating just a short drive away. 

Though the poo! is perhaps the most dramatic change 
in the Green house, all of the alterations have made life 
easier for Marje and Curt Green and the three of their four 
progeny still at home. Formerly, one entered the house on 
the ground level. The new entry (far left, above), just a 
step away from the driveway and on the ‘‘main’’ living 
level (see plans at left) is a convenient and curvingly 
handsome introduction to what is to follow: the hallway 
leading to a balcony overlooking the glittering pool. In 
space added to the existing kitchen, the Greens gained a 
new informal dining area (left), and they expanded their 
dining choices even further with the new wood deck 
(above right) on the lower level. Though not as convenient 
to the kitchen as the outdoor dining area behind the 
house (see center plan), the deck offers a tree-shaded 
picnic spot, surprisingly, private from the street and only 
a few steps from the entry by the pool. 

Space for family activities to spread out inside is 
afforded as well now by the new upper-level studio and 
the sitting room/family room (above center). Serene and 
simple, the family room was designed to be a gathering 
place year round, with a music center built in along the 
curved wall (not shown) in the part of the room over the 
entry, and a firepiace to glow merrily during the winter.

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In the Kretchmers’ master bedroom 
(left and inset), a large-scale 
freestanding unit combines head- 
board, chest of drawers and 
closets to give the Kretchmers

basic structure (see plan at left). 
All bedrooms have a wing to 
themselves—letting the Kretchmers 
entertain in the living room/ 
dining room/foyer unit without 
disruption of the youngsters’ 
routines.

A round natural butcher block 
pedestal table and accompanying 
cane-and-bentwood chairs 
become a self-contained breakfast 
(or working) island around a 
simple hanging light.

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e it ever so sumptuous, there is 
no place like home. The owners of 
this palatial Southern California resi- 
dence, Mr. and Mrs. Burton Slatkin, 
can attest to the validity of that para- 
phrased sentiment by their outstand- 
ing record of attendance at home— 
they seldom want to leave it. Their 
starting point in achieving this ele- 
gant center for their simple home life 
was a mutual enthusiasm for the do- 
mestic architecture of the French 
Renaissance and its ordered ambi- 
ance of light-filled spaciousness. They 
dreamt of dwelling in marble halls, 
surrounded with the air of an en- 
lightened past—and found the in- 
terpreter for their dreams in Architect 
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Caspar Ehmcke. He provided the lofty 
mansard-roofed framework of a coun- 
try-manor-in-the-city for them, and 
Interior Designer William L. Chidester 
filled in the flowing internal spaces 
with a knowing internationally ori- 
ented mix of appropriate furnishings 
—even as did the French themselves. 
The dreamt-of marble halls appear 
in the elliptical entry (left) and the 
long galleries that lead away from 
it in opposite directions. The Golden 
Lassa marble flooring is from Spain 
and the gold-leafed sculptures are 
from Bali. The mural on the domed 
cerulean ceiling is by Douglas Rise- 
borough, and the painting on the wall 
above the statue is by Raoul Dufy. 























The living room (above and left) is a 
superb example of Chidester’s mas- 
tery in dealing with large spaces. The 
just-right scale of the furniture lends 
itself to intimate groupings as gath- 
ered about the fireplace above, or to 
the larger scheme of the entire room 
as seen in the photograph at left. The 
styles range from 18th-century an- 


tiques to the clean-cut opulence of 
20th-century sofas deluged with pot- 
pourris of pillows—all revolving 
around the focal point of an outsize 
ottoman attired in mock-tiger velvet. 
Chidester’s restrained, basic pateite 
of tawny, muted hues creates a neu- 
tral background that gives tacit sup- 
port to the quiet riot of pattern and

he study, unlike the living room, 
which adjoins it in the background 
(below), is a portrait of contrast be- 
tween warm surfaces of natural wood 
and solid expanses of deep blue silk 
twill wall coverings from Scalaman- 
dre. The moldings and details of the 
rich oak paneling, or boiserie, on the 
other two walls of this inviting room 
(left) were carefully researched by 
Burt Slatkin and are as close to the 
original French design as it was pos- 
sible to make them. The floor is of 
intricately parqueted oak. 

The scale of the furniture is still 
commensurate with the large propor- 
tions of the architecture, but the color 
palette, aside from the wood, has 
shifted into a new dimension—the 
astringent clashing of opposing pri- 
mary colors. Blues, yellows and or- 
anges set up such vibrations that the 
restless pattern of the Savonnerie rug 
and the upholstery fabrics seem al- 
most to act as calming influences. 
The curious over-all effect is one of 
harmonious blending and quiet seren- 
ity—and the pervasive presence of 
the wood merely adds to this feeling. 

In keeping with their eclectic pur- 
suits, Chidester and the Slatkins have 
inhabited the study with a carefully 
selected assortment of objets drawn 
from the contexts of many cultures. 
An earthy pair of pre-Columbian clay 
figures sits casually with a sophisti- 
cated set of Chinese-vase table 
lamps. A brace of brass Empire can- 
dlesticks on the mantel of the Louis 
XV carved stone fireplace lords it over 
brass lion Empire andirons on the 
hearth. The still life above the flowers 
is by Leon Detroy. A mirrored 20th- 
century American bar opens inviting- 
ly behind a flamestitched 18th-cen- 
tury Regency canape from the Yale 
Burge collection. Complementing the 
polychromatic color scheme of the 
room is a painting by Bernard Lorjou 
over the Louis XVI desk shown below.

he rooms of the Slatkin house 
have great individual variety but are 
all unified by the same sense of de- 
sign. The dining room (left) is delib- 
erately understated to give full 
attention to Douglas Riseborough’s 
magnificent mural, ‘‘Morning§ in 
Genoa.”’ By candlelight, on gala oc- 
casions, the figures in the mural 
seem to step down from the wall to 
mingle with the guests. The glass 
doors lead to the marbled gallery 
beyond. The chandelier is from 19th- 
century Russia and the Louis XVI din- 
ing table is an antique’ from 
18th-century France. The wrought 
iron console is also French. 

The master bedroom (above) is 
accoutered in sunny, confectionary 
raiment to match its genial, south- 
eastern exposure. The rug pattern, 
like those throughout the principal 
rooms of the house, was adapted 
from Savonnerie designs by Joel 
Harper. William Chidester designed 
the hand-carved canopy bed—the up- 
holstered bench at its foot is a Louis 
XVI antique. The painted chest be- 
yond the bed is a 15th-century Span- 
ish monk's closet. Muriel Slatkin’s 
marble-cased bath is shown at right. 
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By JESSE WALKER (] “You could 
sit on a piano stool on a Galena 
hilltop and paint for the rest of 
your life. It's a natural. The 
town has scale, color and a 
compelling attraction with its 
neat geometry of fantastic 
houses layered one above the 
other up the sides of steep hills.” 
Edward Kelley speaks with 
conviction—and knowledge. For 
the Chicago artist and graphic 
designer has adopted this com- 
munity in the northwest corner 
of Illinois as his second home. 

When Kelley came to Galena 
on a painting trip a little more 
than a decade ago, he went to a 
local log cabin restaurant, “or- 
dered a bottle of Burgundy and 
celebrated by myself—I was so 
excited to find the town. I felt I 
was looking at a movie set. 
Architecture has always at- 
tracted me, and here was fasci- 
nating architecture all around.” 

Kelley is not alone in his af- 
fection, and the Galena of today 
is not the neglected town he first 
saw. In the past 10 years, many 
others have discovered, and are 
enthusiastically restoring, its 
fretwork and _ balconies, its 
Victorian mansions and miners’ 
stone cottages, bringing re- 
newed life to a town that was 
virtually unchanged since the 
Civil War—except for the over- 
lay of decay that marks any 
place time has forgotten. 

Like many small towns in 
America, Galena grew wealthy 
on an abundant natural re- 
source (in this case, lead), then 
declined when the lode ran dry. 

By the early 1800s, it was 
a thriving community, popu- 
lated by Welsh, Irish and Ital- 
ian immigrants, along with west- 
ward-moving Americans and 
native Indians. 

Galena’s expanding economy 
attracted educated aristocrats 
from the East and South. It soon 
became, for that time, the larg- 
est city in Illinois—a commer- 
cial hub with five to seven 
paddlewheelers a day docking 
there before heading along the 
Galena River and then down 
the Mississippi. 

Its architectural development 
moved in tandem with economic 


advance. The uncomplicated 
miners’ cottages timber or 
local limestone were followed 
by lovely Greek Revival houses 
of arresting dignity and classic 
proportions.

The two 
structures have been the sub- 
jects of uncounted paintings 
and drawings. 

Diverse styles came up the 
Mississippi, along with archi- 
tectural elements themselves— 
balustrades to support the rail- 
ings on New Orleans-style bal- 
conies, the molds for decorative 
plaster ceilings. The graceful 
steeple added to the First Pres- 
byterian Church in 1854 is said 
to be modeled after the steeple 
of Boston’s Old South Church. 
Grace Episcopal Church, built 
of native stone and set snug in 
the side of a hill, is identified as 
both Gothic and Tudor. The 
home presented to Ulysses S. 
Grant by Galena’s citizens 
when he returned after the war 
is influenced by Italian villa 
design. Other Victorian houses 
preempted the fretwork and 
mansard roofs of the French. 

But Galena had reached its 
zenith at the advent of the War 
Between the States, sending 
Grant and eight other generals 
off to battle. When they re- 
turned, events that were to 
throttle the town’s growth had 
already taken place: The rail- 
reads had bypassed this hilly 
area in favor of a flatter ap- 
proach to Dubuque, Iowa; the 
shallow, easy-to-mine ore was 
diminishing; silt from the min- 
ing was making it impossible to 
navigate the Galena River. 
Without transportation or a 
prime source of income, de- 
velopment stopped. Galena, 
crammed with 19th-century de- 
sign, remained as it was. Its 
polyglot of architectural riches 
grew shabby. 

Yet its character lived, and 
it was that character that drew 
the discerning eye of Edward 
Kelley and his fellow restorers. 
A few months after he first saw 
the town, Kelley bought an 
abandoned brick school to re- 
model as his home. “The spring 
snow stood two feet deep inside 
the building the day remodel- 
ing started,” he recalls. “But 
the shell was sound and had 
good lines, and -every window 
had a scene I wanted to paint.” 

Kelley’s skillful remodeling 
plus honest furnishings and a 
fine collection of rare, unusu- 
ally high-glazed Galena pottery 
has been a super success, an 
outstanding attraction on benefit 
house-tours. Its across-the-val- 
ley view, dominated by a stand 
of five church steeples, will 
keep his palette active for years. 

Another Galena partisan, De- 
signer Jo Mead, visited the town 
as an art student more than 20 
years ago and was dazzled by 
the abrupt change in topog- 
raphy several miles before

Nutsy the world is, on many counts, but has Taste, the revered guideline of 
past generations’ respectability, really gone out the window? It still offends 
the taste of many to see women smoking, wearing pants, painting their nails 
red, dyeing their hair. But for generations, well-bred Eastern women have done 
all these things. Thousands of parents find taste outraged when their children 
grow beards and long hair, but chances are that somewhere in a household 
place of honor there’s a gilt-framed ancestor who'd have been called an oddball

in his own day if he’d been short-haired and beardless. There are those of us 
bewildered that the playing of the national anthem at an Olympic meet should 
become a matter of controversy, similarly confused to see the American flag go 
twitching down the street on the seat of a teenager's blue jeans or to observe 
that an establishment bank tops its Christmas tree with its trademark star. 

What are we to make of all this? We can draw on our little white gloves, 
stiffen our necks and say, "Oh, this age! How tasteless and ill-bred it is!’’ Only 
we'd better remember that that's exactly what the poet Catullus said back in 
the first century B.C., and it’s a wail that’s echoed down the ages ever since. 
One ancient wiseacre commented that there’s no accounting for tastes—a nice, 
easy phrase of dismissal, but it doesn’t say a thing about what Taste is. 

is it an absolute, timeless as truth, certain as the sunrise, dependable as death 
and taxes? History seems to prove otherwise. Even testy, sure-of-himself Samuel 
Johnson recognized ‘‘the wild vicissitudes of taste,” indicating that the status of 
taste in his day wasn’t exactly remaining quo. And when long-headed, long- 
haired Thomas Jefferson advised, ‘In matters of principle, stand like a rock; in 
matters of taste, swim with the current,’” one is inclined to believe that 
taste is indeed a variable, determined by what most people will accept as 
suitable in any given period of time. Conversely, bad taste would be whatever 
offends the sensibilities of most other people in any given period of time. One 
thing is incontrovertible: Taste is a sticky wicket. Everyone believes—or at least 
hopes—he has it, and to call anyone’s taste into question is to bruise his psyche 
grievously. We at House Beautiful are no exception—we like to think we have it. 
We also like to think that we don’t regard the world through old-fogey spectacles, 
taste-measuring by outmoded standards. But what are valid standards? 

For our own illumination and for yours, we've asked 20 outspoken taste- 
makers to give us their opinions, posing the age-old questions: What is taste? 
Can it be acquired? Then we put them on the spot by asking them to name ex- 
amples of current design that they themselves consider in good taste.

How to distinguish between “good” and 
“bad” taste, say, in the decoration of a 
home? Both the do-it-yourself decorator’s 
and the professional's task is to “get it all 
together’. This involves, or so it seems to 
me, (1) a somewhat mathematical sense of 
proportion and balance, (2) a sensuous 
feeling for color harmonies and variety in 
textures, (3) an appreciation of the ap- 
propriate and functional as well as the 
ornamental, and (4) originality—which only 
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about ghastly good taste—meaning the 
obviously tasteful. People should try to in- 
vent for themselves—only then can some- 
thing “alive” be tasteful. Can’t think of any 
modern architect or designer who is in- 
fallible, and civic taste doesn’t seem to 
have improved or invented anything revo- 
lutionary.

EDITORS’ CHOICE: 
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Everyone, it would seem, has a personal 
definition of “good taste,” and apparently 
this holds true with House Beautiful editors 
and writers. Polled informally, their prefer- 
ences proved a varied selection: 

Design Editor SUSAN LEWIN was 
influenced by “timelessness, innovation, 
quality and aesthetics.” She singled out 
Verner Panton’s all-plastic chair for Herman 
Miller, Braun appliances, Joe Columbo’s 
plastic chair for Kartell, Thonet’s bentwood 
rocker, the Trimline telephone and Alvar 
Alto’s vase for litala. 

JACK MACURDY., assistant deco- 
rating editor, made his selections on a 
somewhat larger scale. Included were the 
Seagram Building (“an architectural 
jewel”), New York’s City Hall, the display 
windows at Tiffany & Co. and, in a pairing 
of contrasting design, Boston’s City Hall 
and Colonial Williamsburg. 

Our home service editor NANCY 
CRAIG, Jimiting her choices to her area 
of interest, listed the Braun electric food 
slicer, Thermador’s microwave oven, the 
Corning cooktop, Terraillon’s postal scale, 
Dansk’s plastics and Club Aluminium’s 
Waterford skillet. 

JAMES DELONG, architecture edi- 
tor, gave selections ranging from the Los 
Angeles Music Center (“the best thing of its 
kind in the world today”) to—surprisingly 
—Disney World in Orlando, Fla. (“a_stu- 
pendous 27,000-acre concept of land recla- 
mation and development that, within its 
framework, is an example of controlled 
and consistent ‘taste’ of a very high

and the use of butcher block in kitchens. 
One senior writer CONSTANCE 
BOGEN, found it easier to describe 
what's in poor taste—the gaudy, trendy, 
self-conscious, slipshod. Her examples of 
what contradicts ‘poor’: Kulicke picture 
frames (“innovative, functional, well- 
made”), the Chemex coffee pot, Orrefors 
crystal (‘perfection of glass into a well-de- 
signed, usable object’), the architecture of 
Louis Kahn and finally, the wide-mouth cat- 
sup bottle by Heinz (‘a whimsical but prac- 
tical bottle design for a food that’s usually 
obstinate about remaining in its container”). 
Appropriate, userul, beauty in propor- 
tion and scale—these were among the 
justifications for Art and Cratt editor 
ANNE OGDEN’S selections. She in- 
cluded the Seagram Building, the sculpture 
garden of New York’s Museum of Modern 
Art, Shaker furniture (“in the proper set- 
ting”), pottery from the pueblo of San 
Ildefonso and Acoma, Jack Lenor Larsen’s 
fabrics and yesteryear’s covered bridge. 
KATHLEEN MAHONEY, fur- 
nishings editor, thinks “function is an inte- 
gral part” of good taste (“a chair, no matter 
how attractive, is not successful if it is not 
comfortable”). Miss Mahoney prefers well- 
designed plastic furniture (she cited de- 
signs by Moreddi and Beylerian), wicker 
by McGuire Furniture, Hans Wegner’s 
finely crafted designs, Henredon’s Arte- 
facts collection and Design Technics’ hand- 
thrown group of stoneware lamps designed 
by Richard Ludwig. Her favorite building 
is Lever House in New York City. 
LESTER GRUNDY. decorating 
editor, chose to contrast in general terms 
the tasteful and the tasteless. Drawing 
a negative vote was the ornate, overscale 
lamp wtih a ‘Mae West beruffled” shade, 
as opposed to the “trim well-scaled lamp 
and shade.” Simple, fresh flowers and 
growing plants are always preferable to 
artificial arrangements and “the cliché fake 
palm,” as are plain white candles to over- 
worked and overdecorated versions, Au- 
thentic country-provincial furniture, of 
honest carved wood and classic in scale 
receives Grundy’s approval; he looks dis- 
pairingly upon the immitators with “cast 
ersatz carvings, flamboyant velvets, gross 
overscaling and inferior construction.” 
JOHN INGERSOLL, our building 
specialist, began his selections with Lever 
House (“the first of its kind, still among 
the best’), and continued with the CBS 
Building in New York (“a perfect com- 
bination of understatement and raw 
power’), Kosta glass from Sweden (“sub- 





stantial fluid beauty . . . looks handsome 
standing alone”), the library at Exeter by 
Louis Kahn, Braun appliances and the Cord 
automobile (“best car design of all’). 

“Taste is one’s language of experience, 
aesthetics and imagination applied to func 
tion,” says Art Director RUTH WEIL. 
She adas, ‘Good taste is ideally not the 
basic black dress of one’s environment. Ii 
is all those things of studied quality 
gleaned trom all the creative spirits through- 
out time.’ Her examples: Uriental rugs 
(“specitically, Kurdisn Kelims of Iran, a 
crait weaving richness of design and tra- 
dition into runciion’’), the art ot Grandma 
Moses (“honesrly translated into the tangi- 
ble’), the ritualistic art ot Africa and tne 
Soush Seas. Orner choices: the architecture 
of Louis Kann, stained glass, the Olivetti 
typewriter, the tourposrer bed, porcelain 
door knobs (' a timeless derail’), the sculp- 
ture of Isamu INNogucni and pre-Columbian 
pornery (‘incnes consran, amazement with- 
in tne tramework of function, reminding 
one of a sense of order and communal 
conditions in lite’’). 

“Tastetul objecrs are mindful of human 
needs,’ believes Senior Editor LINDA 
DOWNS. On her list: any all-purpose 
nine-ounce stemmed wine glass tnar ts sut- 
ticienily tin, clear and bowled (“it has 
taken the fright out of wine serving’’), 
products on which the manutacturer’s name 
1s unobtrusive or is removed with the pack- 
aging, art in public piaces, sucn as the 
Rockereller Cenier murals (‘the Depression 
program to employ artists on public build- 
Ings was probapiy tne most rastetul proj- 
ecr the tederal government ever planned’), 
the plaza-type commercial development 
going on all over the country (‘though we 
wish most of the buildings were as well- 
designed as the Seagram and Time-Life 
structures”) and, a great personal favorite, 
candles, “now accepted in all colors, sizes 
and shapes, letting each of us express our 
personal taste, litestyle and creativity in 
the way we use and arrange them.” 

Editor WALLACE GUENTHER 
defines good taste as anything that is “ap- 
propriate to its time, place and function.” 
Therefore he believes isolated choices are 
merely representative of things “one likes.” 
Guenther likes the Golden Gate bridge, the 
Lincoln Memorial, fresh flowers, tatami mats 
and shoji screens, the simple cast-iron 
skillet, Charles Eames’ plastic furniture, 
Hans Wegner’s.chairs and Shaker and 
Scandinavian design. 

And lastly, Senior Editor MARION 
GOOGH, who authored our major article 
on the question of taste: 

People and things that do not flaunt 
themselves; objects within the Japanese 
concept of shibui—things that are timelessly 
interesting because they do not reveal their 
full beauty at first glance but must be 
studied to be appreciated, such as opals, 
malachite, alabaster; Rockresorts hotels;

Though we have Pitts- 
burgh, Hattiesburg, Galesburg and a few 
other “burgs” on our map, there has not been 
for German the Americanization, in the kitch- 

en or out of it, of decor, sauté, scaloppine or bon prix; there 
is not the wine-label familiarity of grand, chateau, classico 
or superiore. Yet German is the language of German wine 
labels, rarely with 
translation (although 
Germany ships about 
13 of its exports to 
the U.S.), its puzzle 
often compounded by 
a hard-to-read, old- 
style type, label terms 
that meant nothing 
(feine) and the names 
of 25,000 individual 
vineyards. In short, 
then, German wines 
were hard work. 

Face it. Learning 
German wines will 
always be hard work, 
but the task is a little 
easier with the new 
German wine laws 
that went into effect with the 1971 vintage and labels, only 
lately appearing on retail shelves in the U.S. 

“This new ‘truth in packaging’ law,” says Peter M.F. 
Sichel, born 50 years ago in the town where Gutenberg 
invented the printing press (based, Sichel says, on the 
grape press) and ore of the recognized German wine ex- 
perts in this country, ‘assures the consumer that what he 
sees and pays for, based on label information, corresponds 
to the value of the wine inside.” 

No longer can a producer give any quality description 
that is not within the strict wording of the law. A vineyard 
must be at least 122 acres in size 
to be listed—meaning the 10,000 
vineyards with less acreage can- 
not now be mentioned. (For Sichel’s 
guide to the important names to 
learn, see the end of this article.) 
All wines must be made from ap- 
proved grape varieties; labels will 
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list the variety if the wine is 3 
75% the named grape. Labels will 
give vintage year, the producer }) 
and the bottler (Abfuller).

ant terms to learn are Erzeugerab- 
fullung (‘bottled by the producer) 
and aus eigenem Lesegut (from his 
his own grapes).

By what is not listed, we know that this blend 
does not have 75% of any one grape (this one is a 
mix of Riesling, Mueller-Thurgau and Elbling) or come 
from any one community. Kayser uses neckbands to give 
vintage years (and besides printing in English, it uses green 
lettering on Moselles, brownish-ochre on Rhine wines). 
Most Table Wines will remain in Germany. 

The next step up in classification is German Quality 
Wine (Deutscher Qualitatswein), which you may also see 
referred to as Q.b.A. or Qualitdtswein bestimmter An- 
baugebiete. All Quality Wine must attain 8'2% natural 
alcohol and come exclusively from one of the 11 Quality 
Wine Regions: Mittelrhein, Rheingau, Hessiche Bergstrasse, 
Ahr, Mosel-Saar-Ruwer, Nahe, Franken, Rheinhessen, 
Rheinpfalz, Baden, Wuertenberg. It must give the com- 
munity name and can list region (gebiet) sub-region

labels) assigned after it has passed Quality Wine testing 
by a government panel. “This,” says Count Jacob Eltz, 
spokesman for the German wine producers’ association, 
“will really protect the public from the individual who 
believed in his wine but was fooling himself.’ We have 
no samples of of 1971 Quality 
Wine labels; you will see very few 
of these labels until the 1972 wines 
arrive next year.

weave around the great white walls and 
garnet roofs of Kloster Eberbach, the 
12th- century monastery of Steinberger 
wine fame. Roll on to the tourist town 
of Rudesheim. home of hundreds of re- 
production beer steins and one of Ger- 
many’s finest wine museums. Climb the 
hill to Johannisberg, and then climb 
some more to the Micttomsncne: coral 

pink schloss at the top. Walk here be- 
neath trees that have shaded monks 
and Hapsbures alike—and smile a bit 
as four different workmen interrupt 
our walk to make sure Count Eltz 
knows that the pressing in the winery 
behind us is on worker’s home grapes 
and not Schloss grapes being harvested 
before the legal date. Head down now 
to the Technicolor Rhine again, half a 


mile wide here, highway for heaped- 
high barges, river of Lorelei legend, 


rippling in the October afternoon sun 
that shines so ironically on us and the 
unpicked Rieslings this day after the 
frost has hit. Follow the river and the 
grapes back to Eltville and talk some 
more of the wine that brought us here. 

“Any good wine will improve any 
good food,” believes Jacob Eltz, whose 
Schloss Eltz wines are among the best 
of the Rheingau. “Some specific wines 
improve some specific foods more than 
others, and matching is an exciting 
game. But it shouldn’t blind you to the 
fact that any meal without wine is 
poorer than one with it.” 

The Eitzerhof is a big rambling white 
mansion filled with antiques and paint- 
ings from several centuries of resident 
Eltzes—and a huge oval dining table 
“that my wife thinks is so hard to dee- 
orate.” (For luncheon, it’s usually fresh 
flowers on the mellow wood: for din- 
ner, often porcelain horsemen march- 
ing between the candles.) “I regularly 
serve white wine with dark meat in a 
two-course meal.” Count Eltz explains, 
“though I add red wine for a more 
formal many-course meal. 

“If you are unsure of what you will 
like, then choose a shipper you ean rely 
on and buy several whites and several 
reds. Serve a white and a red en carafe 
—so your minds are not tied down to 
the labels—and leave the choice to your 
guests. After a while, you'll find a pat- 
tern established and can that way judge 
for yourself whether those wines go 


with what you served with them. In 
short, take a cue from those who know 
the most about wines, the growers-— 
they normally drink only their own 
wines with any foods.” 

Though he speaks here as a wine- 
grower, wine is just one of those areas 
Jacob Eltz knows. He is an aristocrat’s 
aristocrat, product of a time when hay- 
ing a title meant following only those 
pursuits that pleased. and the great es- 
tates had wineries only for the family’s 
enjoyment. He is well-versed in elas- 
sical music, an expert on Dutch art 
who’s firmly convinced that the lacy- 
sleeved lady in the small salon to the 
left will someday be recognized as a 
Rembrandt and not just of the Rem- 
brandt school, an international traveler 
who is fluent in eight languages and 
many literatures. from Raymond 
Chandler to Hermann Hesse.

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lf you've never eaten ba- 
nanas hot with beef or lamb 
or duck, as a garnish on 
black bean soup or fillets of 
sole, turned into a dazzling 
soufflé, souffléed in their own 
skins or wrapped in a crépe, 
you are in for some gastro- 
nomic surprises. Not only 
one of the most prolific 
plants on earth, bananas are 
also one of the most versa- 
tile. In addition to being ex- 
tremely good to eat, they 
are low in calories (a mere 
85 for one medium banana), 
they are highly nutritious, 
they are cholesterol-free and 
99.8% fat-free. To cap it all, 
bananas remain one of the 
best buys in the fruit market. 

BANANA VARIETIES: The 
bananas generally available 
in our markets are all im- 
ported from Latin America. 
Apart from the bananas fa- 
miliar to all of us, there are 
two exotic varieties usually 
found only in Spanish food 
stores: the Lady Finger, the 
smallest variety, usually 
three to four inches long, 
delicate, sweet-flavored, thin- 
skinned and easily bruised, 
and the small plump manza- 
nillo or apple banana, some- 
what suggestive in flavor to 
a mellow apple. The red ba- 
nana, usually available only 
during the holidays and only 
in specialty food stores, is 
something of a dazzler and 
inclined to be expensive. 

The plantain, although a 
member of the banana fam- 
ily and resembling a banana 
in shape, is considerably 
larger (sometimes up to one 
foot). Often called the ‘‘cook- 
ing banana,”’ the plantain is 
coarser, |ess sweet and must 
be cooked to be eaten. 

BUYING BANANAS: A 
good banan should be 
plump, unblemished, — firm 
and_ bright appearance. 
Avoid fruit that is soft or 
shows bruisings by marked 
discoloration. The three 
stages of ripeness or edibility 
you will find in you 
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are: yellow, yellow with green 
tips and yellow flecked with 
brown. Which you choose de- 
pends on how firm you like 
your banana. The riper the 
banana, the sweeter—not 
only in taste but in fact. Be- 
cause bananas are so easy 
to digest, they are particu- 
larly good for invalids and 
infants. Note well: Bananas, 
as is true of all fruit in our 
opinion, should be eaten at 
room temperature. For cook- 
ing, choose either the yellow 
with green tips or the yellow, 
not the brown-flecked. 

STORING BANANAS AT 
HOME: If the bananas are 
not quite as ripe as you like 
at the time of purchase, they 
should be kept at room tem- 
perature until sufficiently 
ripened. Then, and only then, 
refrigerate, which will fore- 
stall further ripening. Banan- 
as will keep several days re- 
frigerated but the skin will 
turn dark. Although less 
glamorous, this in no way 
affects the fruit. We repeat, 
always bring bananas to 
room temperature before 
eating out of hand to savor 
them at their best. 

BANANA ARITHMETIC: 
Three medium bananas 
weigh about one pound. 
Sliced or diced, 114 to two 
medium bananas make about 
one cup; mashed, two to 
three medium bananas will 
make about one cup. 


Broiled Steak a la Stanley 
(Broiled Steak with Bananas) 


Just before the turn of the 
century, Steak a la Stanley 
was very fashionable ~and 
such cookbooks as The Epi- 
curean (a compilation of rec- 
ipes from Delmonico’s) and 
Lemcke’s European’ and 
American Cuisine gave ver- 
sions of it. Essentially, it is 
sirloin or porterhouse served 
with Baked Bananas and 
Horseradish Sauce. We some- 
times serve ours with freshly 
cooked asparagus accompa- 
nied by Hollandaise Sauce. 


Baked Bananas 


Allow one ripe, but firm, ba- 
nana per person with about 
2 to 3 tablespoons of butter 
and 2 to 3 tablespoons of 
fresh lemon juice, plus a 
sprinkling of sugar. 

Coat the bananas in lemon 
juice (this helps to forestall 
darkening), then arrange on 
a well-buttered broiling pan. 
Sprinkle lightly with sugar, 
dot generously with butter 
and pour any remaining lem- 
on juice over all. Place in a 
preheated 450° oven and 
bake for about 10 minutes or 
until the bananas are tender 
when pierced with the point 
of a paring knife. Baste once 
with pan juices during the 
baking period. 

To finish the bananas, coat 
each one with melted butter 
and slide under the broiler 
just long enough to fleck 
them with gold—two to three 
minutes. Don't close the oven 
door and watch closely so 
they don’t brown too much. 


Black Bean Soup with 
Banana Garnish, Cuban-Style 


2 cups (1 pound) dry black 
beans 

Salt 

2 tablespoons olive oil 

2 medium onions, peeled 
and minced 

3 cloves garlic, peeled and 
minced 

14 pound cooked ham, cut 
into small cubes 

1 one-pound can whole 
tomatoes, coarsely 
chopped 

4 cups (three 1014-ounce 
cans, condensed) 
chicken broth 

2 tablespoons white vinegar 

14 teaspoon ground cumin 
(optional) 

Freshly ground black pepper 

Good dash Tabasco 

3 to 4 ripe bananas* 


Wash the beans under cold 
running water until the water 
runs clear. Pour into a large 
(four- to five-quart) enameled 
cast-iron casserole with a 





cover. Add 1 tablespoon of 
salt and enough cold water 
to cover the beans by at least 
two inches. Bring to a boil 
over high heat, reduce heat 
to low, partially cover and 
simmer two to three hours or 
until the beans are soft when 
squeezed between your fin- 
gers. Watch to see that the 
water does not boil away and 
that the beans are complete- 
ly covered with liquid through 
the entire cooking period. (If 
necessary, add more boiling 
water to cover.) Drain the 
beans and set aside. 

Rinse out the casserole in 
which the beans cooked. Add 
the olive oil, onions, garlic 
and 1 cup of water. Bring to 
a boil and boil until all the 
water has evaporated and the 
onions are soft and transpar- 
ent. If necessary, add more 
water. Stir in the ham, toma- 
toes and all the juices, vine- 
gar, cumin, several grindings 
of the peppermill and the Ta- 
basco. Bring to a boil, stir- 
ring frequently, 
over a moderate heat until 
about half the liquid has 
evaporated. Take off the heat 
and set aside. 

Meanwhile, combine the 
beans (about half at a time) 
with a cup or so of the broth 
in the container of the elec- 
tric blender. Blend only until 
the beans are somewhat 
pulverized, not completely 
pureed. As you finish each 
lot of beans, add to the cas- 
serole with any remaining 
broth. Stir well, bring to a 
boil and then simmer for 
about 15 minutes. Stir the 
soup occasionally so the 
beans don’t stick to the bot- 
tom. Taste for seasoning. 
You may find the soup needs 
both salt and pepper. 

Serve straight from the 
casserole in heated soup 
plates or bowls garnished 
with thinly sliced bananas. 
Serves six to eight.

picked and one called Eiswein, 
from grapes caught in a frost 
and then lightly pressed and sep- 
arated from the ice. But these 
are not frequently seen in U.S. 

So what about the taste be- 
hind the label? Germany is the 
northernmost wine-producing 
area in the world. Its wines 
look cool; they are served cool; 
they are cool. Sichel refers to 
their taste as an “‘incredible in- 
tensity of flavor, an incredible 
balance of sweetness and acid- 
ity." An orange has such a bal- 
ance, always more sweet than a 
mouth-puckering lemon, never 
as lush as a ripe peach. And so 
it is with German wines—ele- 
gant, cool, fragrant, but never 
as flowery or full-bodied as the 
sun-filled southern wines. 

Germany produces some red 
wine. If you visit there, try it. 
But don’t expect too much, for 
all=the German expertise is in 
the whites. 

Most quality wines are made 
from the Riesling and Sylvaner 
grapes, though many wines in 
the lower categories are now 
being made from the Mueller 
Thurgau, ‘‘a cross between the 
Riesling and Sylvaner that pro- 
duces wines that are charming 
but die young,’’ says Sichel. 

Peter M.F. Sichel is himself 
an international blend of a wine 
man. As the voice of a Columbia 
Records recording and the audio 
and video guide in a television 
cartridge series for Cartridge 
Television Inc. and Time-Life 
Video, he discusses wines Ger- 
man, French, Italian and Cali- 
fornian with all the knowledge 
of one born into a family that 
has been in the wine business 
more than a hundred years. 
Being smilingly bowed out of a 
Manhattan restaurant in trench 
coat and beret, he could easily 
be mistaken for someone from 
the Bordeaux branch of the firm. 
Withering two latecomers to the 
Four Seasons Wine Symposium 
with the instruction to ‘‘get 
your first glass of wine and im- 
mediately be seated,’’ he shows 
the same steeliness he tastes in 
some Rhine wines. Yet he is the 
American businessman (he’s 
lived here off and on ever since 
he came to join the U.S. Army 
at the start of World War Il) 
whose Blue-Nun-with-anything 
ads have made this Liebfrau- 
milch probably the best-known 
German wine in the country. 

Most German wines exported 
to the U.S. come from along 
the Moselle and Rhine rivers, 
though we receive some from 
the Nahe River district (‘‘They 
can be called the happy medium 
between Moselles and Rhein- 


gaus,’’ says Sichel) and some 
of the drier wines, shipped in 
the round flacon called a Bochs- 
beutel, from Franconia. 

Moselles are light and deli- 
cate, fresh and not lasting very 
long. They should be drunk 
young, seldom more than three 
or four years old. 

“‘Moselles only go with other 
Moselles,’’ says Sichel, point- 
ing out that Germans drink the 
green-bottle wine in the mid 
morning or as an aperitif. But 
we agree with Paul Kovi, the 
urbane Hungarian who is man- 
ager of the prestigious Four 
Seasons restaurant, that Amer- 
icans will like them with light 
summer buffets and picnic fare 
—fruit, cold ham, mild chees- 
es, green-sauce-food. Drier Mo- 
selles will complement brunch, 
light fish and seafood dishes— 
but never anything as spicy as, 
say, a shrimp Creole. 

The smallest—and most fa- 
mous—wine growing area of 
Germany is the Rheingau, a 20- 
mile stretch where the Rhine 
turns and flows from east to 
west. Rheingaus are _ usually 
more elegant, more full-bodied 
and longer-lived than their cous- 
ins. (A 12-ounce bottle of 1727 
Rudesheimer Apostelwein, the 
oldest known German wine in 
existence, will be sold at the 
Heublein Auction of Rare Wines 
May 31, along with an 1895 
Steinberger and some other 
Rheingaus from the 1920s, 30s 
and 40s.) With Rheingaus, the 
degree of quality will be de- 
cisive, and a Kabinett or Spat- 
lese may be dry enough for 
most sea foods. Rheingaus gen- 
erally will go with a much 
broader range of both fish and 
light meats than the Moselles, 
but they can be overpowered if 
the food is too strong. 

Across the river from the 
Rheingau begins the large area 
known as the Rheinhessen, 
home of the familiar blend 
known as Liebfraumilch. Some 
Liebfraumilch is good; some is 
bad. You are safe if you stick to 
the well-known shippers’ brands 
(Sichel’s Blue Nun, Deinhard’s 
Hanns Christof, Valckenberg’s 
Madonna, Langenbach’'s Meist- 
er Krone, Julius Kayser’s Glock- 
enspiel). We don't like Lieb- 
fraumilch with everything, but it 
and other Rheinhessens will go 
with most fish dishes, poultry 
and white meat and veal. That's 
true also of the dry Francon- 
ians and the earthy Palatinates 
from the Rheinpfalz, the area to 
the south of the Rheinhessen. 
These, even, will nicely accom- 
pany light game and venison. 

Ausleses, however, from any 
area, are usually too sweet for 
fish, and Beerenauslesen and 
Trockenbeerenauslesen are def- 
initely dessert wines, sweet but 
without any cloying aftertaste.

With a 1971 Niersteiner Pet- 
tental Trockenbeerenauslese, 
Paul Kovi served a Strawberry 
Vacherin—the meringue layered 
with strawberry sherbet, Fram- 
boise-laced whipped cream and 
fresh strawberries in Cassis. 
The wine was sweet and full— 
and we're told it will only get 
better. The dessert and wine 
became a natural and delicious 
extension of one another. The 
1971s are, as we said, a great 
vintage, and these Dry Berry Se- 
lection wines are going to dis- 
appear from the stores as quick- 
ly as they arrive (they’re just 
now beginning to reach us)— 
at $50 to $75 a bottle. What 
we had was the same wine Peter 
Sichel has put away for his 75th 
birthday. If our pocketbook will 
stretch to cover it before they're 
gone, we will too—and hope we 
shall have an equally note- 
worthy occasion to save it for.

barnstormed across the U.S. on 
a p.r. tour for the German wine 
producers’ group and the Ger- 
man Wine Information Bureau, 
New York City. 

Americans, he decided after 
that trip, will probably one day 
be the most wine-knowledgable 
people, as a whole, because we 
are studying so hard to learn 
about wine. “‘You have the best 
of everywhere being chosen for 
you—Frank Schoonmaker, for 
example, has one of the finest 
palates I’ve ever ‘known—and 
you have a price advantage over 
Europeans. The cost of ship- 
ping, warehousing and distribu- 
tion are the same for an ex- 
pensive and a cheap bottle, so 
an auslese, say, will cost only 
double or triple a German Ta- 
ble Wine in the U.S. but five 
times as much in Europe.” 

With the increased number of 
wines coming into the U.S., he 
thinks many retailers will not 
be able to keep up with them, 
“so you must begin to learn 
the importers you can place 
your confidence in. No reputa- 
ble owner or importer can afford 
to have his name connected 
with faulty or poor wines.”’ 

And Americans must yet 
learn to deformalize wines, he 
thinks. ‘‘Wine introduces a 
touch of ceremony to any meal, 
that’s why we don’t drink in 
tin cans or paper cups. But it 
should be a pleasure, not a duty 
or something to be served only 
on formal occasions. 

“Spend as much as you can 
afford for good glasses. Any de- 
cent china won't offend the food 
unless it's too risqué in color, 


But the most beautiful glass 
can be unsuitable if the rim is 
not thin or if it does not let 
the color come through—and 
that means no green glasses. 
That's a tradition from when it 
was difficult to get clear wine.” 
With the exception of the 
Roemer for Rhine wines—he 
still likes its shape, but with 
clear bowl—he prefers match- 
ing glasses, the flute only for 
sparklers, ‘‘the wide-mouthed 
only for fruit cocktail.’’ They 
must be stemmed ‘“‘to keep away 
from the wine the heat of your 
hand and the scent you wear. 
Arpege does not really comple- 
ment the Riesling bouquet.”’ 
Except for the ‘selection’ 
wines, white wine should be 
drunk at the temperature where 
you just notice that it is slightly 
cool, he emphasizes. And al- 
though he calls himself a ‘‘great 
appreciator of the dry martini,”’ 
he’s convinced that a long cock- 
tail hour “‘kills the pleasure of 
wine. Inviting people at 8 
o'clock and serving dinner at 
9:30 is an utter waste of first- 
class wines and foods and all 
the trouble preparing them.” 
When guests are invited to the 
Eltzerhof for dinner at 8 p.m., 
they are expected to arrive by 
7:55, enjoy one glass of sherry 
or Champagne and then sit 
down to dinner at 8:15 or so. 
Coffee is served in the grand 
salon after dinner, then cock- 
tails or liqueurs as people want. 
With newtechnology, he notes, 
“The question of aging wine is 
reduced to less emotion and 
more scientific reasoning.’ In 
general, he thinks most German 
wines will be drinkable a year 
after harvesting and sees little 
difference in the good generics 
and estate-bottled wines in this 
respect. ‘‘l would prefer a good 


generic wine to a poor estate 
one.’’ The selected harvestings 
will, of course, take longer to 
reach their apex, he ipoints out, 
“and the greatest Trockenbeer- 
enausleses are ageless.”’ 

In September of 1971, he 
opened four bottles of an 1893 
Trockenbeerenauslese from his 
cellars and found them “as 
fresh as when they were just 
harvested. The four bottles 
served 400 people, and though 
he doesn’t often serve wines 
this rare, he emphasizes that a 
thimbleful of Trockenbeeren- 
auslese is sufficient. “‘l have 
frequently served one bottle to 
a table of 16 to 20 people, 
with a light pastry dessert, in 
a sherry glass.” 

He is divided on the vogue 
for collecting rare wines and on 
the enormous auction prices 
such wines have brought. (He 
has seven more bottles of the 
1893 Trockenbeerenauslese in 
his cellars—and has refused 
prices up to $1,000 a bottle.) 
“| think | approve because it 
gives an added angle to wine 
that wasn't here before. Stamps 
are of use only to stamp en- 
velopes, and no high price paid 
by a collector will ever change 
this basic fact. The same is true 
for wines——collecting them can 
be like completing a set of 
prints or etchings, and a man 
should be allowed that if that’s 
what he wants. But | hope such 
a person keeps the wine in his 
collection as he would an art- 
work or else gives a tasting for a 
huge crowd of people who share 
his pleasure in the wine. It is 
too close to gluttony to reserve 
the wine to yourself at $300 
a glass. That's sinful. Values 
are important—and should not 
be adulterated by such great 
show-off extravagance."’ @

Fish Fillets with Bananas 
with Lemon Butter Sauce 


6 ripe, firm bananas 

Butter, softened 

8 fillets of sole (about three 
pounds) 

Lemon juice, strained 

Salt 

Freshly ground white pepper 


Peel the bananas and pull off 
any ‘‘strings,’’ then cut on the 
bias into 14-inch slices. Butter 
generously a flat baking pan 
large enough to hold the fillets 
flat without overlapping. (It may 
be necessary to use two pans.) 
Place the fillets in the pan. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper. 
Arrange banana slices on top of 
each fillet, running down _ its 
length. Sprinkle with lemon 
juice, then dot well with butter. 

Place in a preheated 500° 
oven and bake for about five 
minutes or until the fish flakes 
easily when probed with a fork. 
Baste once with melted butter 
while the fish cooks. Do not at- 
tempt to turn the fillets. 

To serve, arrange on a heat- 
ed platter and garnish with a 
bouquet of parsley, the Lemon 
Butter on the side. Serves six. 

Lemon Butter: Allow about 3 
tablespoons of melted butter 
per person, and add fresh lem- 
on juice to taste. 


Braised Duckling 
with Bananas 


1 five-pound duckling, 
quartered, thawed if frozen 

1 tablespoon olive oil 

Salt 

ae shly ground pepper 
1 large onion, peeled and 
minced 

2 tablespoons flour 

1 cup dry white wine 

1 1014-ounce can 
chicken broth 

1 bay leaf 

4 tablespoons (1/4 stick) butter 

3 large carrots, peeled and 
grated 

14% cup Madeira 

Juice of 14 lemon, strained 

6 to 8 parsley sprigs, minced 

2 firm, ripe bananas, peeled 
and sliced 14-inch thick 


Before cooking the duckling, 
cut off and discard all surplus 
fat with any skin attached. 

Heat the oil in a heavy skil- 
let. Brown the pieces of duck- 
ling well on both sides. Sprin- 
kle with salt and pepper and 
place in a large, heavy casse- 
role that has a cover. Pour off all 
but about 2 tablespoons of the 
fat from the skillet. Add the on- 
ion and '% cup of water. Bring 
to a boil and cook until the on- 
ion is soft and all the water has 


boiled away. Stir in the flour, 
then the wine and chicken 
broth. Stir until smooth. Season 
with salt and pepper. Pour over 
the duck and add the bay leaf. 
Bring to a boil on top of the 
stove, then piace in a preheated 
450° oven. Reduce heat im- 
mediately to 350° and cook for 
about one hour or until tender 
when pierced with a fork. 
Meanwhile, melt the butter in 
a skillet and sauté the carrots 
over low heat, stirring occa- 
sionally, until tender. When the 
duck is cooked, lift the pieces 
to a heated platter, keep warm. 
Skim off any excess fat from 
the liquid. Bring to a boil, cook 
down until you have about 3 
cups left. Add the carrots, Ma- 
deira, lemon juice and parsley. 





Bring up to a boil again. Coat 
the duck pieces with the sauce, 
then add the sliced bananas to 
the remaining sauce and pour 
into a heated sauceboat. 

Serve to four with rice and a 
dry red wine, followed by a 
green salad. 


Chopped Meat, Brazilian-Style, 
with Bananas a la Brazil

Stir in the remaining wine 
and the red pepper flakes. Cov- 
er and cook, stirring occasion- 
ally, one hour longer (a total of 
one hour and 30 minutes).

Bananas a la Brazil 


4 firm bananas* 

2 eggs, lightly beaten 

114 cups fresh bread crumbs 
(five or six slices firm bread)

Peel the bananas and cut into 
four pieces. Dip into the eggs, 
then roll in the crumbs. Heat 
the butter in a heavy enameled 
skillet.

Curried Lamb with Bananas 


4 pounds shoulder of lamb,

2 large cooking apples, 
cored and chopped fine 

1 large cleve garlic, 
peeled and minced 

14, cup curry powder

Lemon juice to taste 

2 ripe, but firm, bananas, 
peeled and quartered 


Melt the butter in a large, heavy, 
ovenproof casserole that can go 
to the table. Add the lamb, a 
few pieces at a time, and cook, 
turning it over, until it has lost 
its color. Set each batch aside. 
Then return al! the meat to the 
casserole and add the onions, 
apples and garlic. Continue to 
cook, stirring often, until nearly 
all the moisture evaporates. 
Sprinkle with the curry pow- 
der and flour. Stir until the meat 
is well coated. Add the chicken 
broth, salt and pepper. Bring to 
a boil. Cover and place in a pre- 
heated 375° oven for one hour 
or until the meat is tender when 
pierced with a fork. Add the 


cream and lemon juice. Taste 
for seasoning. Then add the 
sliced bananas. Bring up to a 
boil just before serving. 

Serve to eight with freshly 
cooked rice, chutney and these 
other condiments: chopped 
chives or scallions, raisins 
soaked in Cognac and peanuts 
or chopped almonds. 


Mashed Bananas and Carrots 


6 large carrots, peeled 
and sliced 

Salt 

3 tablespoons butter 

1 small onion, peeled and 
minced 

3 very ripe bananas 

Freshly ground white pepper 

1 egg, lightly beaten 

1 tablespoon lemon juice 


Place the carrots in a heavy 
saucepan. Add boiling water to 
cover and a good dash of salt. 
Bring to a boil, reduce heat and 
cook until very tender when 
pierced with a paring knife. 

Melt the butter in a small 
saucepan. Add the onion and a 
cup of water. Bring to a boil and 
boil until all the water has evap- 
orated and the onion is tender. 
If necessary, add more water. 

Once the carrots are cooked, 
push through a food mill or 
sieve; stir in the onions. Peel 
the bananas, snip off the tips, 
chop coarsely and push them 
through a mill or sieve. Add to 
the carrot mixture along with 
salt and pepper to taste. Add 
the egg and lemon juice and 
mix thoroughly. 

Pour into a one-quart casse- 
role or soufflé dish and bake in 
a preheated 400° oven for 15 
minutes or until piping hot. 

Very good with roast pork. 
Serves five to six. 


Banana Soufflé 
with Apricot Sauce 


Butter 

6 ripe bananas, peeled and 
coarsely chopped 

Grated rind of 1 orange 

Juice of 1 orange, strained 

Juice of 14 lemon, strained 

Tf cup superfine sugar 

1f cup slivered toasted 
almonds, coarsely chopped 

4 to 6 egg whites (enough 
to make 1 cup) 


Butter a 114-quart soufflé dish, 
then coat with sugar. Refriger- 
ate. At the same time, place a 
baking sheet in the center rack 
of the oven. 

Pour half the fruit juice into 
the container of the elec- 
tric blender. Add half the ba- 
nanas. Blend to make a smooth 
purée. Pour into a large bowl. 
Blend the remaining juice and 
bananas. Combine with the first. 
Stir in the sugar, almonds and 
a big pinch of salt. 

Beat the egg whites with an 
electric beater or mixer until 


they hold firm shiny peaks when 
the beater is held straight up. 
With a wire whip, beat about a 
third of the whites into the ba- 
nana mixture. Then pour over 
the remaining whites and fold 
in with a rubber spatula. Pour 
into the prepared soufflé dish. 
Place on a baking sheet, bake 
in a preheated 375° oven for 25 
to 30 minutes: Serve at once. 


Apricot Sauce: 

Combine one 12-ounce jar apri- 
cot jam with 6 tablespoons su- 
gar and 1% cup of water. Bring 
to a boil. Cook over moderate 
heat, stirring constantly, for five 
minutes. Push through a fine 
sieve. Cool and add about 4 ta- 
blespoons Grand Marnier or Cu- 
racao. Serve with the soufflé. 


Bananas and Orange 
in Hot Rum Sauce 


lf cup (1 stick) butter 

Grated rind of 1 navel orange 

4 navel oranges 

Juice of 14 lemon, strained 

6 firm, ripe bananas 

1/, cup light brown sugar, 
firmly packed 

Tf cup dark rum 


Butter an ovenproof baking dish 
that can go to the table. 

Grate the rind of 1 orange 
and set aside. Cut off the white 
skin right down to the flesh. 
Then peel the remaining three 
oranges right down to the flesh. 
Section over a bowl to catch any 
juices. Squeeze the membrane 
to salvage all the juice. Add the 
lemon juice. 

Peel the bananas and cut off 
the tips, then cut each one on 
the bias into four pieces. Add 
to the bowl with the orange sec- 
tions and juice and mix to coat 
the bananas with the juices. 
Melt the remaining butter, stir 
in the orange rind, sugar and 
rum. Mix well. Then add the 
fruit juices. 

Arrange the banana pieces 
and orange segments alternate- 
ly in the buttered ovenproof 
baking dish. Pour the Rum 
Sauce over all. Bake in a pre- 
heated 450° oven, basting once, 
for 10 minutes. Serve to six. 


James Beard’s 
Crépes Directoire* 


1 to 114 cups milk 

7/, cup all-purpose flour 

1% teaspoon salt 

1 tablespoon sugar 

3 eggs 

2 tablespoons butter, melted 
1 teaspoon vanilla 


Place 1 cup of the milk and all 
remaining ingredients in the 
container of an electric blender 
and blend until smooth. The 
batter should have the consist- 
ency of thick cream.

Heat a six-inch crépe or cast- 
iron pan. Brush with melted 
butter. Add 2 tablespoons of the 
batter, tilting and rotating the 
pan so the entire surface is cov- 
ered evenly. 

Place over the heat for a min- 
ute or so or until the bottom is 
golden brown. To turn, lift the 
edge of the crépe with your 
thumb and forefinger and flip 
it over. Brown lightly for about 
a minute. The second side, 
you'll find, is always ‘“‘freckled,”’ 
not an even brown. 

As each crépe is cooked, 
stack on a plate. Keep warm in 
a low oven, covered with foil, 
until ready to use. Makes about 
three dozen. Note: Crépes can 
be made in advance and re- 
heated or frozen. Thaw first.

Meanwhile, peel the bananas, 
pull off any ‘‘strings’’ and cut 
each banana into three equal 
pieces. Sprinkle the cornstarch 
onto a plate. Dip the banana 
pieces into the egg, then roll 
lightly in the cornstarch. Set 
aside on paper towels. 

Pour the remaining oil into a 
large saucepan or deep-fat fry- 
er. Heat until a one-inch cube 
of bread browns in 40 seconds 
or a candy thermometer reach- 
es 375°. Add the bananas, a 
few at a time, and cook until 
golden—about five minutes. 
With a slotted spoon, lift from 
the oil to the heated serving 
bowl. When all the bananas are 
cooked, pour the hot syrup over 
the fruit, making certain every 
piece is coated, and sprinkle 
with the toasted sesame seeds. 

To serve, place the bowls of 
ice and water on the table and 
add the glazed bananas imme- 
diately. This way the glaze crys- 
talizes quickly and the result is 
meltingly hot bananas on the in- 
side with a candy-hard cold 
coating. Guests then pick up the 
pieces with chopsticks.

6 bananas 

1 tablespoon cornstarch

Cut off a thin lengthwise slice 
from each banana. Carefully lift 
out the fruit without breaking 
the skin. Set the skins aside. 
Push enough of the bananas 
through a potato ricer, sieve or 
food mill to yield 2 cups of 
purée. Set aside any remaining 
fruit to use some other way. 

Combine the cornstarch, sug- 
ar, salt and milk in a sauce- 
pan. Cook over moderate heat, 
whipping constantly with a whip, 
until the mixture thickens. Stir 
in the banana purée and Per- 
nod. Whip in the egg yolks, one 
at a time. Bring to a boil, stir- 
ring constantly. Take off the 
heat and cool. 

Beat the egg whites with a 
rotary or electric beater until 
they hold, firm, shiny peaks 


when the beater is held straight 
up. Pour the banana mixture on 
top and fold in smoothly with a 
rubber spatula. 

Spoon the mixture into the 
banana skins until they are 
about two-thirds full. Sift a 
sprinkling of confectioners’ sug- 
ar on top. Place on a baking 
sheet and bake in a preheated 
350° oven until puffed and 
brown. Serve immediately to six.

What is baking powder? 


Baking powder, a leavening agent, is a chemical mixture of 
baking soda (or sodium bicarbonate) and a weak acid, mixed 
with starch to keep them dry until used. It is used in cakes, 
muffins, biscuits, etc. to make them puff up or rise so they are 
light, fluffy and tender when baked. Yeast is used in bread- 
making for the same purpose, but it takes much longer for it to 
work than baking powder, which acts quickly. As a matter of 
interest, the French expression for baking powder is /evure 
Anglaise, which means English yeast. 

What happens is this: When baking powder is added to a 
batter, it starts to dissolve in the liquid and then the chemistry 
begins. The acid reacts with the alkaline soda producing hun- 
dreds of tiny bubbles of gas (carbon dioxide), just like those in 
soda water. The two major types of baking powder, and you will 
find the type specified on the label, are: single-acting (tartrate) 
baking powder, which works at room temperature, giving off 
carbon dioxide immediately after being mixed with liquid (and 
you should work quickly and get the cake or whatever into the 
oven promptly); double-acting baking powder, which releases 
only a small amount of carbon dioxide at room temperature, the 
remainder only when heat is applied during baking. 


What is baking soda? 


Bicarbonate of soda, which is an effective leavening agent when 
used with acid. The chemical reaction of the acid with the bak- 
ing soda causes the release of carbon dioxide. Lemon juice, 
buttermilk, sour cream and molasses are typical of acid sub- 
stances in recipes calling for baking soda. In France, baking © 
soda is called poudre chimique (chemical powder). 


Are baking powder and 
baking soda interchangeable? 
No. See above for the distinctions between the two. 


Are singie-acting and double-acting 
baking powder interchangeable? 


No. You use half as much double-acting as you do single-acting. | 
The correct proportions for double-acting baking powder are 1 | 
level teaspoon per cup of cake flour and 114 level teaspoons’ 
per cup of all-purpose flour. ]

Thinking of our cities, what | 
call ‘‘visual pollution’ is bad 
taste. The essence of this 
is proliferation—buildings that 
spread out weakly in an unde- 
fined way. When you get sky- 
scrapers clustered, as tightly 
defined as they were in the orig- 
inal lower Manhattan, you get 
something very beautiful. But 
when you see them strung out 
endlessly along Third Avenue 
from 40th Street on, you have 
an example of visual pollution. 
I’ve just returned from Mo- 
rocco, where the villages are all 
sharply set apart and each vil- 
lage is a cluster of buildings, 
the village bound in by its own 
walls—those intense groups 
never pollute the landscape. 
Even the kind of ‘‘signscape”’ 
you see in unattractive Western 
towns is great if it is confined 
and limited. What is bad is when 
this proliferates, loses its inten- 
sity and strings out in a vague 
form along the highways. | 
think everything is in good taste 
in its time and way. Every- 
thing that’s real is in good 
taste, whether it’s Art Nouveau, 
the 20s, the 30s, the 40s, 50s, 
60s. And we realize more and 
more that each one of those is 
good taste. You simply can’t 
say that the classical revival in 
New York around 1910 was bad 
taste and that the Bauhaus was 
good taste. But everything that 
is done with conviction and in- 
tensity in its own time and way 
is good, and everything is also 
subject to becoming bad taste 
by being cheapened and wa- 
tered down and poorly imitated.

| remember something one of 
my manufacturers said: ‘‘Taste 
is ‘yours and mine’ versus 
‘theirs’. The ‘yours and mine’ 
tends to vary and the ‘theirs’ is 
always the one that’s out.” 
Cynical, maybe, but there’s a 
certain element of truth there, 
| think. Something | always 
bash on about and still think is 
true is that taste boils down 
to what is appropriate to the 
circumstances of the time, time 
meaning Bruno Zevi’s concept 
of time-space. | think really that 
you can have anything, no 
matter how elaborate or how 
simple, provided it is appropri- 
ate to the particular problem 
that you are solving. | think 
of taste as a problem-solving ef- 
fort as opposed to anything 
else. Things only become vul- 
gar or hideous when they are 
inappropriate to what’s happen- 
ing. And this does not preclude 
fantasy; in fact, it can be a sort 
of launching platform for fan- 
tasy. When designers get to- 
gether occasionally to talk, after 
having a good dinner, the 
question comes up: ‘‘Are we 
really right?’’ What's to say that 
we really are? We think we are 
and our clients, thank God, 
think we are, but it all seems to 
boil down to what seems ap- 
propriate to the circumstance. 
As to whether taste is inbred 
or can it be acquired, | think 
you can say “‘yes’’ to both. | 


think there are people born 
with impeccably good taste, but 
that doesn’t mean that they 
don't have to cultivate it. It’s 
slightly like genius or any other 
gift—you can be born with any- 
thing, but if you don’t work at 
it, eventually it sort of disap- 
pears. You can Cultivate taste 
mainly through interest and ex- 
posure. And then we immedi- 
ately have to go into that thing 
about money and I'm afraid 
that good taste, really good 
taste, does require a certain 
amount of money. It’s sad, but 
| think the market is definitely 
trading up. In England, Terrence 
Conran has produced a sort of 
new look for people with not so 
much money and there is a defi- 
nite market for this. But fine 
quality is expensive. | know that 
as a designer or manufacturer, 
if you're trying to be a taste- 
maker, trying to be inventive, 
the risk does require the back- 
ing of money. 


VICTOR PAPANEK, 
dean of School of Design, 
California Institute of the Arts 
| would call ‘‘taste’’ the last ref- 
uge of those designers who lack 
social and moral responsibility 
for their work. Then you ask, 
“How do you distinguish be- 
tween good and bad taste?’ and 
my answer to that one would be 
that good taste means that the 
object or the product or the sys- 
tem has a supreme fit with not 
only the visual needs, but also 
the needs of use and of social 
and societal desires in some 
specific area. 

| think taste can always be 
developed to some degree. | 
don’t know whether it’s a nat- 
ural attribute or not. I’ve been 
teaching and designing for 16 
years and know that it’s cer- 
tainly developable. | would as- 
sume that people are almost 
taste-blind and what a teacher 
or a magazine or a book or any 
visual experience can do is to 
open doors that have been pre- 
viously hidden from them. As 
for current work that meets my 


standards of good taste, in do- 
mestic design | would suggest 
three chairs that are not new 
but somewhat old. One is the 
director's chair made by Tele- 
scope. Another is the original 
Hardoy chair, also called the 
safari chair. The third is the 
Saco—the beanbag chair. Why 
| think they’re good is fully de- 
scribed in my book, Design for 
the Real World. Something 
| consider a superb break- 
through in design is a pair of bin- 
oculars called Expo, designed 
by Paul Maguire and made by 
Bushnell. The design presents a 
break-through in that the bin- 
oculars are not only good but 
very inexpensive and so de- 
signed that they need no pro- 
tective case, they float, they are 
white and easier to find than 
the usual binoculars that are 
sort of black precision things. 
You will notice that the three 
chairs | suggest are also either | 
collapsible or easily carriable— 
not big things that one needs a 
moving man to move. (Editor's 
note: Victor Papanek has lately 
collaborated on the book No- 
madic Furniture.)

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Museum and the Matisse Chapel 
in Vence, France; Aubusson 
rugs; the Revere bowl; the Na- 
tional Museum, the Shrine of the 
Book and the Vad Vashem Mar- 
tyrs and Heroes Memorial in 
Jerusalem; things that are what 
they are without pretense, like °

You may be strongly tempted 
at night and during the cooler 
morning hours to open windows 
and turn off the cooling system.

Look for other sources of mois- 
ture and eliminate them, if pos- 
sible. These things may mean a 
minor rescheduling of house- 
hold duties and a few family 
activities—but all are impor- 
tant to getting maximum com- 
fort performance from your new 
air-conditioning system with the

Just remember that air 
conditioning is different; it is 
meant to be—beneficially so. 
Then give the new routine a 
good chance to work for you 
and your cooling system.

1 Concern for the Future 
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. WHEN vou 
SHOULD SUE 


There may come a day when your contractor doesn’t do what he 
was contracted to do. Your new roof leaks. Paint on the wall 
is a color substantially different from what you ordered. Or a 
wall around the garden dangerously leans. What can you do? If 
it were clothes or a car, you could refuse to accept it. But here 
the work is attached to the land. You can’t tell the contractor to 
take it back. But what can you do to make him satisfy you? 

As a general rule, most disputes end in a compromise. Take 
the case of what must be the most patient family in America. 
They lived with an alternately wet and flooded basement for nine 
years before suing. Their troubles began when they took over 
the new house. The builder assured them at that time there was 
only a temporary dampness in the basement. ‘‘It will dry out 
soon,’ he said. But it didn't. And for four years the builder 
tried various half measures such as applying cheap waterproof- 
ing compounds. When they failed, he installed a pump, but this 
eventually proved ineffective, too. ‘t ovly drained a portion of 
the water. The family was finally convinced that water would 
remain where their basement was supposed to be, and sued. 

The couple won $4,900, or roughly one-third the price of the 
house plus incidental damages suffered through the years. The 
sum they received from the suit represented the difference in 
value between the house they ordered and the house they got. 

Perhaps faced with the same problem, you would insist on 
getting the basement dried out permanently, no matter what it 
cost the contractor. The judge ruled that the contractor had per- 
formed the work in good faith though with obvious shortcom- 
ings. More important, the cost of correcting the fault would re- 
quire extensive tearing down and rebuilding, a process the court 
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Forecast of a future kitchen? Could be. London designer

calculator and a telephone. Cause for present sadness: 
the model's cost of £2,500 or about $7,000. And 
then, of course, there would be plumbing and wiring. 















labeled ‘‘economic waste.’’ But the clincher was the fact that 
the owners had moved in and lived with the problem for nine 
years. If they had refused at the very beginning to accept the 
house until the basement was repaired, they might well have 
forced the contractor’s hand. 

When fraud or a willful disregard of the plans and/or con- 
tract are evident, you need not compromise. ‘‘Gross neglect is 
hardly consistent with the kind of good faith that induces courts 
to overlook troublesome variations,’’ said one judge. For exam- 
ple, a builder who put up 24 houses with building paper on the 
outer stud walls, instead of wood sheathing, and one furnace 
where a zoned system with two furnaces was required, got 
a direct order from the court: rebuild the entire de- 
velopment, despite the enormous cost.

when a contractor makes an innocent variance, you must make 
a reasonable adjustment, just as you do with your tailor, cook 
or food store. For example, you might have to accept a driveway 
graded slightly higher than specified because the contractor ran 
into a massive rock. Removing the rock would probably have 
cost more than adjusting the driveway grade slightly. 

Can you ever be sure of getting exactly what you want? In 
other words, how fussy can you be at contract-signing time? 
Enough to demand that the contractor perform his work ‘‘to 
your satisfaction.’’ But don’t expect many contractors to sign. 
They see the pitfalls ahead for them. What does the court say? 
Owner's satisfaction means a reasonable man’s satisfaction. 
Your disapproval must not be capricious. No court would permit 
you to complain, for instance, that the walls are not exactly 
vertical nor the floors instrument-level. In short, the courts 
will satisfy the ordinarily, but not impossibly fussy owner. 
Here are three more situations that occur occasionally 
between contractor and owner: 

@ Suppose the contractor stops work in the middle of the job? 
Or never begins at all? You may sue and collect the difference 
it costs to have someone else do the work. If the original con- 
tractor agreed to build your house for $50,000 and now, many 
months later, you discover no one will build it for less than 
$60,000, the original contractor will be directed by the court 
to pay you the difference, $10,000. 

@ Suppose the relations between you and the contractor break 
down completely during the construction? You no longer can 
stand him and want to call the job off. Legally, this is called 
“‘recission of the contract.’ In a way, it resembles the annul- 
ment of a marriage. Some of the grounds for recission would 
include seriously imperfect work, the use of obviously inferior 
materials, impossibly bad supervision on the job or an act 
which proves that the job will never be completed as ordered. 

Recission will not be granted for shortcomings that mere 
money can repair. It must be an irreparable loss. If the con- 
tractor continues to delay the work, you may first demand that 
he provide additional men, machinery or whatever it will take 
to complete the job as agreed. But you can’t toss him off the 
job unless time was made an essential condition in the con- 
tract. Nor can you dismiss him if weather or late shipments 
beyond his control slow up the work. 

e After starting work, the contractor can not charge you more 
for the cost of complying with the law. There is an implied 
agreement in every contract to comply with the law. If the 
builder puts in a house foundation that doesn't meet estab- 
lished setback regulations, he must pay to make the change. 

If you've selected your contractor with care, it’s not likely 
you'll ever confront these problems. The vast majority of resi- 
dential building and remodeling proceeds uneventfully. 
But it’s well to understand what you can do 
(and not do) should a dispute ever 
arise. —JOSE SCHORR

get the feel of that great pulsing center. If they hear that Picas- 
so is in fashion, they choose something in the manner of Picasso, 
but something on the fringes because they don’t understand the 
elemental soul of Picasso. They are like name-droppers. Ask 
them a question about the person whose name they dropped 
and you discover they don’t really know the person at all. 

Taste, | think, is a form of sensitivity. You can have an apti- 
tude for it, like a potential for playing the piano, but you will 
never be a great pianist unless you do your finger exercises, 
unless you try to feel what Beethoven really meant. You've got 
to cultivate taste, work at it. Whatever it is—painting, clothes, 
furniture, poetry—you've got to get to the root center of it, 
where the elements come pulsing through. If you want to get a 
general feel of all-around taste in countless different scenes, | 
think the best way to see the woods for the trees is to get a love 
of nature, which is, after all, the ultimate element. It’s a matter 
of learning to feel the elements of balance and proportion, 
cause and effect—the root essence of everything we experience. 
But you have to work: at understanding such things. You 
cannot truly recognize something marvelous unless you know a 
bit about it. With design and fashion, you’ve got to understand 
what it’s all about, how it came about, and once you've got all 
these things at your fingertips, then you're in a position to make 
judgments and to test them against other people’s opinions. If 
you find that, after three or four years, your judgments have 
proved right, then you are getting places. 

You ask if | can suggest any current work in the field of 
domestic design that | would consider good taste. In building, 
| think of John Fowler, who has retired now but who has done 
very marvelous houses. Fowler stated the theme of elemental 
good taste in the revival of the 18th century. Then you get 
Philip Johnson, who, in the 1940s, was producing architecture 
that, in terms of design, is still way ahead and much copied. 
Johnson saw the center, the sort of thriving element that drives 
straight. In art, | feel that elemental cause and effect in the 
work of Oscar Kokoschka—worlds being formed and split up, an 
ever-moving, ever-changing, dynamic thing. These people have 
their following, people who work “‘‘in the manner of’’ the orig- 
inal, but they are merely copying, not trying to make things that 
look like nature as they see it. They miss that apprecia- 
tion of the pulsing core of things that | 
define as good taste.

by dictating, while the box is open to any possibility. ‘‘The 
child’s imagination should span the piece to make it into a 
rocket, a jet, a horse or anything else.'’ Friedberg, head of the 
New York landscape architecture firm of M. Paul Friedberg As- 
sociates, sees play as a vital learning experience and play equip- 
ment as something to stimulate the child’s creativity and chal- 
lenge him physically. The trouble with conventional play equip- 
ment, he feels, is that it leaves nothing to the imagination. A 
swing is a swing; a concrete turtle is a concrete turtle. 

In conjunction with this philosophy, Friedberg began design- 
ing play facilities that spark a child’s imagination. He aban- 
doned the usual design concepts of what a child should like and 
tried to present him with choices. And he calls the result 
of these efforts TimberForms, a modular system made up of 
12 by 12-inch blocks of wood called Stepping Columns. Mod- 
ular is the pivotal word here. The Stepping Columns can be 
arranged in any combination, their design tailored to the topo- 
graphical requirements of the play area, the size of the play 
area and the ages and abilities of the children.

On Postal Increases 


The United States Postal-Service has 
started a series of second class postage rate 
increases that over a five-year period will 
increase the postage bills of magazines by 
an average of 127%. Anticipated increased 
Postal Service labor costs and continued 
inflation could make the final increase 
much higher. Some magazines could have 
increases of over two hundred percent, and 
many may cease publishing. The inflation- 
ary effect of these abrupt and enormous rate 
increases on readers, publications, and ad- 
vertisers alike, are obvious. It is our feeling 
the only way to cushion its effect would be 
through giving the magazine industry a 
reasonable period of time in which to ad- 
just to these increases. 

Certainly the speed of these increases 
should be removed from the sudden death 
category which has now put many of our 
worthiest publications in real jeopardy. 

The rapid escalation of these rates is actu- 
ally counter to the original intent of Con- 
gress in the Postal Reorganization ACE Ok 

1970, which presaged a “gradual” increase. 
These increases are about as gradual as a 
guillotine. Only you, the reader, can do 
anything to prevent this. You can only act 
through Congress.

Handbuilt pottery 
(by Julia Duncan) 


Instructions are given for the 
basics of building coil and slab 
pottery, which do not require a 
potter’s wheel. It is advisable 
to buy your clay and glazes from 
the same place that will fire the 
pieces. For sources, look in 
the Yellow Pages under Ceramic 
Supplies and Art Schools. 
Choice of clay: The type of clay 
you use is critical. Use clays 
that fire above 2000°. A clay 
containing grog (fired clay 
ground up and sieved) has both 
strength and an interesting tex- 
ture—good for sculpture. A fine 
red clay can be handsome with- 
out a glaze for planters and 
sculpture. Ask your supplier 
what's best for your project. 
Materials: Clay; tools for shap- 
ing and carving, such as tongue 
depressors, popsicle sticks, tex- 
tured cloth; soft sponge; ser- 
rated and paring knives; wall- 
board: about 12 by 18 inches 
fora work surface; 6 by 6 to 
build individual pieces on; 2 
wood pieces for slab pottery, 
%y4- to Y%-inch thick by 18 
inches long, at least six inches 
wide; rolling pin. 

Preparing clay: To homogenize 
clay to create an even consist- 
ency, you must ‘‘wedge’’ it. 
You can knead it like bread or 
beat it with an unvarnished 
piece of wood. Remove all air 
bubbles or the piece will crack 
and explode when fired. If the 
clay is firm and hard, place a 
wet cloth under it (and over it, 
if necessary). If too wet and 
sticky, omit cloth and knead 
until some water evaporates. 
Base for pot: You'll need a base 
on which to build. Bases can be 
a round flat ‘‘cookie’’ of clay or 
a pinch bowl made by pressing 
a ball of clay into a bowl shape. 
Types of construction: 

™ For the coil method, form a 





. fat sausage of clay and roll 


gently and evenly with fingers. 
Coils best for building can be 
from %4-inch to an inch in di- 
ameter. Try coils of varying 
thickness. Build coils in circles 
on top of the base to the height 
you want the pot to be. Smooth 
them together gently or let the 
bulky coil shape show if you 
prefer. With fingers, smooth 
coils on the inside to join. 

™" For the slab method, lay a 
damp cloth on the wallboard. 
Place the two boards six to ten 
inches apart with clay flattened 
between. With a rolling pin, 
level clay to the height of the 
two boards. Trim each slab to 
the size needed for one side of 
your pot. Pinch slabs together 


to form a pot the desired a 
™ To join pieces, score or rough: 
en the area onto which the addi- 
tion is to be attached. In a 
bowl, make a slushy mixture of 
clay and water. Spread the mix- 
ture (called a slip) generously 
on scored surface and gently, 
but firmly, fit addition to it. Slip 
will squish out. Leave it alone 
until it firms and then press it 
back into seam. If a project is 
not completed in one session, 
carefully cover the piece and 
the work surface with plasty 
wrap to keep it moist. 

Clues for beginners: A textural 
surface can cover a multitude of 
sins. Do not polish the surface 
of the clay, either with fingers 
or water. Polishing closes the 
pores of the clay and makes it 
difficult to make a glaze adhere. 
Allow the structured elements 
(coil, slab, pieces) to show and 
let seams be part of your decor- 
ation. When the piece is firm 
enough to handle, check bottom 
for smoothness; bevel edges so 
it will not scratch furniture. 
Drying: Dry pieces as slowly a 
possible. Clay shrinks as 
dries, and any tension betwee 
thick and thin will produc 
cracks. If a piece cracks durin 
drying, it usually isn’t wort 
mending. To equalize dryin 
time between top and bottom o 
piece, place your pot on a cak 
rack or screen and put a plasti 
bag with holes in it over the top 
Allow two weeks before firing. 
Firing: \f you intend to decorat 
with a glaze, you will need t 
have the piece bisque-fired a 
a low temperature (1700°) t 
make it durable enough t 
glaze.

Corrugated Wine Rack 
and Mirror Frame 


Materials: Corrugated card- 
board from used cartons; metal 
straight edge and ruler combi- 
nation; sharp razor cutting 
knife, such as Stanley Slimknife 
and blades; 3M SpraMent glue; 
old newspaper to spray on; pen- 
cil; cardboard for pattern. 
Instructions: On extra piece of 
cardboard, make an accurate 
pattern according to measure- 
ments on drawings A and B. 
On corrugated cardboard, 
trace 18 pieces of A and 24 
pieces of B. Carefully cut one- 
inch by three-inch slots, using 
straight edge. Clean corners

side. Trace around edge of mir- 
ror. This should be a vertical 
rectangle. Cut out the center 
with sharp knife and straight 
edge. Make another piece exact- 
ly the same size. Lay aside. Now 
prepare to cut strips from a new 
sheet of cardboard with corru- 
gated running horizontally (see 
drawing next page). Corrugated 
pattern forms design on the 
frame in final assembly. Six 
strips equal one inch in depth. 
Therefore, all directions require 
six pieces to complete a unit re- 
quiring an inch measurement. 
(Henceforth, this will be referred 
to in directions as a “‘unit.’’) 

On a new sheet, measure 12 
pieces 18 inches long by 14- 

























with knife. Begin spraying and 
making units (six pieces equal 
one inch in depth). When these 
are completed, begin assem- 
bling units, one smaller (B) to 
one larger (A) at each end; then 
at the bottom and so on until 
together. To finish off the edges 
of all projecting pieces, measure 
wall sides plus the top and cut 
each piece individually, since a 
set measurement will not work 
out exactly. (Follow the in- 
structions on drawing.) Watch 
corner pieces as the measure- 
ment varies slightly one from 
the other.

Materials for fabric-covered ta- 


ble: Fabric; Sobo glue; razor- 
sharp cutting knife for final 
trimming; table, preferably one 
with all right angles, Parsons, 
for example. (Carved or turned 
surfaces are not suitable.) 
Instructions: Sand smooth all 
surfaces to be covered with fab- 
ric; clean with a damp cloth, 
Allow to dry. Measure each sur- 
face of the table and cut 
fabric slightly larger to allow 
small overlap at joints. Fabric 
has a tendency to stretch when 
moistened with the Sobo glue; 
smooth and straighten as you 
go—being careful not to leave 
bubbles but also not to stretch 
the fabric out of shape. As you 
finish each section, trim any 
ragged edges and be sure that 
sufficient glue extends under 
each edge to firmly bond it to 
the fabric it overlaps. When 
completely dry, spray with 3M 
Scotch Guard or add several 
coats of polyurethane. 


Eraser printing 


Materials: gum eraser, at least 
an inch long (for easy handling); 
carving tool, such as dental or 
linoleum block tools, X-Acto or 
penknife; paper to print on; 
inks such as tempera, acrylic 
paint, water soluble printing ink 
or stamp pads. 

Carving: With a carving tool, cut 


design out of eraser, about 14- 


inch deep to provide a raised 
printing surface. When properly 
carved, the eraser can be used 
over and over. There are several 
ways of cutting: so that the de- 
sign itself is the raised surface 
and everything around it is cut 
away; or so that the design is 
cut out of the eraser, leaving 
edges remaining. The abstract 
design on the box is a combina- 
tion of these techniques and 
both cut and uncut surfaces are 
integral parts of the design. In 
any case, whatever surface pro- 
trudes will be what prints. 

Printing: Press raised surface 
on a stamp pad or into a very 
thin layer of ink, rolled on a flat 
surface. Press firmly but care- 
fully on paper, so that only the 


















raised surface prints. Test ¢ 
ferent combinations of pap 
and inks until best results 
achieved on those samples.

Materials: Two thermo-formed, 
13-inch Plexiglas domes of 14- 
inch material (available by mail 
from Plasti-Vu, 150-38 12th 
Ave., Whitestone, N.Y. 11357, 
or Cooks General Machine Shop, 
617 S. Lawrence St., Burling- 
ton, N.J. 08016); One sheet of 
14-inch clear Plexiglas, 48 by 72 
inches. If you wish to have work 
cut and polished by a dealer, 
you will need: masking tape; 
EDC or MDC solvent; needletip 
applicator; four flat-head alumi- 
num rivets; carpenter's square. 
Starting from scratch, you'll 
also need: sabre saw with blade 
containing at least 14 teeth per 
inch; electric two-speed drill 
with buffing attachment and 
compound; vise for holding drill 
stationary while buffing; one 
special drill bit, size 14-inch; 
wood clamps and scraper; #220 
silicone carbide paper; #400 
“wet or dry’’ paper. 
Instructions: Order pieces or 
cut sheet to these measure- 
ments: two sides 3934 by 15 
inches; two sides 3934 by 1414 
inches; one bottom 15% by 
15% inches; and two spacers, 
each 4 by 314 inches. 

To finish the edges, follow 
these instructions: (1) Using 


the sharpened back edge of a 
discarded hack-saw blade or a 
scraper, remove marks that may 
have been left by the power saw. 
(2) Using #220 silicone carbide 
paper followed by #400 ‘‘wet or 
dry’’ paper, sand until smooth. 
(3) With buffing compound and 
the buffing attachment on your 
electric drill, polish. 

Remove the protective mask- 
ing paper from one side of the 
Plexiglas. This side will become 
the inside of the pedestal. On 
the other side, remove about 
two inches of the masking paper 
from the edges to be cemented. 
The rest of the paper should 
stay until the pedestal is put 
together. Assemble the four 
sides of the pedestal, using 
masking tape every four to six 
inches to hold your work in 
place while cementing. 

Using a needle-tip applicator 
and EDC or MDC solvent and 
working from inside the ped- 
estal, cement the first two 
joints. It will be necessary for 
you to reach in from both ends 
in order to cement the 40 inch- 
es. Work from the center and 
draw toward you with a smooth 
motion. Wait for about 20 min- 
utes for the joints to set up be- 
fore turning the piece to do the 
other two joints.

upright on top of the bottom 
piece, being certain that the 
allowance is even all around. 
And in order to hold your work 
firmly in place during the ce- 
menting operation, place some 
weights across the top of the 
pedestal. (Magazines piled on 
one another will do.) Cement 
a.l around the base. Then let the 
piece set for a few hours before 
removing masking paper. 

The purpose of the spacers 
is to separate the two domes 
slightly in the event too much 
humidity builds up after the ter- 
rarium has been planted. These 
spacers are removable so you 
have the option of using them 
at some times, not at others. 
Edge-finish the spacers the 
same as the rest of your work. 

The spacers and the flanges 
of both domes will be drilled to 
accommodate four flat-headed 
aluminum rivets cut to 34-inch 
long. You will need a l%-inch 
drill bit in your electric drill. The 
bit recommended is the special 
one sold for use with acrylic 
material. Protect all material 
with masking paper while it is 
being drilled. This precaution 
includes the flanges of the 
domes, which will have been 
delivered without paper. In this 
case, a small piece of tape on 
the spot will suffice. 

Before drilling the holes, lo- 
cate the spacer in its proper 
position between the two flang- 
es. Clamp together to hold in 
place. Masking tape applied on 
the tips of the clamp will pro- 
tect your material from marks. 
Drili the two 14-inch holes be- 


ment four small triangles % 
inch from each corner on the 
underside of the flange. These 
may be cut from scrap material 
or may be purchased where 
acrylic findings are sold. If tri- 
angles are not available, small 
squares may be used instead. 

After planting, the top dome 
and spacers are put into place, 
and the pins (rivets) inserted to 
hold all in place. 


PLEXIGLAS ACCESSORIES (by 
Millicent Zahn) 


Materials: If you wish to have 
work cut and polished by a 
dealer, you will need: opaque 
Plexiglas sheet 14-inch thick, 
24 by 36 inches; 3 feet of flexi- 
ble vinyl tubing; brass knob, two 
inches in diameter, with 5%- 
inch-long screw; masking tape; 
EDC or MDC solvent; needletip — 
applicator; isopropyl alcohol 
(from druggist). 

If you wish to cut, drill and 
polish your own material, you 
will need, in addition to the 
above: sabre saw with blade 
containing at least 14 teeth per 
inch; electric two-speed drill — 
with buffing attachment and 
compound; vise to hold drill 
during the buffing; two special 
drill bits: 3g and 5/32 inch; 
wood clamps and scraper; #220 
silicone carbide paper; #400 
“wet or dry’’ paper (from hard- 
ware store). 

Preparing the Plexiglas: Plexi- 
glas is sold with protective 
masking paper on both sides. 
Leave this on as long as possi- 
ble.

Never saw or drill unprotected 
material. When ready to cement, 
peel off just enough paper to 
expose the area to be cemented. 
Cutting out components: With 
a pencil, mark on the masking 
paper of the 24 by 36-inch 
sheet the pattern for the pieces 
to be cut (see_ illustration). 
When sawing, clamp your ma- 
terial to the worktable and saw 
slowly with an even feed. Move 
clamp as needed. 

To cut the lap board, first 
cut a rectangle 16 by 18 inches. 
Then outline the curved corners 
and the curve on one long side 
and saw along that pattern. (If 
you have material cut by a 
dealer, supply him with a pat- 
tern for the specified curves.) 

For the letter rack, cut out 
three equal rectangles, 614 by 
334 inches. Then diagonally 
bisect two of the rectangles to 
make the four upright pieces. 

For the box, cut out six rec- 
tangles to the following mea- 
surements: bottom, 9 by 12 
inches; lid, 814 by 1114 inches; 


two sides, each 2 by 12 inches; 
two sides at 2 by 81% inches. 
Polishing the edges: Using the 
scraper, scrape all edges to re- 
move saw marks. Sand edges 
with #220 silicone carbide pa- 
per, followed by #400 ‘‘wet or 
dry"’ paper. Next, attach the 


buffing attachment to the drill 
and clamp drill to the worktable. 





PLEXIGLAS ACCESSORIES 


This will let you hold the ma- 
terial firmly in both hands while 
polishing it. Put polishing com- 
pound on buffer (never on Plexi- 
glas) and, on high speed set- 


ting, polish to a gloss. Be sure 
to keep the piece moving to 
avoid building up heat or polish- 
ing a curve into the edges. 
Clean with isopropyl alcohol 
followed by water. 

Instructions for assembly and 
drilling holes: Lapboard: With 
the 34-inch drill bit attachment, 
drill four holes. The first pair of 
holes goes on the left side, one 
144 inches from the top and 
the second 214 inches from the 
top, both 214 inches from the 
side. The second pair should be 
in the same position on the 
right side—one 114 inches 
from the top and the second 
2%, inches from top, both 214 
inches from the side. Clamp 
the material to the worktable 
securely. If you have not pur- 
chased the special drill bits for 
use with Plexiglas, the speed 
on the drill should be slowed 
down to prevent chipping. Lace 
the vinyl cord as shown on page 
95, tying the ends securely 
with a square knot on the back. 
Box: Assemble the four narrow 
pieces to form a frame. Use a 
carpenter’s square or other aid 
to assure proper right angle. 
Tape in several places on the 
outside with masking tape to 


hold pieces in place. (Always 
glue with primary piece in hori- 
zontal position.) Cement from 
the inside with MDC or EDC, 
using needletip applicator. Let 
stand 20 minutes before care- 
fully removing tape. 

Remove original masking pa- 
per from one side of the 9 by 
12-inch bottom piece. This will 
be the inside of the bottom. 
Place the completed frame on 
the bottom, in place, and cement 
from inside. Put a weight on 
top until the cement sets. 

Into the top, drill a 5/32-inch 
hole to accommodate the knob 
screw. To find the center of the 
lid, draw two diagonal lines from 
corner to corner on the masking 
paper and drill where the lines 
cross. Letter rack: Indicate with 
china marking pencil on base 
where two outside partitions 
will come, leaving a small mar- 
gin on the outside. Divide the 
remaining space into thirds and 
mark where the other two par- 
titions will go. Cement the two 
inside partitions first, propping 
to keep them upright. Repeat 
with two outside partitions, ce- 
menting both from the outside.

Vegetable-dyeing yarns 
(by Alma Lesch) 


Materials: 1 |b. unbleached 
yarn; soap flakes or powder; 
mordant (chemicals through 
druggist); dye agent; tartaric 
acid; Glauber’s salts (sodium 
sulfate); dowels and sticks; rub- 
ber gloves; five-gallon enamel 
or stainless steel container, plus 
one for rinsing, if desired. 
Yarns for dyeing: Unbleached 
natural fiber yarns take vege- 
table dyes best. Natural fibers 
that originate from animal 
sources, such as wool and silk, 
dye better than fibers originat- 
ing from vegetable materials, 
such as cotton, jute, linen, 
ramie and sisal. However, these 
will dye quite well with certain 
natural dyes if proper scouring 
and mordanting procedures are 
followed. All yarns should be 
made into skeins that are small 
enough for easy handling. Loose 
strings should be tied around 
the skeins in three or four 
places to prevent tangling dur- 
ing the processes. Whenever 
you are working with the dye 
bath, wear rubber gloves. 
Steps: Successful results can 
be obtained from vegetable- 
dyeing by following three basic 
steps 1. Scouring, 2. Mordant- 
ing, 3. Dyeing. The steps can be 
followed with or without allow- 
ing the yarns to dry in between, 
though dried yarns must be 
soaked in lukewarm water for 
about an hour before beginning 
the next step. Soft water ‘is best. 
Add a softener if necessary. 
1. Scouring: Fill a five-ga'lon 
enamel container approximately 
34, full of warm water. Add soap 
flakes or powder, and stir until 
there are enough suds to com- 
pletely cover all of the yarns. 
For animal fibers, add skeins of 
dry yarns to the suds and sim- 
mer, but do not boil, for about 
45 minutes. For vegetable fi- 
bers, add 14 cup of sal soda 
(washing soda) and boil gently 
for one to two hours depending 
on the size and hardness of the 
fibers. All of the natural and 
spinning oils must be removed. 
After scouring, rinse until all 
soap is removed. Begin rinsing 
with water that is approximately 
the same temperature as the 
scouring bail: was when the 
yarns were removed and gradu- 
ally decrease the temperature 
to lukewarm. 
2. Mordanting: A mordant is 
usually a metallic salt that helps 
to bind the color to the fiber and 
makes the fiber ready to accept 
the dye. It often produces a 
range of shades peculiar to the 
particular mordant. The mor- 





dants used in the yarns pictured 
are: alum (aluminum potassium 
sulfate); blue vitriol, common.y 
known as bluestone, (copper 
suliate); tin (stannous chloride). 

The mordant should be com- 
pletely dissolved in warm water 
before the wet yarns are added 
and the solution must cover the 
yarns. Crowding yarns in the 
container will cause them to 
dye unevenly. Different fibers 
can be mordanted in the same 
container as long as the timing 
for them is the same. 

To mordant one pound of 
yarns, fill a five-gallon enamel 
container about 34 full of warm 
water. Add the mordant and 
dissolve thoroughly. For alum 
mordant, add 3 ounces of alum- 
inum potassium sulfate. For 
blue vitriol mordant, add 2 
ounces of copper sulfate for 
light shades, 4 ounces for dark 
shades. For tin mordant, add 2 
teaspoons of stannous chloride. 

Simmer animal fibers in the 
mordant for 45 to 60 minutes. 
Vegetable fibers should be 
boiled slowly for about an hour. 

Rinse until the water is clear, 

beginning with fairly hot water 
and decreasing the temperature 
gradually until lukewarm. 
3. Dyeing: Plant materials 
should be collected when the 
plant is at its peak of growth or 
ripeness. Soak dried materia’s 
a day or two before making a 
dye bath from them. In this 
case, the soaking water is used 
as part of the dye bath. 

Fill a five-gallon enamel con- 
tainer about %4 full of cut-up 
pieces of the dye substance, 
cover with water and simmer or 
boil until the color is removed 
from the substance. Some sub- 
stances require more heat and 
longer periods of time than 
others. After the dye substance 
has been cooked, cool and then 
remove the refuse either by 
straining through cheesecloth 
into another container or pick- 
ing out by hand. The liquid 
should be about room tempera- 
ture when the wet mordanted 
yarns are added. Simmer gently. 

After about 20 minutes, mix 
4 tablespoons of tartaric acid 
and 1% cup of Glauber’s salts 
(sodium sulfate) in a pint of 
hot water, dissolve completely 
and add to the dye bath. Tar- 
taric acid will help to -make 
colors bright and c'ear and 
Glauber’s salts will help prevent 
uneven dyeing and aid in color 
absorption. Continue to simmer 
until the desired shade of color 
is obtained—about 45 minutes, 
total. Vegetable fibers require 
longer time than animal fibers. 

After the yarns are dyed, 
rinse until the water is clear. 
Begin with water temperature 
equal to that of dye bath. 
Always squeeze the solutions 
and rinses from the yarns. 


Also, always dry yarns in the 
shade or indoors.

Animals 


Make your animals, then decor- 
ate foliowing general directions 
Materials: Dennison Art Tissue 
or crepe paper—(about one 
sheet per animal); all-purpose 
white glue; clear plastic spray 
varnish; Styrofoam or cardboard 
for bodies; scissors; paper cup; 
small paint brush. 

Directions for collage: Cut paper 
into small squares. Make a solu- 
tion of 4% glue and 1% water— 
a paper cup holds enough for 
most small projects. Paint your 
animal with the glue/water mix- 
ture; add squares of tissue and 
coat again with glue mixture, 
being careful not to rub too 
hard or the paper will tear. Con- 
tinue until the entire surface is 
covered. If two colors are used, 
the papers will bleed somewhat 
into one another. For stronger 
colors, add more layers. Allow 
several hours to dry; overnight 
for a large piece. When com- 
pletely dry, spray with a clear 
varnish to waterproof. 
Components of animals: 

® Owls: for bodies, Styrofoam 
cones cut in owl shapes; fea- 
tures, crepe paper rope, color- 
ed yarn; eyes, beads, buttons. 
m Lions: bodies, cylindrical 
boxes (such as salt or oatmea!); 
tails, wires wrapped with nar- 
row strips of crepe paper, plus 
crepe paper pompon; face, lay- 
ers of collage-covered card- 
board; features, drawn with a 
felt-tipped pen; feet, small Sty- 
rofoam balls or thread spools. 
= Cat: for body. Styrofoam ball: 
feet, small Styrofoam balls; 
whiskers, crepe-covered wires 
or pipe cleaners. 

® Caterpillar: head, Styrofoam 
ball; body, Styrofoam ba Is cut 
in half; eyes, pressure-sensitive 
stickers; legs and antennae, 
colored pipe cleaners. 

™ Bird: head and body, Styro- 
foam balls; legs and plumes, 
florist's wire wound with narrow 
strips of colored crepe paper.

(And, indeed, the dimensions 
of the room do appear equal, though 
it actually is 26 feet square and the 
ceiling only 18 feet high.) Yet as pow- 
erful as this visual impression is, noth- 
ing seems lost in the serene whole. A 
host of tactile qualities make the room 
warm and inviting despite its large 
size: the lushness of the wolfskin-cov- 
ered seating, the sparkle of the all- 
glass tables, the reflections of the pol- 
ished bronze fireplace cover and the 
pedestal for holding firewood, the 
softness of the fawn-colored velvet 
cushions and the warm wood tones of 
the louvered doors that open to sun- 
basked spaces on both sides. 


Platner is an award-winning furni- 
ture designer, and his own collection 
of sculptured wire furniture for Knoll 
International dots the periphery of 
the room. When further furniture was 
needed, Platner designed it, natural- 
ly, and had it executed on a custom 
basis. This fur-covered enclos 2d cen- 


tral seating area is os comfortably 
pleasant for one person curled up 
near the fire as itiis for large groups.

Acknowledged as a master of elegant, 
superbly detailed interiors, Architect 
Warren Platner brought to his own 
house his experiences designing the 
stunning interiors of Manhattan’s Ford 
Foundation Building and many other 
impressive spaces for such firms as 
Eero Saarinen Associates, Roche/ 
Dinkeloo and, now, his own office. 

Nowhere is there a more succinct 
statement of this elegance than in the 
corridor (left) that connects the living 
room and the dining room. This glitter- 
ing space with polished bronze-backed 
walls and ceiling is all of six feet wide 
by 13 feet long. What could have 
been a nondescript passageway has 
become, in Platner’s hands, a beauti- 
ful, though tiny, library space. 

Covering the entire area from floor 
to ceiling are wooden bookcases with 
adjustable glass shelves. Precisely fin- 
ished down to the last detail, as is 
every other area of the house, this 
library is complete with a gold silk- 
covered banquette, inlaid bronze-col- 
ored carpet and built-in lighting. Not 
an inch is wasted, yet there is no feel- 
ing of crowding—an impression height- 
ened by air spaces around the book- 
cases and using a banquette rather 
than furniture with legs. It is always 
an exhilarating experience to walk 
through this tiny jewel-like area and 
into the grand space of the living room 
(all other views seen here, plus those 
on the preceding two pages). 

The gold-painted circular-patterned 
shade above the rich bronze-toned 
velvet window seat (left) was a com- 
bined design effort by Platner and Jill 
Mitchell. It is the only form of painted 
decoration among the wood tones and 
shades of white in the room. There are 
no paintings, because the room’s form 
and color were created as a piece of 
sculpture. (“One wouldn't superimpose 
a painting on a piece of sculpture, 
would one?” Platner asks.) 

More whites come into play in the 
nubby hand-woven wool covers for the 
chairs by the door of the terrace. The 
heavily textured border on the rug and 
the woven pillow on the step up to 
the window seat further echo the tac- 
tile qualities found throughout the 
large living space. Whether you choose 
to sit in the fur-covered central area, 
which Platner emphasizes is not to be 
referred to as a “pit,” enjoy the 
nighttime warmth of the grouping by 
the bay window (inset top left) or re- 
lax on the window seat, there is a 
view of the fireplace, which was de- 
signed to be enjoyed from any place 
in the room. By day, the unmasked 
window (far left) again reaffirms the 
harmony of the house with its setting. 
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for dining, the

The Platners’ sumptuous dining room, 
a partially glass-rooted plant conserva- 
tory, presents a whole other aspect of 
this ever-changing house. During the 
day (above), this room with its cool 
green stone floor exudes all the joys 
of dining in a garden. Inside, there is 
an abundance of hanging plants and 
potted trees effectively placed under 
the skylight—and it is noteworthy that 
the room was designed so that the 
plants, not the people, are bathed in 
sunlight. Just outside, complementing 
this indoor garden and its views ot the 
river and skyline, are landscaped 
terraces that are planted every spring 
with beautiful flame-colored tulips. 

At night, when its special luminous 
qualities are apparent, the room is 
doubly joyous to be in. The skillfully 
handled lighting (which all comes 
from the ceiling) creates an exquisite 
leafy pattern on the sofi white walls 
as the light shoots through the green- 
ery. More light and shadow patterns 
come trom the antique silver serving 
pieces reflected on the wall below the 
transparent glass buffet (insets below 
right). Hanging above it is Weaver 
Sheila Hicks’ lush red-and-white tap- 
estry in a polished bronze triptych, 
equally dramatic when seen open, as 
at right, or closed into a bronze circle 
reflected in glass (inset near right). 

Effective, too, is the mélange of 
interesting shapes and forms created 
by the combination of old and new, 
the interplay of different patterns in 
the china and crystal, the gleam of 
silver and brass, the contrast of 
fruit and flowers on the simple dining 
table. “A house can be one big flow- 
ing space where all activities take 
place or it can be a series of separate 
spaces where each occasion can have 
its own special character,” Platner ex- 
plains. ‘We preferred the latter for 
ourselves and the house is the ro- 
mantic embodiment of this concept.” 
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Food and its preparation are serious 
subjects for Plaitner and his wife (in- 
set above right). And their servantless 
kitchen is a bright, spacious, light- 
filled, high-ceilinged room, “an art- 
ist’s studio for the creation of food,” 
that works equally well for large 
parties or a simple meal for two. 
To aid the creative spirit while at 
ork, the room was designed to be 
r-efficient. Lots of conveniently ar- 
ged counter space was a priority,

front of a bay-window seat overlook- 
ing a stone-walled dining terrace. A 
spiky plant hanging from the slanting 
panes of glass above serves to relate 
this area to the terrace, bordered by 
flowers and some very old arborvitae 
trees, to which the position of the house 
relates. Here, as in the other rooms, 
louvered shutters and blinds are used 
in lieu of curtains. 

The kitchen, which often has as 
many as seven or eight dining in it, 
has another important function: It is 
the reception room for the rest of the 


house. Because the Platners’ lifestyle 
is informal, the house was designed to 
be entered through the kitchen, giv- 
ing guests a preview of the meal that 
will shortly follow (see floor plans on 
the following page). 

“Since we and our guests are likely

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Stepped down a_ gentle hillside 
toward the river and following the 
natural contours of the land, the house 
was conceived as a series of pavil- 
ions, each a separate space but all 
interrelated. One must move up and 
down several steps to get from any 
one pavilion to another. Even though 
there is variety in the size and atmos- 
phere of each, there is a strong con- 
sistent character to the whole, under- 
scored throughout by a continuity of 
the basic materials used. 

Interwoven with the pavilions are 
many terraces on several levels (see 
plan below), some planted, some

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paved. Each terrace (open ones on 
the river side of the house, enclosed 
ones elsewhere) 1s overlooked by spaces 
within the house, and most of the bays 
are window seats—which Platner con- 
siders to be “the most charming of 
enclosed places to sit.’ 

Detached from the rest of the 
house is a small screened structure 
(insets above left). The Platners re- 
fer to this completely open-air—but 
sheltered—space as a “porch”’ and use 
it often for summer dining. A glass- 
roofed walkway (left) welcomes visi- 
tors to the Platner house, just hinting 
of the excitement that awaits inside.

0 preserve his personal privacy 
it home, Winquist has converted 
a former municipal gas 
company building in another 
part of town into his studio 
(right).

The yellow 
sofa and the red ottoman 

were designed by Winquist for 
Martin-Brattrud Inc. Robert 
Hammer created the wood 
vall-sculpture over the sofa, and 
the rug was a production 
model designed by Concepts 
International.

Educated in England and 
having lived in the Orient, 
Winquist is a thoroughgoing 
eclectic whose discerning taste 

| knows no national or epochal 
boundaries. Displayed against 
a window (above) in his living 
room are objets from his 
collection of African, Chinese 
and American Indian cultures. 
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By JAMES DE LONG " Designer Robert Winquist dwells in a modest 
bungalow in a quiet seaside town near Los Angeles. He lives sur- 
rounded by rare artifacts and the cherished mementos of a fulfilling 
life, but frequently changes their arrangement because his life and a 
career of astonishing versatility have always been guided by the 
belief that an artist’s involvement in visual communication should 
be tempered by flexibility. His background as a serious, searching 
designer of television and motion picture sets, industrial packaging, 
graphics, costumes and home, office and aircraft interiors has equipped 
him with the omnidirectional vision needed to cope with the present 
realities of ‘future shock’’—especially in the restive arena of con- 
temporary design. ‘The pressure on designers to keep ahead is enor- 
mous,’ says Winquist, who feels that we live in a “throwaway world”’ 
where successful product labels that once lasted 25 or 30 years 
are now redesigned every year or two to vie for the consumer's 
fickle eye. He welcomes the challenge of today’s design demands, 
but has shaped his personal living style as an escape from social dis- 
tractions. ‘“My most treasured possession,” he says, “is my private life.” 
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By ANNE OGDEN [j Art, craft, lifestyle and 
taste are fused into a singular conception for 
living in the personal environment of Nancy and 
Wendell Castle: They made or designed prac- 
tically everything in this house themselves. Cas- 
tle is a wood craftsman and designer of both 
wood and plastic furniture. Nancy Jurs, as Mrs. 
Castle is known professionally, is a potter. They 
live and work in a rustic-looking house (above 
left) in Scottsville, N.Y., just outside Rochester. 

The main structure was formerly an old mill, 
which the Castles gutted and rebuilt. The living 
areas (left and below center) are on the second 
level, approached by a large entry (below, far 
right). Here Castle’s laminated plastic molar 
chair and her whimsical pottery vacuum cleaner

sculpture are hints of what's to come. A stair- 
case leads to the sweeping main room, which in- 
corporates several self-contained sitting areas, 
a dining area and an open kitchen. Clean-lined 
wood stairs lead to a balcony above. Though 
there are no confining walls in this space, there 
is a definite mood change from section to sec- 
tion: a bright scene of undulating plastic furni- 
ture (below) with its modern painting by Michael 
Venezia; a moody leather-and-wood environ- 
ment in front of the ceramic fireplace, made by 
Roy Cartwright. All wood, leather and plastic 
furnishings here are Castle’s and most of the 
ceramics, including lamps and accessories, by 
Nancy Jurs. They also collect work—ceramic, 
glass and wood sculptures—by other craftsmen. 
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Castle studied both industrial design and sculp. 
ture while working for his bachelor’s and mas. 
ter’s degrees in fine arts at the University of 
Kansas in his home state. What evolved out o} 
this and his imagination is a distinctive and in. 
novative art form: a combination of sculpture 
and furniture. The two have become so close 
in all of his work that it is difficult to say whether 
it is sculptural furniture or functional sculpture 
From an earlier, more. restrained style, he be. 
gan designing in the fluid shapes he is noy 
known for, all directly related to natural sources 
The desk on the next page, for example, seem: 
to soar, birdlike. The dining table (right) i 
firmly treetrunk-rooted and a hat stand (below 
right) truly branches out. The three-seater couch 
table and wooden lamp in the living room ap 
pear, too, as if they had grown there. Wooc 
grain and shine are important, since they com 
plement the beauty of the natural shapes. 
Castle’s plastics give much the same organi 
feeling, often incorporating a sense of humor 
Who would see a molar and a chair in the same 
vision; or a cloud and a shelf (bottom right) 
These, as well as the chair quite settled by the 
fireplace (bottom left) and the green lamp it 
the living room, seem somehow surreal. Castle 
designs his plastics on paper and then translate 
them into a model for the final furniture. 
The wood pieces are entirely hand-built. Hi 
technique enables the finished results to bea 
any shape he wishes, unhampered by the co 
fines of a definite size log. After he creates th 
design and chooses the wood, an object begi 
to grow by layers. Starting with one-inch board 
he laminates the layers, building to the genere 
shape he wants. Then he carves and smoot 
the whole into its finished form, which is sande 
oiled and finally signed. Castle has been craf 
ing by this method for a number of years, b 
finds he never tires of it. The method is so fle 
ble, he feels, that new shapes and ideas a 
always possible. Though most of his work is wi 
furniture, it is by no means confined to chair} 
writing surfaces and lamps. The winding stai 
case, almost completed, (partially shown in t 
studio at left) is a major commission.

Nancy Jurs creates pottery both by wheel-throw- 
ing and hand-building often combining the two 
techniques in one piece. She works mainly now 
in raku glazing and firing, a method invented 
by the Japanese. After glazing, the pottery is 
fired at a low temperature and when the glaze 
melts, the red-hot piece is plunged into wood 
shavings or other combustible materials. The re- 
sulting smoke interacts with the oxides in the 
glaze to create a distinctive look. The final piece 
is, as she says, “The sum total of its own par- 
ticular experience with fire, smoke and water— 
not to mention a little love.” 

Unconventional shapes often disguise conven- 
tional objects, such as the containers on display 
by the stairs near the entrance (right). Other 
pieces are quite obviously what they look like: 
the cups and chalices that line the window sill 
(top right), the lamps in the living room and 
the tableware in the dining area. 

Together, the Castle and Jurs designs present 
a constant, though an unassuming, presence 
throughout the house. Furniture.ana pottery are 
always in and out—often on loan for exhibits. 
And since the house is set up with space free- 
flowing, the arrangement can easily change to 
fit whatever happens to be around, newly pro- 
duced or just returning. Though the pieces move, 
the total environment remains a constant ex- 
pression of the talented people who live there. 
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By SUSAN LEWIN [) You can‘t miss them. There 
they are, 14 houses clustered on a coral forma- 
tion right in the middle of Biscayne Bay. At any 
one time, the waters around them may be from 
four to 12 feet deep, depending on the tide, 
but the second-home community known as 
Stiltsville U.S.A. is always in full view of Key 
Biscayne’s sandy beaches and Richard Nixon’s 
Florida White House. 

Perhaps the most unusual fact about these 
unusual houses is that they are not newly built 
—though the majority, like the one shown at 
right, are newly renovated. Stiltsville has been 
a going fishermen’s community since the turn 
of the century, before the days of power boat- 
ing. But now the state of Florida will grant no 
further squatter’s leases to allow new building 
out in the bay, so renovation of old fishermen’s 
shacks is the only route to living in Stiltsville. 
And the square footage of the modernized struc- 
ture must be the same as in the original 
shack, in this case a giant one-room house. 

The owners of the lease for this house are 
the owners of the Coconut Grove Marina, mak- 
ing it an easy matter always to have a boat 
on hand for the 40-minute ride out to the house. 
When they first approached Architect Gail 
Baldwin, he found the basic structure and decks 
badly dilapidated. After a year and a half of 
hard work, Baldwin, with the help of Miami- 
based Interior Designer Dennis Jenkins and 
Graphic Artist Richard Bugdal (who designed 
all the hurricane shutters seen here), gave the 
owners just what they requested: a comfortable 
retreat for entertaining a few weekend guests 
or several boatloads of friends for cocktails. 
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tenovating a house that sits high on stilts in 
the middle of Biscayne Bay has its own pecu- 
liar set of design and construction problems. 
For the interior, Jenkins took the same free- 
wheeling but sturdy approach he would take 
if he were designing a large yacht. Emphasiz- 
ing built-ins and maintenance-free fabrics and 
finishes, he made this house as hose-downable 
as any seagoing vessel. To give the ultimate 
in seating flexibility, Jenkins designed a red 
foam seating system in the living room (be- 
low and at right) that combines a built-in unit 
along the wall and modular sections that pull 
out to seat up to 18. He also designed the 
visually floating yellow beds in the master 
bedroom (bottom center) and in the sleeping 
loft (bottom left), which are also built-ins—as 
is the dark-toned Formica outdoor dining ta- 
ble (below far right). The lightweight outdoor 
chairs easily move indoors while the owners 
are absent. And Dick Bugdal’s sensational su- 





pergraphics brilliantly tie together the whole 
house as a single design statement. 

When all the gutsy red, white, blue, yellow 
and orange hurricane shutters are open, the 
onetime fisherman’s shack comes alive as if by 
magic—the snappy patterns are the perfect 
foil to the interior and exterior redwood-and- 
cypress siding. The total effect is a dazzling 
shower of stars and stripes. 

Bugdal also created the black Plexiglas 
cloud sculpture over the master bed (near 
right). Works from other artists now show- 
cased in the house are: Maggie Davis’ red- 
and-yellow painting in the living room (be- 
low), Robert Kienker’s and Pat Saez’ white 
Styrofoam sculpture of Sonay Muller in the liv- 
ing room (right) and loft (below) and Barbara 
Farrell's white weaving in the master bed- 
room. The tapa cloth hanging on the rear 
wall of the living room is from Country 
Floors and the accessories are by Arango. 
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Since entertaining their friends and business associates is 
the raison d’etre of this weekend hideaway, providing 
ample space to dock boats became one of the principal 
concerns for Architect Baldwin. A large cocktail party 
could mean that boats as large as 40 or 50 feet would be 
arriving to tie up for the evening, as well as the smaller 
boats all of the owners’ friends had to use to visit them. 
By entirely rebuilding the lower level of the house, Bald- 
win provided dockage for large craft along the main chan- 
nel at the front of the house. Space was made for at least 
four or five boats under the main house and smaller boats 
can be tied to the ends of the piers. 

Ecological considerations were also a priority, and Bald- 
win provided the house with a trash masher so that kitch- 
en refuse could be compacted and carried back to the 
mainland for disposal. Bathroom waste is chemically 
treated to make it harmless before it’s returned to the bay.

The comfortable, relaxed style of life in the 
midst of Biscayne Bay’s beautiful blue-green 
waters comes so naturally that the problems 
of building in Stiltsville seem almost forgot- 
ten. Not quite. As Architect Baldwin reminisces 
over those two years, he smiles—now. ‘‘Weath- 
er and droppage were our two biggest 
problems. Even on sunny days, we couldn’t 
be sure of getting out here if winds were 









high. And of course if the winds came up after 
we were already here, things would start 
dropping. Anything that was dropped in the 
water was gone—and you couldn’t run next 
door to the local hardware store to replace it.” 
Scaffolding had to be cantilevered or hung 
from the house since there was no land to rest 
it on. And because of concern about pollution, 
debris had to be transported back to shore. 
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The original fisherman’s hut lacked such necessities as a 
kitchen, and placement of the new kitchen (right) was 
especially important because Baldwin wanted to create a 
pass-through window (above right) to the main sun deck. 
This is the house’s most westerly corner, the one most pro- 
tected from the prevailing southeast breezes (which can 
reach five to 10 knots, most annoying if there’s a chill). 

A gas generator provides power to the house, running 
the air-conditioners—a necessity on hot nights when no 
breezes exist—as well as all kitchen appliances. A series 
of roof gutters divert rain water to a storage tank for 
sinks and showers; all drinking water is carried over from 
the shore. But perhaps the ultimate luxury is the separate 
guest house (above left) Baldwin created to allow privacy 
for the owners and their boat-arriving weekend guests. ¢

many years ago, the motor home 
was considered an esoteric vehicle. 
Most travelers preferred hotel/ 
motel stopovers. Now, the popu- 
larity of this modern gypsy cara- 
van is enormous. More than 100,- 
000 owners share a camaraderie 
in owning motor homes—and the 
privacy and comfort they offer at 
any stop along the road. 

Carefree and flexible, indeed, is 
the Mobilux ‘‘mansion on wheels” 
(far left, above). What is it like to 
live in this streamlined van? See 


the three examples pictured on 
these four pages. 
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In this sleeping area (left), colors 
are practical, neutral beige and 
pumpkin. Durable Fortrel knit up- 
holstery fabrics, in an oversized 
herringbone print and solid colors, 
cover single beds and pillows. 

A carefully planned, windowed 
kitchen has been organized for 
realistic living abroad (right). Stor- 
age is excellent and counter space 
is increased when the aluminum 
cover comes down over the three- 
burner range.

The three floor plans (above near 
left) show the difference in interior 
structure in the three motor homes. 
The top plan is for the one styled 
in beige and pumpkin by Celanese 
and House Beautiful—designed for 
the privacy-minded couple. The 
passenger seat, set on a swivel, 
can be turned to face outward or 
turned toward the table to face the 
other seat. One folding room di- 
vider separates the front of the 
van from the bedroom/bath area; 
the second can close off the bed- 
room from the rest of the van. 

The center plan, the van deco- 
rated in green, has been thought 
out for the more gregarious couple. 
Here, a longer reversible passenger 
seat can flip around to supply seat- 
ing at the extendable table. The 
pull-out double bed provides a 
lounge for socializing and, opened 
up, extra sleeping quarters. 

The bottom plan, the van shown 
in red, white and blue, has been 
structured to suit a small family. 
The reversible passenger seat faces 
a second seat of the identical size 
and both can be used for dining or 
made up to be used as extra beds. 
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By JAMES DE LONG [j The American dream 
of owning one’s own home surrounded by 
one’s own land—even if it is only a 50-foot 
lot—is gradually giving ground to the con- 
cept of ‘attached ownership,’’ as expressed 
in today’s multi-family complexes of inter- 
connected private structures. Reports of the 
demise of the “detached” single-family 
dwelling—neatly separated from its neigh- 
bors by land-gobbling front, rear and side- 
yard setbacks—are exaggerated, but there 
is little question that this traditional mode 
of shelter will one day become a luxury. 

This trend in U.S. housing patterns is a 
reflection of the radically changing atti- 
tudes and lifestyles of the late 20th cen- 
tury, brought about in part by the increasing 
affluence, leisure and mobility of an ex- 
panding, less land-rooted population and 
the decreasing (and ever costlier) quanti- 
ties of desirable building sites. These 
clustered buildings, comprised of two or 
more “shared-wall” units, are enabling 
land planners and developers to concen- 
trate architecture into less space and utilize 
the remaining open areas for such mutually- 
enjoyed larger amenities as _ parklike 
“‘greenbelts’ and recreation places. 

Another part of the American dream has 
been the tinkering yen to manufacture 
houses in a factory instead of raising them 
by the laborious, time-consuming hand 
method of field construction called stick- 
building. Heretofore, most efforts to mass- 
produce modular, panelized homes have 
resulted in drab, boxlike buildings that 
have borne little resemblance to the esthet- 
ically pleasing, three-dimensional living 
styles envisioned by today’s architects 

The ““UnBox” house, shown here and on 
the following pages, represents a major 
step in the application of enlightened de- 
sign to current technology. Displayed—and 
photographed—at the Industrialized Build- 
ing Exposition (INBEX) in Louisville, this is 
a prototype single unit of what would in 
reality be a four-unit “quadriminium”. It 
resulted from a team effort by Architects 
Danielian Moon Sampieri & Ilg, the Ameri- 
can Plywood Association and Stylex Homes 
Inc. with the editors of House Beautiful. 




































The ‘“‘UnBox’” demonstrates a remarkable § 
departure from stereotyped design concepts §f 
although it is made of the same basic com- 
ponents that characterize typical factory- | 
built houses—modular units of a size that § 
can be trucked along U.S. highways (see 
plans and drawings on pages 90 and 91). | 

The flowing interior volumes of the fin- 
ished structure overlap vertically and hori- |] 
zontally to give it a sense of spaciousness } 
that justifies its cognomen of ‘‘UnBox’’—and 
far exceeds its actual modest dimensions. 
The lofty two-story living area (right and 
above) is bridged with a walkway that 
connects the upstairs bedrooms and cre-§ 
ates a subtle overhead division between the 
living and dining functions without inter-| 
rupting their bonus of shared space. The§ 
all-purpose den (left) also divvies up its} 
space with other areas—the capacious entry 
seen in the background and the open 
kitchen to the left (not shown). 

The grooved Texture 1-11 plywood panel- 
ing—which serves as both structural bracing 
and decorative wall covering—is the key-@ 
stone material in the making of the house.— 
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Dynamic space-and-form relationships that 
dominate the interplay of the lower floor 
areas appear briefly at the top of the stairs 
(near left) and then level off into quiet, high- 
ceilinged bedrooms and sequestered, eco- 
nomically grouped bathrooms. The master 
bedroom (above) opens onto a small pri- 
vate balcony on one side and merges freely 
with the outer portion of the master bath on 
the other (inset above center). Fabric hang- 
ings over the bed and in the stairwell are 
stitch-and-dye tritiks by Elizabeth Freeman. 

The second bedroom (far left) is located 
at the far end of the open, balustraded 
walkway. The trim and moldings through- 
out are made of California redwood boards. 
Furnishings and accessories for the model 
were provided by Interior Designer Jean M. 
Ely and the exhibition planting was by 
Landscape Architect Edmund E. Ely. 

In addition to its warm visual virtues 
and lightweight structural values, plywood 
offers dividends from other properties that 
work unseen beneath its surfaces. Highly 
insulative, the plywood sheets that robe 
the all-season ““UnBox” are considerable 
adjuncts to other types of insulation used 
within the panelized wall sections. No- 
squeak floors were achieved by gluing and 
then nailing plywood to the supporting 
floor joists at both levels of the house— 
another advantage of factory construction. 






















This prototype of the “‘UnBox’” was manu- 
factured and shipped to its exhibition site 
just as it would be in real-life production. 
Assembled like a giant puzzle, its rudimen- 
tary modular components grow into a fin- 
ished dwelling of sophisticated sculptural 
form, as shown in these sketches. In Draw- 
ing No. 1 (left), the three basic units com- 
prising the first-floor level have been put 
together on the site. The principal second- 
story section is being lowered into place by 
crane, and the “UnBox’” begins to take shape. 
In Drawing No. 2, the upstairs balcony and 
the stair tower have been added, and the 
windowed “solarium” of the living room is 
being fitted into position from above.

Pudding molds. Anything! 

This still life requires a sculp: 
tor’s imagination, and the sculp: 
tor—of course, we mean you— 
finds beauty in everything. Familiar 
objects surprisingly and delight- 
fully reveal themselves as addi- 
tions to the sconce, the girondelle, 
the candelabra and the chandelier. 
In a unique kind of consciousness 
raising (no encounter groups are 
required for this), hardware and 
variety stores, kitchen and restau- 
rant supply centers, fruit stands 
and toy shops become treasuries of 
magic elements.

It is a matter of a whimsical mind, 
flights of imagination, the ability 
to find joy in the commonplace 
and the pursuit of odd elements. 
6. Reversible flower vase/candle- 
holders from Switzerland, de- 
signed by Robert Niederer, permit 
candlelight to glow through green- 
ery without burning it. (An inden- 
tation in the bottom of the vase is 
just large enough to hold a votive 
candle.) 7. For an evening terrace 
party at the home of Interior De- 
signers Mary and Ray See, Holly- 
wood, Calif., votive candles are 
wedged into the tops of sawed-off 
bamboo poles and inserted into 
the ground in clusters. With no 
lip to catch the wax, the wax runs 
down the poles and patterns the 
bamboo. 8. Sheets of Plexiglas 
(opaque and transparent) are 
glued along the edges to form 
stands and partitions that act as 
windbreaks for dinner in the gar- 
den. (Allow at least an inch of 
space between the candles and 
Plexiglas.) Votive candles are al- 
ternated with columns and chunky 
square candles behind the Plexi- 
glas panels to give a moody 
over-all glow of soft color.

(Care must be tak- 
en that the candle flames don’t 
touch the beeswax wrapping of an- 
other candle sjnce beeswax melts 
very quickly and a preoccupied 
hostess could miss the goings-on 
of her candle damage.) 10. Bright 
spools of thread, stacked and 
punctuated at the top with large 
buttons in contrasting colors cre- 
ate these whimsical candlehold- 
ers. Common glue (such as a child 
uses for pasting) holds the button 
and spools together and the can- 
dles are affixed with a bit of green 
Clay from a flower shop. With this 
candle arrangement, almost any 
color scheme is possible because, 
obviously, thread comes in myriad 
colors. 11. Exotic, indeed, are can- 
dles shimmering inside glass con- 
tainers placed in delicately wrought 
birdcages in a miscellany of sizes 
on Mary and Ray See’s terrace. 
Again, because the birdcages 
swing, hold candles in place with 
florist’s clay. 12. Candles are com- 
bined with the sculptural forms of 
Lucite candle bases and freestand- 
ing Lucite forms available in any 
plastics supply shop.

The flicker of candlelight on metal 
still appeals—so it is not yet fare- 
well to the spirit of silver, or other 
metallic gleams. 13. From Dansk, 
candleholders and candles to il- 
lustrate that manufacturers are 
beginning to think like artists. If 
you have a glass table, you might 
want to use just one of these 
stunning spiral designs and let it 
create its own dramatic reflections, 
as we have done here. Or then 
again, you could group several to- 
gether, turning them this way and 
that, into a large arrangement on 
a big oval table. 14. Any piece of 
hardware with a hole in the center 
can act as a candleholder. The 
hardware should be heavy so the 
candle won't tip; if the holder is a 
little too wide for the candle, at- 
tach the candle to the base with a 
little florist’s clay.

For intimate table settings, nat 
ural crystals make a marvelous 
bed on which to rest low candles 
The smaller and lighter the crys 
tals the finer and brighter the 
shimmer. Rich yellow sulphu 
crystals are even more romantical 
ly subtle than clear ones. 

Buy the best candles so the) 
don’t flicker and drip too much. | 
the flame is low on a heavily drip 
ping candle, it may expire in its 
own wax! If a candle doesn’t fi 
your new-found holder, always at 
tach with common green cla\ 
bought from a flower shop. (Turr 
back for a second glance at the 
spool of thread concept and the 
birdcage composition.) Never plac 
candles too near plants, baskets 
lampshades, books or any com 
bustible material without adequate 
precautions. Plants will curl anc 
wither; lightbulbs could melt; any 
thing could catch fire from an un 
protected candle flame. 

It is standard procedure to ar 
range candles on a sheet of mir 
ror, but a warmer effect is cre 
ated by placing them on sheets o 
brass or copper. 

Square candles are not frequent 
ly produced by U.S. candlemakers 
but they are beginning to arrive 
from Japan and Hong Kong, so be 
sure to check import shops.

By JULIE MAXEY [) The one hitch to that perfect job 
or dream home moored in greener grass'ands is that you 
must move to get to it. The mere thought of making 
such a move makes most of us shudder. 

Pamphlets prepared by moving companies always 
picture people in the throes of moving as terrifically 
happy. On moving day, the woman (fresh from a hair- 
stylist) stands in an orderly house amid well-behaved 
children and impeccable, recently shaved movers.

The only element of real life depicted in the pam- 
phlets is the man of the house, who can ke viewed in only 
one photograph. He is, presumably, eff to te new job 
or working hard at his prese~t one so he can pay for 
the move. He’s got it easy. Whether or ret the hus- 
band’s employer picks up the moving check, it’s the 
woman who usually takes charge. Moving is work, liter- 
ally upsetting—and on-the-job training comes too late. 

You can, however, smooth your move. 

First, settle the question of when. The summer season 
is simply chaotic. Moving companies transplant 75 to 
80% of the year’s 10 to 15 million moving families be- 
tween the middle of June and the middle of September. 
It’s a time legendary for delay. The equipment (there’s 
only so much a company can support) and the men 
(there are only so many a company can employ year- 
round) are stretched skin thin. School vacation is the 
reason for the summer rush. A move in the slack season 
means pulling your children out of a school oozing with 
pals and plunking them down friendless in foreign ter- 
ritory. Dee Ground, an accomplished mover (23 times 
in 16 years), mother of three, says, “It’s psychologically 
difficult at all times of the year for children. But in mid- 
year they are strangers in a strange school. In summer, 
they at least have time to meet a neighbor, to know 
someone before facing a classful of new children.” 

If you do opt to avoid summer, know that “scores 
for children transplanted in a school month did not 
differ from those transplanted in a nonschool month,” 
according to Professor Donald Brieland of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. He appeared in a symposium on “The 
Effects of Change of Environment on the Child,” co- 
sponsored by Allied Van Lines. 

Except for uniforms and frills, the difference among 
major moving companies is similar to the difference 






among airlines: It’s Basieaile small. The rates on long 
distance moves (over 50 miles), based upon the total 
weight of goods and distance traveled, are “competi- 
tive.” Each mover files his rate tariff with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission (ICC). Ask movers for tariff 
rates. Prices do differ a little. On local moves (under 50 
miles), the mover must charge the ICC minimum rate 
but can charge as much as he can get. Shop around. 


hen choosing a mover, the key word to 

listen for is reliable. Ask for recommendations from 
friends who’ve moved. Check past performance with 
local consumer groups and the Better Business Bureau. 
Before guessing an estimate, a mover will want to see 
what you have to move and determine the services you 
want and the equipment he’ll need. Show him every- 
thing, your car, too, if you want it to go on the van (yes, 


it can be included). An ICC insider says some customers 
think they’re gcing to fool an estimator by not showing 
him heavy items hidden in the basement. Surprise. The 
weight might not be included in the estimate, but it is 
registered on the scales when the loaded van is weighed 
and it will swell the final bill. An estimate is not a bid 
or a final charge. An occasional shady character will 
throw out a low estimate as bait to get business, then 
give you the business with a bill far over estimate.,Get 
all estimates in writing. 


ick your mover, then your pick-up and de- 
livery dates and then discuss your special needs. Every- 
one has something to ship that needs special handling, 
perhaps crating—a Tiffany lamp, an oversized hutch, a 
Moose head. Iron out such quirks when the company’s 
representative comes to call. He’ll bring booklets of in- 
formation. The most practical is the ICC Summary of 
Information for Shippers of Household Goods. Don’t 
dump it in a drawer. Read it. 

The fact is, furniture is not made to ship. Graceful 
chair legs break off; glass cracks. Even with well- 
trained workers, there are accidents. The frequency of 
mishaps escalates when a “casual laborer,” i.e., any man 
able to lift, is recruited. This happens mostly in summer 
months. “Wall Street Journal” Staff Reporter Danforth 
W. Austin led a double life as a moving man. The com- 
pany that hired him dropped “such formalities as check- 
ing personal references and former employers, offered 
me a job effective immediately. | never received any 
formal training in the art of moving. Instead, I learned 
through trial and error—and errors abounded,” he re- 
ported. He dropped lit cigarettes on tables, scratched 
dressers, marred walls. A mover’s liability for all these 
horrors is a paltry 60 cents per pound. So buy addi- 
tional insurance. It will cost 50 cents per $100 to raise 
the weight coverage to $1.25 per pound or declare full 
value. If you pack, you can get full insurance only if the 
carton holding damaged contents is also damaged. A 
mover is not liable for cash, jewelry, securities, coin 


collections and the like. Take them with you. Get a | 


written valuation for expensive pieces. It’s hard to 
prove the value of a Ming vase when it’s in 1,000 pieces.

Extra stops cost money. Get your belongings to- 
gether in one place for a single pick-up.

Avocats a la Parisienne 
(Avocados Parisian Style) 


14, cup (1 stick) butter 

6 tablespoons flour 

2 cups milk, heated to 
boiling point 

Salt 

Big pinch cayenne pepper 

14 pound button mushrooms 

Juice of 1 lemon, strained 

Freshly ground pepper 

14 cup cream 

1/4, pound cooked ham

Melt 6 tablespoons of the butter 
in a heavy saucepan. Stir in the 
flour until smooth. Cook over 
moderate heat, stirring con 
stantly, for about three minutes. 
Add the hot milk. Beat with a 
wire whisk until smooth. Cook, 
whipping constantly, until sauce 
has thickened noticeably. Sea- 
son to taste with salt and stir in 
the cayenne. Keep the sauce 
warm in a pan of hot water un- 
til ready to be served. 

Wipe the mushrooms with a 
clean, damp cloth, snip off the 
ends of the stems and then 
mince very fine. Melt the re- 
maining butter in a large, heavy 
skillet. Add the mushrooms, 
lemon juice and salt and pepper 
to taste. Sauté over moderate 
heat until all the liquid has 
evaporated.

Then whack 
a heavy, sharp knife directly in- 
to the seed and twist to lift it 
out. Cut a sliver off the bottom 
of each avocado so the fruit will 
sit straight. Arrange the halves 
in a buttered ovenproof dish. 
Fill with the mixture covering 
the pulp completely. Sprinkle 
generously with the cheese. 
Place in a preheated 400° oven 
just long enough to melt the 
cheese. (These can be prepared 
in advance to this point and re- 
heated, just before serving, in 
a preheated 400° oven for ap- 
proximately 20 minutes.) 

A delicious hors d'oeuvre or 
supper or luncheon dish. Serve 
two halves per person for lunch 
or supper but only one as a 
first course of a meal.

2 cups all-purpose flour,

Place 2 cups of the flour in a 
large bowl. Add 10 tablespoons 
of the butter and a good pinch 
of salt. With your fingertips or 
a pastry blender, work the mix- 
ture until you have a ‘‘coarse 
meal.’’ Sprinkle with the water, 
then gather the dough into a 
ball. Refrigerate. 

Place the onions, the remain- 
ing butter and a cup of coid 
water in a large skillet. Bring to 
a boil and boil until the onions 
are soft and all the water has 
boiled away. Cool. 

Mix the remaining flour with 
the heavy cream until smooth. 
Add the beaten eggs, salt, pep- 
per and nutmeg to taste. Then 
stir in the milk. Set aside. 

Roll the dough out ona light- 
ly floured board about 14-inch 
thick. Center over a nine-inch 
pie plate and flute the edge. 
Place a piece of foil in the pas- 
try shell to form a lining. Fill 
with dry beans or rice to keep 
the shell from puffing up when 
baked. Bake in a _ preheated 
425° oven until! the bottom is 
set and the edges have browned 
slightly (about 20 minutes). 
Take from the oven and remove 
the foil. Brush the shell all 
over with the beaten yolk. Re- 
turn to the oven for two minutes 
to set. Spoon the onions into 


the shell and pour the cream 
mixture over all. Bake in a pre- 
heated 375° oven for 35 min- 
utes. Serve lukewarm.

Cut the ham or bacon into 14- 
inch dice. Drop the onions into 
boiling water for about one min- 
ute, then peel and make an X 
in the root end. Drain the toma- 
toes (reserve the juice to use 
some other way). Cut the pep- 
pers in half, remove seeds and 
ribs. Crush the garlic and peel. 
Heat about half the oil in a 
very large, ovenproof casserole. 
Brown the chicken pieces, a few 
at a time, on both sides. As 
they brown, set aside. Add more 
oil as needed. Add the ham or 
bacon, onions, peppers and to- 
matoes. Cook over moderate 
heat for 10 minutes, stirring 
occasionally. Stir in the wine 
and return the chicken pieces 
to the casserole. Add _ garlic, 
salt and pepper to taste. Tie 
the bay leaves, thyme and pars- 
ley in a cheesecloth bag and 
bury in the casserole. Bring up 
to a boil on top of the stove, 
cover and then place in a pre- 
heated 350° oven for 25 min- 
utes or until the chicken pieces 
are tender and the juices run 
clear when pierced with a fork.

To form the loaf, place one 
slice of meat on your work sur- 
face.

Place 
the loaf in the pan and bake in 
a preheated 350° oven for about 
114 hours, basting occasionally 
with pan juices, or until a meat 
thermometer registers 160°. 
Refrigerate. When cold, remove 
strings and fatback. Slice rather 
thin, and serve to six.

(Cold Salmon Mousse) 


2 cups clam juice (two

i) Bring to a boil and stir over 
_ moderate feat until the gelatin 
| has dissolved. Remove any skin 
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and bones from the salmon and 
flake the fish. Combine with the 
gelatin mixture and purée in 
the container of an_ electric 
blender. Pour into a bowl and 
stir in the Cognac, salt, pepper 
and nutmeg. Cover and refriger- 
ate until almost set, giving the 
mixture an occasional stir. 
When the mixture has reached 
the right consistency, whip the 
cream until it holds a shape 
when you lift up the beater. Us- 
ing a rubber spatula, fold into 
the salmon mixture thoroughly. 
Taste here for seasoning; it 
may need more salt and pepper. 
Brush a six-cup decorative 
mold lightly with vegetable oil. 
Turn upside down to drain off 
any excess. Spoon the mousse 
into the mold, seal with Saran, 
refrigerate until firm. Serves six. 
To serve, unmold on a chilled 
platter and garnish with lettuce 
leaves filled with freshly cooked 
petits pois dressed lightly with 
Sauce Vinaigrette and Tomates

Asperges Mimosa 


3 pounds fresh asparagus 

Sauce Mimosa: 

2 hard-cooked eggs

114 tablespoons Dijon mustard 

34 cup peanut or vegetable oil 

Salt 

Freshly ground black pepper 


Using a heavy, sharp knife, cut 
off the tough root ends of the 
asparagus in one fell swoop. 
Then with a swivel-bladed vege- 
table knife, peel each spear 
from the tip down, rolling the 
stalks around as you work. Tie 
the spears in sma!l bundles with 
sofi, white string, then drop into 
a pot of boiling, salted water. 
Boil briskly, uncovered, until a 
sharp paring knife will pierce 
the butt ends easily—approxi- 
mately three to five minutes. Run 
immediately under cold water 
to stop the cooking. When cold, 
lift from the water to a fresh 
dish towel, cut off strings and 
wrap in the towel. Refrigerate. 

To make the sauce, push the 
eggs through a fine sieve or 
food mill to make the ‘‘mimosa.”’ 
Then mix with the parsley and 
chives. Set aside. Spoon the 
mustard into a bowl. Add the 
vinegar and beat with a wire 
whip until smooth. Gradually add 
the oil, beating constantly. Sea- 
son with salt and pepper. 

To serve: Arrange the aspara- 
gus on a serving platter. Coat 
lightly with some of the dressing, 
then sprinkle the tips with the 
‘‘mimosa.'’ Serve the remainder 
of the dressing in a bowl. Serve 
five to six spears per person. 


Purée d'Oignons 
(Onion Purée) 


3 pounds (about 15) yellow 
onions, peeled and sliced thin 

6 tablespoons butter, cut up 

Salt 

3 tablespoons flour 

Heavy cream (14 to 14 cup) 

Generous 14 teaspoon sugar 

Paprika or minced parsley 


Combine the onions, butter and 
1 cup of water in a heavy enam- 
eled saucepan. Bring to a boil, 
reduce heat to moderate and 
cook for one hour or until all the 
liquid has boiled away and the 
onions are very tender. Take 
care to see they do not brown. 

Sprinkle the flour over the 
onions, then stir in thoroughly. 
Add salt to taste and cook over 
very low heat, stirring constant- 
ly, for five minutes to cook the 
flour. Keep watching to see that 
the onions do not brown. The 
purée must be onion-white. 

To purée, pour the onions in- 
to the container of an electric 
blender and add 14 cup of the 
cream. Turn motor to high. If 
there isn’t sufficient liquid so 
the motor works, add a little bit 
more. What you want to achieve 
is an onion purée about as thick 
as mashed potatoes. 

Pour the purée back into the 
saucepan and stir in the sugar. 
Do not overdo the sugar, as 
cooked onions have a slightly 
sweet taste. Taste here for sea- 
soning. The onions take quite a 
lot of salt, we found. The purée 
can be prepared to this point 
and sealed with Saran, then re- 
heated at serving time over very 
low heat. It is very good, indeed, 
with rabbit or chicken as well as 
most other meats. 

To serve, spoon into a heated 
vegetab'e dish and sprinkle with 
either the paprika or parsley. 
Will serve about six. 


Pilaf au Safran 
(Saffron Rice Pilaf) 


1/4, cup (1 stick) butter 

3 large yellow onions, 
peeled and minced fine 

214 cups long grain rice 

1, teaspoon powdered saffron 

5 cups chicken broth (or four 
1014-ounce cans) 

Salt 

Freshly ground white pepper 

Handful of parsley leaves, 
chopped fine 


Heat the butter in a large, heavy 
saucepan. Add the chopped 
onions and a cup of water. 
Bring to a boil and cook until 
the onions are translucent and 
all the water has boiled away. 
Then, stir in the rice. 
Combine the saffron and 
chicken broth. Bring to a boil 
and stir until the saffron has 
dissolved. Add to the rice with 
salt and pepper to taste. Place 
over low heat and cook, covered, 
about 20 minutes or until all 


the broth has been absorbed 
Stir in the chopped parsley with 
a fork. Spoon into a heated serv 
ing dish. Serves 12. (To serve 
six, recipe can be cut in half.) 


Feuilleté au Sucre 
(Flaky Sugar Cake ) 


This is a fascinating cake from 
the Basque country of France 
made with a dough that is remi- 
niscent of strudel. 


2 cups all-purpose flour 

1 tablespoon vegetable oil 

1 egg 

14, teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon lemon juice, 
strained 

2 tablespoons orange 
flower water* 

2 tablespoons Armagnac 

14, cup water 

34, cup sugar 

14 cup (1 stick) sweet 
butter, melted 


Sift the flour right into the bowl 
of the e'ectric mixer. Make a 
wel in the center and add all 
ingredients except the sugar 
and butter. Mix together with 
the tips of your fingers and 
gather into a ball. Attach the 
dough hook to the mixer and 
knead at low speed for five to 
10 minutes or until the dough is 
very smooth and elastic. 

Divide the dough into six 
equal parts, shape into balls 
and coat with melted butter. 
Place on waxed paper and allow 
to rest for about 20 minutes. 

Butter a nine-inch glass or 
ceramic pie plate and set aside. 
Coat a pastry cloth or board well 
with flour. Roll out one ball of 
dough paper thin. Then, with 
your hands stretch it as much 
as possible without breaking it. 
Lift to the pie plate, brush well 
with melted butter and sprinkle 
with 2 tab!espoons of the sugar. 
Repeat the procedure with each 
ball of dough. If, as is likely, 
some of the dough hangs over 
the edge of the plate, fold it 
over, butter and sugar it. 

Bake in a preheated 350° 
oven for 30 minutes. Then raise 
the temperature of the oven to 
400° and continue baking un- 
til the pastry is golden—ap- 
proximately 10 minutes. 

Serve warm with Créme 
Fraiche (American sty'e): Com- 
bine 1 cup heavy cream, whipped 
until it holds a slight shape, 
with 14 cup sour cream. 

“Orange flower water, made 
from distilled orange blossoms, 
imported from France, is usual- 
ly available in specialty stores. 


Dacquoise 


This is a fabulous French des- 
sert, made with baked meringue 
layers, filled and frosted with a 
delicate butter cream. 


7 or 8 slices zwieback 
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6 eggs, separated 

1 cup (two 214-ounce bags) 
almonds, skin on 

1% teaspoon salt 

114 cups sugar 

2 tablespoons flour 

2 tablespoons cornstarch 

14 teaspoon vanilla extract 


Cut three eight-inch circles of 
parchment paper and place on 
baking sheets with a dab of but- 
ter or shortening underneath 
each to hold them in place; OR, 
grease the undersides of three 
eight-inch cake pans, coat with 
flour, dumping off any excess. 

Grind the nuts in an electric 
blender until very fine; then 
grind the zwieback. Set both 
aside. Do not mix. 

Place the whites in the bowl 
of the electric mixer (reserve 
the yolks to use for the butter 
cream below). Beat at high 
speed until frothy. Add the 
sugar gradually, beating hard 
and constantly until the me- 
ringue holds firm, shiny peaks. 
Set aside 2 tablespoons of the 
nuts. Add the remainder along 
with the zwieback, salt, flour 
and cornstarch and vanilla. Us- 
ing a rubber spatula, fold into 
the meringue thoroughly. Spread 
about 14 of the mixture on the 
parchment circles or the pre- 
pared pans, leaving a generous 
4 inch margin all around to 
allow for spreading. Bake in a 
preheated 250° oven for about 
45 minutes. Take from the oven 
and cool thoroughly. 


Coffee-Rum Butter Cream 

Y/ cup (1 stick) butter 

134 cups sifted confectioners’ 
sugar 

6 egg yolks 

2 teaspoons powdered instant 
coffee 

2 tablespoons dark rum 


Cut the butter into pieces, place 
in a bowl and cream with an 
electric beater until very soft 
and light. Gradually add the 
sugar, beating constantly. When 
the mixture is smooth, add the 
yolks, one at a time, beating 
hard after each addition. Dis- 
solve the coffee in the rum. Mix 
well into the butter mixture. 

To complete the Dacquoise: 
Using a wide, metal spatula, lift 
one of the layers to a serving 
platter. Spread with about one 
fourth of the butter cream. Top 
with a second layer and coat 
with butter cream. Add the third 
layer. Frost the sides, then the 
top with the remaining cream. 
Sprinkle the top with the re- 
served ground nuts. Refrigerate 
until serving time. 


Gateau Surprise au Chocolat 
(Surprise Chocolate Cake) 


2 packages (three-ounce size) 
ladyfingers 

5 tablespoons sugar 

5 egg yolks 


2/4, cup milk, heated 
to boiling point 

6144 squares (one-ounce size) 
semi-sweet chocolate 

34, cup (11, sticks) sweet 
butter, at room temperature 

1/; cup water 

1, cup kirsch or Grand Marnier 


Combine the sugar and egg 
yolks in the top of a double 
boiler. Beat with a rotary or 
electric beater until thick and 
creamy. Gradually add the hot 
milk, beating constantly. Place 
over simmering water and cook, 
stirring constantly, until the 
custard will coat a metal spoon. 
Seal with Saran to keep a skin 
from forming. Cool completely. 
Meanwhile, melt the choco- 
late over hot water. Then cool. 
When cold, add the butter, cut 
into bits, and beat into the 
chocolate until it is absolutely 
smooth. Stir in the cooled cus- 
tard until well mixed. 
Combine the water and kirsch 
&6ér Grand Marnier in a flat pan 
or dish. Take a nine-inch loaf 
pan. Quickly dip the lady fin- 
gers into the liquid (do not al- 
low them to soak or they will fall 
apart) and line the sides and 
bottom of the pan. [ill with the 
chocolate cream. Place a layer 
of the lady fingers on top of the 
cream. If any of the fingers ex- 
tend above the cream on the 
sides and ends, simply cut them 
off and discard. Seal with Saran. 
Refrigerate for at least 24 hours. 


Custard 

l4 cup sugar 

5 egg yolks 

Pinch of salt 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

3 cups milk, heated 
to boiling point 


Combine the sugar, yolks, salt 
and vanilla in the top of the 
double boiler. Beat with a ro- 
tary or electric beater until thick 
and creamy. Gradually add the 
hot milk, beating constantly. 
Place over simmering water and 
cook, stirring constantly, until 
the custard will coat a metal 
spoon. Seal with Saran and re- 
frigerate until cold. 

To serve: Turn the cake out 
onto a serving platter and coat 
with custard. Pour remainder 
of custard into a serving_bowl. 


Sorbet au Rhum 
(Rum Sherbet) 


1 cup sugar 

2 cups water 

Pee! of 1 orange and 1 lemon 

Juice of 1 large navel orange, 
strained 

Juice of 1 lemon, strained 

1 cup dry, white wine 

lialian meringue: 

Y/> cup sugar 

‘4 tablespoon corn syrup 

3 tablespoons water 

Y% cup rum 


Combine the 1 cup of sugar 


with 2 cups of water and the 
orange and lemon peels, juice 
and wine. Bring to a boil. Take 
off the heat and cool. Lift out 
and discard the peels. Pour the 
mixture into two ice trays, divid- 
ing the mixture evenly. Place in 
the freezer (it must maintain 
zero temperature). Freeze until 
mushy, stirring occasionally to 
incorporate the frozen parts that 
cling to the bottoms and sides. 

Shortly, before the mixture 
has reached the mushy stage, 
make the Italian meringue: 
Combine the sugar, corn syrup 
and water in a small saucepan. 
Bring to a boil over medium 
heat and cook until the syrup 
reaches the soft ball stage 
(220° on a candy thermometer). 
With a rotary or electric beater, 
whip the egg whites until they 
almost form a shape. Gradually 
add the hot syrup in a slow, 
steady stream, beating con- 
stantly. Continue beating until 
the meringue holds firm, shiny 
peaks and is cold. 

Turn the mixture in the ice 
trays into a chilled bowl and 
beat until smooth. Using a rub- 
ber spatula, fold in the mer- 
ingue, then the rum. Pour into 
the ice trays and return to the 
freezer for at least two hours. 

Note: The sherbet will not be 
firm but rather ‘‘mushy.”’ 

To serve, spoon into chilled 
wine or sherbet glasses. Serves 
approximately eight. 


Fraises, Créme au Vin Blanc 
(Strawberries with 
White Wine Cream) 


Wash and hull 2 pints (4 cups) 
ripe strawberries; drain thor- 
oughly then pat dry with paper 
towels. Arrange in a large crys- 
tal bowl and serve with the 
Creme au Vin Blanc. The Crém2 
au Vin Blanc, not unlike a Sa- 
bayon (also a wine sauce but 
served warm), is a very good 
dessert all by itself. 


Cream: 

2 tablespoons flour 
6 eggs, separated 

14 cup sugar 

1 cup dry, white wine 
Pinch of salt 


Combine the flour, egg yolks 
and sugar in the top of the 
double boiler. Beat with a ro- 
tary or electric beater until very 
thick and creamy. Stir in the 
wine. Place over simmering 
water and cook, whipping con- 
stantly, until the sauce thickens 
noticeably. Seal the surface with 
Saran and refrigerate until cold. 

Add a pinch of salt to the egg 
whites and beat until they hold 
firm, shiny peaks. With a wire 
whip, beat about a third into the 
custard. Pour the custard over 
the remaining whites and fold 
in with a rubber spatula. Pour 
into a serving bowl and chill. As 
a dessert without fruit, it will 


serve approximately six persons. 


Sauce Salade 


One of the most delicious and 
interesting salad dressings 
we've come across in a long, 
long time comes to us from that 
most distinguished publication, 
The Craig Claiborne Journal. 


2 teaspoons Dijon or

van is on it. Fill in the insurance 
statement, before you sign. 

After the van rolls off into 
the sunset, there’s no telling 
when you'll see it again. The de- 
livery date on the bill of lading 
is decorative. A mover by law is 
allowed to deliver with ‘‘reason- 
able’’ dispatch since he may 
have four or five loads on one 
van. The van may reach you days 
or weeks late, early or—who 
knows?—even on time. Quiz 
your driver about his route. 
Someone must be eagerly wait- 
ing to receive the shipment 
when it does show up. If you 
stand up the driver, he’ll dump 
the shipment into storage at a 
warehouse (at your expense). 
If the wam is AWOL for ages 
and the reason is other than an 
act of God over which the mover 
has no control, you can file an 
‘inconvenience claim’’ for your 
receipted expenses. However, 
debates do arise over fault. If 
the truck broke down, who’s to 
blame: the mover or God? 

Ask the mover to warn you 
about the final weight and 
charge in case it goes over esti- 
mate. A mover delivers C.O.D. 
—no money, no furniture. If 
the bill is over estimate, you've 
got to pay the estimated price 
plus 10% or $25, whichever is 
greater, to get your goods. The 
balance is due in 15 days. The 
mover will take cash, a money 
order or a certified check before 
unloading. A personal check 
won't do, though you can pre- 
pay with one. 

lf your shipment gained a lot 
of weight on the road, ask for 
a reweigh. It’s not a bad idea

anyway. If at all possible, be 
there at the weigh-in so you will 
be satisfied with the total.

If the missing item isn’t 
on the van, list it as lost on the 
inventory. You can check for 
and note any damage on same. 
If you packed, examine cartons 
for damage. This step is cru- 
cial because there’s a most ‘‘im- 
portant notice’ on the inventory 
stating: ‘‘Before signing, check 
shipment, count items and de- 
scribe loss or damage,’ with 
space for descriptions, remarks 
and exceptions. This is the best 
proof you've got. 
If there are no written ex- 
ceptions, your signing the in- 
ventory signifies an agreement 
to accept a complete shipment. 
Don’t sign away the legal leg 
you may need to stand on. If 
it's impossible to check every 
item, then sign it ‘‘subject to fu- 
ture claims.” 
Follow up with a letter to 
the mover about the damaged 
and lost items you noted on the 
inventory or discovered later.

The mover’s reply will be a 
claim to fill out. You only get 
to file one claim: It will not be 
reopened. Be complete. 

The mover has a choice of 
repairing damage or paying you 
for the item’s current value, 
based on a depreciation scale. 
The mover must settle 
within 120 days or keep you 
posted each month about what's 
happening. Most do. !f not, a 
mover’S Own insurance com- 
pany is on file with the ICC. The 
company may be willing to set- 
tle, even if the mover is not. 
You can sue. Also on file with 
the ICC is the mover's agent for 
legal services. 

Hopefully, though, all that 
might go wrong won't and the 
worst post-move worry you'll 
have is where to put all your 
intact, unmarred belongings.

egg—properly

Poached eggs lend themselves to an infinite number of combina- 
tions, from the very simple poached egg on toast to the very so- 
phisticated Eggs Benedict served with ham, hollandaise sauce and 
truffles. It actually is very simple to poach an egg properly—and 
it is an operation that can be done several days ahead (as most 
restaurants do), eliminating any last-minute panic when you want 
to serve several people at once. Try this idea for your next brunch. 
































To poach six eggs, pour 214 

to three quarts of water 

and 1/3 cup white vinegar (to 
help firm the egg whites) into 
a large, shallow, wide pan. Bring 
to a boil, then reduce to simmer. 
Break the eggs (the fresher 
the better) one at a time into a 
saucer or any small container. 
Then slip each egg into the 
simmering water, adding them 
quickly so that they will be 
equally cooked. Keep the water 
at a simmer—or let it ‘‘shiver,” 
as it is said in France.

As the eggs cook, drag the bottom of a large metal spoon or é 
slotted skimmer across the surface of the water to move the egg) 
about a bit and keep them from sticking to the bottom of the pan. 


Cook 214 to three minutes, 
depending on how you 
like your eggs. To check 
for doneness, lift out one 
egg and press it lightly with 
a finger. The white should 
be set but the yolk soft 

to the touch. Put eggs ina 
bowl of water and ice, to 
stop the cooking and 
wash off the vinegar.
